9. as we ſhall afterward more abundantly 
declare. But the promiſes of God made unto him in their agree- 
ment, and ſo conſequently his owne ayme and intention may be 
ſeene in nothing more manifeſtly, than in the requeſt that out $4- 
viour makes upon the accompliſhmene of the worke about which 
he was ſent, which certainely was neither for more, nor lefſe,then

17.3. and now what doth he require after the manifeſtation of his 
eternall glory, of which for a ſeaſon he had emptied himſelfe, ver. 
4. clearely a full confluence of the love of God, and fruics of that 
love apon all his ele& in faith , GanQification and glory ; God 
_ gavethem unto him, and he ſanftified himlelte to be a facritice for 
their ſake, praying for their ſanRitication,v. 17. 18. their preſer- 
vation ow gg or communion one with another,and union with 
God, verſe 20.21. I pray not for them alone, ( that is his Apoſtles, ) 


but for them alſo which ſball beleeve on me tbreugh their word , that they - 


all may be one, as th:u father art in me, and Tin thee, that they alſo may 
be one inus : and laſtly their glory, v: 24. Father, Twill that they al- 
fo whom thou baſt given me be with me where I am, that they may bebold 
my glory which thou baſt given me. All which ſeverall Poſtulata, are 
no doubt grounded upon the forecited promiſey, which' by 
his Father were made unto him: and in this not one word 
concerning all and every one, butexpreſſely the contrary, Joh.

onely of them: it was no more,nor lefle, than the curſe of the 
Law of God, which he underwent for us, for be freed us from tbe 
. curſe by being made a curſe, Gal. 3. 13. which contained all the pu- 
niſbment that was due to finne, either in the ſeverity of Gods 
Juftice,or according to the exigence of that:law which required 0- 
bedience. That the execration of the Law ſhould be onely temporal! 
death, as the law was conſidered to be the inſtrument of che Jewiſh: 
polity, and ſerving that economy or diſpenſation,is true;but that 
ir ſhould be no more as it is the univerſall rule of obedience and 
the bond of the covenant between God & manzis a foolithdreame. 
Nay but in dying forus Chriſt did not onely ayme at our good,' 
bur alſo dire&!y died in-our ſtead : the puniſhment dueto our fin 
and the chaſtiſement of our peace was upon him : which chart it 
wes the paines of hell-in theio natare and being, in. their weight 
and prefſure,though not in tendance and continuance, ( it bein 
impoſlible chat he ſhould be detained by death,) who can deny, hs 


not be injuriousto theyultice of God, which will inevitably infli& 


thoſe paines to eternity upon ſinners? it is true indeed, there is a 
relaxation of the Law.,.in reſpc& of the perſons ſuffering, God 
admitting of commutation : as in the old Law when in their

which when they were to have an end then ſaid Chriſt Lee Tcome 
to do thy will: now rthotigh the perfefting or conſammating of 
this oblation, be ſetour inthe ſcripture chietly in reſpeR of whar 
Chriſtſuffered, and noc ſo much in reſpeCt of what he did, becauſe 
ic is Ctietly conlidered as the means-ated by thefe three blefied 
Agents , for the attaining of a further end, yet in reſpe&t of his 
own voluntary giving up himſelf, to be ſo an oblation and a fa- 
crifice, without which ic would not have been of any value, ( for 
if the will of Chriſt had not beene init, ic could never have pur- 
ged our {ins)therefore in that regard, I referreit to hisaRtions. He 
was the Lamb of God that tahes «way the ſinnes of the world John. 


' 1. 29. thelamb of God, which himſelt had provided fora ſacrifice; 


and how did this lambe behave himſelf init? with unwillingnelle, 
and ftrugling ? no, be opexednot bis mouth, be was brought as alamb to 
the ſlaughter, and as a ſbeep before the Shearers is dumb, ſo be opened not 
bis mouth I{ay. 53. 7. whence he fayeth , I lay down my life, no man 
taketh it from me, but T lay it down of my ſelf,T have power to lay it dewn, 
and T have power to take it again John 10. 17.18. He might have 
been cruciated on the part of God , but his death could not have 
been an oblation and offering had not his will concurred. But he 
loved me ſaith the Apoſtle, and gave bioujel for me: Gal. 2. 20. Now 
that alone deſerves the name of a gift , which is from a freeand a 
willing minde, as Chriſts was, when he loved us and gave himſelf 
for us an offering and a ſacrifice to God for a {weet ſmelling ſa- 
vour, Eph. 5.2. he does it cheerefully , loe I come »to do thy will O my 
Cod, Heb: 9. 10. and ſo his own ſelf bare our fins in his own body on the 
tree, 1 Pet. 2. 24. Now this oblation or offering of Chriſt, I would 
not tye up to any one thing, ation, or paſllion , performance or 
ſuffering, but it compriſeth the” whole economy and diſpenſation 
of God manifeſted in the fleſh , and converſing among us , with 
all thoſe things which he performed in the dayes of his fleſh, when 
he offered up prayers and ſupplications , with ſtrong cries and 
rears, untill he had fully by himſelfpurged our fins,and fate down 
on the right hand of the majeſty on high,He. 1.3. expeCting until 
his enemies be made his footſtool. All the whole ditpenſation of 
his comingand miniſtring , untill he had given his ſoul a price of 
redemption for many Mat. 26. but for his entring into the holyeſt 
of holyes, ſprinkled with his owne blood, -and appearing ſo for 
us, before the majeſty of God, by ſome accounted as the continua-

Who accordingly tels his diſciples, that he 

had more worke to doefor them in heaven, I goe ſaith he to prepare

14-2.3. for as the high prieſt went into the ſecond alone, oncee- 

very yeare, not without bloud, which he offered for himſelfe and 

the errors of the people. Heb. 9.7.ſ0 Chriſt bebeing come an bigh Prieſt 

of good things to come, by bis owne blood entred once into the holy place 

baving obtained for us crernall redemption, Heb.9.11.12. Now what 

was this holy place whereinto he entred, thus ſprinkled with the 

bloud of ' the Covenant, and to what end did he en- 

ter into it ? why; be 7s not entred into the boly place, made with bands, 

which is the figure of the trye, but into beaven it ſelfe now to appeare in 

the preſence of God for us, v. 24. and what doth be there appeare for ? 

why; tobe our advocate toplead our cauſe with God, for the ap- 

plication of the good things, procured by his oblation unto all 

them:for whom he was an offering; as the Apoſtle tell us, if any 

man ſmme we have an Advocate with the Father, even Jeſus Chriſt the 

righteous, John 2. 1. why ? how comes that to paſſe? he is 

a propitiation for our ſinnes. v. 2. hisbeing jazouts a propitiatory 

facrifice for our finnes, is the foundation of his interceding , the 

ground of it : and therefore they both belong to the ſame perſons.

Hence is that confidence of the Apoſtle, upon that interceſlion of 
Chriit, -Wbo ſball lay any thing to the charge of Gods ele&} ? it is God 
that juſtifieto, who is be that condemn#th ? it is Chriſt that dyed, yea 
rather that zs riſen againe 5 who is even at the right hand of God, who al» 
ſo maketh interceſſion for #s, Rom. $.33.34- where alſo we cannot. 
but obſerve, that thole. for whom he dyed, may aſſuredly 
conclude he maketh intercefſion for them, and that none (hall 
lay any thing to their charge : which breakes the neck of the ge- 
nerall ranſome, for accarding to that, he dyed for millions, that 
have no intereit in his interceſſion , who ſhall have their linnes 
laid co their charge, and pecith under them : which might be tur- 
ther cleared up, trom the very nature of this interceſſion, which is 
not an humble dejeted ſupplication, which beſeemies not that 
glorious ſtate of advancement, which he is poſſeſſed of, that fits 
at the _ hand of the Majeliy on high; but an authoratitive pre- 
fenting himſelfe before the throne of his Father, ſprinkled with 
his owne bloud,for the making out to his people all ſpirituall 
things that are procured by his oblation ; | 65.00 Father, I will 
that thoſe whom thou baſt given me be where T am, Joh. 37. ſo that for 
whomſoever he ſuffered, he appeares for them in heaven with 
his ſatisfaftion and merit. Here alſo, we muſt call to minde what 
the Father promiled is Sonne,upon his undertaking of this im- 

loyment;for there is no doubt ,but that for that, andthat alone 
doth Chriſt upon the accompliſhment of the whole, intercede 
with him about , which was in ſumme, that he might be the Cap- 
taine of ſalvation to all that believe on him,and effeQually bring 
' many ſonnes to glory. And hence it is, having ſuch an high Priett 
overthe houſe of God, we may draw neere with the full afſurance 
offaith, for by one offering he hath perfe&ed them that are ſanRi- 
fied, Heb. x0.

Ixeoe 19 bave conceived in ber wombe of the tion- 
holy Ghoſt, Matth. 18. 1s you ask with Mary, how that could be, 
the angell reſolves both her and us, as farre as it is lawfull for us 
to be acquainted with theſe myſterious things, Luk. 1.35. the boly 
Ghoſt ſhall come upon thee, and tbe power of the Higheſt ſhall overſhadow 
thee, therefore alſo that boly thing which ſhall be born of thee, ſball be 
called the ſozne of God:it was an over{hadowing power in the Spirit, 
fo called by an alluſion taken from fowles that coverr theiregges, 
that ſo by their warmth yong may be hacched:for by the ſole pow- 
er of the Spirit was this conception, who did incubare fetui, as in 
the beginning of the world-Now in proceſle as this child was con- 
ceived by the power, ſo he was filled with the $ pirit,and waxed 
ſtronger in it, Luk.1. 80. untill having received a fulnefle thereof, 
and not by any limited meaſure in the gifts and graces of ir, he was 
throughly furniſhed and fitted for his great undertaking, 


Secondly in his oblation or paſſion, for they are both the fame, $11. 


with ſeverall reſpe&s, one to what he ſuffered, the other co what 2 Oblation 


he did with, by, and under thoſe ſufferings, how by theeternall 
Spirit he offered himſelf wichour ſpot unto God, Heb.9. 14- whe- 
ther it be meant of the offering himſelf a bloody facritice on the 
Croſſe, or his preſentation of himſelf continually before his Fa- 
ther, ic is by the eternall Spirit. The willing offering himſcle. 
through that Spirit, was the eternal] fire under this facritice,which 
made it acceptable unto God. That which ſome contend, that by 
the eternall Spirit Is here meant our Saviours own deity, I ſee no 
great ground for :ſome Greek andLatine copies read, not as we 
commonly, avivueres dials but rar; &yis and fo the doubt 
is quite removed: and I i.c no reaion, why ne may not as well be 
aid to offer himſelf, through the holy Spicit, as-to be de- 
creed to be the ſonne of God, according to the Spirit of holi- - 
neſſe by the reſurrefion from the dead, as Rom. 1.3.as alio ro be 
quickened by the Spirit, 1. Pet. 3.18. the working of the ſpirit was 
iredas well in in his oblation as reſurreXion, in his dying, as 


quickeniag. 
| Thirdly, 
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Thicdly, In bis reſurrefFion of which the Apoſtle, Rem. 8.11, 
but if the ſpirit of bim tbat raiſed up Feſus from the dead dwelleth.in you, 
be that raiſed Chriſt from the dead ſhall alſo quicken your mortal bodies 
by bis ſpirit that dwelleth in you, and thus have we diſcovered the 
bleſſed agents, and undertakers in this work, their ſeverall ations: 
and orderly concurrence unto the whole, which though theymay 
be thus diſtinguiſhed, yet they are not ſo divided, but that every 
one muſt be aſcribed co the whole nature, whereof each perſonis in 
ſolidum partaker. And as they begin it, ſo they will joyntly car- 
ry along the application of itunto its ultimate ifſue, and accom-, 
pliſhment, for we malt give thanks to the father who hath made 
us meet (that is by his ſpirit.) to be partakers of the inheritance of 
the Saints in light, who hath delivered us from the power of 
darkneſſe, and bath tranſlated us into the Kingdome of his deare 

nne, in whom we have redemption through his blocd even the 
forgiveneſle of tinnes.

UR next imployment following the order of execution, not 

intertivn,wilbe the diſcovery or laying down of the means in 
this work,which are indeed no other but the ſeveral ations before 
recounted, but now tobe confidered under another reſpeR,as they 
are a meanes ordained for the obtaining of a propoſed end, of 
which afterwards. Now becauſe the ſeverall aftions of Father and 
ſpirit, were all exerciſed towards Chriſt , and terminated in 
him, as God and man, he onely, and his performances are to be 
conſidered as the meanes in this work, the ſeverall concurrences 
of both the other perſons before mentioned, being preſappoſed as 
neceffarily womnl nah or concomitant. 

The meanes then uſed or ordained by theſe agents for the end 
propoſed,is that whole economy or diſpenſation carried along to 
the end from whence our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt is called a media- 
tour; which may and are uſually as I mentioned before diſtin- 
xray into two parts.

9 11.12. his bloody oblation, gave him en- 

trance into the holy place not made with hands, there to accoms 

pliſh the remaining part of his office : the Apoſtle comparing his 
entrance into heaven for us, with the entrance of the High-Prietc 
into the haly-place, with the bloud of Bulls and Gowtoupon him. 
v+ 12-13.( which doubtlefle was.to pray for them in whale behalte 
he had offered, v. 1. )) ſo preſenting bimfelfe before his father that 
his former oblation might. have itsicfhicacy : and hence he is faid to 
have avapifaſe iggwoviuy becauſe he continueth. for ever Heb. 7. 
24- ſo beingable. co (ave to the uttecmoſt them that come unto 
God by him, wherefore we have boldnefle te enter into the holy- 
eſt by the blood of Jeſus Chap. 10. 19, 20, 21, 22- ſo then it is 
evident that both theſe are ats of the Game prielily office in 
Chriſt, and if he perform either of themfor any ; he mult of nece(- 
fity performthe other - for them alſo ; for, he will not exerciſe any 
at or duty of his prieſtly fun&ion in theic behalf , for whom he 
is not a Prieſt. Andfor whom he is a prieſt , he muſt perform 
both, ſceing he is faithfull in the diſcharge of. his fun&ion to the 
utmoſt, in the behalf of the ſinners for whom he undertakes, Theſe 
two then Oblation and Interceſſion , muſt in reſpe& of their ob» 
jects be of ecx1all extent , and can by no means be ſeparated. And 
here by the way (the thing being by this argument in my appre- 
henſfion made fo clear) 1 cannot but demand, of thoſe who op- 
poſe us about the death of Chriſt , whichee they will Giſtain that 
he intercedeth for all or no ; if not, then they make him but half 
a Prieſt ; if they will, they muſt be neceſſitated either to defend 
- this errour, that all ſhall be ſaved; or owne this Blaſphemy that 
Chriſt is not heard of his Father, nor can prevail in his [nterceſ- 
fion's which yet the Saings an earth are ſureto doe , when hey 
| e 
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if he wilt be ſucha mercifull High Prieſt over the houſe of God, 
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make their ſupplications according to the will of God : Rom: 8. 


. beſides that ofour Saviour, it is expreflely ſaid thatthe Father al- 


wayes heareth him. Fob. andif that were true, when he was yer 
in the way, in the dayes of hisfleth, and had not finiſhed the great 
work he was ſentzsbout, how much more then now , when having 
done the will, and finiſhed the work of God, he is ſet down on 
the right hand of majelty on high, deſficing and requeſting the ac- 
complithing of the pfomiſes that were made unto him upon his 
undertaking this work, of which before. 

The nature of the interceſſion of Chriſt, will alſo prove no 
leſſe than what we affert, requiring an unſeparable conjun&ion, 
between it, and his oblation ; for as it is now perfeQed in heaven, 
c jt is not an humble dejeRtion of himſelf - with cries , tearsand 
ſupplications, nay it cannot be conceived to be vocal!, by the way 
of intreaty,but merely reall,by the preſentation of himſelf fprink- 
led with the blood of the Covenant before the throne of Grace in 
our behalf. For Chriſt (faith the Apoſtle) is not entered into the 
the holy place made with hands, but into heaven it ſelf, now to 
appear in the preſence of God for us Heb. 9.24. his Interceſſion 
there,is an appearing for us in heaven in the preſence of God, a 
demonſtration of his ſacred body, wherein for us he ſuffered. For 
(as we ſaid before) the Apoſtle in the ninth tothe Heb. co 
his entrance into heaven for us, unto the entrance of the High 
Prieſt into the holy place, which was with the blood of Buls 
and Goats upon him v. 12. 13, our Saviours being with his own 
blood, ſo preſenting himſelf, that his former oblation might have 
its perpetuall efficacy , untill the many ſous given unto him are 
brought to glory. And herein his Interceſſion confiſteth , bein 
nothing (as it were) but his oblation continued. He was a Lind 
ſlain from the foundation of the world Revel. 13. 3. nowhis Interceſ- 
fiom before his aftuall oblation in the fulneſſe of times , being no- 
thing but a preſenting of the engagement that was upon him for 
the work in due time to be accompliſhed, certainely that which 
follows it, is —__ but a preſenting of what according to that 
__—_— is fulfilled, ſo that ic is vothing buta continuation 
of his oblation, in pofulating by remembranceand declaration of 
it, thoſe things which by ic were procured. How then is it po 
fible, that the one of theſe ſhould be of larger compaſſe and ex- 
tent than the other ? Can he be ſaid to offer for them for whom 


he 
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he doth not intercede when his Interceſſion is nothing but a preſene- 
ing of his oblatien in the behalf of them for whom he ſuffered, 
and for the beſtowing of thoſe good things which by that were 


purchaſed. | 
Apain © if the Oblation and death of Chriſt procured and ob- 


tained thatevery good thing ſhoald be beſtowed, which is aftually /- FE the 
conferred by the intervening of his Interceſion, then they have both ſame end 
.of them the ſame aym, andare both means tending to one and the G_ 


fame end. Now for the proof of this ſuppoſall,we mult remember 
that which we delivered before, concerning the compa? & agree- 
ment, that was between the father and his ſonne, upon his volun- 
tary engaging of himſelf unto this great work of redemption: 
Ar upon that ingagement the Lord propoſed unto him as the end 
of his ſufferings, and promiſed unto him as the reward of his la- 
bours, the fruit of his deſervings, every thing which he after- 
wards intercedeth for. Many particulars I before inſtanced in, and 
therefore now to avoid repetition will wholly omit them, refer- 
ing the Reader to Chap. for ſatisfation : onely 1 ſhall demand, 
what is the ground and foundation of our Saviours Intercefion, 
underſtanding it to be by the way of intreaty, either virtuall or 
formall, as it may be conceived to be either reall or orall, for the 
obtaining of any thing, muſt it not reſt upon ſomepromiſe made 
unto him ? oris there any good beſtowed, that is not promiſed ? 
15 itnort apparent thac the interceſſion of Chriſt doth reſt-on ſuch 
a promiſe, as Pfal. 2.8. Ak of me and I will grant thee the heathen 
to be thine inheritance, &c. Now upon what confideration was this 
promiſe and engagement made unto our Saviour, was it not for 
his undergoing of that about which the Kings ſet themſelves, and the 
Rulers took counſel! together againſt him, ver. 3. which the Apoſtles 
. Interpret of Herod and Pontius Pilate with the people of the Fews, pro- 
ſecuting him to deach, and doing to him whatſoever thehand and 
counſel! 'of God had before determined ſhould be done, As 4.27. 
28. the interceſſion of Chriſt then, being founded on promiſes 
made unto him, and theſe promiſes being nothing bur an enga 
ment to beſtow, and aQually collate upon them for whom he (uf- 
fered, all thoſe good things which his death and 0bation did me< 
rit, and purchaſe, ie cannot be bur that he intercedeth for all, for 
whom he dyed, that his death procured all and every thing, whict 
upon his 7nterceſſion is beſtowed, red, and _ they- are i. - 
- | | at 
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hath not ics full fruits and effets, «for that which ſome ſay, viz. 
that the death of Chriſt doth procure that which is never granted, 
we (hall ſee afterwards, whether it do not contradi& Scripture, 
yeaand common ſenſe. 

Further, what Chriſt hath put together, let no man preſume to 
pur aſunder, diſtinguiſh between them they may , but ſeparate 
them they may not. Now theſe things concerning which wetrearx 
(the oblation and interceſſion of Chriſt) are by himſelf conjoyned, 
yea united oby 17. for-there,and then hedid both offer and inter- 
cede, hedid then as perte&tly offer himſelf in reſpe& of his own 
will and intention, v.9. as on the croſſe:andas perfetly intercede 
as now in heavei, who then can divide theſe things, or put them 
aſunder ?eſpecially conſidering that the Scripture affirmeth that 
the one of them without the other would have been unprofitable 
I Cor. 15.17. for complete remiflion and redemption could noe 
be obtained for us without the entring of our high prieſt into the 
moſt holy place. He. 9. 12. | 

Laſtly, a f ping and dividing of the death and interceſſion 
of Chrili, in reſpe& of the obje&ts of them, cut off all that conſo- 
lation which any ſoule might hope to attaine by an affurance 
that. Chriſt died for him: that the dodrine of the generall ranſome 
is an uncomfortable dofrine, cutting all the nerves and finews of 
that ſtrong conſolation which God is ſo abundantly willing that 
we (ſhould receive, ſhall beafterwards declared : for the preſent I 
will onely ſhew, how it tendeth upon our comfort in this parti- 
cular, the main foundation of all the confidence and affurance 
whereof in this life, we may be made partakers,(which amounts to 
joy unſp:akable, and fall of glory ) ariſeih from this ftrift conne- 
xion of the ob/ation and interceſſion of Jeſus Chriſt,that by the one 
he hath procured all good things forus, and by the other he will 
procure them to be actually beſtowed ; whereby he doth never 
leave our finnesbut follows them into every court, untill they be 
fully pardoned, and clearly expiated, Heb. 9. 26. he will never 
leave us untill he hath ſaved, to the uttermoſt, them that come 
unto Godby him: his death without his reſurre&tion would have 
profited us nothing, all onr faith in him had been in vain, 1 Cor. 
15. ſo that ſeparated from it with the Interceſſion following, et- 
ther in his own intention, or in the ſeverall procurements of the 


 oneor the other, . it will. yield as bus little conſolation, but in 


this 
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this confiexion it is a ſure bottome for a ſoul to build upon, Heb.7 
25. What good will it do me to be perſwaded that Chkritt died for 
my ſinnes, if, notwithſtanding that , my finnes may appeare a- 
gainſt me for my condemnation,where? and when Chrilt will not , 
appear for my juliification?if you will ask with the Apoſtle, who is 

be that condemneth, it is Chriſt that died? Rom.8, 34. It may eafily 

be anſwered; why,God by his Law may condemne me, notwith- 
ſtanding Chriltdying for me ! yea bur faith the Apoſtle, be is ri- 
ſen again, and ſitteth at the-right band of God, making interceſſion for us, 

he reſts not in his death, but he will certainly make interceſſion for 
them, for whom he died, and this alone gives firm conſolation, 
our ſinnes dare not appear, nor any of our accuſers againſt us, 
where he appeareth for us. Cavilling obje&tions _ this text, 
ſhall be afterwards conſidered, and fo I hope I have ſufficiently 
confirmed and proved what in the beginning of this Chapter I did 
propoſe, about the identity of the-objet of rhe oblation, and in- - 
tercefſion of Jeſus Chritt.

The ſumme of one of our former arguments was that to ſacri- T#P* 
fice and intercede belong both to the ſame perſon as high Prieſt, $ 
which name none can anſwer, neither hath any performed that 
office untill both by him be accompliſhed. Where our Saviour be- 
ing the moſt abſolute, and indeed onely true High Prieft,in whom 
were really a]] thoſe perfe&tions which in others received a weake 
typicall repreſentation, doth perform both theſe in the behalf of 
them for whoſe ſakes he was ſuch. 

An argument not unlike to this I find by ſome to be underta- 
ken to be anſwered, being by theſe words propoſed, (The ranſome 

| 2 and 
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and Mediation of Chriſt is no larger than bis office of Prieſt, Prophet and 


| Kingbut thoſe offices pertaine to bis Church and choſen, therefore his 


ranſome pertaines to them onely.) 

The intention and meaning of the argument is the ſame with 
what we propoſed, viz that Chriſt offered not for them for whom 
he is no Prielt, and he is a Prieſt onely for them, for whom he doth 
allo intercede ;: if afterwards I fhall have occaſion to make uſe of 
this argumer t, I ſhall by the Lords afliftance give more weighc 
and ſtrength to it, than it feemes to have in their propoſall, whoſe 
intereit it is, to preſent it as ſleightly as dar = ae wet they may 
ſeeme fairely to have waved it; but the evaiion,ſuch as ic is, let us 
lookeupon - 

Thi ( faith the anſwerer)is 4 ſober objefJion, which friendly term I 
imagined at firſt, he had given this reaſon, becauſe he tound it 
kind andealy to be ſatisfied : but readingthe Anſwerand finding 
that,ſo wide from yeelding any colour or appearance of what was 
pretended, that it onely ſerved himſome new weake falſe concep- 
tions, I imagined that it malt be ſome other kindneffe that wa 
him to give this objefion (as he calls it) ſo much niilder an en- 
tertainement, than thoſe others, which equally gall him, which 
heare nothing, but this is horrid, that blaſphemy that deteltable 
abominable and falſe, as being indeed by thoſe of his periwaſion, 
neither to be endured nor avoided : and at length I conceived that 
the reaſon of it was intimated in the firſt words of his pretended 
anſwer which are, that, this objedon deth not deny the death of Chriſt 
for all men, but onely bis ranſome and mediation for all men. Now 
truely-if it be ſo, I anfnot of his judgement, but ſo farre from 
thinking it a ſober objeRtion , that I cannot be perſwaded that any 

- man in his right wits would once propoſe it; that Chriſt ſhould 
- dyeforall, and yet not bea ranſome tor all, himſelte affirming,

I befeech you was that? of the Covenant of works ? would not 
ſach an affertion overthrow the whole Goſpel ? would it not bee 
derogatory to the honour of Jeſus Chriſt, that he ſhouldbee the 
mediator of a cancelled Covenant ? is it not contrary to Scripture 
affirming him a ſurety (not of the firſt but)of a better Teſtament? |

Now the very context in this place will not admic of any other 
interpretation, for the words render areafon why.notwkifand- 
ing all the injurie & reproaches, wherewith the people of Godare 
ens rms} on ey ſhould clicerefully goe forward to 
ran with joy the race that'is ew ther, even becauſeas God

preſerveth all, for in him we live and move and have our being, 
AS 17. Pſal. 145, 14, 15+ 16: ſo thathe will not ſuffer any tobe 
injured, and unrevenged, Gen. 9. 5. ſo is he eipecially the preſer= 
ver of them that do believe, for they are as the apple of his eye. 
Zeck. 2.8, Deut. 32: 10. ſo thatif he ſhould ſuffer them to be preſ- 
ſed for a ſeaſon yet let them not let go their hope and contidence, 
nor be weary ot well-doing, bur flill reft on and truitin him. This 
incouragement being that which the Apoſtle was to lay downe, 
what motive would it be hereunto, to tell believers, that God 
would have thoſe ſaved, who neither do, norever will , or ſhall 
believe? that] ſay nothing how ſtrange it ſeemes , that Chrilt 
ſhould be the Saviour of them who are never ſaved, to whom he 
never gives grace to believe , for whom he denies to Intercede, 
Fob. 17. 9. which yet is no ſmall part of his mediation whereby he 
ſaves {inners. Neither the ſubje& then,nor the predicate propoſitis 
Che is the Saviour ofall men)is rightly apprehended,by them who 
would wreſt it to the maintenance of unjverſall redemption. For

I prote&ing and governing all, but watching in an eſpeciall man- 
ner for the good of them that are his , that they be not alwayes 
unjuſtly and cruelly traduced and reviled, with other preſſures 
that the Apoſtle here reſts upon: as alſo he ſhews that it was his 
courſe to doe, 2 Cor. 1. 9. 10. but we tad the ſentence of death in our 
ſelves, that we ſpould not. truſt in our ſelves , but in God that raiſeth the 
dead, who delivered us from ſo great a deatÞ, and doth deliver us , and 
whom we truſt, that he will yet deliver us , for he is the Saviour of all 
men eſpecially. of them that do believe. If any ſhall conceive thar 
theſe words, (becauſe we hope in the living God who is &c, )do 
V not render an account of the ground of Payls contidence, in go- 
ing on with his labours and afflictions, but rather are an ex- 
preſſion of the head and ſumme of that doGtrine , for which he 
was ſo turmoyled and afflited, I will not much oppoſe it, for 
then alſoit includes nothing but an aſſertion of the trueGodand 
I dependance on him, in oppoſition to all the Idols of the Gentiles, 
and other vain conceits whereby they exalted themſelves into the 
throne of the moſt High.

of ſaving or a Saviour; 3. Thathe ſhould be a Saviour in a twofold 
ſence.r. For all, 2. For believers. 4. That to believe is the condi- 
tion whereby Chriſt becomes a Saviour in an efpeciall manner 
unto any, andthat condition not procured nor purchaſed by him ; 
that this Iſfay, is the ſence of this place credat ſudare Apella;to me 
nothing is more certain, then that to whom Chriſtis in any fence 
a Saviour in the work of redemption, he ſaves them to the utter- 
moſt from all cheir finnes of infidelity and diſobedience, with the 
ſaving of grace here, and glory hereafter, 
Further attempts alſo there are to give ſtrength to this evaſion, &

their confeſſions and converſations, and in the miniſtration of bis Goſpell invenced, 
by bis ſervants, that theſe among whom they dwell, and converſe might be over- 
coxvinced and brought to believe the report of the Goſpel Efa.

once Luk. 23. 24- as bimſelf left a pattern to us, John 17.21. 23. that ſo 
the men of the world might be convinced and the convincers allured to 
Chriſt and to God in him, Matth. 5. 14.15. 16. yea ſo as that be doth 


in ſome meaſure enlighten every man that cometh into the world, Joh. x. 


9. But in a more ſpeciall manner doth he intercede, &c. 

Here is a twofold interceſſion of Chriſt as Mediatour, 1 For all 
ſinners, that they may believe,(for that is it which is intended bythe 
many clowdy expreſfions wherein-itis involved, ') 2 For believers 
that they may bee ſaved, it is the firſt member of the diſtin&tion 
which we oppoſe, and therefore mult infiſt alittle upon it. 

Firit our authour ſaſth,it is an interceding in ſome (ort, T ask in 
what ſortis it dire&ly,or indire&ly ? is it by vertue of his blood- 
ſhed for them ; or otherwiſe? is it with an intention & deſire to ob- 
tain for them the good things interceded for, or with purpoſe that 
they ſhall go without them ? is itfor all and every man,or only tor 
thoſe who livein the outward pale of the Churcitis faith the thing 
requiredfor them, or ſomething ee 2 is thac deliredabſolarely, or 
upon ſome condition? all which quzries mutt be clearly anſwered 
before this generall interceſſion can be made intelligible. 

Firſt, whether it bee direAly, or indireftly, and by conſe 
quence onely, that this interceſſion after a. ſort is uſed, for that 
thing interceded for is repreſented, not as the immediate iſſue or 
ayme 
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 aym of the'prayer of Chriit, but as a reflex ariling from a bleſſing 


obtained by others : for the Prayer ſet down,is thatGod would ſo 
blelſe believers, that thoſe amongſt whom they dwell, may believe 
the report of theGoſpell. It is believers that are the dire objett 
of this interceſſion, and others onely glanced ar through than : 
the goodalſo ſo deſired for them is conlidered, either as arr acci- 
dent that miay come to paſſe, or follow the flonriſhing of belie- 
vers, x#r& ovpCuCixis, or as an endintended to be accompliſhed by 
it: ifthe firſt, then cheir good is no more intended than their e&- 
vill; if che latter why is ic not effeQed 2 why is not the intention 
of our Saviour accompliſhed ? is it for want of wiſdome to chooſe 
ſuitable and proportionable meanes to the end. propoſed, or is 
it for want of power to effe& what he intendeth ?

if it begthen Chriſt intercedeth for them,that they may enjoy thoſe 
things which for them by hiFoblation he didprocure: for this it 
is, to make his death and bloodſhedding to be the foundation of 
his interceſſion; then it follows that Chriſt by his death proctired 
faith for alk becauſe he intercedeth thac all may believe,grounding 
that interceſſion upon the merit of his death:bue Firſt, this is more 
than the affertors of univerſall redemption will ſuſtain ; amon 

all the ends of the death of Chriſt by them afſigned; the effeAual] 
and infall ible beſtowingof faith 'on thoſe for whom he died, is 
none.Secondly, If by his death he hath purchaſed it for all;and by 
interceſſion intreateth for it, why is it not aftaally beſtowed or 
them ? is not a concurrence of both theſe ſufficient for the 
making out of that one Spirituall bleſling ? bat Secondly, If ic be 
not fcunded on his death, and bloodſhedding, then we defire,that 
they would deſcribe unto us this interceſſion of Chriſt, differing 
_ his appearing for us in heaven fprinckled with his own 

ood. 

Thirdly, dota he intercede for them that they ſhonld believe 
with an intention or defire that they ſhould be ſo,or nozif not,ir is 
but a mock interceſſion, and an intreaty for thatwhich he wonld 
not have granted: if ſo, why is it not accompliſhed ? 
do not all believe ? yea ifhe died for all, and prayed for all that 
they might believe, why arenotall ſaved ? for Chrift is alwayes 
heard of his Father. Jobx12.42. 

Fourthly, is it for all and every one in the world, thac —_ 
makes 


CHAP. 7. as aitnally accompliſhed. 
makes this interceſſion, or onely for choſe who live within the 
pale of the Church ? if onely for thoſe latter, then this doth not 
prove a generall intercefhion for all, but onely one more large than 
that for believers: for if he leaves out any one in the world, 
the preſent bypotbefis falls to the ground : if for all , how can 
it conſiſt in thar petition, that the ſpirit would- ſo lea, guide 
and bleſſe believers? and fo go forth in the miniſtration of the Gol 
pell by his ſervants, that others (that is all and every one in the 
world) may be convinced and brought to believe? how I fay can 
this be ſpoken with any reference to thoſe millions of ſouls that 
never ſee a believer, that heare no report of the Goſpel! ? 
Fifthly, if his interceſſion be for faith, then either Chriſt ifter- 
cedeth forit abſolutely, that they may certainly have it, orupon 
condition;and that, either on the part of God, or man; if abſolutely, 
then all do aftually believe,or that is nor true, the Father alwayes 
heares —_ 12.42.]f upon condition on the part of God.,it can 
be nothing but this, zf be wil oy pleaſe,now the adding of this condi- - 
tion may denote in our Saviour two things.1 Aneſcience of what is 
his Fathers will in the thing interceded for : whichfirſt cannot 
ſtand with the anity ofhis perſon as now inglary, and Secondly, 
cannot be, becauſe he hath the aſſurance of a promiſe tobe heard in 
what ever he asketh, P{ah.2.8. Orſecondly, an advancemement of 
his Fathers will, by ſubmiſſion to that, as the prime cauſe of the 
good to be beſtowed, which may well ftand with abſoluce incer- 
ceffion, by vertue whereof all muſt believe. Secondly is ita condi 
_ onthe part of ONE doth _— ? Now Ibe- 
on whatcondition is thae, where in t cipture abgned:; 
whentle it ſaid that Chriſtdoth intercede for mem that they naay 
have faith, if they do ſack and ſach things ? Nay what con dition: 
can rationally be afſgnedof this deſire ? fome often intimate that it 
is, if they ſuffer the ſpirit to bave its work ujox their bearts, and obey the 
grace of God : Now what is it eo obey the grace of God >is it noe 
ro believe? therefore ie ſeems thae Chriſt invevcedeth for thens thas.

3!y.Chriſt prayes that they may uſe the meanes of grace well,or 
he doth not: ifnot, then how can he pray, that they may 
believe, ſecing to uſe well the meanes of grace, by yeilding o- 
bedience unto them, is indeed to believe ? it he doe, then he doth it 
abſolutely or upon condition, and ſo the argument is renewed a- 
gaine as in the entrance. Many more reaſons might be ealily pro- 
duced to thew the madnefle of this aſſertion, but thole may ſuffice.

Then ſaid Jejus Father forgive them, they know nst what they doe. 

Anſwer. The concluſion which from theſe words is inferred , 
being, therefore there is a generall Tnterceſſion for all that they may be- 
lieve , I might well leave the whole argument to the filent judge- 
ment of men, withoutany further opening and diſcovery of the 
invalidity and weakenefſe, but becauſe the ableſt of. that fide, have 
uſually inſiſted much on this place , for a generall ſucceſleſle. 
Intercesſion , I will a little conſider the inference, in its depen- 
dance on theſe words of the Goſpel, and ſearch whither it have a-. 
ny appearance of ſtrength in us: to which end we mult obſerve. 
Secondly. _ That this prayer is not for all men, but onely for that 

handfull of -the Jewes by whom he was crucified, nuw froma 

prayer for them, to inferre a prayer for all and every man, that 
ever were, are, orſhall be, isa wild deduftion. 

It doth not appeare that he prayed for all his crucificers neither, 
but onely forthoſe who didit out of ignorance, as appeares by the - 
reaſon annexed to his ſupplication, for they know not what they 
doe. And thoagh AQts.3. 17. It is ſaid that the rulers alſo did it 
ignorantly,. yet that all of them did ſo is not apparent, that ſome 

| didiscertaine trom that place,and fo it, is that ſome ofthem were 

_ con- 
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converted as afterwards, indefinite propofitions, mu? not in ſuch 
things be made univerſally. Now doth it follow, that becauſe 
Chrilt prayedfor the pardon of their finnes, who crucified him our 
of ignorance, as ſome of them did, that therefore he intercedeth 
far all that they may believe ? crucifiers who never once heard of 
his crucitying. 

317. Chriit in thoſe words doth not ſo much as pray for thoſe 
men that they might believe but only,that thatfin of them in cru- 
cifying of him might be forgiven, not laid to their charge : hence 
to conclude therefore he intercedeth for all men that they may be- 
lieve,even becauſe he prayed that the ſinn2 of crucifying himſclfe 
might be forgiven them that did it, is a ſtrange inference. 

Fourthly, There is anoth«r evident limitation in the bulſineſle ; 
for among his crucifyers he prayes onely tor them that were pre- 
ſent at his death, amongſt whom doubtlefſe, many came more our 
of curioſity to ſeeand obſerve, as is uſuall in ſuch caſes, than our 
of malice and diſpight, ſo that whereas ſome urge that notwich- 
ſtanding this prayer, yer the chicte of the Prielts, continued in 
their unbelicfe, it is not to the purpoſe, for it cannot be proved 
that they were preſent at his crucifying. 

Fifthly, It cannot be aftirmed with any probabilicy, that our 
Saviour ſhould pray for all & every one of them, ſuppoling ſome 
of them) to be finally impenitent : for he hinifelf knew full we!l 
what was in man. Joh. 2,28. yea he knew from the beginning who 
they were that believed not. Joh. 6. 64. now it.is contrary to the 
rule which we have. 1 Joh.5. 16. there is a finne unto death, &c. 
to pray for th-m whom we know to be finally impenitent, and to 
finne unto death. 

Sixthly, It ſeemes to me that this ſupplication was etfectuall and 
ſuccesful], that the Sonne was heard in this requeſt alſo : faith and 
forgiveneſle being granted to them for whom he prayed : ſo thar 
this makes nothiÞþg for a generall ineffe&taall Interceflion,ic being 
both ſpeciall and effeRuall. For Afts 3. of them whom Perer tells, 
that they denied the holy one and deſired a murderer. v* 14, and killed the 
Prince of life, v. 15. Of theſe [ ſay five thouſand believed, Acts 4. 4. 
Many of them which beard the word, believed, and the number of them was 
about five thouſand. And it any other were among them, whom our 
Saviour prayed for, they might be converted afterwards. Neither 
were the Rwlers, without the compalle of the fruics of this youger , 

or 
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for a great company of the Prieſts were obedient to the faith, At. 
6.7.So that nothing can poſlibly be hence inferred for the purpoſe 
intended. 

We may,nay we mult grant a two-fold praying in our Saviour, 

one by a vertue of his ofticeas he was Mediatour, the other in an- 
ſer of his duty, as he was ſubjeC& to the law and a private perſon. 
Iris true, hewho was mediatour was made a ſubjeCt to the law, 
but yet thoſe things which he did in obedience to the Law as a 
private per{on, were not adts of mediation : nor works of him as 
mediatour, though of him who was mediatour : now as he was 
ſubje& to the Law , our Saviour was bound ro forgive offences, 
and wrongs done unto him , andto pray for his enemies, as alſo 
he had taught us todoe, whereof, in thishe gave us an example, 
Mat.5 44-1 ſay unto you love your enemies,bleſſe them that curſe you, doe 
good 10 them that hate you, and pray for them which deſpitefully uſe you 
and perſecute you,which doubtleſle he inferreth from that Law Lev. 
19.18. thou ſhalt not avenge nor beare any grudge againſt the children of 
thy people , but ſbalt love thy neighbour as thy ſelf,quite contrary to the 
wicked gloſſe put upon ic by the Phariſees : and-in this ſence, our 
Saviour here, as aprivate perſon , to whom revenge was forbid- 
den, pardon injoyned, prayer comm -nded, prayes for his very 
enemies and crucifiers : which doth not at all concern his interce- 
ding for usas Mediatour, wherein he was alwayes heard, and ſo is 
nothing tothe purpoſe in hand.

Anſwer, Firſt, 5 Theſe words as here placed haveno tolerable 
ſenſe in them, neither is it an eaſy thing to gather the minde of 
the Author out of them, ſo farre are they from being a cleare an- 
ſwer to the argument as was pretended. Words of Scripture in- 
deed areuſed, but wreſted; and corrupted, not onely to the coun- 
tenance oferror, but to beare a part in unreaſonable expreſſions. 
For what I pray is the meaning of theſe words, be effered ſacrifice 
in reſpect of one end, then of all ends, then of the uttermoſt end in all? 
To enquire backwards, 1. What is this uttermoſt end in a!l? is that 
inall, in, or among all the end propoſed and accomplilhed ? 
or in all thoſe for whom he offered ſacrifice ? or is it theuttermoſt 
end and propoſall of God and Chriſt in his oblation-? if this lac- 
ter, that is the glory of God, now there is no ſuch thing once in- 
timated in the places of Scripture quoted. Heb. 9. 14. 15. 
Math. 26. 26. 2. Do thoſe places hold out the uttermoſt 
end of the death of Chriſt ( ſubordinate to Gods glory ? ) why in 
one of them it is the obtaining of redemption, and in the other, 
the ſhedding of his bloud for the remiſſion of fins is - expreſſed ? 
Now all this you afthrme to be thefirſt end of the death of Chriſt, 
in the firlt words uſed in this place, calling it propitiation, that is, 
an atonement for the remiſſion of linnes,, which remiſſion of ſinnes 
and redemption, are for the ſubſtance one and the ſame, both of 
them the immediate fruits, and firſt end of thedeath of Chriſt, as 
is apparent, Eph. 1.7. Col. 1. 14. So here you have confounded 
the firſt, and laſt end of the death of Chriſt, ſpoyling indeed and 
caſting down-( as you may lawtully doe, for it is your owne)the 
whole frame and building, whoſe foundation is this, that there be 
ſeverall and diverſe ends of the death of Chriſt, towards ſeverall 
perſons, ſo that ſome of them belongunto all, and all of them on- 
ly to ſome, which is the 7g&7oy {cvs of the whole Book. Third- 
ly, Chritſts offering himſelt to pur away finne,out of Heb.9.26. the 
place forthe firſt end of the death ot Chriſt, & his ſhedding of his 
bloud for the remiflion of finnes, from Matb. 26 .26-to be the laſt, 
pray : when you write next, give us the difference between theſe 
ewo, Fourthly, you ſay, be offered ſacrifice, in reſped of one end, that is 
propitiation for all men: now truely, if ye know the meaning of 
ſacrifice and propitiation, this will ſcarce appeare ſenſe unto you

of all in the world, of all forts, reprobates and unbelievers alſo. 
Thoſe other two places of Heb. 2. 9. 1 Joby 2. 2 {ball be confide- 
red apart, becaaſe they ſeeme to have ſome ſtrength for the maine 
of the cauſe;thout h apparently there is no word in them that can 
be wreſted to give the leaſt colour to ſach anuncourh diſtin&ion, 
as that which we oppoſe. And thus our argument fromthe equall 
objeftive extent of the oblation and interceſſion of Jeſus Chriit, is 
confirmed and vindicated : and withall, the meanes uſed by the 
bleſſed Trinity for the accompliſhment of the propoſed end, unfold- 
ed : which end what it was is next to be conſidered. |

Some precious conſiderations to a more particular inquirie after the pro- 


per end and effett of the death of Chriſt. 


$$ He maine thing upon which the whole controverlie 


be admitted fora dayes-man, and umpire in the whole conteſtati- 
on : for, if it be the end of Chritts death, which moſt of our Ad- 
verſaries aſſigne , wee will not deny , but that Chriſt dyed for all 
and every one; andif that be the end of it, which we maintaine 
ſo to be, they will not extend it beyond the ele, beyond belee- 
vers. This then muſt be fully cleared , and ſolidly confirmed by 
them who hope for any ſucceſle in their undertakings. The end 
of thedeath of Chriſt we aflerted in the b:ginning of our Diſ- 
courſe to be our approximation or drawing nigh unto God, that 
being a generall expreſſion for the whole reduion and recovery 
of ſinners frem the tate of alienation , miſery and wrath, into 
grace, peace, and eternall communion with him. Now there be- 
ing a two-foldend in things, one of the worker, the other of the 
worke wrought, we have manitetted, how, that unleſſe it bee,ei- 
ther for want of wiſedome and certitude of minde in the Agent, 
in chuſing and uſing unſuitable meares for the attaining of the end 
propoſed, or for want of $kill and power to make uſe of, and 
rightly to improve, well-proportioned meanes to the beſt advan- 
tage, thoſe things are alwayes co-incident 3 the work effecterh, 
what the workman intendeth. In the buſinefle in hand, the Agent 
is the bleſſed Three in One , .a$ was before declared ; andthe mean: s 
whereby they collimed and aymed at the end propoſed , was the

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Falſe ends removed, and L1B.2. 
Oblation and Intercefſjon of Jeſus Chriſt, which are united, inten- 


- ding the ſame obje&, as was allo cleared. Now unlefſe wee will 
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blaſphemoully afccibe want of wiledome, power, perfection, and 
ſufficiency in working unto the Agent , or aftirme that the death 
and interceision of Chrilit, was not tutable and proportioned for 
the attaining the end, propoſed by it to be effefted, we mult grant 
that the end of theſe is one andthe ſame, whatſoever the Bleſſed 
Trinity intended by them, that wes efteted 3 and whatſoever we 
finde in the iffue aſcrived unto them, that by them the Bleſſed Tri- 
rity intended. So that we ſhall have no cauſe, to conlider theſe a- 
part, anlefſe it be fomctimes to argue from the one to the other ; 
as where we finde any thing aſcribed to the death of Chriſt,as the 

fruit thereof,we may -corttlude, tizar, that Ged intended to effe 

by it, and ſo alſo on' the contrary. - 
Now theend of the death of Chriſt is either Þ ſupreame and ul- 
rimate, or intermediate and (ubſervient to that Jaft end. The firſt, 
is theglory of God, or the manitfeitation of his glorious Attci- 
butes, eſpecially of his juſtice, and mercy, tempered with juſtice 
unto us. The Lord doth neceſſarily ayme himfelfe-in the firſt 
place, as the chiefelt good ; yea indeed that alone which is good, 
that is abſolutely and fimply ſo, and not by \irtue of communi- 
cation from another : And therefore in all his workes, eſpecially 
in this which we have in hand the chiefeſt of all, hee firſt intends 
the manifeſtation of his owne glory, which alſo he fully accom- 
pliſheth in the cloſe, to every point and degree by him intended, 
he maketh all things for himſelte, Prov. 16. 4. and every thing in 
the end muſt redound to the glory of God, 2 Cor. 4. 15. where- 
in Chriſt himſelfe z ſaid to be Cods, 1 Cor. 3.23. ſerving to his glo- 
ry in that whole Adminiſtration that was committed to him. So 
Epbeſ. 1. 6. the whole end of all rhis diſpenſation,both of choc. 
fing us from eternity, rede:ming us by Chriſt, blefling us with all 
ſpirituall bleſſings in him, is affirmed to be the praiſe, the glory of 
his grace, and verſ.13. that we ſhould be to the praiſe of bis glory. This 
is the end of all the b-nefits we receive by the death of Chriſt;far, 
Wee are filled with the f u ts of Righteonſneſſe ,wbich are by Jeſus Chriſt 
unto the plory and praiſe of God, Phil. 1. 11. which alfo is fully af- 
(erted Chap. 2. 11. That every tongue ſhould cenfeſſe that Teſus Chriſt 
is Lord, to the glory of God the Father.

rit any thing for himſelf by his death and oblation : he needed 
not to ſuffer for himſelfe, being perfe&ly and legally righteous, 
and the glory that he aimed at, by enduring the curſe, and deſpiſ- 
ing the ſhame, was not ſo much his owne, in reſpe of poſleflion, 
by the exaltation of his own nature, as the bringing of many chil- 
dren to glory, even as it was in the promiſe ſet before him ; as we 
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before ar large declared : 8 His own exaltation indeed, and power , , x.

ſveep,in the other,they are in the cloſe of the recovery of loſt Zac- 
chews, and in. both places ſet forth the end of Chriſts coming, 
which was todo the will of bis Father,by the recovery of loſt finners; 
and thatas Zacchew was recovered by converſion, by bringing 
into the free Covenant, making bim a ſonne of Abrabam; oras the 
loſt ſheep, which be layes upon bis ſhoulder, and bringeth bome ; {0 
that unleſſe he findeth that which he ſeeketh for, unleffe he re- 
cover that which he cometh to ſave, he faileth of his purpoſe. 
21y. Math.1. 21. where the Angell declareth the end of Chrits 
coming in the fleſh,and _—_ of all his ſufferings therein, 
is to the ſame purpoſe, he waNTsſave bis people from their ſinnes. 
Whatſoever is required for a compleat and pertett ſaving of his 
peculiar people from their finnes, was intend:d by his coming ; co 
ſay that he did but in part, or in ſome regard ette&t the worke of 
falvation,is of ilI report to Chriſtian eares. | 
Thirdly , The like expreſſion is that alſo of Paul, 1 Tim. 1.15, 
evidently declaring the end of our Saviours coming: according 
to the will and Counſel of his Father. viz. To ſave ſinners 5 not 
to open a doore for them to come in, if they will or can; not to 
make a way paſſable, that they may be ſaved : not to purchaſe re- 
conciliation and pardon of his Father, which perhaps they thall 
never enjoy ; but aQually to ſave them from all the guilcand 
power of tinne, and from the wrath of God for ſinne, which it 
he doth not accomplith, he fails of the end of his coming ; and if 
chat ought not to be affirmed, ſurely he came for no more then 
towards whom that effe& is procured. The compatt of his Father 
with him, and his promiſe made unto him, of /eeing bis ſeed, and 
carrying along the pleaſure of the Lord projperouſly, llay. 53. 10.11.12» 
I betore declared ; from which it is apparent, that the decree and 
purpote of giving aftually unto Chritt a believing generation, 
whom he calleth the children that God gave him , Heb. 2. 13. is inſe- - 
parably annexed to the decree of Chrilt's making bis ſoul and cffe- 
ring for ſinne, and is the end and aime thereof. 
_ Fourthly, As the Apoſtle further declareth, Heb. 2. 14. 15+ For 
as much as the children are partakers of flefb and bloud, be alſo bimſelf 
likewiſe tooke yart of the ſame, that through death be might deſtroy him 
that bad the power of death, that is, the Divel, qgd celiver them who 
through fear of death, &c.Then which words nothing can moreclear- 
ly ſet forth theentire end of that whole diſpenſation of the incar- 
| nation 
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tion and:offering of Jeſus Chriſt, even a deliverance of the children 
whom ,God gave bim from the power of death, Hell, and the Divel, 
ſo bringing them nigh unto God : Nothing at all of the parcha- 
ſing of a pollible deliverance for all andevery one : Nay all are not 
thole childrex which God gave him, all are not delivered from 
death, and him that had the power of it, and therefore it was not 
for all for whom he then took fleſh and blood. 

Fifcly , the ſame purpoſe and intention we have Fpheſ. 5.25, 
26. Chriſt loved his Church and gave himſelfe for it, that he might 
ſanfifie and cleanſe it with the waſhing of water by the word, that he 
might preſent it to bimſelf a glorious Church, not having ſpot or wrin- 
ckie, or any ſuch thing, but that it ſbould be boly, and without blemiſh. 
As alſo Titus 2. 14. He pave himſelf for us that be might redeem us 
from all iniquity, and purifie unto bhimlelf a peculiar people zealous of 
gcod wo: kg. Ithins nothing can be clearer than thoſe two places, 
nor is it polsible for the wit of man to invent expreſſions ſo ful- 
ly, and lively to ſet out the thing we intend, as it is in both theſe 
places by the holy Ghoit, 

Sixchly, what did Chriſt do ? he gave bimſelffay both theſe pla- 
ces alike ; for whom ? for brs Church, ſaith one 3 for us, ſ.ith the 0- 
ther; both words of equall extent and force, as all men know: to 
what end did he this? to ſandifie and cleanſe it, to preſent it to him- 
ſelf an boly and glorious Church without ſpot or wrinckle, ſaith he 
to the Epheſians, to redeem us from all iniquity, and to purifie to himſelf 
a peculiar people zealous of good works, ſaith he to Titus. I ask now, 
are all men of this Church ? Are all in that rank of men, among 
whom Paul placeth himſelf and Titus are all purged, purified, (an- 
fitied, made glorious,brought nigh unro Chriſt ? or doth Chriſt 
fail in hisatm towards the greateſt part of men ? I darenot cloſe 
with any of theſe. 

Seventhly,Will you have our Saviour Chriſt himſelf expreſſing 
this more evidently,re{training the obje&, declaring his whole de- 
{igne, and purpole, and aftirming the end of his death? Fobn 17.19. 
For their ſakes Tſandifie my ſelf, that they allo may be [anified through 
the truth: for their ſakes? whoſe I pray 2 The men whom thou haſt 
given me out of the world.ver.6. Not the whole world, whom he 
prayed not for, ver. 9. | ſantifie my ſelf ; whereunto? to the 
work I a m now going abont, even to b* an obſation ; and to 
what end ? 11% xai aur oi ryuaruiny in anmvelg that they alſo may be 

* truly 


truly ſanttified, that jre there (that they ) ſignifies the intent and 


purpoſe of Chrilt, ic detignes out the end he aimed at, which our 


hope is, and that is the hope of the Goſpel, taat he hath accom- 

pliſhed, for the deliverer that comes out of Ston, turns away ungodlineſſe 

from Jacob, Rom. 11. 26. and that herein there was a concurrence 

of the will of his Father, yea that this his purpole was to fulkill they 
will of his Father, which he came to do. 

Eightly, And that this alſo was his counſell, is apparent, Gal. 
1.4-For our Lord Teſus gave himſelf for our Sin, that be might deliver. 
us from this preſent evill world according to the will of God, and our Fa=- 
ther, which will and purpoſe of his, the Apoſtle turther declares 
Chap. 4. 4-5-6.God ſent forth bis Son made of a woman, made under the 
Law, ts redeem them that were under the Luw, that we might receive the 
adoption of ſonnes: and becauſe ſons, our deliverance from the Law, 
and thereby our freedome from the guilc of (inne; our adoption to 
ſonnes, receiving the Spirit, and drawing nigh unto God, are all 
of them in the purpoſe of the Father, giving his onely Sonne 
for us. 

Ninthly, T ſhall adde but one place more, of the very many 
more that might be cited to this purpoſe, and that in 2 Cor. 5.21: 
He bath made him to be ſinne for us that knew no ſinne, that we might be 
made the righteouſneſſe of God in him : the purpoſe of God in making 
his Sonne to be tinne is, that thoſe for whom he was made linne 
might become righteouſnefſe : that was the end of Gods ſending 
Chriſt to be ſo, and Chriſts willingneſſe to become {o; now if the 
Lord did not purpoſe what is not fulniled, yea what he knew 
ſhould never be fulnlled, and what he would not work at all, thac 
it might be fulfilled, (either of which are moſt atheiliticall expre(- 
ſions ) then he made Chriſt finne for no more, than doe in the ef- 
fe&t become actually righteouſnefle in him,ſo that the counſell.and 
will of God, with the purpoſe and intention of Chrilt by his ob 
lation and bloodihedding,was to fulfil] that will and counlell, is 
from theſe pJaces made apparent: from all which wedraw this ar- 
2ument : That which the Father and the Sonne intended to ac- 
compliſh, in, and towards all thoſe for whom Chriſt died by bis 
death, that is molt certainly effe&ed; (if any ſhall d-ny this pro- 
poſition, I will at any time by the Lords aflittance take up the af- 
ſertion of ir) But the Father and his Son intended by the death 
of Chriii, to redeem purge, ſanCtifie, puritie, deliver from death , 

Sathan 
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Sathan, the curſe of the Law, toquit off all {inne, to make righ- 
teouſneſſe in Chriſt, to bring nigh unto God, all rhoſe tor whom 
he died, as was above proved: Therefore Chriſt died for all,and only 
thoſe in and towards whom, ali theſe things recounted are etteRed: 
which whether they are all and every one, I leave to all and every 
one to judge that hath any knowledge in theſe things. 

Secondly, The ſecond rank containes thoſe places, which lay 
down the aCtuall < accomplithment, and effect of this oblaticon, or 
what it doth really produce and effe& in and towards them, for 
whom itis an obJation. Such are* Heb.9.12.14. By his ogn bicod be 
entredin once into the ho!y place, baving obtained eternall redemption for 
us-= the blood of Coriſt,w1s through the eternal ſpirit offered bimſelf with- 
out ſpot ro God, purge your conſciences from dead works to ſerve the living 
Ged. Two things aic here obſerved to the blood of Chriſt, one re- 

ferringto God, i: obtaines eternall redemption, the other reſpe&ing 
us, it furgeth our conjciences from dead works : fo that juititication 
with God by procuring for us an eternall redemption from the 
guilt of our linnes, and his wrath due unto them, with ſanCtificati- 
on in cur ſelves, ( or as it is called Heb. 1. 3. a purging our 
finnes, ) is the immediate produdt of that blood, by which he en- 
tred into the holy place, of that oblation which through the eter- 
nall Spirit he preſented to God. Yea this meritorious purging of 
our linnes is peculiarly aſcribed to his offering, as performed 
before his aſcention, Heb. 1.13. for when be bad by bimſelf purged our 
ſinnes., be ſat down on the right band of the Maieſty on bigh 3 and again 
moſt expreſſely,Heb.9.26. He hath appeared to put away ſinne by the 
ſacrifice of himſelf, which expiation or putting away of lin by the 
way of ſacrifice, muſt needs be the aftuall ſanKification of rhem for 
whom he was a facriice, even as the blood of bulls and goats and the 
aſhes of an beiſer jprincklin. the unclean ſandifieth to the purfying of the 
fleſp, ver. 13. Certain it is that whoſoever was either polluted or 
guilty, for whom there was an expiation or a ſacrifice allowed in 
thoſe carnal ordinances,which bad a ſbadew of good things to come.that 
he had truly, firſt, a legall cleanſing and ſan&ifying tothe purify- 
ing of the fleſh; and ſecondly. freedome from the puniſhment which 
was due tO the breach of the law, as ic was the rule of converſation 
to Gods pevple, ſo much his ſacrifice carnally accompliſhed for 
him that was admitted thereunto. Now theſe things being but 
ſhadows of good things to come, certainly the ſacrifice of Chriſt _ 
ect - 
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fe& ſpiritually forall them for whom it was a ſacrifice har ever 
the other could typitfie out, that is ſpirituall cleanfing b ſancifi- 
cation, and freedome from the guilc of ſin, which the places pro- 
duced doe evidently prove. Now whether this ' be accomplilhbed 
in all,and forthem all, let all that are able judge. Again , Chriſt 
by his deathand in it is faid to hear our ſins: fo 1, Pet. 2. 24. His 
own ſelf bare our ſins ; where you have, both what he did, bare 
ourſins exinyxe he carried them up with him upon the crofle,and 
* What he intended, that we being dead unto fin , ſhould live - to righte- 
ouſneſſe, and what was the effeCt, by bis ſtripes we are bealed : which 
latter as it is taken from the ſame place of the Prophet , where 
our Saviour is affirmed to bear our iniquities & to have them laid 
upon bim, lay 53.6.11.ſo itis expoſitory of, the former, and will 
tell us what Chriſt did by bearing our ſins , which phraſe is more 
then onceuſed in che Scripture to this purpoſe. 1. Chriit then 
ſo bare our iniquities by his death,that by virtue of the ſtripes and 
afflitions which he underwent in his offering himſelf tor us ; 
this is certainly procured and effefted, that we ſhould go free, and 
not ſuffer any of thoſe things which hee underwent for us.To 
which alſo you may referre all thofe places which evidently 
hold out a commutation in this point of ſuffering betweene 
Chriit and us, Gal. 3. 13- Hee delivered us from the curſe, being 
made a curſe for us , with divers others which we fhall have 
occalion afterwards to mention. Peace, alſo and reconciliation 
with God , that is, aftuall peace by the removall of all enmicy 
on both ſides, with all the cauſes of it,is fully aſcribed to this 
oblation , Col. 1. 21, 22. And you that were ſometimes alie- 
nated and enemies in your minde by wicked works , yet now bath he 
reconciled in the body of his fleſb through death, ts preſerve You holy 
and unblameable and unreprovable in his ſight as alſo Epybeſ. 2. 13, 14, 
I5, 16. Te who were ſometimes afar off , are made nigh by the blood of 
Chriſt, for he is our peace, baving abolifhed in his fleſh the enmity, even 
the law of commandments. that he might reconcile botb unto God in one bo- 
dy by the croſſe , baving ſlain the enmity thereby. To which adde all 
thoſe places wherein plenary deliverances from anger, wrath, 
death, and him that had the power of it,is likewiſe aſſerted as the 
fruit thereof, as Rom. 5. 8, 9, 10. And ye have a further diſcove- 
ry made of the immediate effe& of the death of Chriſt , peace 
and reconciliation,deliverance from wrath,enmity , and what ever 
lay againft us to keep us from ap_ the love & favour of God; 
| _ are> 
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redemption from all theſe he effefted for his Church with his 
own blood, Aﬀs 20. 28. whence all and every one for whom he 
died may truely ſay , bo ſball lay any thing to our charge ? it is God 
that juſtifieth ; who is be that condemneth ? it is Chriſt that died , yea, 
ratber that is riſen again, who is even at the right band of God, who 
alſo maketh interceſſion for us , Rom. 8. 33, 34. which that they are 
rocured for all and every one'of the Sons of Adam, that they 
all may uſe that rejoycing in full aſſurance, cannotbe made 
appeare ; and yet evident it is that ſo it is withall for whom he di- 
ed , that thee are the effe&ts of his death in and towards them for 
whom he underwent it ; for by his being {lain be redeemed them 
to Cod by bis blood out of every tribe and tongue and people and nation, 
and made them Kings and Priefts unts our God Rev. 5. 9, 10. for he 
made an end of their ſins , be -made reconciliation for their iniquitie, 
and brought in everlaſting righteouſneſſe, Dan. 9. 2 4. Adde alfo thoſe 
other places , where our life is aſcribed to the death of Chriſt, 
and then this annumeration will be perfeft, Fobn 6. 33. be came 
down from heaven to give life ts the world ; ſure enough he giveth life 
to that world, for which hee gave his life; it is the world 
of bis. ſbeepe for which be layeth downe bis life, John 10. 15. even 
that he might give anto them eternall life that they might never periſh 
v. 28. ſo heappeared to aboliſh death to bring life and immortality to 
light, 2 Tim. 1. 10. as alſo Rom. 5. 4, 5, 6,7,8,9, 10. Now 
there is none of all theſe places but will afford a ſufficient ſtrength 
againſt the general! ranſome or the univerſality of the merit of 
Chriſt. My leiſure will not ſerve for ſo large a proſecution of the 
ſubje& as that would require, and therefore ſhall take. from the 
whole this generall argument. If the death and oblation of Jeſus 
Chriſt (asa ſacrifice to his Father) doth ſanRifie all them for 
whom it was a ſacrifice, doth pargeaway their fin , redeeme them 
from wrath, curſe, and guile, work for them peace and reconcili- 
ation with God, procure for them life and imumortalitie , bearing 
their iniquities and healing all their diſeaſes , then dyed heonely 
for thoſe that are in the event ſanRified, purged, redeemed , juſii- 
fied, freed from wrath and death, quickened faved 8&c. But that all 
are not thus ſanCtifed , freed &c. is moſt apparent : and therefore 
they cannot be ſaid to be the proper objet of the death of Chriſt.

28. he was 
to bring many Sonnes unto glory, and ſo was to be the*aptain of their ſal- 
vation through ſuffering, Heb. 2. 10. And though perhaps the word 
Many it (elf bz not ſufficient to reſtraine the obje&t of Chriſls 
death unto Some, in oppoſition to Al, becauſe Many is ſometimes 
placed abſolutely for Al,as Rom. 5. 19. yet theſe Many being de- 
ſcribed in other places to be ſuch, as it is moſt certain all are not, 
ſo it is a full andevident reſtriftion of it; for thoſe Many are 
the ſbeep of Chriſt, John 10. 15: the children of God that were ſcattered 
;radary te I1. 52, thoſe whom our Saviour calleth bretbren, Heb. 
2. I1. the children that God gave him, which were partakers of fleſÞ and 
blood,v. 13+ 14, and frequently thoſe who were given unto bim of bis 
Father, John 17. who ſhould certainly be preſerved : the ſbeepe 
whereof he was the ſhepherd through the blood of the covenant, Heb. 13.20. 
bis ele&,Rom. $. 34. and bis people,Math. 1. 21, further explainedto 
be his viſited ard redeemed people, Lake 1. 68. 69. even the people 
which he did foreknow, Rom. 11. 2. even ſuch a people as he is ſaid to 
haveat Corinth before their converlion ; his people by eleQtion 
Ads 18. 10. thepeople that be ſuffered without the gate, that be might 
fanfTifie, Heb. 13. 12. his Church which be redeemed oy bis own blood 
Ads 20. 28. which be loved and gave bimſelf for, Epheſ. 5. 25. the 
many,whoſe ſins be took away,Heb. 9. 28. with whom be made a Cove- 
nant. Dan. 9. 24. Thoſe many being thus deſcribed, and ſet forth 
with ſuch qualifications as by no means are common toall but 


proper onely to the elef, doe moſt evidently appear to beall and 


onely thoſe that are choſen of God, to obtain eternal life through 
the offering and blood-ſhedding of Jeſus Chriſt. Many things are 
here excepted with much confidence and clamour, that may ealily 
be removed. And fo you fee the end of the death of Chrilt;as it is 
ſet out in the Scripture. |

It is frivolous for it cannot be 
proved, that there are more ends of the death of Chriſt, befides 
the fruit of his ranſome. 3. It is falſe,for where the death of Chriſt 
is ſpoken: of as for many, he is faid to give his life a ranſome for 
them, Matth. 20. 28. Which are the very words where he is ſaid 
to dye forall, 1 Tim. 2. 6. What difference is there in theſe , what 
ground for this obſervation-? even ſuch as theſe are divers others 
of that Authors cbſervations : as his whole Chap. 10*. Is ſpent 
fo prove, that wherever there is menrion of the Redemption pur- 
chaſed by the oblation of Chriſt, there they for whom it is pur- 
chaſed are alwayes ſpoken of in the third Perſon, as by, all, the 
world, or the like, when yet Chap. 1. of his book, himlſelfe pro- 
duceth many places to prove this generall Redemption, where 
the perſons for whom Chritft is ſaid to ſuffer, are mentioned in 
the firſt or ſecond perſons. 1 Pet. 2. 24. 1 Pet. 3. 18. Iſay 53.5. 6+ 
I Cor. 15.4. Gal. 3. 13, &c. 

Thirdly, 9 He proceeds, This reaſon is falſe, and ungodly, for it is 
no where in ſcripture ſaid, that Chriſt died or gave himſelfe a ranſome 
but for many, or onely for many, or onely for bis ſheepe, and it is ungodli- 
neſſe to adde to, or diminiſh from, the words of God in Scripture. 

Rep. To pate by the loving termes of the Authour, and al- 
lowing a grane to make the ſenſe currant. Tſay 1. that P Chrilt af- 
firming that he gave his life for many, for his ſheepe being ſaid 
to dye for his Church, and innumerable places of Scripture wit- 
nefling, that all men are'not of his ſheepe, of his Church, we ar- 
gue and conclude, by juſt and undeniable conſequence, that he 
dyed not for thoſe who are*not_ſo. If this be adding to the 
word of God, ( being onely an expoſition and unfolding of his 
mind _ ) who ever ſpake from the word of God and was 

alltlefle. 
F Secondly, Let 4 it be obſerved, that in the very place where our 
Saviour fayes, that he gave his life for his ſheepe, he preſently 


adds, that ſome are not of his ſheepe, Fobn 20.26. which if it be 
not 


not equivalent, to his ſheepe only, I know not which is. + 
Thirdly,lt were eafie to recriminate, but | 
Fourthly, But ſayes be, The reaſon ” is deceitfull and errenious, for 
the ſcripture doth no where ſay, ® 2. Thoſe many be dyed for are bis ſheep, 
(much leſſe his ele@t as the reaſon inteuds it.) As for the place, Joh. 
10. 15.U|ually inſtanced to this endit is therein much abuſed,for our Sa- 
viour. Joh. 10. Did not ſet forth the difference, between juch as be dyed 
for,and ſuch as be died not for; Þ or ſuch as be died for ſoandſo, and not 
{o, and ſo, © but the difference between thoſe that believe on bim, and thoſe 
who believe not on him, v. 4.5. 14. 26,27. One heare his voyce and 
f.llow him, the other not, 4 Nor did our Saviour bere ſet forth the privi- 
ledges of all be died for, or for whom be dyed for ſo and ſo, but of thoſe that 
believe on bim through the miniſtration of tbe Gojpell,and ſo to know bim, 
and approach to God, and enter the Kingdome by bim, v. 3. 4. g. 27. 
Nor was our Saviour bere ſetting forth the excellencie of thoſe for whom be 
dyed, or dyed for ſo only, wherein they are preferred before others,but the 
excellency of bis ewne love,with the fruits thereof, to thoſe ( not onely 
that he died for, but alſo ) that are brought in by bis miniſtration 
to believe on bim, ver. 11.27: ® nor was our Saviour here treating ſo 
much of bis ranſome giving and propitiation making, as of bis miniſtra= 
tion of the Goſpell, and ſo of bis love and faithfulneſſe therein, wherein 
he laid downe bis life, for thoſe miniſtred too, and therein gave us exam- 
ple, not to make propitiation for finne , but to teſtifie love in 


ſuffering.

theſe laſt repeated. But yet ſeeing better cannot be afforded : we 
muſt be content,to view ſuch evalions as theſe, all whoſe ſirength, 
is in inconzrous expreſſions in colerent ſtru&ure,clowdy, windy 
Phraſes, all tending to raiſe ſuch a mighty fogg as that the by- 
fineſſe in hand might not be perceived, being loſt in this ſmoke 
and vapour caſt out to_darken the eyes ,/ and amule the fences 
of poore ſeduced ſaules, The argument undertaken to be anſwer- 
ed, beſng, that Chriſt is ſaid to dye for many; and thoſe many are 
deſcribed, and defigned to be his ſheepe, as Jobn 10. What anſwer 
I pray or any thing like thereunto, is there to be picked out of 
this confuſed heap of words which we have recited, ſo that 1 
| F 4 might 
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might ſafely paſſe the whole evalionby, without further obſer- 
vation on it, but onely to deſire the Reader to obſerve, how much 
this one argument prefſeth, and what anothin®, is that heape 
of confution which is oppoſed to it. . But yer leaſt any thing ſhould 
adhere, I will give a tew annotations to the place anſwering the 
markes wnerewich we have noted ic ; leaving che tull-vindication 
of the place,untill IIcome to the preſſing of our arguments. I ſay , 
then Firſt, * That the many Chriſt died for, were his ſheep, was 
before declared, neither is the place of Fob 10. Atall abuſed, our 
Saviour evidently ſetting forth a difference between them for 
whom he dyed, and thoſe tor whom he would notdye, calling 
the firſt his ſheepe, v. 15. Thoſe to whom he would give eternall 
life v. 28. Thoſe given him by his Father.Cha. 17.evidently diſiin- 
gaithing them from others who were not ſo. Neither is it materi- 
all what was the primary intention of our Saviour in this 
place from which we doe notargue, but from the intention and 
ayme of the words heules, and the truths he reveales, -for that end 
aimed at, which was the conſolation of believers. 

Secondly, Þ For the difference between them he dyed for, ſo and 
ſo, and thoſe he dyed for ſo and ſo, we contelſe he puts none, for 
we ſuppoſe that this /o and (0, doth neither exprefle, nor intimate 
any thing that may be ſutable to any purpoſe of God, or intent 
of our Saviour in this bufinefſe, to us for whom he dyed he 
dyed in the ſame manner, and for the ſame end. 

Thirdly, < We deny, that the primary difference that here is 
made by our Saviour, is between Cs and not believers, but 
between eleCt and not ele&,ſheepe and not ſheepe,the thing where- 
in they are thus differenced, being the believing of the one, called 
hearing of his voyce and knowing him, and the not believing of 
the other : the foundation of theſe ats being there different con+ 
dition, in reſpeC&t of Gods purpoſe,and Chriits love, as is apparent 
from the antichelis and oppoſition which ye have in v. 26. and 27. 
Ze believe not becauſe ye are not of my ſheepe,and my ſheep beare my voice: 
Firſt, there is a diltinC&ion put in the aft, of beleeving, and hea- 
ring, (that is, therewith all to obey Jand then is the foundation 
of this diitin&tion afferted, from their diſtinguiſhed ſtate and con- 
dition, the one being not his ſheepe, the other being ſo,even them 
whom hee loved, and gave his life for. 

Fourthly, 4 Firſt it is nothing to the bulineſſe before us, what 
\ Privis 
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priviledges our Saviour here expreſſeth, our queſtion is for whom 
he ſayes he would give his life, and that onely. Secondly, This. 
frequent repeticion of that uſcleſſe, ſo and ſo, ſerves fornothing 
but to puzle the poore ignorant Reader. Thirdly, We deny thac 
Chriſt dyed tor anybut thoſe who ſhall certainely be brought un- 
to him by the miniltration of the Goſpell. So that there is not a 
not onely thoſe whom he died for, but alſo thoſe that are brought in unto 
him, For he died for his ſheepe, and his ſheepe h-are his voyce, 
they for whom hedyed, and thoſe that come into him, may re- 
ceive different qualifications, but they are not ſeverall perſons. 
Fifthly. © 1. The queſtion is not at all, to what end our Saviour 
here makes mention of his death, but for whom he died, who 
are expreſly ſaid to be his ſheepe, which all are not. Secondly, 
His intention is to declare the giving of his lite fora ranſome, 
and that according to t he commandement received of his Father. 
2. 18. 6.f Firſt, The love and faithfulnefle of Jeſus Chriſt, in the 
' miniſtration of the Goſpel, that is, his performing the office of 
the Mediatour of the New-Covenant, is ſeen in nothing more, 
then in giving his lite for a ranſome. ob. 15. 13. 2. Here is nor 
one word of giving us an example, though in laying down his 
life he did that allo, yet here ic is not improved to thar purpoſe, 
from theſe brief annotations [ doubt not, but chat ic is apparent, 
that that long diſcource betore recited, is nothing but a miſerable 
miſtaking of the text and queition, which the Author perhaps per- 
ceiving, he addes divers other evaiions which tollow. 

Beſides, ( faith he ) the oppoſition appwares bere to be, not ſa mach 
between ele, and not ele, as between fews called and Gentiles un- 
called. 

Rep. The oppoſition is between ſhzep and nat ſheep, and that 
with reference to their eletion, and not to their vocation :now 
who would he have ſignified by the not theep? thoſe that were not 


called, the Gentiles, that is againtt the text, terming them ſheep, 


that is indeſignation, though not as yet called. v. 9. and who are 
the called, the Jews? true they were then outwardly called, yer 
many of them were not ſheep. v.26. Now truely ſuch evaiions 
from the force of truth as this, by ſo foul corruptin 
of Ged, is no ſmall provocation of theeye gt his g 


a 


ory. But he 
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ſheep of bis flocke and paſture , of which be here ſpeaketh, verſes. 4, 5. 
II. 15,16. : 

"ke Fir, This unrighteous diſtinftion well explained mutt 
needs no doubt, ( ifany know how )give a great deale of light 
co the buiinefle in hand. 2. It there be a diſtance to be allowed, ic 
can be nothing, but that the: ſheep who are ſimply ſo called, are 
thoſe who are onely ſo to Chriit, from che donation of his 
Father, and the ſheep of his paſture, thoſe who by the effe&uall 
working of the Spirit are aftually brought home to Chriit, and 
then of both ſorts we have mention in this Chapter, Verle 16. 
Verſe 27. both nuaking up the number of thoſe theep tor whom 
he gave his lite, to whom hee giveth life. But he proceeds ; 

Beſides ſheep, verſe 4.5, 11,15+ are not mentioned, as all thoſe for 
whom be dyed, but as thoie who by bis Miniſtration are brought in to be- 
lieve, and enj-y the benefit of his death , and to whom be miniſtreth and 
communicateth \pirit. 

Repl. 1. The ſubitence of this and the other exceptions is that 
by ſheep is meant Believers, which is contrary to Verſe 9.16. cal- 
ling them ſheep who are not as yet gatheredto his fold. 2. That his 
{ſheep are not mentioned as thoſe for whom he dyed, is in termies 
contradifory to Verle 15. T lay down my life for my ſheepe. 3. Be- 
tween thoſe for whom hedyed; and thoſe whom he brings in, by 
the minitration of his Spirit, there is no more ditference,than is 
between Peter, Zames and fobn, and the three Apoſiles that were 
in the Mount wich our Saviour at his Transfiguration. This is 
childith Sophiftry co beg the thing in queſtion , and thraſt in, 
the opinion controverted into the roome of an anſwer. 4. That 
bringing in, which is here mentioned to beli-ve and enjoy the be- 
nefit of the death of Chriſt, is a moſt ſpeciall frait and benefit of 
that death , certainly to bee conterred on all them for whom hee 
dyed, or elſe moſt certainly his death will doe them no good at 
all. Once more and we have done. 

Beſides, bere is more ends of his death mentioned, than ranſome or 
propitiation onely, and ver it is not ſaid onely for b#s ſheepe , and 

. when the ranſome or propitiation onely is mentioned, it is ſaid for all 
men. So that this Reaſon appeares weake , fraudulent , ungodly and 
erroneous. 

Rep. 1. Here is no word mentioned nor intimated of the 
death of Chriſt , but onely that which was accompliſhed by his 


being 
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with the fruits which certainly and infallibly ſpring therefrom. 
2. if more ends, than one of the death of Chriſt are here men- 
tioned, and ſuch as belong not unto all, why doe you deny, that 
he ſpeakes here of his Sheep onely ? take heed, or you will ſee 
the truth. 3. Whereit is ſaid of all men, 1 knownot, but this 1 
am ſure that Chriſt is ſaid to give his life a ranſome, and that only 
mentioned where it is not ſaid for all, as Matth. 20.28. Matth. 10. 
45. and ſo from thoſe briete Annotations I hope any indifferent 
Reader will be able to judge, whether the reaſon oppoſed, or the 
exceptions againſt it deviſed, be to be accounted weak, fraudulent,

Now ha- 
ving thus gaily trimmed and ſet up this man of ſtraw, to whoſe 
framing I dare boldly ſay, not one of his adverſaries didever con- 
tribute a penfull of Inke,to ſhew his rare skill, he chargeth ic with 
I know not how many errors, blaſphemies, lyes, ſet on with 
exclamations, and vehement outcrys, untill it tumble to the 
ground, had he not ſometimes anſweredan argument, he would 
have been thought a moſt unhappy dilputant. Now to make ſure 
that once he would do it, 1 believe he was very carefu!l that the 
objetion of his owne framing, ſhould not be too ſtrong for his

Firſt, the 8 truenature and meaning of this diſtinition , and 
the true uſe thereof : for wedoe acknowledge that it may be uſed 


lieving, as if a man pay apricefor the redeeming of captives,

Firſt , that this diitin&tion hath no place in the intention and

CHAP.4, T he proper end of the death of Chriſt aſſerted. 
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Secondly , that the will of God is not at all canditionall in this 
bulineſſe, as rhough he gave Chritt to obtain peace,reconciliation, 
and forgivenelle of 1ins upon condition that we doe believe ; there 
is a condition in the things, but none in the will of God; that is 
abſolure, that ſuch things ſhould be procured, ang beltawed. 

Thirdly , that all the things which Chritt obtained far us, are | 

not beſtowed upon con:dition , but ſome of them abſolutely : and as 
for thoſe that are beſtowed upon condition , the condition on 
which they arebeitowed, is actually purchated and procured for 
us, upon no condition, but onely by virtue of the putchaſe. Far 
initance: Chriſt hath pur:haſed remitlion of t1ns, and eternall life 
for us, to be enjoyed on our believing , upon the condition of 
faith ; but faith ic ſelf which is the condition of them , on whoſe 
performance they are beitowed , that he hath procured for us ab- 
ſolutely, on no condition at all ; for, what condition ſoever can 
be propoſed , on which the Lord ſhould beſtow faich,l ſhall after- 
ward {hew it vaine, and to run into a circle. - 

Fourthly, that both theſe, Impetration and Application , have far 
their objedts, the ſame individuall perſons ; that look for whom- 
ſoever Chriſt obtained any good thing by his death, unto them 
it ſhall certainly be applied, upon them it thall aCtually be beltow- 
ed ; ſo that it cannar be ſaid, that he obtained any thing far any 


one, which that one, ſhall not, or doth not in due time enjoy» Far 


whomſoever he wrought reconciliation with God, in them doth 
he work reconciliation unto God. The one is not extended to 
fome, to whom the other doth not reach. Now becaule this be- 
ing eſtabliſhed,the oppotite interpretation , and milapplication af 
this diſtin&tion vanilheth, I ſhall brietiy conticm it with reaſong. 

Firſt, 2 if the application of the good things procured , be the 
end why they are procured, for whoſe ſake alon2 Chriſt doth ot- 
tain them,then they mult be applyed to all for whom they are 
obtained : for otherwiſe Chritt faileth of his end and aime: which 
muſt not be granted.But that this application was the end of the 
obtaining of all good things for us, appeareth, firſt , becauſe if ic 
were otherwiſe. and Chriſt did not ayme at the apphing of them, 
but onely at their obtaining , then might the death of Chrilt have 


is between had its fall effe& and ifſue,withourt the application of redemption 
them,pro* . and ſalvation to any one ſoul , that being not aimed at ; and ſo

notwithſtanding all that he did for us , every ſoul in the won

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might have periſhed eternally : which whether it can ſtand with 
the dignity and ſufficiency of his Oblation, with the purpoſe of 
his Father, and his owne intention, who came into the world to ſave 
ſinners, that which was loſt, and to bring many Sonnes unto glory, let all 
judge. Secondly, God in that aftion of ſending his Sonne, lay- 
ing the weight of iniquity upon him,and giving him up to an ac- 
curſed death, muſt bee affirmed to bee altogether uncertaine, what 
event all this ſhould have in reſpe& of us : For did hee intend that 
we ſhould bee ſaved by it? chen the application of it is that which 
he aimed at, as we inſert : Did hee not ? certainly, he was uncer- 
taine whatend it ſhould have, which is blaſphemy, and exceeding 
contrary to Scripture, and right reaſon. Did he appoint a Saviour, 
without thought of them that were to be ſaved ? a Redeemer, not 
determining who ſhould be redeemed ? Did he reſolve of a meanes 
not determining the end 2 It is an afſertion oppoſite to all the glo- 
rious properties of God. 

Secondly, i if that which is obtained by any, doe by vertueof $ VII. 
that a&ion, whereby it is obtained,become his in right for whom 7. an rom 
it is obtained, then for whomſoever any thing is by Chriſt obtai- (24 
ned, it is to them applyed: for that muſt bee made theirs in fat, uk oftheſs 
which is theirs in right : but it is moſt certaine, that whatſoever is things and 
obtained for any, is theirs by right, for whom it is obtained ; the Words in 0- 
very ſence of the word , whether you call it Merit, Impetration, on af- 
Purchaſe, Acquiſition, or Obtaining, doth beſpeake a right in them, 
for whoſe good the meric is effeted, and the purchaſe made: can 
that be ſaid to be obtained for me, which is no wayes mine? When 
I obtaine any thing by Prayer or Intreaty of any one, it being ob- 
tained it is mine owne ; that which is obtained by one, is granted by 
him, of whom it is obtained; and if granted, it is granted by him 
to them for whom it is obtained. But they will ſay it is obtained 0bjee, 
upon condition,and until the condition be fulfilled no righe doth - 
acrew. Ianſwer, if this condition be equally purchaſed and ob- $s,j, 
tained with other things thatare to bee- beſtowed on that conditi- 
on, then this hinders not but that every thing is to bee applyed, 
that is procured ; bat if it bee uncertaine whether this condition 
will bee fulfilled or not, then firſt, this makes God -uncertamne, 
what end the death of his Sonne will have : Secondly, this doth

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Secondly, that the will of God is not at all cenditionall in this 
bulineſſe, as rhough he gave Chritt to obtain peace, reconciliation, 
and forgivenefle of 1tns upon condition that we doe believe ; there 
is a condition in the things, but none in the will of God; that is 
abſolure, that ſuch chings ſhould be procured, and beſtowed. 

Thirdly , that all the things which Chriſt obtained far us, are 
not beſtowed upon condition , but ſome of them abſolutely : and as 
for thoſe that are beſtowed upon condition , the condition on 
which theyarebeitowed, is actually purchaied and procured for 
us, npon no condition, but onely by virtue of the purchaſe. For 
initance: Chrilt hath pur-:haſed remitlion of {ins, and eternall life 
for us, to be enjoyed on our believing , upon the candition of 
faith ; bat faith ic ſelf which is the condition of them , an whoſe - 


_ performance they are beitowed , that he hath procured for us ab- 


ſolutely, en no condition atall ; for, what condition ſoever can 
be propoſed , on which the Lord ſhould beſtow faich,l ſhall after- 
ward ſhew it vaine, and to run into a circle. 

Fourthly,that both theſe, Impetration and Application , have far 
their objedts, the ſame individuall perſons ; that look far whom- 
ſoever Chriſt obtained any good thing by his death, unto them 
it ſhall certainly be applied, upon them it (hall actually be bettow- 
ed ; ſo that it cannot be ſaid, that he obtained any thing far any 


one, which that one, ſhall not, or doth not in due time enjoy+ Far 


whomſoever he wrought reconciliation with God, in them doth 
he work reconciliation unto God. The one is not extended to 
fome, to whom the other doth not reach. Now becaule this be- 
ing eſtablithed,the oppotite interpretation, and miſapplication of 
this diſtin&tion vanilheth , I ſhall brietly conticm it with reaſons. 

Firſt, * if the application of the good things procured , be the 
end why they are procured, for-whoſe ſake alon2 Chriſt doth ot- 
tain them,then they mult be applyed to all for whom they are 
obtained : for otherwiſe Chritt taileth of his end and aime: which 
application was the end of the 


fromthe - obtaining of all good things for us, appeareth, firſt , becauſe if ic

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were otherwiſe, and Chrilt did not ayme at the appiying of them, 
nely at their obtaining » then might the death of Chrilt have 


is berween bad its full effe& and ifſue,withour the application of redemption

notwithſtanding all that he did for us , every ſoul in the _— 
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might have periſhed eternally : which whether it can ſtand with 
the dignity and ſufficiency of his Oblation, with the purpoſe of 
his Father, and his owne intention, who came into the world to ſave 
ſinners, that which was loſt, and to bring many Sonnes unto glory, let all 
judge. Secondly, God in that ation of ſending his Sonne, lay- 
ing the weight of iniquity upon him,and giving him up to an ac- 
curſed death, muſt bee affirmed to bee altogether uncertaine, what 
event all this ſhould have in reſpe& of us : For did hee intend that 
we ſhould bee ſaved by it? chen the application of it is that which 
he aimed at, as we inſert : Did hee not ? certainly, he was uncer- 
taine whatend it ſhonld have, which is blaſphemy, andexceeding 
contrary to Scripture, and right reaſon. Did he appoint a Saviour, 
without thought of them that were to be ſaved ? a Redeemer, not 
determining who ſhould be redeemed ? Did he reſolve of a meanes 
not determining the end ? It is an aſſertion oppoſite to all the glo- 
rious properties of God. 

Secondly, i if that which is obtained by any, doe by vertue of $ VIE 
that aXion, whereby it is obtained, become his in right for whom :. a rom 
it is obtained, then for whomſoever any thing is by Chriſt obtai- Fu rhe uf 
ned, it is to them applyed: for that muſt bee made theirs in fa, uf ofthe 
which is theirs in right : but it is moſt certaine, that whatſoever is things and 
obtained for any, is theirs by right, for whom it is obtained ; the words in 0- 
very ſence of the word , whether you call it Merit, Impetration, _ af- 
Purchaſe, Acquiſition, or Obtaining, doth beſpeake a right in them, 
for whoſe good the merit is effeRed, and the purchaſe made: can 
that be ſaid to be obtained for me, which is no wayes mine? When 
I obtaine any thing by Prayer or Intreaty of any one, it being ob- 
rained it is mine owne ; that which is obtained by one, is granted by 
him, of whom it is obtained; and if granted, it is granted by him 
to them for whom it is obtained. But they will fay it is obtained 0bje@, 
upon condition,and until the condition be fulfilled no right doth 
acrew. Ianſwer, if this condition be equally purchaſed and ob- $,j, 
tained with other things thatare to bee beſtowed on that conditi- 
on, then this hinders not but that every thing is to bee applyed, 
that is procured ; bur if it bee uncertaine whether this condition 
will bee fulfilled or not, then firſt, this makes God :uncertaine, 

What end the death of his Sonne will have : Secondly, this doth 
not anſwer but deny the thing we are in proving which is confir« -- 


med, | 
Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, becauſe the * Scripture perpetually conjoyning theſe 
two things together, will nor ſuffer us ſo to ſever them, as that 
the one ſhould belong to ſome andnot to others, as though they 
could haveſeverall perſons for their objeAts, as Iſa. 53:11. By bis 
knowledge ſhall my righteous ſervant juſtifie many, there is the appli- 
cation of all good things, for be ſhall beare their iniquities , there 
is the Impztration ; he juttifieth all, whoſe iniquities he bore : as 
alſo Verlethe5. of that Chapter : But be was wounded for our tranſ- 
greſſions, be was bruiſed for our iniquities, the chaſtiſement ef our | nn 
was upon him, and by bis ſtripes are we healed ; his wounding and our 
healing, impetration, and application, his cha(tiſement and our 
peace are inſeparably docile, So Rom. 4. 25. Hee was delivered 
for our offences, and was raiſed againe for our juſtification. So Rom. 5. 
18. By the righteouſneſſe of one ( that is his Impetration ) the free 
gift comes upon all men to juſtification of life, in the application. See 
there who are called All men, maſt clearely, Rom. 8. 32,33,34-He 
that ſpared not his owne Sonne,but delivered bim up for us all , bowſball 
be not with him alſo freely give us all things ? Who ſhall lay any thing 
to the charge of Gods Ele ? It is God that juſtifieth,who is hee that con= 
demneth ? It zs Chriſt that dyed, yea rather that is riſen againe , who 
is even at the right band of God , who alſo maketb Interceſſion for us : 
From which words wee have theſe feverall Reaſons of our affer- 
tion ; Ficlt , that for whom God gives his Sonne, to them, 'in- 
hin, hee freely gives all things, therefore all things obtained by 
his death muſt be beſtowed, and are, on them for whom hee dyed, 
Verſe 32. Secondly, they for whom Chriſt dyed are juſtified, are 
Gods Ele&, cannot be condemned, nor can any thing bee laid 
to their charge ; all that he hath purchaſed for them mult be ap- 
_ to them, for by vertue thereof it is that they are fo ſaved. 

erſe 33, 34. Thirdly, for whom Chriſt dyed, for them he ma- 
keth interceſſion : Now his interceſſion is for the-application of 
thoſe things as is confelſt, and therein he is alwayes heard: thoſe, 
to whom the one belongs, theirs alſo isthe other : So Fobn 10.10. 
the comming of Chritt is, that bis might bave life, and bave it abun- 
dantly ; as alſo 1 Toba 4. 9. and Heb. 10.10. by which will we are ſan- 
fified, that is the application, through the offering of the body of Teſus, 
that is the meanes of Imperration, for by one offering be bath perfected 
them that are ſandtified. Heb. 10. 14. In briefe , it is proved by all

required, theſe things will follow. To thedeath of Chritit indeed, 
they afligne many glorious things, but what they give on the one 
hand , they take away with the other , by ſuſpending the enjoy- 
ment of them ona condition by us to be fulfilled, not by him pro- 
cured, and in terms affert , that the proper and full end of the 
death of Chritt was, the doing of that, whereby God , his jutiice 
being ſatished, might ſave ſinners if he would, and on what con- 
dition it pleaſed him, thata doore of grace might be opened to 
all that wouldcome in, and not that aftuall juſtification and re- 
miſlion of ſins, life and immortality were procured by him , but 
onely a poſhbility of thoſe things that ſo ic might be. Now that 
all the venom that lies under this expoſition and abuſe of thisdi- 
ſtintion may the better appear, ſhall ſerdown the whole mind of 
them, that uſe it, in a few aſſertions, that it may beclearly ſeene 
what we doe oppoſe. 

Firſft,God (ſay they) conſidering all mankinde as fallen from that

of that molt intenſe love of God, which is aflerted in the Scrip- 
cure to be the cauſe of ſending his Sonne, as Joh. 3. 16.God ſo 
loved the world that be gave bis onely begotten Sonne, Eph. 1. 6. Having 
made known to us the Myſtery of his will according to bis pood pleaſure, 
which be bath purpoſed in himſelfe. Col. 1. 19. It pleaſed the Father 
that in bim ſhould all fuineſſe dwell. Rom. 5. 8. God commended bis love 
towards us, in that while we were yet ſinners, Chriſt dyed for us. 
Theſe two [| ſhall by the Lords afliſtance fully cleare, if the Lord 
give life and ſtrength, & his people encouragement to go through 

with the ſecond part of this controverſy. 
Obj. 4s Fourthly, We deny that all mankind is the objett of that love 
| of God, which moved him to ſend his Sonne to dye, God baving 
made ſome for the day of evill, Prov. 16. 4. Hated them before they were 
born, Rom. 9. 12. Before of old ordaifed them to condemnation, Jude 4. 
Being fitted for deſtruftion, Roms. 9. 22. made to be taken, and deſtroy- 
ed. 2 Pet. 2. 12. appointed to condemnation. 1 Thel. 5.9. to go 

t) their own place, As 1.25. 

Secondly, The juſtice of God being injured by ſiune, unleſſe ſomething 
. might 
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might be done for the ſatisfation thereof, that love of God whereby be 
wouldeth good to all ſinners, could no way be brought forth into a&, but 
muſt bave its eternall reſidence in the bojome of God without any effect 
produced. | 

That neither ſcripture, nor right reaſon, will enforce , nor 
prove a1 utter and abſolute want of power in God to fave tinners 
by his own abſolute will without ſatisfaftion to his jultice, 
ſuppoling his purpole thatſo it thould be, indeed it could not be 
otherwite but, without the conſideration of that, certainely he 
could have eftetted it, it doth not imply any violating of his holy 
nature. 

An aCtuall and neceflary velle; y,for the doing of any thing which 08{. 2. 
cannot poſſibly be accomplithed wichout ſome work fulfilled out- 
wardly of him, is oppolite to his eternall blefſedneſſe and alfut- 
ficiency. 

Thirdly, God therefore 1o fulfill that generall love and good will 

of bis toward all,and that it might put forth it ſelfe in ſuch a way as ſhould 
[eeme good to bim, to ſatisfie his juſtice which ſtood in the way, and was 
the only hindrance, be ſent bis Son into the world to dye. 

The failing of this aſſertion we ſhall lay forth, when wecome Ob. 5. 
to declare thar love, whereef che ſending of Chriſt was the proper 
iflue and effet. | 

Fourthly, Wherefore the proper and immediate end and aime of the 
purpoſe of God, in ſending bis Sonne to dye for all men was, that he 
might what way it pleaſed him, ſave ſinners, bis juſtice which hindred 
being ſatisfied, as Arminius 3 or that he might will to ſave ſinners, as 
Corvinus; and the intention of Chriſt was to make ſuch ſatisfadtion to 
the juſtice of God, as that be might obtaine to himſelfe, a power of ſaving, 
upon what conditions it ſeemed good to bis Father to preſcribe. 

Whether this was the intention of the Father in ſendinghis Obf. 1. 
Sonne, or no, let it be judged; ſomething was faid before 
npon the examination of thoſe places of Scripture, which de- 
ſcribe his purpoſe, let it be known from them whether God in 
ſending of his Sonne intended to procure to himſelte a liberty to 
fave us, if he would, or to obtaine certaine ſalvation for his 
ele. 

That ſuch a poſlibility of ſalvation, or at the utmoſt a velleity . 2 
or willing of it upon an uncertaine condition, to be by us falfll- © * ©" 
ed, ſhould be the: full j proper and onely immediate end of 

| .-0> .. |. the 
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the death of Chriſt, will yet ſcarcely down with tender ſpirits. 

The expreſlion of procuring to hiniſelte ability to ſave, upon a 
condition to be preicribed, ſeemes not to anſwer that certaine 
purpoſe of our Saviour in laying downe bis life, which the Scripture 
faith was to ſave bis ſheepe , and to bring many Sonnes to glory,as be- 
fore , nor hath ic any ground in Scripture. 

Fifthly, Chriſt therefore obtained for all and every one reconciliation 
with God, remiſſion of ſfinnes, life and ſalvation, not that they ſhould afiu- 
ally be partakers of theſe things, but that God ( bis juſtice now not hind- 
ring) might and weuld preſcribe a condition, to be by them fulfilled, where- 
upon be would afually apply it, and make them partake of all thoſe good 
things purchaſed by Chriſt. And here comes their diſtinftion of 
Impetration and Application, which we before intimated, and there- 
about in the explication of this affertion they are wondroufly di- 
vided. | 

Some ſay that this proceeds ſo farre, that all men are thereby 
receivedinto a new Covenant ; in which redemption, Adam was 

a common perſon as well as in his fall from the old, - and all we 
againe reſtored in him, ſo that none ſhall be damned, that doe 
not finne actually againſt the condition, wherein they are borne, 
and fall from che ſtate whereinto all men are afſumed through 
the death of Chriſt : So Borrew,Corvinus and one of late in plaine 
termes, that all are reconciled , redeemed, faved, and juſtified in 
Chriſt, though how he would not underſtand, ( More pag. 10. ) 
But others, more warily, deny this, and aſſert that by nature we are 
all children of wrath, and that untill we come to Chriſt, the wrath 
of God abideth on all, ſa that ic is not aCtually removed from any ; ſo 
the Aﬀerters of the efficacy of grace in France. 

Againe, ſome ſay that Chrilt by this ſatisfa&tion removed origi- 
nall ſinne in all, and by conſequent that onely : ſo that all Infants, 
though of Turkes and Pagans out of the Covenant dying before 
they come to the uſe of reaſon, mult undoubtedly be ſaved, that 
being removed in all, even the calamity, guilt, and alienation 
contraftedby our firſt fall, wherby God may fave all upon a new 
condition. But others of them ({ more warily ) obſerving, that the 
bloud of Chriſt is ſaid to purge all our ſinnes, 1 Joh. 1. 8. 1 Pet. x. 
13 Iſay53. 6. they ſay he dyed for all ſinnes alike, abſolutely for 
n2ne, but conditionally for all. Further ſome of them affticme that 
after the farisfaRion of Chriſt or the conſideration of it in Gods 

pre- 
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ſcience it was abſolutely undcte rmined, what condition ſhould be 
preſcribed, ſo that the Lord might have reduccd all againe to the 
Law and covenant. of works,ſo Corvinus : Others,that a procuring 
of a new way of ſalvation by faith was a part of the fruic of the 
Ceath of Chriit. So More page 35. 

Againe, ſome of them, that the condition preſcribed is by our 
owne ſtrength, with the help of ſuch meanes,as God atall times 
and in all places, and unto all is ready to afford, to be performed: 
Others deny this, and aftirme that effe&uall grace flowing peculi- 
arly from clefion is neceſſary to believing ; the firſt eſtabliſhing 
the 1doll of Free-wil,to maintain their owne afſertion,others over- 
throwing their owne afſertion for the eſtabliſhment of grace. So 
Amiraldus, Camero,@*c. | 

Moreover, ſome ſay that the love of God in ſending of Chriſt, 

is equall to all : others goe a ſtraine higher,and maintaine an in- 
equality in the love of God, although hee ſend his Sonne to die 
for all, and though greater love there cannot bee than that where- 
by the Lord ſent his Sonne to dye for us, as Romans 8. 32. and 
ſo they ſay that Chriſt purchaſed a greater good for ſome and 
lefſe for others; and here they put themſelves upon innume- 
rable uncouth Diſtin&ions , or rather ( as one calleth them ) ex- 
tindtions , blotting out all ſenſe and reaſon , and true meaning 
of the Scripture; witneſfſe Teftardus, Amirald: and as every one 
may ſee that can but read Engliſh in T. M. Hence that multiplicity 
of theſeveral ends of che death of Chriſt ; ſome that are the fruirs 
of his ranſome, and ſatisfation , and ſome that are I know not 
what,befides his dying for ſome ſo and ſo,for others ſo and ſo,this 
way & that way, hiding themſelves in innumerable unineelligible 
expreſſions, that it is a moſt difficult thing to know what they 
meane, and harder to finde out their minde, than to anſwer their 
Reaſons. - 

In one particular they agree well enough, viz. in denying that 
Faith is procured or merited fer us by the death of Chrilt ; ſo 
farre they are all of them conſtant to their owne principles ; for 
once to grant it would overturn the whole fabrick of univer{al re- 
demption;but in —_— the cauſe of faith they go aſunder again. 

Some ſay, that God ſent Chriſt to dye for all men , bur onely 
conditionally if they did and would believe; as though if-they 
believed, Chriſt dyed for them, if _ he dyed not, and fo ſs 
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the a the cauſe of its owne obje& : other ſome, that he dyed ab. 
ſolucely for all, to procure all good things for them , which yet 
they ſhould not enjoy ; uncill chey fultill the condition, that was 
to be preſcribed unco them ; yet all conclude , that in his Death 
Chrilt had no morereſpe&t unto the Ele& than others, to ſuſtaine 
their perſons, or to be in their roome : but that he was a publick 


perſon, in the roome of all mankinde. 


Concerning the cloſe of all this, in reſpe& of the event and 
immediate produtt of the death of Chriſt, divers have diverſly 
ower, ſome in the 
ſome in a 
right purchaſed to himſelfe of ſaving whom he pleaſed : ſome that 
in reſpe& of us he had no endat all, bur that all mankinde might 
have periſhed after he had doneall. Others make divers and diftin& 
ends not almoſt to be reckaned, of this one a&t of Chriſt, ac- 
cording to the diverſity of the perſoris for whom he dyed; whom 
they grant to be diſtinguiſhed and differenced by a foregoing De- 
cree:; but to what purpoſe the Lord ſhould fend his Sonne to dye 
for them, whom he himſelf had determined not to ſave,but at leaft 
to paſſe by andJeave to irremedileſſe ruine for their finnes, I can- 
not ſee, nor the-meaning of the twofold deſtination by ſome in- 
vented. Such is the powerfull force and evidence of truth, that ic 
ſcatters all its oppoſers, and makes them flye to ſeveral hiding cor- 
ners, Who if they are not willing to yeeld', and ſubmic them- 
ſelves, they ſhall ſurely lye downe in darknefle and error ; none 
of theſe or the like intricate and involved impedice diſtinQions, 
hath it ſelfe need of, intonone of ſuch poore ſhifts and deviſes, 
doth it compel! its abettors, it needeth not any windings and 
turnings to bring it ſelfe into a defenſible poſture * it isnot liable 
to contradiftions in its owne Furndamentalls, for without any 
further circumſtances, the whole of it in this buſinefſe may bee 


expreſſed themſelves, ſome placing it inthe 
willof God, ſome in the opening of a doore ©

Secondly, the Yalue, Worth, and Dignity of the ranſome, which 
Chriit gave himſelfe to be, and of the price which he paid, was in- 
finite and unmeaſurable,fit for the accompliſhing of any end, and 
the procuring of any good,for all and every one, for whom it was 
intended, had they beene Millions of men more than ever were 
created : of this alſo afterwards, fee As 20. 28. God purchaſed 
bis Church with bis owne bloud ; 1 Pet. 1.18. redeemed not with filver 
and gold, but with the precions bloud of Chriſt, and that anſwering<-- 
| the minde and intention of Almighty God, Tobn 1 4.31. As the 
Father gave me commandementy{0 I d:e. Who would have ſuch aprice 
paid, as might be the foundation of that oeconomy and diſpen- 
ſation of his love and grace which hee intended, and of the way 
whereby he would have it diſpenſed, As 13. 38,39. Threuph this 
man is preachedunto you the forgiveneſſe of ſinnes,and by him all that be- 
leeve are juſtified from all things, from which yee could not be juſtified 
by the Law of Moſes, 2 Cor. 5. 20, 21. Wee are Embaſſadors for 
Chrift ,- as though God did beſeech you by us , wee pray you in Chriſts 
ftead be ye reconciled to God 3 for be bath made him to bee ſinne for us, 
who knew no ſin; that we might be made the righteonſneſſe bf God in him. 

Thirdly;the Intention and aime of the Father,in this great work, 
was , a'bringing of thoſe many fonnes to glory, viz. his Ele&, 
whomby his free grace he had choſen, from amongſt all men, of 
all forts, Nations, and Conditions, to take them into a n ww Co- 
venant of grace with himſelfe, the former being as to them in re-

by he whom his Father al wayes heares, defires and demands that 
the good things procured by him , may bee aftually beſtowed on 
them all, and every one for whom they were procured.So that the 
whole of what we affert in this great bufineſſe is exceedingly clear, 
and apparent without any intricacy, or the leaſt difficulty at all, 
not clouded with ſtrange expreſlions, and unneceſſary divullions 
and tearings of one thing from another, as is the oppoſite opini- 
on, which in the next place (hall bee dealt withall by arguments, 
confirming the one, and everting the other. But becauſe the whole 
ſtrength thereof Iyeth in, and the weight of all lIyeth on that one 
diſtin&ion we before ſpake of, by our Adverſaries diverſly exprei-

certain whether it ſhal ever be ours or no:for it is well known,that 
notwithitanding thoſe glorious things , that are afſigned by the 
Arminians to the death of Chriſt, which they ſay he purchaſed for 
all, as remiſſion of tins, reconciliation wich God, and the like ; yet 
they for whom this purchaſe and procurement is made may be 
damned, as the greateſt part are and certainly ſhall be : Now 
that there ſhould be ſuch a diſtance between theſe rwo, 
Firſt, it is contrary t» Þ commen ſenſe or our uſuall form of $glk 
ſpeaking, which muſt be wreſted, and our und rſtandings forced to * 1- Comr 
apprehend it:when a man hath obtained an otiice,or any other ob- Tonſenſe.

a ſhare inthe death of Chriſt ,that it ſhould belong to him, that is, 
be applyed to him, for that is in this caſe ſaid to bee applyed to 
any, that is his in any reſpe&t, according to the will of God; 
but now the death of Chrit according to the opinion we ops 
poſe, is fo applyed to all, and yet the fruits of this death are never 
ſo much as once made known to far the greateſt part of thoſe all. 
Secondly, that a ranſome ſhould be paid for captives , upon 
compad for their deliverance, and yet upon. the paiment thoſe

Thirdly, This condition of faith, is procured for us by the 
death of Chriſt, or it is not : if they ſay ic be nor, then the chiefeſt 
grace, and without which redemprion it ſelte, (expreſſed how you 
pleafe) is ofno value, doth not depend on the grace of Chriit, as 
the meritorious procuring cauſe thereof; which, tic, is exceeding- 
ly injutious to our blefſed Saviour, and ſerves onely to diminiſh 
the honour and love duetohin.Secondly,is contrary to Scripture. 

He beanie fine for ur, that we might be 
Made the j6.9-w0 of God in him : and: how we.can b:come 
the righteouſneſſe of God,but by believing, I know not : yea ex- 
prefly faich the Apoſtle, 7r is given to ns for Chriſts ſake,on the behalfe 
of Chrift,- to believe on bim, Phil. 1. 29. God 2. ſing 4s with all fpiris 
tuall bleſſings in bim, Epheſ.

If they doe in- 
vent a condition upon which this is beitow2d, che vanity of that 
ſhall be afterwards diſcovered: for the preſent, if this condition 
be, (o they doe not refaſe or reſi the meanes of grace:then [ asxe, if the 
fruit of the death of Chrilt ſhall be applied to all, that fulfill this 
eondition of not refuſing or not reſiſting the meanes of grace; if 
not, then why is that produced? iffo, then mutt att befaved; that 
have not or doe not refiſt the meanes of grace, that is,all Pagans, 
Trfidels, and thoſe Infants, to whom the Goſpell was never preach- 
. Fourthly, this whole affertion tendsto make Chriſt, but an 
halfe Mediatour, that ſhould procure the end, but not the meanes 
conducing thereunto. So that notwithſtanding this exception 
and new diſtintion, our aſſertion ſtands firme, that the fruits of 
the death of Chriſt in reſpetof impetration of good and applica- 
tion to us ought not to be divided, and our arguments to confirm 
it are unſhaken. For a cloſe of all, that which in this cauſe we 
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affirme may be ſummed up in this: Chriſt did: not dye for any 
upon condition if they doe believe, but he died for all Gods ele, 
that they ſhould believe, and believing have eternall life ; faith ic 
ſelfe is among the principall effefs and fruits of the death of 
Chriſt, as ſhall be declared: itis no where ſaid in Scripture, nor 
can it reaſonably be affirmed, thar if we believe, Chrilt dyed for 
us, as though our believing [hould make that to be, which other- 
wiſe was not, the a create the obje&, but Chritt dyed for us, that 
we might believe ; ſalvation indeed is bettowed conditionally, but 
faith which is the condition is abſolutely procured. The queſtion 
being thus ſtated, the ditterence laid open , and the thing in con- 
troverfie made knowne, we proceede in the next place to draw 
forth ſome of thoſe arguments, demonitrations, teſtimonies and 
proofs, where-by the trath we maintaine is eſtabliſhed, in which 
It is contained, and upon which it is firmly founded, only deliring 
the Reader to retaine ſome notions, in his minde, of thoſe fun- 
damentalls which in generall we laid downe before, they ftand- 
Ing in ſach relation to the arguments which we ſhall uſe, that 
I am confident not one of them can be throughly anſwered before 


they be everted.

The two firſt from 
the nature of the new Covenant , and the diſpenſation thereof. 


ae H: firſt Argument may bee taken from the Nature $91. 
of the Covenant of Grace , which was cRabliſhed, ra- Arg. 1. 
tified, and confirmed, in,and by the death of Chriſt,that 

was the Teftament whereof He was the Teſtator, which 

was ratifiedjin his death,and whence his bloud is called the Þloud of 

the new Teſtament, Matth. 26. 28. Neither can any effe&s thereof 

be extended beyond the compaſſe of this Covenant ; but now this 
Covenant was not made univerſally with all , bat particuſarly 

onely with ſome, and therefore thoſe alone were intended in the 
benefits of the death of Chriſt. The aſſumption appeares, from 
the nature of the Covenant it ſelfe, deſcribed clearely Ferem. 31. 
31, 32. Iwill make a new Covenant with the houſe of Iſrael , and with 
the bouſe of Judah : not according to the C:venant thet T made with their 
Fathers in the day that I tooke them by tbe band, to bring them out of the 
Land of Egypt, ( wbich my Covenant they brake, though 1was an Huſ=- 
band to them, ſaith the Lord.) And Hebrewes 8. 9, 10, 11. Not ac- 
cording to the Covenant that I made with their Fathers, in the day that I 
tooke them by the band to lead them out of the land of Egypt , becauſe 
they continued not in my Covenant , and 1 regarded them not, ſaith the 
Lord : For this is the (Covenant that I will make with the Houſe of 1ſ- 
rael after thoſe dayes, ( ſaith the Lord) 1 will put my Lawes in their 
mind,and write them in their hearts, and will be to them a. God, and they 
ſpall be to me a people 3 and they ſball not teach every man his Neighbour, 
and every man bis brother,ſaying,know the Lord,for all ſal. know me from 
the leaſt to the prompt Wherein, firft,the condition of the Covenant 
is not ſaid to be required,)but it is abſolutely promiſed; Iwill put my 
feare in their hearts : And this is the maine difference betiweene the 
old Covenant of Workes, and the new one of Grace, that in that, 
the Lord did onely require the fulfilling of the condition pref w_

bed, but in this, he promilſeth to effeCt it in them himſelfe , with 
whom the Covenant is made. And without this ſpirituall etica- 
Cy, the truth is, the new Covenant would bee as weake and un- 
profitable for the end of a Covenant ( the bringing of us and 
binding of us to God ) as the old. For in what conlitted the 
weaknelle and unprofitableneſſe of the old Covenant for which 
God in his mercy aboliſked it? was it not in this,becauſe by reaſon 
of -finne we were no way able to fulfill the condition thereof, Doe 
thzs and live ! otherwiſe the connexion is ſtil] crue,that be that doth 
theſe things ſhall live : and are we of our ſelves any way more able 
to fulfil the condition of the new covenant ? is it not as ealie, for a 
man by his owne ſtrength to fulfill the whole Law ,. as to repent 
and ſavingly believe the promiſe of the Goſpel ? This then is one 
maine difference of theſe two Covenants , that the Lord did in 
the old onely require the condition ; now in the nev7,he will alſo 
effe& it in all the federates, to whom this Covenant is cxtended, 
And if the Lord ſhould onely exa& obedience required in the 
Covenant of us, and not winks and effe& it allo in us, the new 
Covenant would be a ſhew, to increaſe our miſery, and not a ſe- 
rious imparting and communicating of grace and mercy. If then, 
this b= the natureof the New-Teſtament , as appeares from the 
very words of it, and might abundantly bee proved, that the con- 
dition of the Covenant, ſhall certainly by free grace be wrought 
and accomplilhed in all that are taken into Covenant, then no 
more are in this covenant, than in whom thoſe conditions of it 
are effeted. But thus,as is apparent, it is not with all ; for, amen 
bave not faith, itit of the Ele& of God. Therefore it is not made 
with all, nor is the compaſſe thereof to bee extended beyond the 
remnant that are according to Eleftion. Yea every bleſling of the new 
covenant being certainely common , and to be communicated to 
© all the covenantees;either faith is none of them,or all nut have it, 

If the covenant it (elf be generall. But ſome may ſay,that it is true, 
God promilſeth to write bis Law in our hearts, and put his feare in our 
inward parts ; bat it is upon condition :give me that condition 8& I 
will yeeld the cauſe, is it if they do beleeve? Nothing elſe can be 
Imagined;that is,if they have the Law written in their hearts, ( as 
every one that beleeves hath ) then God promiſeth to write his 
Law in their hearts; is this probable,friends ? is it _ ?I cannot 


then be perſwaded, that God hath made a covenant of grace with 
by all, 


CHAP. 1. aniverſall Redemption, 
all, eſpecially thoſe who never heard word of covenant, grace,or 
condition of it ; much lefle received grace for the fulfilling of the 
condition, without which the whole would bee altogether un- 
profitable and uſeleſſe. The covenant is made with Adam, and hee 
Is acquainted with it, Gen. 3. 15. renewed with Noab,and not hid- 
den from him. Againe eſtabliſhed with Abrabam , accompanyed 
with a full and rich Declaration of the chiefe promiſes of it,Gen. 
12. Which is mo{t certaine not to be effefted towards all, as after- 
wards will appeare : yea that firſt diitin&tion betweene the ſeed of 
the woman, and theſeed of the ſerpent , is enough to overthrow 
the pretended univerſality of the covenant of grace; for who 

dares affirme that God entred into a covenant of grace with the 

ſeed of the Serpent ? Molt apparent then it is that the new co- 
venant of grace, and the promiſes thereot, are all of them of di- 

ſtingaiſhing mercy, reſtrained to the people whom God did fore- 
know, and ſo not extended univerſally to all. Now the bloud of 
Teſaus Chriſt, being the bloud of this covenant, and his oblation 

intended onely for the procurement of the good things intended 
and promiſed thereby, for hee was the ſurety thereof , Hebrewzs 

7. 22. andof that onely , it cannot bee conceived to have re- 

ſpe& unto all, or any, but onely thoſe , that are intended in this 

covenant. 


If the Lord intended that hee ſhould, and by his d ath did 


procure pardon of fin , and rec »nciliation with God , for all and Ar: 2. 


every one to be atually enjoyed upon condition that they doe 
beleeve, then ought this good will and intenti-»n of God, with 
this purchaſe in their behalf, by Jeſus Chriſt, co be made known 
to them, by the word, that they night believe, for faith comes by 
bearing,and hearing by the word of God. Roin. 10. 4, 15. For if theſe 
things be not made known and revealed to all, and every one, 
that is concerned in them, viz. to whom the Lord intends , and 
for whom he hath procured ſo great a good, then one of theſe 
things will follow : either firſt, that they may be ſaved without 
faich in, and the knowledge of Chrilt, ( which they cannor have 
unleſſe he be revealed to them) which is falſe, and proved ſo; or 
elſe ſecondly, that this good will of God, and this purchaſe made 
by Jeſus Chriit is plainly in vain, and fruſtrate in reſpe& of them : 
yea a plain mocking of them, that will neither doe them any 
good to help them out of miſery , nor ſerve the juſtice of God to 
leave

leave them inexcuſable, for what blame can redound to them, for 
not embracingand well uſing a benefit, :which they never heard of * 
ia theic lives ? doth it become the wiſdom of God to ſend Chrilt 
to dye formen , that they mighc be ſaved , and never cauſe theſe 
men to hear of any ſuch thing, and yer to-purpoſe and declare that 
unlefſe they doe heare of it and beleeve it, they ſhall never be fa- 
ved ? What wiſeman would pay, a ranſome for the delivery of 
thoſe captives, which he is {ure {hall never come to the knowledge 
of any ſuch payment made,and {o never bee the better for ie? Is it 

anſwerable to the goodnefſe of God to deal thus with his poor 
creatures? to hold out towards they all in pretence, the molt in- 
tenſe love imaginable, beyondall compare and illuſtration, as his 
love in ſending his Son is ſet forth tobe, and yet never let them 
know of any ſuch thing, but in the end to damne them for not be- 
lieving it?Is it anſwerable to the love and kindenefle of Chrilt to 
as, to afligne unto him ar his death ſuch a reſolutjon as this: 7 
will naw by the oblation of my ſelf, obtain for all and every one, peace and 
reconciliation with God, redemption and everlaſting ſalvation, eternall 
glory in the bigh beavens, even for all theſe poore miſerable wretched 
wormes, condemned Caitiffs, that every houre ought to expe the ſentence 
of condeymation 3 and all theſe ſhall truely and really be communicated 10 
them, if they will believe ; but yet withall Twill ſo order things, that 
innumerable ſoules ſhall never beare one word of all this that T have done 
for them, never be perſwaded to believe, nor bave the objeF® of faith that 
z to be believed propoſed to them : whereby they might indeed poſibly 
partake of theſe things ? Was this the minde and will, this the de- 
figne andpurpoſe of our merciful high rrieſt? God forbid : ic is all 
one as ifa Prince ſhould ſay and proclaime, that whereas there be 
anumber of Captives held in ſore bondage in ſuch a place, and he 
hath a full treaſure, he is reſolved to redeeme them every one ; fo 
that every one of them (hall come out of Priſon that will thanke 
him for his good will ; and in the mean time , never take care to 
let theſe poore captives know his minde andpleaſure ; and yet be 
fully aſſured, thatunleſſe hee effe& it himſelte ic will never bee 
done : would not this be conceived a vaine andoſtentatious flou- 
riſh, without any goodintent indeed towards the poore captives ? 
Oc as if a Phyſitian ſhould ſay,that hee hath a medicine that will 
cure all Diſeaſes, and he intends to cure the diſeaſes of all,but lets 
but very few know his minde, or anything of bis medicine, and 
yet

yet is aſſared that without his relation, and particular informati- 
on itwill be knowne to very few, and (hall he be ſuppoſed to de- 
fire, intend, or aime at the recovery of all 2 Now it is moſtcleare, 
from the Scripture and experience of all ages, both under the old 
diſpenſation of the covenant, and the new,that innumerable men, 
whole Nations, fora long ſeaſon are paſſed by in the declaration 
of this myſtery : the Lord doth not procure that it ſhall by any 
meanes in the leaſt meaſure be made out to all; they heare not fo 
much as a rumour or report of any ſich thing. Under the old 
Tettament in Judab was God known, and bis name was great in Iſra= 
el, at Salem was his Tabernacle and bis dwelling place at Sim. Plal. 
76. He ſhewed bis word unto Facob, and his judgements unts Iſrael : be 
bath not dealt ſo with any Nation, and as for bis judgements they bave 
not known them, Pal. 147. 19. 20. Whence thoſe appellations of 
the heathen and imprecations alſo, as Jer. 10. 25. Poure out thy 
fury upon the heathen that know thee not, and upon the families that call 
not upon thy Name ; Of whom you have a full deſcription. Epheſ. 
2.12. Without Chriſt aliens from the Common-wealth of Iſrael, and 
ſtrangers from the covenants of promiſe , baving no hope , and without 
God in the world. And under the new Teſtament , though the 
Church have confirmed her cords, and ſtrengthened her ſtakes , 
and many Nations are come in to the mountaine of the Lo: 
ſo many as to be called, all people,all nations,yea the world, the whole 
world in compariſon of the ſmall precin& of the Church of the 
Fewes, yet now alſo Scripture and experience doe make it cleare, 
that many are paſſed by, yea millions of ſoules, that never heare 
word of Chriſt, nor reconciliation by him, of which we can 
give no other reaſon ; bur,yea,ob Father becauſe it ſeemed good to thee, 


Math. 11. 25. 26. For the Scripture, As 16. Yee have the holy - 


Ghoſt expreſſely forbidding the Apoſtles to goe to- ſundry places 
with the word, but ſending them another way, anfwerable to the 
former diſpenſation in ſome particulars, wherein be ſuffered all men 
to walke in their owne wayes, AR. 14. 16. And for experience, not 
to multiply particulers, do but aske any of our brethren who have 
been at any time in the Indyes and they will eafily reſolve yee in 
the truth thereof. |

TE Jeſus Chriſt dyed for all men{ thar is purchaſed and procured 
for them according to the minde and will of God, all thoſe 
things which we recounted and the Scripture ſerterh forth to be 
the effets and fruits of his death, which may be ſummed up in 
this one phraſe , eternall redemption, then he did this, and that 
according to the purpoſe of God, either abſolutely or upon ſome 
condition by them tobe fulfilled : if ab/olutely,then ought alland e- 
very. one, abſolutely and unfallibly to be made aftuall partakers 
of that eternall redemption ſo purchated: for what I pray, ſhould 
hinder the enjoyment of that to any, which Godabſolutely in- 
tended, and Chriſt abſolutely purchaſed for them. If upon con- 
dition, then he did either procure this a condition for them, or he 
did not ? If he did procure this condition for them, that is, that 
it ſhould be beſtowed on them, and wrought within them, then he 
did it either abſolutely againeor upon a condition ; i abſolutely, 
then are we, as we were before, Ts to procure any thing fot a- 
nother, to be conferred on him, upon ſuch a condition, and 
withall, to procure that condition abſolutely to be beftowed on 
them, is equivalent to the abſolute procuring of the thing ic 
ſelf:for fo we afhrm in this very buſineſſe:Chriſt procured ſalvati- 
on for us, to be beſtowed conditionally if we doe believe, but 
faich it (elfe, that he hath abſolutely procured withour preſcribing 
of any condition. Whence we afhirme that the purchaſing of ſal- 
vation for us, is cquivelant to what it would have been, 
if it had been ſo purchaſed as to have been abſolutely be- 
ſtowed, in reſpe& of the event and iſſue, So that thus alſo muſt 
all be abſolutely ſaved : but if this cxdition, be procured upon 
condition, let that be aſſigned, and we will renew our quere con- 
cerning the procureing of that, whither it were abſolute or condi- 
tionall ; and fo never reft untill they come ro fixe ſomewhere , or 
fill run into a circle. But on the otherfide, is not this condition 
145 ; pro- 
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progared by him, on whoſe performance all the good things pur- 
Sad rang Fo , are £0 be actually enjoyed ? then firſt, this 
condition nut be made known toall, as arg. 2. Secondly, AU 
men are able of thamſelves toperforme this condition , or they 
are not? if they are, then ſeeing that conditien, is faith in the 
romiles, as is on all ſides contelt, then areall men of themſelves 
y the power of their own free will able to believe : which is 
contrary to the Scriptures, as by the Lords affiftance ſhall be de- 
clared. If they cannot, but that this faith, mult be beſtowed on 
them and wrought within them, by the free grace of God ; then 
when God gave his Sonne to dye for them, to procure eternaÞl 
Redemption for them all upon condition that they did believe , 
he either purpaſed to worke faith in them all by his grace, that 
they might believe, or he didnot? ithedid ? why doth nothe 
atually performe it, ſeeing he is of one minde : and who can turn 
him? why do not all believe? why have notall men faith ? or 
doth he faile ofhis purpoſe ? if he did not purpoſe to beſtow faith 
on them all, or( which is all one) if he pu:poſed not to beſtow 
faith on all ( for the will of God doth not contilt in a pure nega- 
tion of anything, what he doth not will that it ſhould be, he wils, 


that it ſhould not be) then che ſumme of it comes'to this : that - 


God gave Chriſt to dye for all men, but upon this condition, that 

they performe that, which of themſelves, without him they can- 

not pertorme, and purpoſed, that for his part, he would nor ac- 

complilh it in them. Now if this be not extzeame madnefle, to 

alligne a will unto God of doing that which himſelfe knows, and 

orders that it ſhall never be done, of granting a thing upon a-con= 

dition, which without his helpe cannoe be fulilled, & which help 

he purpoſed not to grantylet all judge. Is this any thing but to de- 

luge poore-creatares ? is it poſſible that any good ar all ſhould a- 

riſe to any by.ſuch a purpoſe as this,ſucha giving ofa Redeemer ? 
is it agreable.to.the goodnefle of God, to intend ſo great a good 

as is the Redemption purchaſed by Chriſt, and to pretend that he 
would have it profitable for them, when he knows that they can 

no more fulfill the condition, which he requires, that it may be 

by themenjoyed, then Lazarus could of himſelfe come out of the 
grave 2? doth it befeeme the wiſedome of God to purpoſe that 

which he knowes ſhall never be fulfilled? Ifa man ſhould promiſe 

to givea 10007, to a blind man upon condition, that he will 
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open his eyes andſce, which he knowes well enough he cannot 
doe : Were that promiſe , to be ſuppolc from an heart 


pittying of his poverty, and not rather from a minde to illude 
and mock at his miſery ? if the King ſhould promile to pay a ran- 
ſome for the captives at Algiers, upon condition that they would 
conquer theic T yrants, andcome away which he knows full well 
they cannot doe, were this a Kingly at? or as if a man ſhould 
pay a price to redeeme captives, but not that their chaines may be 
taken away, without which they cannot come out of priſon ? to 
promiſe dead men great rewards upon condition they live againe 
of themſelves? are not theſe to as much end, as the obtaining of 
ſalvation: for men upon condition that they dobelieve, without 
obtaining that condition for them ? were not this the aſſigning 
ſuch a will and purpoſe as thisto Jeſus Chritt ; 7 will obtaine e- 
ternall life to be beſtowed on men , and become theirs by the application of 
the benifits of my death , but upon this condition that they doe believe 
but as T will not reveale my minde and will in this buſineſſe, nor this 
condition it ſelfe to innumerable of them, ſo concerning the reſt T know 
they are no wayes able of themſelves, no more than Lazarus was to riſe , 
or a blind man is to ſee, to performe the condition that I doe require , 
and without whic? none of the good things intended for them can ever be- 
come theirs : nzither will T procure that condition ever to be fulfHled in 
them ; that #s, T doe will that, that ſball be done, which I doe not onely 
know ſhall never be done , but that it cannot be done, becauſe I will not 
doe that, without which it can never be accompliſhed. Now whether 
ſach a will and purpoſe as this, befeemes the wiſedome and good- 
nefſe of our Saviour, let the Readerjudpe. In brief, an intention 
of doing good, unto any one, upon the performance of ſach a 
condition as the intender knowes is abſolutely above the ſtrength 
of him, of whom it is required ( eſpecially if he know that ic 
can no way be done, but by his concurrence, and he is reſolyed 
not to yield that aſſiſtance, which is neceffary to the aftuall ac- 
complilſkment of it, is a vaine fruitleſſe flouriſh, that Chriſt then 
ſhould obtaine of his Father eternali Redemption, -and the Lord 
ſhould through his Sonne intend it for them, who ſhall never be 
made partakers. of it) becauſe they cannot performe, and God 
and Chriit have purpoſed not to beſtow the condition, on which 
alone itis to be made atually theirs, is unworthy of Chriſt, and 
unprofitable co them for whom it's obtained 3 which that any 


thing,

thing, that Chriſt obtained for the ſonnes of men ſhould be {0 un- 
to them, is a hard ſaying indeed. Apain, if God through Chriſt 
purpoleto ſave all if they doe believe, becauſe he dyed for all, and 
this faith be not purchaſed by Chrift , nor are men able of them- 
ſelves to believe, how comes it to paſſe that any are ſaved? 
. God beftows faith on ſome, noton othere. I reply, is this diſtin- 
_ guiſhing Grace purchaſed for thoſe ſome comparatively in reſpe& 
of thoſe that are paſſed by wichout jt? if it be? thetf did not 
Chriſt dye equally tor all, for he dyed that ſome might have faith, 
not others ; yea in compariſon , he cannnot be faid to dye for 
thoſe other ſon at all, not dying thac they might have faith, 
without which he knew that all the reſt would be unproficable 
and fruitlefle : but i it not purchaſed for them by Chriſt,then have 
thoſe that he ſaved no more to thank Chrilt for , then choſe that 
are danined, which were ſtrange and contrary to Revel. 1. 5. To 
him that bath lovedus, and waſhed us with bis own blood , and bath made 
usKings and Prieſts unto God and bus Father &c. For my part, Idoe 
conceive that Chriit hath obtained ſalvation for men, not u 
condition if they would receive it, but ſo fully and perfetly that 
certainly they ſhould receive it ; he purchaſed ſalvation , to be be- 
ſtowed on them that doe believe, buc withall faith that they might 
believe. Neither can ic be objefted;chat according to our doftrine, 
God requires any thing of men that they cannot doe , yea faith to 
believe in Chriſt ; for: firſt , commands doe not fignifie what is 
Gods intention ſhould be done, but what is our daty todoe, 
which may be made known to us, whether we be able to perform 
it or not : it ſignifieth no intention or purpoſe of God 2, For the 
romifes which are propoſed together with the command to be- 
- lievesz they doe not hold out the intent and purpoſe of God, that 
Chriſt thoulddye for us if we doe believe, which is abſurd, that 
the a& ſhould be the confticutour of irs own objet,which mnſt be 
before it, and is preſuppoſed to be before, we are deſired to believe 
it : nor ſecondly the purpoſe of God that the death of Chriſt 


ſhould be profitable to us if we doe believe, which we before con- 

fated: but thirdly onely that faith is the way to ſalvation , which 

God hath appointed : So that all that doe believe ſhall undoubt- 

edly be ſaved, theſe two things, faith and ſalvation being inſepara- 
bly linked together, as ſhall bedeclared. - - 

Ifallmankinde, be in, and by the ——— purpoſe 'of God , di- 
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6inguiſhed into two ſorts, and conditions, ſeverally and diſtint- 
ly deſcribed and fer forth in the Scripture , and Chcilt bepecali- 
arly affirmed, to dye for one of thele forts, and no where for them 
of the other, then did he not die for all ; for of the one ſort hee 
dies for all and every one, and of the other for no oneat all : but 
firſt, there is ſuch a diſcriminating diſtinguiſhment among men by 
theeternall purpoſe of God , as thoſe whom he loves and thole 
whom be bates. Rom. 9. 11, 12. whom bee knoweth, and whom be know 
etb not. John. 10. 14. I know my ſheep. 2 Tim. 2. 19. God knoweth who 
are bis. Rom. 8. 29. whom bee did foreknow. Rom. 11. 2. The people 
whom be fore knew : I know you not Math. 7.33. ſo Jobn 13. 18.1 
ſpeake not of you ally I know whom T have choſen ; thoſe that are ape 
pointed to life & glory ; & thoſe thatare appointed to,8& fitted for 
deſtruQion, ele and reprobate, thoſe that were ordained to eter- 
nall life, and thoſe who before were of old ordained to condem- 
nation as Epbeſ. 1. 4+ He hath choſen us in bim. As 13. 48. ordained 
to eternall life. Rom. 8. 30. Whom he predeſtinated them he alſo called, 
whom be called them be alſo juſtified , and whom be juſtified them be alſo 
glorified : ſo on the other ſide 1 Theſ; 5. 9. God bath not appointed us 
to wrath, but to obtain ſalvation: appointed ro wrath. Rom. 9. 18, 
19, 20, 21. He hath mercy on whom be will bave mercy, and whom be 
will he hardeneth: thou wilt ſay theu unto me, why doth be then finde fault ? 
for who hath reſiſted bis will? nay but oh man, who art thou that replyeſt 
againft God ? ſhall the thing formed ſay to him that formed it , why baſt 
thou made me thus ? hath not the Potter pager over the clay ,of the ſame 
lump to make one veſſel to honour and another to diſhonour ?' Jude 4. Or- 
dained to this condemnation. 2. Pet, 2. 12. Made to be taken and des 
ſtroyed : fbeepe and goats Math. 25. 32. John 10. paflim: thoſe on 
whom he bath mercy and thoſe whom he bardeneth| Rom. 9. Thoſe that 
are his peculzar pzople and children according to promiſe , that are not 
of the world, his Church , and thoſethat in oppoſition to them are 
the world, nat prayed for, not bis people, as Tit. 2. 14. Fobs 17. 9, 10. 
Paſſim Fobn 11. 51. Heb. 2. 10, 12, 13. Which diſtin&tion of men 
is every where aſcribed to the purpoſe, will, and good pleaſure of 
God : Prov, 16. 4. The Lord bath made all things for bimielf', even the 
wicked for the day of wrath : Math. 11. 25, 26. Fatber I thank thee that 
tboy baſt bid theſe things from tbe wiſe azd prudent , and baſt revealed 
them unto babes, even ſo O Faber, for ſo it ſeemed good in.thy ſight 
Ronu. 9,11, 12. The children being-not yet born , neither having done 
| any 
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any good or evil, that the purpoſe of God according to eleFtion might ſtand, 
not of works, but of bim that calleth * it was ſaid unto ber , the elder ſhall 
ſerve the yonger. Ver 16.17.80 then it is not of bim that willeth nw d rom 
tbat runneth, but of God that ſheweth mercy, for the Scripture ſaith unto 
Pharaob,even for this ſame purpoſe bave I raiſed thee up, that 1 might ſbew 
ny power in tee, and that my Name might be declared througbout all the 
earth. Rom. 8. 28, 29, 30. Wno are called according to bis purpoſe , for 
wkom be did foreknow, be did alſo predeſtinate to be conformed to the image 
of bis Son, that be might be tbe firſt born among, many brethren : moreover 
whom he didpredeſtinate them he alſo called, ard wbom he called them he 
alſo juſtified,&- whom be juſtified them be alſo glorified. So that the firſt 
x art of the propoſition is clear fr the ſcripture , 1.0 # Chriſt is ſaid 
expreſſely & pan&ually to die for them on the one fide,for bis peg- 
twp I. 21.His ſheep. Joh. 10. 11,12,14-H# Churck;Ats 20.28. 
-ph.5.25. As diſtinguiſhed fro the world Kom.5.8,9. Foh.11.51,52 
Hisele&,Ro. 8. 32. 34. His children Heb. 2. 12. 13. As before more 
at large : whence we may ſurely conclude , that Chriſt dyed not 
' for all and every one; to wit, not for thoſe he xever knew , whom 
be bateth, whom he bardeneth , on whom he will not ſhew mercy , who 
- were before of old ordained to condemnation , in aword for a reprobate, 
for the world , for which be would not pray. That which ſome except, 
that though Chriſt be ſaid to dye for bis ſheep, for bis elec, his Far a 
yet he is not ſaid todye for them onely : that terme is no where 
expreſt , is of no value : for is it not without any forced interpre- 
tation in common ſenſe and according to the uſuall courſe of 
ſpeaking, to diſtinguiſh men into two ſuch oppoſite conditions, as 
ele and reprobate, ſheep and goats ; and then affirming that hee 
dyed for his ele&, equivalent to this, he dyed for hiv ele& onely ? 
is not the ſenſe as clearly reſtrained as if that reſtriftive terme had 
Leene added? or is that terme alwayes added in the Scripture in 
every indefinite aſſertion , which yet muſt of neceflity be limited, 
and reſtrained, as if it were expreflely added, as where ourSa- 
viour ſayeth I am the way, and the life , and the reſurreFiou John 14. 
-- He doth not ſay, that he onely is ſo, and yet of neceffity itmuſt 
Le ſounderſtood , as alfo in that Col. 1. 19. It pleaſed the Father that 
in bim ſhould.all fulneſſe dwell , He doth not exprefle the limitation 
onelyand yet it were no lefſethen blaſphemy to ſuppoſe apoflibili- 
ty of extending the affirmation to any other : So that this excep- 
tion, notwithſtanding this argument, is, as far as I'can ſee, unan» 
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wuem—s of Gods purpole of eletion a 
ow the death of Chriit was a means ſet apart and appoinced for 
the ſaving of his EleR, and not at all undergone aad fuffered for 
thoſe, which in his eternall counſel hee did derermine ſhould pe- 
riſh for their ſinnes , arid fo never be made partakers of the bene- 
fics thereof. Bur of this more mult be ſpoken,if the Lord preſerve 
us and pive affiicance for the other parc of this controvertie. con- 
cerning the cauſe of ſendingEhriſt. 

That is not to bee aſferced-, and affirmed, which the Scriptare 
doth not any where goe-before us in : butthe Scripture no where 


* Gith Chritt dyed for al! men,much leffefor all and every man,(be< 


tween which wo, there is a wide difference,as ſhall bee declared: ) 
therefore this is not tobt allerted. Tr is true, Chritt is ſaid to give 
his life a ranſome for all, bat no where for all men ; and becauſe 
it is affirmed expreffely in other places, that he dyed for many, for 
his C>urch, for them that believe , for the Children that God gave 
him, for us, ſome of all forts , though notexpreflely, yer clearly 
in termes equivalent, Rev. 5, 9, 10. itmaſt bee clearely proved, 
that where al is mentioned, that, ic cannot be taken for all Belee- 
vers, all his Ele&, his whole Charch, all the Children that God 
pave him ; ſome of all ſorts, before an univerſall afftirma- 
tive can bee thence coneluded : and if men will but confider the 
particular places, and containe themſelves, untill they have done 
6" is required, we ſhall be at quiet | am perſwaded, in this buſt- 
e.

| Thou whom Chriſt dyed,he dyed as a ſponfour in their ſtead, as is 

KF apparent Rom.5.6,7,8.For when we were yet without a ſtrength in 

due time Chrift dyed for the ungodly,for ſcarcely for a righteous man will 
one dye, yet peradventare for a good man ſome would even dare to dye 3 
but God commended bis lis towards us, in that while we were yet ſinners 
Cbrift dyed for us, Gal.5. 23. He was made acurſe for us. 2 Cor. 5. 
21. He bath made him to be Jine for us. Atl which places do plain- | 
Iy fignifie and hold ont a change or commuration of perſons, 
oncbeing accepted in ghz roome of the other. Now if he yo_ 
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the ſponſour of futety of them for whom he dyed, in their ſtead, 
then theſe two things at leaſt will follow : Firſt, that hee freed 


them from thac anger, and wrath, and guilt of death which he 


underwent for them, that they ſhould in and for him bte all re- 
conciled, and be freed from the bondage wherein they are by rea- 
ſon of death : for no other reaſon in the world can bee affigned, 
why Chriſt ſhould undergoe any thing in anothers ſtead,but thar, 
that other might be freed from undergoing that, which he under- 
went for him : And all juſtice requires, that ſo it ſhould be;zwhich 
alſo is exprelſely intimated , when our Saviour is ſaid to bee 
&yſvO- a [urety of a better Teſtament , Heb. 7. 22. that is , by be- 
ing our Prieft, undergoing the chaſtiſement of our peace and rhe 
burthen of our iniquities, 7a 53. 5, 6, 7. He was made ſinne for us, 
that we might bee made the righteouſneſſe of God in bim. 2 Cor. 5.21. 
But now all are not freed from wrath and the guilt of death, and 
attually reconciled to God, which is to be ruſtified through an im- 
putation of righteouſnefſe, and a non-imputation of iniquities ; 
for untill men come to Chrilt, the wrath of God abideth an them, Foh. 
3. 36. which argueth-and intimateth a not removall of wrath by 
reaſon of not believing. Hee doth not ſay it comes on them,as 
though by Chriſts death they were freed from being under a ſtate 
and condition of wrath, which we are all in by Nature,Ephe/.2.3. 
but wire it remaineth or abideth : it was never removed ; and to 
them the Goſpell is a ſavour of death to death, bringing a new 
death, and alſore condemnation by its being deſpiſed , unto that 
death the guilt whereof they before lay under. Some have indeed 
afirmed ey all andevery one are redeemed, reſtored, juſtified, and 
made righteous in Chriſt, and by his death + but truely this is ſo 
wretched, I will not ſay perverting of the Scripture , which gives 
no colour to any ſuch aſſertion , but ſo dire an oppotition to 
them, as I jJudgeit fruicleſſe, and loſt labour to goe about to re- 
move ſuch exceptions { More page 45.) Secondly,it followes that 
Chriſt made ſatisfaRion for the4annes of al andevery man, if he 
dyed for them ; for the reaſon why he underwent death for us as 
a ſurety, was to make ſatisfaltion to Gods juſtice. for our ſmnes, 
ſoto redeem us to himlelfe, heither can any other be affigned: but 
Chriſt hath not ſatisfied the juſtice of God for all the tnnes of all 
ny man, which may be made exident by divers reafons : 
ly 
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_ Firft, for whoſe finnes hee made fatisfattion to the juſtice of 

Gal, for their ſinnes the juſtice is ſatisfied , or elſe his ſatisfation 
was rejeC&:d as inſufficient : for no other reaſon can beeaſſigned 
of ſuch a fruitleſle attempt ; which to averre is blaſphemy in the 
higheſt degree : but now the juſtice of God is not ſatisfied for all 
the finnes of all and every man,which alſo is no leſſe apparent than 
the former : for they that muſt undcrgoe eternall puniſhment 
themſelves for their {innes that the juſtice of God may be ſatisfied, 
for their ſinnes, the juſtice of God was not ſatisfcd without their 
owne puniſhment, by the puniſhment of Chriſt ; for they are not 
healed by his {tripes, : buc that innumerable ſoules ſhall to cterni- 
ty undergoe the puniſhment due to their own finnes, I hope needs 
with Chriſtians no proving : Now how <can the juſtice of God 
require ſatisfation of them tor their finnes,if it were before ſatis- 
fied for them in Chriſt. To beſatisfied,and to require ſatisfation 
that it may be ſatisfied, are contradifory and cannot bee affirmed 
of the ſame in reſpetof the ſame; but that the Lord will require 
of ſome theutmoſt farthing is moſt cleare Marth. 5. 26. 

Secondly, Chriſt by undergoir,g death for us, as our ſurety, ſa- 
tisfied for no more than he intended ſo to doe: ſo great a thing as 
ſatisfation for the {innes of men could not accidentally happen 
belides his intention, will, and purpoſe ; eſpecially .confidering 
that his intention and good will,ſanCtifying himſelfe to be an ob- 
lation, was of abſolute neceſſity to make his death .an acteptable 
offering : but now Chriſt did not intend to fatisfic for the {innes 
of all and every man : for innumerable ſoules were in he!l'under 
the puniſhment and weight of their owne ſinnzs, from whence 
there is no redemption before, and aRually then, when our Savi- 
our made himfelfe an Oblation for finne ; now ſhall wee ſuppoſe 
that Chriſt would make himſelfe an offering for their finnes, 
whom he knew to be pait recovery,and that it was utterly impoſ- 
ſible that ever they ſhould have any fruit or benefit by his offe- 
ring ? Shall we thinke that the bload of the covenant was caſt 
away upon them, for whom our Saviour intended no good at all ? 
to intend good to. them he could not, without a dire& oppoſition 
to the eternall Decree of his Father , and therein of his owne e- 
ternall Deicy.'Did God ſend his Sonne,did Chriſt come to dyefor 
Caine and Pharoab, damned ſo many ages before his Suffering ? 
eredat Apella ? the exceptionthat Chriſt dyed for them , _ 
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Death would have been availeable to them,if they had belceved & 
fulfilled the condition required,is in my judgment of no force at 
all. For firſt, for the moſt part they never heard of any ſuch condi- 
tion. Secondly.,Chrift at his death knew ful wel, that they had nor 
fulfilled the condition, and were aQtually cut off tram any poflibility 
ever ſo to do;(o that any intention to do them good by his death, 
- muſt needs be vain and fruſtrate,which mult nor be aligned to the 
Son of God. Thirdly,this Redemption conditionate if they beleeve,we 
ſhall rejet anon.” Neither is that other exceptionf, that Chriit 
might as well ſatisfie for them, that were eternally danined at the 
time of his ſuffering (for whom it could not be uictu]l) as for 
them that were then aCtually ſaved(tor whom it was not needfull) 
of any more value. For firit,thoſe that were ſaved, were ſaved up- 
on this ground, that Chritt ſhould certainly ſuffer for them in 
due time, which ſuffering of his was as effe&tuall in the purpoſe 
and promiſe, as in the execution and accomplithment. It was in 
the minde of God accounted for them as accompliſhed : the com- 
pat and covenant wich Chriſt about it being (urely ratified up- 
on mutuall unchangeable promiſes , ( according to our concepti- 
on) and fo our Saviour was to performe it, and ſo it was need- 
full for them that were af&ually ſaved : but for thoſe that were 
atually damned, there was no fuch inducement to it, or ground 
for it, or iſſueto beexpeted out of ir. Stcondly, a fimile will 
cleare the whole : if a man thould ſend word to a place where 
Captives were in priſon, that he wouldpay the price and ranſome 
that was due for their delivery;and to deiire the Pritoners to come 
forth, for hee that detains them accepts of his word andengage- 
ment ; when he comes to make paiment , according to his pro- 
miſe ,* if he finde ſome to have gone forth according as was pro- 
ofſed, and others continued obſtinate in their Dungeon , ome 
bearing of what he had done, others not, and that according to 
his owne appointment, and werenow long fince dead; doth hee 
in the paiment of his promiſed ranſome intend it. for them that 
dyed ſtubbornly and obftinately in the priſon ? or onely for them 
who went forth ? Doubtleſſe onely for theſe Iaft : no- mate can 
the paſlion of Chriit bz ſuppoſed to bz a price paid for them that 
dyed in the priſon of finne and corruption before the paiment of 
his ranſome; though it might full well bz for them that were d-- 


livered by virtue of his engagement for the paiment of ſuch : ran- 
ſome. 
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ſore. Thirdly, if Chriſt dyed in the fiead of all men, and made 
atisfa&tion for their finnes, then he did it for all their finnes, or 
onely for ſome of theic {ines 3 if for ſome onely, who then can 
beſaved ? if for all, why then are not all ſaved'? they ſay it is be- 
cauſe of their unbeliefe, t hey will not beleeve , and cherefore are 
not (ſaved : that unbeliefe,is it a tinne, or isit. not ? if tt bee not, 
how can it be acauſe of damnation ? if it be, Chrilt dyed for it, 
or he dyednot ; if hedid not, then he dyed not for all the linnes 
of all men ; if hedid, why is this an obſtacle to their ſalvari- 
on ? is there any new lhifr to bee invented for this? or muſt wee 
be contented withthe old ? viz. Becauſe they do not believe : that 
is, Chriſt did not dye for their unbeliefe , or rather , did noc 
by his death remove their unbeliefe, becauſe they would not be- 
lieve, or becauſe they would not themſelves remove their unbe- 
liefe ; or he dyed for their anbeliete conditionally, that they were 
not unbelievers. Thele doc not ſceme to mee to bee ſober af- 
ſertions. 

For whom Chriſt dyed, for them he is a Mediator, which is ap- 

parent ; for the Oblation or offering of Chriit , which hee made 
of himſelfe untoGod, in the ſhedding of his bloud, was one of 
the chiefeſt as of his mediation. Bur he is not a Mediator for all, 
and every one, which alſo is no lefle evident, becauſe as Mediator 
he is the Prieſt for them, for whom he is a Mediator:now toa Prieſt 
it belongs as was declared before, to ſacrifice and intercede, to 
procure good things and to apply them, to thoſe for whom . they 
are procured, as is evident Heb. 9. and was proved before at large; 
which confuſedly Chriſt doth not for all. Yea, that Chriit is not 
a Mediator for every one, needs no prents : experience ſufficient- 
ly evinceth it,beſides innumerable places of Scripture. It is I con- 
fefſe replyed by ſome, that Chriſt is a Mediator for ſome , in re- 
ſpe& of ſome afts, and not in reſpet of others ; but cruly this, if I 
am able to judge, is a diſhoneft ſubterfuge that hath no ground 'in 
Scripture , and would make our Saviour a halfe Mediator in re- 
ſpe& of ſome,which is an unfavory expreſſion. But this Argument 
was vindicated before. dy 
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.Cnay. III. 
Of Sandtification, and of the cauſe of faith, and the procurement thereof 
by the death of Chriſt. 
A Nother Argument may be taken from the effe&, and fruit of 
the death of Chriſt unto ſan&ification ; which we thus pro- 
poſe: if thebloud'of Jeſus Chriſt, doth waſÞ, purge, cleanſe, and 
ſan#ifie them for whom it was ſhed, or for whom hee was a ſacci- 
fice ; then certainly he dyed,ſhed his blouJ, or was a facritice,one- 
ly for them that in the event are waſbed, purged, cleanſed, and ſan- 
ified ; which that all or every one are nor, is moſt apparent , 
faith being the firſt principle of the hearts purification, As 15. 
9. and all men have not faith, 1 Theſ-3.2. it is of the ele& of God. 
Titus 1. 1. The conſequence I conceive is undenyable, and not to 
be avoided with any diiiintions : but now we ſhall make it evi- 
dent that the bloud of Chriſt , is effeaall for all thoſe ends of 
waſbing, purgings and ſandfifying, which wee before recounted ; and 
this we ſhall doe firſt from the types of ic, and ſecondly by plaine 
expreſſions, concerning the thing ic ſelte. Firſt, for the type, thac 
which weſhall now contider in the ſacrifice of expiation , which 
the Apoſtle ſo expreſſely compareth=--with the ſacritice and obla- 
tion of Chriſt : of this he attirmeth Hebr. 9. 13. that it legally 
- anAified them, for whom it was a facrifice ; for ſaith hee, The 
- bloud of Bulls and Goats, and the aſbes of an Heif:r ſprinkling the un- 
cleane ſanfiffieth to the purifying the fleſh : Now that which was 
done carnally, and legally in thetype, maſt be ipiritually effefted 
in the antitype, the ſacritice of Chriit, typited by that bloudy (a - 
critice of Beafts. This the Apottle afferteth in the verſe follow- 
ing : How mach more ( ſaith he) ſhall the bloud of Chriſt, wbo through 
the eternall ſpirit offered himſelfe without (por unto God, purge the con- 
ſcience from dead works to ſerve the living God? If I know any thing, 
that Anſwer of Arminius, and ſome others to this, viz. that the 
facrifice did ſan&ifie not as offered,bur as ſprinkled : and the bloud 
of Chriſt,not in reſpe& of the oblation, but of its application an- 
ſwereth it, is weake and unſatisfatory : for it onely aflerts---a di- 
viſion between the Oblation and Application of the bloud of Chriſt, 
which though we allow to be diſtinguiſhed, yer ſuch diviſion we 
are now diſproving, and to weaken our Argument, the ſame di- 
vition which we diſprove is propoſed, Which (if any ) is __ 
| acl 
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facile way of anſwering : We grant, that the bloud of Chriſt ſan- 
Rifieth in reſpett of the Application of the good things procured 
by it, but withal! prove, thart it is fo applyed'to all, for whom t 
was an oblation, and that becauſc it is ſaid to fanMife and purge, 
andmuft anſwer the rype which did ſanftifie »to the purifying 
of the fleſh, Secondly , it is expreſſly in divers places athr- 
med of the bloud-theddins , and death of our Saviour, that ic 
doth effe& theſe rhings,and that it was intended for that purpoſe.: 
many places for the clearing of this were beiore recounted. 1 
ſhall now repeat ſo many of them, as fhall bee fafhoient ra.pive 
ftrengrhto the Argument in hand ; omitting thoſe which betore 
were produced, onely defiring that all thofeptaces which point 
out the end of the death of Chriit, may be conlidered as of torce 
co eltablith the truth of this Argument, Rom. 6.5, 6. For if wee 
haue been planted together #n the Ickenefſe of bis death, we ſhall bee alſo 
in the likeneſſe of his reſurreion, knowing this that our old man is ona- 
cified with bim , that the body of ſinne miyht bee deftroyed , that honee- 
forth we ſhould not ſerve ſinne. The words of thelatter Vere yeeld 
a reaſon of the the former Aﬀertioniin verſe 5. viz. Thata qar- 
ticipation in the death of Chriſt , ſhall cercatnly beaccompanyed 
with conformity to him in his reſurre&ion : That is both eo-life 
ſpiricuall, as alſo to eternall ; Becauſe our old man as np am with 
him, that the bedy of ſinne might be deſtroyed, that is, our fintull cor- 
ruption and depravation of nature, are by his-death and crucify- 
ing, effetually and meritoriouſly {laine, and diſabled from fuch a 
rule and dominion, over us,as that weſhould be ſervants any lan- 
ger unto them : which is apparently the ſenſe of the place, being 
It is laid a foundation, to prefſe forward unto all degrees of ſan- 
Qification, and freedome from the power of fmne. The:{ame A- 
poltle alſotells.us : 2 Cor. 1. 20. that, all the promiſes of God are in 
him, yea, and in bim Amen, unto the glory of God by us : yea and Amen, 
confirmed, ratified, unchangeably eſtaitabliſhed , and irrevocably 
made over tous: now this was done in him , thar'is, in his'death 
and bloud-ſkedding,for the confirmation of the Teftament,where- 
of theſe promites, are the conveyance of the Legacies to us, are 
confirmed by the death of him the 1eftator, 'Hebr 9. '16. for he-was, 
the ſurety of this better Teſtament, Heb. 7, 22. which Teftament or 
Covenant b2 confirmed with many by his'deing cut off for them, Dan. 


9.26,27, Now what are the promiſes that are'thus confirmedunto 
us, 
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us, and eſtabliſhed by the dloud of Chriſt ? The ſumme of chem 
you have, Fer. 31. 33. whence they are repzated by che Apolile, 
Heb. $: 10. 11. 12.-To ſet out the nature of that Covenant, which 
was ratified in the bloud of Jeſus : in which you have the lumma- 
ry deſcription of all that free grace towards us, both.in ſanQi- 
fication , verſe 10. 11. and in juſtification, verſe 12. amongſt 
alſo theſe promiſes, is that, moſt famous, oof circanici._ing our hearts, 
and of giving new hearts 8& ſpirits unto us, as Deu.30.6.Eze.36.26, 
fo that our whole fanCtification, holinefle, with juititication, and 
reconciliation unto God, is procuredby, and eſtabliſhed unto us, 
with unchangeable promiſes in the death and blood-ſhedding of 
Chrift, Zbe beavenly or ſprrit#all things being purified with that ſacri- 
fice of bis, Heb. 9. 23. For we bave redemption by bis blaud, even the 
forgiveneſſe of ſinnes, Col. x. 13, By death be deſtroyed him tbat bad the 
power of death, that is the Devil,that be migbt free thoſe wbo by reaſon of 
death, were obnoxious to bondage all their lives. Heb. 2. 14. 15, Do 
but take notice , of thoſe two moſt cleare places. Tit. 2. 14. Ephef: 
+25, 26. In both which, ourcleanfing, aud ſanRitication, is al- 
igned, to be the end and intendment of Chriſt the worker , and 
therefore the certaine effe& of hig death and oblation, which was 
the worke, as was befare proved: and I ſhall addebat one place 
more, to prove that, which I am (orey---thatI need produce an 
one to doe; to wit, that the bloud of Chriit purgeth us fr l 
our finne, and it is: 1 Cor, 3.30. Who of God is made unto us 
wiſedome, and righteoaufneſſe, and (anfitication, and redemption, 
of which becauſe ic is cleare enough, I need not ſpend tine to 
prove, that he was thus miade unto us of God, in as much as he 
(et him forth to be a propitiation through faith in his bloud, as 
Rom. 3. 25. So that our ſanRification,with all ather effedts of free 
grace, are the immediate procurement of the death of Chriſt. And 
of the things that have been ſpoken this is the ſamme, anAificati- 
on and holineſſe, is the certaine fruit and effeft of the death of 
Chriſt, in all them for whom he dyed, but all andevery one are 
not mar of this ſanification, this purging, dealing, and 
working of holinefſe, therefore Chriſt dyed not for all and every 
one, qued erat demonftrandum. It is altogether in vaine to except, as 
ſome doe, that the death of Chriſt is not the ſole cauſe of theſe 
things, for they are not aQually wrought in any, without the 


. Intervention of the ſpirits working in them, and faith apprehend- 
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ing the death of Chriſt. For firſt, my many totall cauſes of 
the ſame kind,cannot concurreto the producing'of the ſame effe&, 
yet ſeverall cauſes of ſeverall kinds; may concurre to one etfe&t and 
be the ſole cauſes, in that kind wherein they are cauſes. The Spi- 
ric of God is the cauſe of ſan&ification, and holinefle ; but what 
kind of cauſe I pray ? even ſuch a one as is immediately, really 
efficiciut of the effet; faith is the cauſe of pardon of - fir but 


; What cauſe ? in what kind ? why meerely as an inftriment, ap- 


prehending the righteouſneſſe of. Chrii:: now do theſe caules 
whereof one Is. chickens) the other initrumentall, both naturall 
and reall, hinder that the bloud of Chritt,may not onely concurre, 
but alſo be the ſole cauſe morall and meritorious of theſe things ? 


| doubtlefſethey doe not : Nay they doe ſuppole it lo to be : or elſe 


they would in this work be neither inftramentall nor efficient, 
that being the ſole foundation of the Spirits operation, and ef- 
ficience, and the (ole cauſe offaiths being and exiitance. Aman 
is detained captive by his enemie, and one goeth to him, that 
detaines him, and payes a ranſome for his delivery, who,there- 
upon grants a warrant to the keepers of the priſon, that they ſhall 
knock off his ſhackles, take away his ragges, let him have new 
cloaths, according to' the agreement, ſaying, deliver him for 1 
have found a ranſome : becauſe the Jaylor knocks off his ſhackles; 
and the warrant of the Judge, is broughe for his diſcharge ; ſhall 
he, or we ſay, that the price and ranſome which was paid, was 
notthe cauſe, yea the ſole cauſe of his delivery? coniidering that 
none of theſe latter had been, had not the ranſome been paid ; they 
are no lefſe the effe& of that ranſome, than his own delivery : in 
our delivery from the bondage of finne, it is true there are other 
things, in other kinds, do concurre beſides the death of Chriſt, as 
the operation of the ſpirit and the grace of God, but- theſe being 
in one kinde, and that in another; theſe alſo being no lefle the 
fruit, and effe& of the death of Chriſt, than our deliverance 
wrought by them, it is moſt apparent that, that is, the onely 
maine cauſe of the whole. Secondly, to take off utterly this ex- 
ception, with all of the like kinde,we affirme thar faith it ſelf is a 
proper immediate fruit, and procurement of the death of Chriſt jn 
all them for whom he dyed : which becauſe if it be true, it utterly 
overthrowes the generall ranſome, oruniverſall redemption ; and 
if it be not true,I will very willingly lay downe this whoſe con- 
tro- 
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troverſie, and be very indifferent which way it be determined, for 
go it which way it will, free will muſt be eſtabliſhed, 1 will prove 
a part by it ſelfe, in the next argument 


Before I come to prefle the argument intended, I muſt premiſe 7 on 


ſome few things, as 

What ever is freely beſtowed upon us, in and through Chriſt, 
that is all wholly the procurement and meric of the death of 
Chriſt :; nothing is beſtowed through him, on thoſe thatare his , 
which he hath not purchaſed, the price whereby he made his pur- 


chaſe being his own bloud. 2 Cor. 6. for the Covenant between his | 


Father and him, of making out all fpirituall bleſſings to them 

that were given unto him, was exprelly founded on this con- 

co » that be ſhould make bis Soule an offering for ſinne. 
ay. 53. 

Th confeſſedly on all fides, faith is in men of underſtanding, 
of ſuch abſolute indiſpenſable neceſſity unto ſalvation, there be- 
ing no ſacrifice to be admitted for the want of it, under the new 
Covenant, that what ever Gcd hath done, in his love ſending his 
Sonne, and what ever Chriſt hath done or doth, in his oblation 
and interceſſion for all or ſome, without this in us,is,in regard of 
the event,of no value, worth or profit unto us; but ſerveth onely 
to encreaſe and aggravate condemnation : for whatſoever is ac- 
compliſhed beſides, that is moſt certainely true, He that believetb 
not ſball be damned. Mar. 16. 16. (So thatif there is in our ſelves a 
power of believing, and the att of it doe _—_— from that power, 
and is our ownealſo, then certainly and undeniably, ir is in our 
power, to make the love of God, and death of Chriſt, effetuall 
towards us or not, and that by believing we a&tually doe the one, 


by an a& of our own: which is ſo evident that the moſt ingeni- pi 


ous & perſpicacious of our adverſaries have in termes confeſſed it, 
* as | have declared elſe where) This being then the abſolute neces- 
ſity of faith , it ſeemes to me that the cauſe of that, muſt needs be 
the prime and principle cauſe of ſalvation : as being the cauſe of 
that without which the whole would not be,& by which the whol 

is, and is effeuall. | 
I ſhall give thoſe, that to us in this are contrary minded, their 
choyce and option, ſo that they will anſwerdire&ly categori- 
cally,and withoutuncourh inſignificant cloudy diſtin&ions, whi- 
ther our Saviour by his death a interceſſion ( which we proved

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by his death, ( provided alwayes that they doe not wil

to be conjoyned) did merit or procure faith for us, or no ? or 
which is all one, whither faith be a fruit and effe& of rhe death of 
Chriit or no? and according to their anſwer I will proceed : If 
they anſwer attirmatively, that it is, or that Chriſt did —_ it 
ally equi- 

vocate, and when [| ſpeake of faith, as ic ts a grace in aparticular 
rſon, taking it ſub;eively, underſtand faith as it is the doftrine 
of faith or the way of ſalvation declared in the Goſpel, taking it 
objeftively, which is another thing and beſides the preſent quetti- 
on ; although by the way, I muit.tell them, that we deny , the 
granting of that new way of ſalvation in bringing life and im- 
mortallity to light by the Goſpel in Chriſt, to be procured for us 
by Chriſt, himlelte being the chiefeſt =_ of this way, yea the 
way it ſelfe ; and that he ſhould himſelfe be procured by his owne 
death and oblation, is a very itrange contradiory afſertion, 
beſeeming them - that have, who have uſed it ( More : pag. 35. )It 
is trae indeed, a full and plenary carrying of his eleR, to life and 
glory by that way, we aſcribe to him, and maintaine it againſt 
x, Car the granting of that way, was of the ſame free grace and 
unprocured love, which was alfo the cauſe of granting himſelfe 
unto us, Gen. 3. 15.) ifI fay they anſwer thus affirmatively ; then 
I demand, whither Chriſt procured faith for all for whom he dyed, 
abſolutely, or upon ſome condition on their par: to be fulfilled? 
If abſolutely : then ſurely if he dyed for all, they muſt all abſolute- 
ly believe : for chat which is abſolutely procured for any, is abſo- 
lately his no doubt : he that hath abſolutely procured an inheri- 
tance, by what m-anes {oever, who can hinder that it ſhould not 
be his ? but this is conrrary to that of the Apoſtle, amen have not 
faith, and faith is of the ele& of God. Tit. 1.1. If they ſay that he pro- 
cured it for them, that is,to be beſtowed on them, condit /5nally:I de- 
fire that they wonld anfwer, bona fide,8& roundly in termes---with- 
out equivocation, or blind diſtin&ions,afſigne that condition, 
that we may know what it is,. being it is a thing of ſo infinite 
concernment to all ourſoules : let me know this condition which 
ye will maintaine, and en berbam amici, the cauſe is yours. Is it as 
ſome ſay, if they doe not refiſt the grace of God ? now what is it 
nor to reſiſt the grace of God ? is it not to obey it? and what ts 
it to obey the grace of God? is it not to believe? ſo the conditi- 
on of faith is faith ic ſelfe, Chriſt procured that they ſhould believe up- 


om 
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on condition that they doe believe : are theſe things ſo ? but they can 
aſſigne a condition on our part required of faith, that is not faith 
it Cite : can they doe it ? let us heare it then , and we will renew 
our inquicy concerning that condition, whicher it be procured by 
Chriſt or no. If not ? then is the cauſe of faith ftill reſolved into 
our ſelves, Chriſt is not the authour and finiſher of ic. If ic be ? 
then are we juſt where we were before, and muſt follow with our 
queries whither that condition was procured abſolutely, orupon 
condition : depinge «bi fiſtem. 

But ſecondly,if they wil anſwer negatively,as,agrecably to their 
own principles, they ought to doe,and deny that taich is procured 
by the death of Chrilt ; then, 

' 1. They muit maintain, - that it is an a@ of their own wills, 
ſo our own, as not tobe wrought in us by Grace, and that it is 
wholly lited in our power to perform that ſpicituall a& ; nothing 
being beflowed upon us by free Grace, in and through Chrilt 
(as was before declared)but what by him in his death and oblati- 
on and was procured : which, firlt , is contrary to expreſle Scrip- 
cure in exceeding many places, which I ſhall not recount. 

2. To the very nature of the being of the new Covenant,whichk 


| dothnor preſcribe and require the conditition of it, bur effeQually 


work it in all the covenanters Fer. 31- 32, 33-Eze. 36. 26. He. 3.8. 

3-To the advancement of the free Grace of God,in ſetting up the 
power of free will, in the ſtate of corrupted nature, to the ileight- 
ing and undervaluing thereof. 

4- To the received dorine of our naturall depravedneſle & diſ- 
ability to any thing that is good : yea by evidentunſtrained con- 
ſequence overthrowing that fundamentall article of originall fin. 

Yea, fiftly to right reaſon, which will never grant that naturall 
faculty is able of ic ſelf without ſome ſpirituall elevation, to pro- 
duce an at purely ſpirituall as 1 Cor. 2. 14. - 

Secondly, they muſt reſolve, almoſt the ſole cauſe of our ſalva- 
tion into our ſelves ultimately ; it being in our own powerto 
make all, that God and Chriſt doe unto that end, effeual';or to 
fruſtrate their utmoſt indeavours for that purpoſe : for all that 
is done, whither in the Fathers loving us and ſending his Sonne 
to die for us, or in the Sonnes offering himſelf for an oblation in 
our ſtead,or for us, (in our behalf ) is confefſedly(as before) of no 
value nor worth in reſpe& of any profitable iſſue, unleſſe we be- 
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leive, which that we ſhall do,Chrift harh not effe&ed, nor procured 
by his death , neither can the Lord ſo work it in us but that 
the ſole caſting voice (if I may ſo ſay )---whither we will believe 
orno, is left to our ſelves. Now whither this be not to: afligne 
unto our ſelves,the cauſe of our own bappineſſe,andto make us, the 
chief builders of our own glory , let all judge : theſe things being 
thus premiſed,I ſhall briefly prove that, which is denyed viz. That 
faith is procured for us by thedeath of Chriſt, and ſo conſequent- 
ly hedied not for all an _ one,forall men have not faith : and 
this we may doe by theſe following reaſons. 

The death of Jeſus Chriſt purchaſed holineſÞ and ſandification 
for us, as was at Jarge proved, Arg. the eight : But faith as it is a 
grace of the fpiric inhzrent. in us, is formally a part of our ſan- 
Aification and holineſſe, there fore he procured faith for us. The 
aſſumption is moſt certaine and not denyed ; the propofition was 
fafficiently confirmed in the foregoing argument , and | ſee not 
what may be excepted againſt the truth of the whole : if any ſhall 
except and ſay that Chriſt might procure for us ſome part of holi- 
neſle\(for we ſpeake of parts and not of degrees and meaſure) but 
not all, as the ſanfification of hope, love, meekneſſe and the like, 
Lask, firſt, what warrant have we for any ſuch diſtintion , be- 
tweene the graces of the ſpirit , that ſome of them ſhould be of the 
purchaſing of Chriſt, others of our owne ſtore ? Secondly , whi- 
ther we are more prone of our ſelves to believe , and more able, 
than to love, & hope? and where may we have a ground for that ? 

All the fruits ofeleRion , are purchaſed for us by Jeſus Chriſt, 
for, we are choſen in bim , Eph. 1 4. as the only cauſe and fountaine 
of all thofe good things, which the Lord choſeth us to, for the 
praiſe of his glorious, Grace , that in all things he might have the 
preheminence : 1 hope I need not be ſolicitous about the proving 
of this, that the Lord Jeſus, is the onely way and meanes by, and for 
whom, the Lord will certainly and afually collate upon his 
ele&, all the fruits and effeAts or int-ndments of that love, where- 
by, hechoſe them : butnow faith is a fruit,a principle fruit of our 
ele&ion, for (faith the Apoſtle) we are choſen in bim before the foun- 
dationef the world that we ſhould be boly. Eph. 1. 4. of which holineffe, 
faith, purifying the heart,is a principle ſhare. Moreover whom be did 

redeſtinate them alſo be called. Rom. 8. 29. That is with that cal- 
ling which is according to his purpoſe, effeQually working _ 
ieve 
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in them, by the mighty operation of his Spirit, according to the ex- 
cezding greameſſe of bis power, Epbeſ.1. 19. and ſo they beleeve(God 


making them | 
the meanes ) who are ordained to eternall life, Afts 13. 43. they be- 
ing ordained to eternall life, was the fountaine from whence their 
faith did flow : and fo the elefion obtained , when the reſt are 
hardned, Rom. 11. | 
' Thirdly,all the bleſſings of the new covenant;,are procured and 
purchaſed by him, in whom the promiſes thereof are ratified, and 
to whom they are made ; for all the good things thereof are con- 
tained in and exhibited by thoſe promiſes, through the working 
of the Spiritof God. Now concerning the promiſes of the Co- 
venant, andtheir befag confined in Chriſt , and made unto his, 
as Gal. 3. 16. with what is to bee underſtood in thoſe expreſlions, 
was before declared. Thereforeall the good things of the Cove- 
nant are the effefts, fruits, &purchaſc, of the death of Chriſt.He, 
and all things for him, being the ſubſtance and whole of it. Fur- 
ther, that faith,is of the good things of the New Covenant,is ap-. 
parent from thedeſcription thereof, Fer. 31. 33. Hebrewes 8. 10, 
11,; 12. Ezekiel 36. 26. with divers other places, as might 
clearely be manifeſted , if we affe&ted copiouſneſſe in cauſa facili. 
Fourthly, that, without which it is utterly impoſſible that we 


iffer from others, 1 Cor. 4. 7. in the enjoyment of 


s VII.

weare fully and effetually faved : let them that can,declare how 
he can be ſaid to procure ſalvation fally and effeually for us,and 
not be the author and purchaſer of that, ( for he is the author of 
our ſalvation by the way of purchaſe ) without which it is uc- 
terly impoſlible we ſhould attain ſalvation, now without faith it 
is utterly impoſſible that ever any ſhould attaine ſalvation. Heb. 
I bor. 16.16.Bat Jeſus Chriſt (according to his name) doth 
perfetly fave us, Mat.1. 21, procuring for us eternall redempti- 
on, Hebr. 9.14. being able to fave to the uttermoſt, them that 
come unto God by him, Hebrewes 17. 24. and therefore muſt 
_ alſo be within the compaſſe of thoſe things that are procured 
im. | 
'F ittly, the Scripture is cleare in expreſſe termes, and ſuch as are 
ſoequiyolent that they are not liable to any evafion, as Phil.1.29. 


It is given unto us, Um xpiss on the behalfe of Chriſt , for Chriſts . 


ſake, to believe on him. Faith or beliefe is the gift , and Chriſt the 
| | I 3 procurer 
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procurer of it 3 Ged hath bleſſed us with all ſpirituall blefiings in bim 
in beaventy places, Epheſ. 1. 3. If faith bea ſpiricuall blefling , it is 
beftowed on us in him, andfo alſo for his ſake : if it bee not, ic 
is not worth contending about inthis fenfe and way ; ſo that let 
others Jooke which way they will, I defire to Took to Jeſus, as the 
author and finifher of our faith. Hebr. 12. 2. Divers other rea- 
ſons, argumeats, and places of Scripture might bee added for the 
contrrmarion of this truth, but I hope I have ſaid enough,and do 
not defire to fay all : the ſamme of the whole reafon may be reda- 
ced to this head. 

If the fruit and effe& procured and wrought by the death of 
Chriſt, abſolutely, not depending on any condition in man to be 
fulfilled, be not common to all , then did tiot Chriſt dye for all ; 
bur che ſuppoſall is true, as is evident in the grace of faith, which 
belug proctred by the death of Chriſt to bee abſolutely beſtowed 
on them for whom he dyed, is not common to all, therefore our 
Saviour did not dye for all. 

Arg. 11. Weargue from the type to the antitipe,or the thing fignified by 
i. which will evidently reftraine the dlaken 'of Chrilt to Gods 
elet. The people of Iſrael were certainly,in all remarkable things 
that happened unto them, typicall---of the Church of God, as 
the Apotltle at large, 1 Cor. 10.11. eſpecially their Inſticuttons and 
Ordinances, were all repreſentative of the ſpirituall things of the 
Goſfpell, their Prieſts, Altar, Sacrifices , were but all ſhadowes of 
the good _ tocome in Jeſus Chriſt : their Canaan was a type 
of Heaven, Heb. 4. 3.9. as alſo Hieruſalem or Sjon, Gal. 4. 26. 
Hebr. 12. 22.. The whole people it felfe was a type of Gods 
Chucrch, his ele, his choſen and called le, whence as they 
were called an holy people, a royall Priett-hood, fo alſo in allu- 
fion to them are beleevers, 1 Pet. 2. 5.9. Yea Gods people are in 
innumerable places called his 7rael,as it is further expoundedHeb. 
$8.8. a true Fraelite is as much as a true beleever, Fobn 1. 47. and 
be is a Few who is ſo in the bidden man of the beart. I hope, it neede 
not bee proved that that people , as delivered from 'bondage, 
preſerved, taken nigh unto God, brought into Canaan , was 
typicall of Gods fpirituall Chacch, of EleR, Beleevers. Whence 
we thus argae, thoſe onely are really and ſpiritaally redeemed by 
Jelus Chriſt, who were defigned , fignified, typified by the people 

of liracll in their carnall, typicall Redewption:, ( for no reaſon

in the world can be rendred, why ſome ſhould bee typed out, in 
the ſame condition partakers of the ſame good, and not others ) 
but by the people of the Jewes , in their deliverance from Ep ypr, 
bringing into Canaan, with all their Ordinances and Inſtitutions, 
onely the Ek&, the Church of God. was typed out, as was before 
proved. And intruth, itis the moſt ſenſeleſfe thing in the world, 
to imagine that the Jewes were under a type to all the whole 
world, er indeed to any but Gods choſen ones, as is proved at 
large, Heb. 9. 10. were the Jewes and their ordinances, types to 
the ſeven Nations whom they deſtroyed and ſupplanted in Canaan, 
were they ſo to Egyptians, Infidells, and haters of God, and his 
Chriſt : we conclude then affuredly , from that juſt proportion 
that ought to be obſerved betweene the types, and the things ty- 
pified, that onely the Ele&t of God , his Church andchoſen ones 
ace redeemed by Jeſus Chriſt. :

Being a continuance of Arguments from the nature and deſcription of the 
thing in band: And firſt of Redemption. \ 

T0 Dod@rine which will not by any meanes ſuic with , nor 

be made conformable to the thing fignified by it, and the ex- 
preſſion literall and deduCive, whereby in Scripture it is held oac 
unto us, but implyes evident contraditions unto them, cannot 
poſſibly be found and fincere , as is the milke of. the Word : -but 
now ſuch is this perſwaſton of univerſall Redemption, it can 
never be ſuited nor fitted to the thing it ſelf or redemption,nor to 
thoſe expreſſions wherby in the Scripture it is held out unto us,u- 
niverſall Redemption, and yet many to dye in captivity,is a con- 
tradi&ion irreconciteable in it ſelfe. To manitelt this, let us con- 
ſider ſome of the chiefeſt words, and phraſes, whereby the matter 
concerning which we treat, is delivered in the Scripture. Such as 
are Redemption,Reconciliation, Satisfultion, Merit, Dying for us ,bea- 
ring our ſ{innes,Suretiſhip, his being God, a common Perſon, a 
Jeſus, faving to the utmoſt , a Sacrifice putting away fine, and 
the like; to which we may adde the importance of forme prepo- 
fitions, and other words uſed in the Originall about this butinels, 
and doubt not but we ſhall eafily finde that the generall ranſome, 
or rather univerſal] Redemption , will hardly. ſuit to any of 
them, but it is too long for the bed, and mult be crapped at head 
or heekes. I4 Begin 
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Begin we with the word Redemption it ſelfe, w hich we will con- 
fader, name and thing. Redemption, which in the Scripture is 
avrewsrs ometimes, but molt fr equently e&maurpwars,is, the delivery 
of any one from captivity and miſery by the intgruent:0n AuTpe of a price or 
ranſom: that this ranſom or price of our deliverance was the bloud 
of Chrilt, is evident, he cals it Aurpoy Matth. 20.28. and @yJiavſge, 

1Tim.2. 6. [ hat is, the priceot tuch aRedemption,that which was 
was received as a valuableconlideration for our dilmiſlion . Now 
that which is aimed at, in the paiment of this price, is the delive- 
rance of thoſe, from the evill wherewith they were oppreſſed, for 
whom the price is paid; it being in this ſpirituall redemption , as 
it is in corporall and civill, onely witch the alteration of ſome 
circumſtances, as the nature of the thing inforceth. This the ho- 
ly ſpirit manifeiteth , by comparing the bloud of Chriſt in this 
worke of Redemption with tiIver and gold , and ſuch other 
things asare the intervening ranſame in civill Redemption, 1 Pet. 
1. 18, Theevill wherewich wee were oppreſſed, was the puniſh- 
ment which wee had deſerved ; thatis, the fſatisfa&tion required 
when the debt is tin:which alſo we areby thepaiment of this price 
delivered from. So--Gal.3. 13. For we are juſtified freely by bis grace, 
through the redemption that is in Feſus Chriſt, Rom. 3. 24. In him we 
bave redemption through bis bloud even the forgiveneſſe of ſinnes, Eph. 
1.7. Col. 1. 14. Free juſtification from the guilt and pardon of 
finne, in the deliverance from the puniſhment due unto it , is 
the effeCt of the redemption procured by the payment of the price 
we before mentioned. As if a man ſhould have his friend in bon- 
dage, and he ſhould goe and lay out his eſtate, to pay the price of 
his freedome that is ſet upon his head, by him that detaines him, 
and ſo fet him at Liberty : onely,as was before intimated,this 
ſpirituall redemption hath ſome ſupereminent things in it, that 
are not tc be found in other deliverances ; as, 

Firſt, He that receives the ranſome doth alſo give it, Chriſt is a 
propitiation to appeaſe and attone the Lord ; but the Lord him- 
ſelfe ſet him forth ſo to bee, Rom. 3. 24, 25. Where hee himſelfe 
is often ſaid to redeeme us ; his love is the cauſe of the price in 
reſpett of its procurement , and his juſtice accepts of the price 
in reſpe& of its merit; for Chriſt came downe from heaven to 
doe the will of him that ſent him, Jobn 6. 38. Heb. 10. 9, 10. it is 
otherwiſe in the redemption amongſt men, where hee- that

receives the ranſome , hath no hand in the providing of it. 
Secondly, the captiveor priſoner,is not ſo much freed from his 
power, who detaines him,as brought into hris favour : when a cap- 
tive amongſt men, is redeemed by the payment of a ranſome, hee 
is inſtantly to bee ſet free from the power and authoricy of him 
that did detaine him : but in this ipiricuall redemption , upon the 
paiment of the ranſome for us, which isthe bloud of Jeſus, 'wee 
are not removed from God, but are brought nigh unto him. Ephe. 
2.13.not delivered from his power , but reſtored to his favour: 


our miſery being a puniſhment by the way of baniſhm:nt, as well - 


as thraldome. | 

Thirdly, that as the Judge wasto be ſatisfied, fo the Jaylor was 
to be conquered. God the Judge, giving him leave to fight for his 
dominion, which was wrongfully uſurped, though that whereby 
he had it, was by the Lord jultly inflited, and his thraldome by us 
rightly deſerved, Heb. 2. 14. Col. 2. and heloſt his power,as ſtrong 
as he was, for ſtriving to graſpe more than he could hold. For 
the foundation of his Kingdome being finne , affaulting Chriſt 
who did no linne, he lolt his p.-wer over them that Chriſt came 
to redeem, having no part in him, ſo was the ſtrong man beund, 
and his houſe (poyled. 

In theſ: and fome other few circumſtances is our ſpirituall re- 
demption diverſified from civill, but for the maine, it anſwers the 
word in the propriety thereof, according to the uſe that it 
'hath amonglt mien : now there is a two-to!d way, whereby this is 
in the Scripture expreſſed : for ſometimes our Saviour is ſaid, ro 
dye for our Redemption , and ſomctimes for the redemption. of our 
tranſgr-/ſions, both tending to the ſame purpole ; yea both expre(- 
fionsas I conceive, fignifie the ſame thing. Of the latter you have 
an example, Hebrewes 9. 15. Hee dyed «is awoauTgwer meal ora. 
Which ſay ſome is a Metanomy , Tranigrettivns being put for 
Tranſgreflors : others, that ic is a proper expreſſion for thepaying 
of a price, whereby wee may bee delivered from the evill of our 
tranſgreſſions : the other expreſſion you have Epbeſ. 1,7. and in 
divers other places, where the words avziy % 4&@cmauſty do concur ; 
as alſo Mitt». 29. 28. and Mark 10. 45. Now thele words eſpeci> 
ally that 0: erliau]go 1 Tims 2: 6. do alwayes denote by-the,not to 
be wreſted,genuine ugnification of them, the payment of a price, 
or an equa]l compenſation in-lieu of ſome thing to. be done ; or 
grant 
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grant made for him to whom that price is paid. Having given 


theſe few Notions concerning Redemption in generall , let us 
now ſee how applicable ic is unto generall redemption. 
Redemption is the freeing of a man from miſery by the interven- 
tion of a ranſome,as appeareth : now when a ranſome is paid for 
the liberty of a priſoner, is it not all the juſtice in the world , that 
he ſhould have, and enjoy the liberty ſo purchaſed for him by 
a valuable conlideration ? If I thould pay a thouſand pounds for 
a mans deliverance from bondage to him that detaines him, who 


| hath power to ſet him free, and is contented with the pricel give; 


were it not injurious to me, and the poore Priſoner, that his deli- 
verance be not accompliſhed ?. can it poſſibly bee conceived, that 
there ſhould bee a redemption of men , and thoſe men not redee- 
med? thata price ſhould be paid, and the purchaſe not conſum- 
mated ? yetall this muſt bee made true,and innumerable other ab- 
ſurdities, if univerſall Redemption bee afferted. A price is paid 
for all, yet few delivered ; the redemption of all conſummated, 
yet few of them redeemed. The Judge ſatisfied, the Jaylor con- 
quered, and yet the priſoner inthralled : doubtlefſe univerſall,and 
Redemption, where the greateſt part of men periſh,are as ircecon- 
cileable as Roman and Catholik;if there be an univerſal Redemp- 
tion of all,then all men are redeemed;if they are redeemed,then are 
they delivered from all miſery vertually or a&ually whereunto 
they were inthralled,8 that by the intervention of a ranſome;why 
then are not all ſaved? ina word, the redemption wrought by 
Chriſt, being the full deliverance of the perſons redeemed from 
all miſery, wherein they were enwrapped, by the price of his 
bloud , it cannot poflibly be conceived to bee univeriall, unleſſe 
all be ſaved: ſo that the opinion of the univerſaliſts, is unſutable 
to Redemption. - |

is Reconciliation. This in the Scripture is clearly propoſed under 

a double notion : firſt, of God to us. Secondly,of us toGod : both 

uſually aſcribed to the death and bloud-ſhedding of fefus Chriſt;

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for thofe who were enemies, he reconciled in ehe body of his fleſh 
throagh death, Col. r. 21. 22. And doullefle theſe things doe ex- 
atly anſwer one another , all thoſe to whom he hath reconciled 
God, he doth alſo reconcile unto God, - for unleſfe both be 
effeRed, it cannot be faidto be a perfe& reconciliation. For how 
can it be if peace be made onely on the one fide 2? yea it is utterly 
impoſbble that a diviſion of theſe two can be rationally apprehen- 

: for if God be reconciled, not man , why doth not he recon- 
cile him, ſeeing it is confeſſedly in his power, and if man ſhould 
be reconciled , not God, how can he be ready to receive all that 
come untohim? Now that God, and all and every one in the 


world are atually reconciled , and madeat peace in Jeſus Chriſt, 


I hope will not be affirmed: But to cleare this we muſt a little 
confider the natare of Reconciliation , as it is propofed to us in the 
Goſpell, nmo which alfo fome Tight may be given , from the na- 
ture ofthe thing ir ſelf, and che uſe of the word in civil things. 
Reconciliation is the renewing of friendſhip berweene parties be- 
fore at variance : both parties being properly ſaid tobe reconciled, 
even both he that offendeth , and he that was offended :God and 
man were ſet at diſtance, atenmity and variance by fin ; man was 
the party offending, God offended , 8&the alienation was mutuall 
on either fide : bur yer with this difference,that man was alienated 
In reſpet of affeftions the ground and cauſe of anger and 
enmity , God in reſpe& of the effeAts and iffue of anger and 
enmity : the word in the new Teſtament,” is zarzaaey# and 
the verbe xzaramdow reconciliation , to reconcile both from 
dad7ſo to change, or totarne from one thing,one minde toan- 
nother ; whence the firſt native fignification of thoſe words . is 
permutatio and permutare , ſo Arift. Eth. 3. 73s Boy mels pagdxighn 
===Ka7aMd7loa, becauſe moft commonly thoſe chat are recon= 
ciled, are changed, in reſpe& of their affe&tions, alwayes in 
reſpec of the dittance and variance and in reſpeft of the effets, 
thence it fignitieth reconciliation and to reconcile : and the word 
. may not be affirmed of any buſinefſe, or of any men , untill both 
—_ are attually reconciled , and all differences removed in re- 
peft of any former grudge and ill will : if one be well pleaſed 
with the other , and rhar ather continue d&#a70>aexhee inappeaſed 
and implacable , there js no reconciliation. When our Saviour 
gives that command,chat he that brought his gift to the alcar,arid 


there 
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there remembred that his brother had ought againſt him, were 
offended with him, for any cauſe, he ſhould goe and be reconciled 
to him, _ y o_—_— a mutuall ba up mindes one to an- 
other, eſpecially reſpeCing the a ing and attoning of hin that 
was offerided Neither = hats Sores uſed Cm in any 
other ſenſe ; but alwayes denote even in common ſpeech , a full 
redintegration of friend{hip betweene diffencing parties , with 
reference moſt times to ſome compenſation made to the offended 
party. The reconciling of one party and the other may be diftin- 
guiſhed,bur both are required'to make up anentire reconciliation. 
As then the folly of Socinus and his SeCtaries is remarkable , who 
would have the reconciliation mentioned in the Scripture , to be 
nothing but oar converiion to God, without the appealing of his 
anger and turning away his wrath from us. which is a reconcilia- 
tion hopping on one lege ; ſo, that dii:inftion of ſome between 
the reconciliation of God to man , making that tobe univerſall 
towards all; and the reconciliation of man to God , making rhat 
to be onely of a ſmall nuniber of thoſe to whom God is reconci- 
led, is a no lefſe monſtrous figment.Mutuall alienation, muſt have 
mutuall reconciliation being they are correlata. The ſtat: berween 
God and man, before the reconciliation made by Chriſt was a 
{tate of enmity, man was at enmity with God, we were bis enemies 
Col. x. 20. 21. Rom. 5. 10. Hating him, and oppoling our ſelves 
to him in the bighelt rebellions to the utmoſt of our pywer. God 
alſo- was thus farre an enemy to us' , that his wrath was on us 
Epbeſ. 2. 3. which remaineth on us untill we .doe. believe. Fob 
3. 36. To make perfe& reconciliation (which Chritt is ſaid in ma- 
ny places to doe) it is required firſt, that the wrath of God be tur- 
ned away, his anger removed and all the effe&s of enmity on his 
part toward us. Secondly, that webe turned away from.pur op- 
dryer to him, and brought into voluntary obedience : untill 
th theſebe effefted : reconciliation is not perfeted ; now both 
theſe are in the Scripture aſſigned to our Saviour, as the effe&s of 
his death and ſacrifice 1. He turned away the wrath of God from 
us, andſo appeaſed himtowards us, that was the reconciling of 
God by his death, for when we were enemies we were reconciled to God 
by the death of bis Sonne. Rom. 5. 10. That here is meant the recon-- 
ciling of God, as that part of reconciliation , which conſfiſteth in 
turning away his weah fromus, is moſt apparent 3 it being that 
"5 | | whereby 
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whereby God chiefely commendeth his love to us, which cercain- 
ly is in the wy pos of finne, by che averſion of his anger 
due to. it; as alſo oppoſed to, our being ſaved from the wrath to 
come, in thedatter end of the verſe, which comprizeth our con- 


verſion and whole reconciliation to God : beſides verſ. 11. We 


are ſaid to receive T\yxerameyiy this reconciliation (which, I 
know not by what meanes, we have tranſlated, attonement ) which 
cannot be meant of our reconciliation to God, or converſion, 
which we cannot properly be ſaid to accept, or receive; but of 
him to us, which we receive when it is apprehended by faith. 
Secondly, He turneth-us away from our enmity towards God, re- 
deeming and reconciling us to God, by the bloud of his Crofle, 
('. 1.21. To wit, then, meritoriouſly, fatisfaQorily, by the way 
of acquiſition and purchaſe, accompliſhing it in due tine, aRual- 
Iy ad efficiently by his Spirit : both theſe yee have joyntly menti- 
oned, 2 Cor. 5. 18.19.20. Where we may ſee, Firſt, God being re- 
conciled to us in Chriſt, which confiſteth in a not imputation of 
iniquities, and is the ſubject matter 'of the miniſtry, v. 18. 19. 
Secondly, The reconciling of us to God by accepting the pardon 
of our finnes, which is the end of the Miniſtery, v. 20. As the 
ſame is alſo at large declared, Epbeſ. 2. 23. 14. 15. The aQuall, 
then, and effeuall accompliſhment of both theſe, ſimul & ſemel, 
In reſpeR of procurement by con tinuance,and inproceſſe of time, 
in the ordinances of the Goſpel, in refpedt of final accompliſhment, 
- on the part of men, doe make up that reconciliation, which is 
the effet of the death of Chriſt; for ſo it is in many places affigned 
to be, We are reconciled to God by the death of bis Sonne, Rom. 5. 10. 
Hnd yee that were ſometimes alienated bath be reconciled in the body of 
bis fleſh through death, Col. 1. 21. 22. Which is in ſundry places ſo 
evident in the Scripture, that none can poſſibly deny reconciliation - 
to be the immediate effe& and produdt of the death of Chriſt. Now 
how this Reconciliation,can poſſibly bee reconciled with univerſall 
redemption, | am no way able to diſcerne:for if reconcili-t/0n be the 
proper effe& of the death of Chriſt, as is confeſt by all, then if he 
died for all, I aske. Firſt, How cometh it to paſſe, that God is not 
reconciled to all ? as he is not, for his wrath abidech on ſome, 
Fobn 3. 36. and reconciliation is the averſion of wrath. Secondly, 
that all are not reconciled to God ? as they are not, for by nature 
all are the children of wrath, Ephe. 2. 3- And ſome all their lives doe 
; nothing

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nothing but treaſure up wrath againſt the day of wrath , Rom. 2.5. 
Thirdly, how then can it be that reconciliation ſhould be wroughe 
between God, andall men, and yet neither God reconciled to all; 
nor all reconciled to God ? Fourthly,{f God be reconciled to all; 
when doth he begin to be unreconciled towards them that periſh ? 
by what alteration is ic? in his will or nature ? Fitchly,lf all be re- 
conciled by the death of Chriſt:whendo they begin to be unrecon- 
ciled, who periſh; being borne children of wrath ? Sixthly, Seeing 
that reconciliation on the part of God conliiſts in the turning a- 
way of his wrath and not imputing of iniquity, 2 Cer.5. 18. 19. 
Which is juſtification rendering us bleſſed, Rom. 4. 6. 7.8. Why, 
if God be reconciled to a'l, are not all juitified, and made bleſſed 
through a non-impuration of their finne 2 They who-have found 
out a Redemption : where none are redeemed, and a-reconcilia- 
tion, where none are reconciled, can ealily ani{wer theſe and ſuch 
other queſtions : which to doe I leave them to their leaſure, and in 
the meane time, conclude this part of our argument, that recon- 
ciliation which is the renewing of loſt friend(bip, the ſlaying of 
enmity, the making up of peace, the appeaſing of God and turn- 
ing away of his wrath, attended with a non-imputation of iniqui- 
ties ; and on cur part,converfion to God by faith,and repentance : 


 thisI ſay being that reconciliation which is the effe&t of the death 


and bloud of Chriſt, it cannot be afferted in reference to any , 
nor Chriſt ſaid to dye for any other, but onely thoſe concerning 
whom all the properties of it, and a&s wherein it doth confiſt, 
may be truely affirmed ; which whither they may be of all men, oy 
not, let all men judge-

Thisd way "whereby khe| drach of Chit for ſinners is ex+ 
4 \ orefied, is ſatisfa&ion, viz. that by his death he made ſa- 


; tisfaRion to the juſtice of God for their {innes, for whom he 


dyed , that ſo they might go free: Ir is true the word SatisfaQi- 
on is not found in the Latine or Engliſh Bibles, applied to the 
death of Chriſt : in the new Teſtament it is notat all, and in the 
Old but twice, Numbers 35. 31. 32. But the thing it ſelfe intended 
by that word,is every where aſcribed to the death of our Saviour ; 


there 
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there being alſo other words, in the originall Lan guages, FM 
valent to that, whereby we expreſſe —_ in hand. Say. 16 
Chritt did thas make fatisfaQion for all them, or rather for their 
ſinnes for whom he dyed, is ( as farre as 1 know) confeſſed by all 
that are but oucwardly called after his name , the wretched Scci- 
nians excepted, with whom at this time we have not to doe. Let us 
then firſt ſee, what this ſatisfaRtion is, then how inconfiſtent ic 
is with univerſall redemption. | 
Satisfaftion is a terme borrowed from the Law, applied pro» 
perly to things, thence tranſlated and accommodatedunto per- 
ſons : andit is a full compenſation of the Creditour from theDebter $ to 
whom any thing is due, from any man, he is in that regard that 
mans Creditour, and the other is his Debtor, upon whom, there 
is an obligation to pay, or reſtore what is fo due from him, 
untill he be freed by a lawfall ———— that obligation , by 
making it null and void': which muſt be done, by yeilding ſatis- 
faFtion to what his (reditour can requireby vertue of that obliga- 
tion : as, ifI owe a man an 100), lam his debter, by vertoe of the 
bond wherein I am bound, untill ſone ſuch thing be done as re- 
compenceth him, and moverh him to cancel the bond; which is 


called {atisfa&ion : Hence, from things reall, it wasand is tran(la- © 


ted to things perſonall; perſonal] debts are injuries and faults : 
which when a man hath commicted, he is liable to puniſhment : 
he that is co inflict that puniſhment, or upon whom ict Ilycth to 
ſee that it be done, is or may be the creditour , which he mult do 
unlefſe fatisfation be mad:, now there may be a two fold fatis- 
faction, firit, by a ſolution, or -paying the very thing thabis in the 
obligation, either by the party himſelte that is bound, or by ſome 
other in his ſtead : as,if I owe a man 20!, and my friend goeth and 
payeth it, my Creditour is fully ſatisfied, Secondly, by a foly- 
tion or paying of ſo mach although in another kind, nor the 
ſame that is in theobligation, which by the credirours accepta- 
tion, ſtands in the lieu of it ; upon which alſo,freedome from the 
__ followeth, not neceffarily, but by virtue of an a& of 
avour. 

In the buſinefſe in hand, firſt, the Debtor is man, he oweth the 
x000 talents, Math.

Sixthly, that which interveneth to the deftruftion of theobli- 
gation is the ranſome payd by Chriſt, Rom. 3.24, 25. Gad let him 
forth to be a propitiation through faith in his blood. 

I ſhall not enter upon any long diſcourſe of the ſatisfaftian 
made by Chriſt, but onely fo farre cleare it, as is neceffary to 
give light tothe matter in hand. To this end twothings mult be: 
ares ; firſt, that Chriſt did make ſuch fatisfaQtion, as whereof - 
weentreat, as alſo wherein it doth conſiſt. Secondly, What isthat 
at of God toward man,thedebter, which doth and ought to fol- 
low the ſatisfation made. For the firſt,] told you the word it ſelf 
doth not occurre in this bufineſle in the Scripture, the thing figni- 
fied by ic, ( being a compenſation made to God by Chriſt tor our 
debts ) moſt frequently for to make fatisfaFion to God for our 
finnes, ic is required onely : that he undergoe the puniſhment dae to 
them : for that is the ſatisfa&ion required, where ſinne is the debt. 
Now this Chriſt hath certainely for bis owne ſelfe bare our 
ſinnes in bis owne body on the tree, 1 Pet.2.24.. By bis knowledye ſball my: 
righteous ſervant juſtifie many,for be ſbal beare tbeir iniquiries,llay 53. 

11. The word Naſa alſo v.12, arguing a taking of the puniſhment 
of finne from us, and tranſlating it co himſelfe,ſfignifieth as much, 
yea al, that we doe by the word ſatisfattion ; ſo alſo doth that of 
«rareyzey uſed by Peter in the roome thereof : for to beare iniquity 
In the R__ language is to undergo the puniſhment due to it, 
Lev.5 1. Which we call ro make fatisfaRion for it, which is fur- 
ther illuſtrated by a declaration how he bear our ſinnes, even by 
being wounded for our tranſgreſſions, and bruiſed for our iniquities, Iſay 
53- 5- whereunto is added in the cloſe, that the chaftiſement of our 
peace was upon bim , every chaſtiſement is either wsrm) for in- 
ſtcation or wepadvryuernxy for example , paniſhwent and cor- 
reXion : the firit, can have no place in our Saviour, the Sonne of

God had no need: tg, be taught wich ſuch thornes and briers : it 
muſt therefore be for puniſhment and correftion,and that for our 
finnes then upon him, whereby our peace or freedome from pu- 
niſhment was procured. | 

Moreover in the new Teſtament there be divers words and ex- 
preflions concerning the death of our Saviour, holding out thae 
ching which by fatisfation we doe intend; as when firſt, it is 
termed Tgopoge Epbeſ. 5. 2. regidorey iauriy weorpope? xal Oucley 
an oblation or ſacrifice of expiation,as appeareth by that type of 
it, with which it is compared, Heb.9.14. 15. Of the fame force alſo 
is the word aſcham TWN T/ay53. 10. Lev. 7. 2. He made bis ſoule 
an offering for ſinne,a piacular ſacrifice for the removing of it away, 
which the Apoſtle abundantly cleareth,in ſaying that he was made

adjund&t of it, or the

niſhment due unto it : fo alſo is he termed _ 
hereunto anſwers the Hebrew chitta uſed x5 
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Gtion for it, which was the office of him, who was to be Jobs, *P!abam- 


Goel, Job. 19. 25. All which and diverſe other words, which in 
part ſhall be afterwards conſidered, doedeclare the very ſamething 
which we intend by ſatisfa&ion ; even a taking upon him the 
whole puniſhment due to finne, and in the offering of himſelfe, 
doing that which God,who was offended, was more delighted $& 
pleaſed withal, than he was diſpleaſed & offended with all the fins 
of all thoſethat he ſuffered 8& offered himſelf for:& there can be no 
more compleat ſatisfation made to any,than by doing tbat, which 
he is more contended with, than difcontented and troubied with 
that for which he muſt be ſatisfied. God was more pleaſed wich 
the obedience, offering, and facritice of his Sonne, then diſplea- 
ſed with the finnes and rebellions of all the ele&.As, if a good 
King ſhould have a company of his SubjeQs ſtand out in rebellion 
againſt him, and he were thereby moved to deſtroy them, becauſe 
they woald nar have him reigne over them, and the onely Sorne 
of that King, ſhould put in for their pardon, making a tender to 
his father of ſome excellent conqueſt, by him Jatelyatcheived, be- 
ſeeching him to accept of it, and be pleaſed with his poor ſub=- 
jets ſo as to receivethem into favour againe : or, which is neerer 
_ ſhould offer himſelfe to undergo that puniſbment, which his 
| K : juſtice. 
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juſtice had allotted for the Rebells, and ſhould accordingly doe 
it; he ſhould properly make fatisfaRtion for their offence, and in 
ſtrif jultice they onght to be pardoned. This was Chriſt, as that 

one Hircus ammyzmirQ-, ſent-away Goat, that bare and carried a- 
way all the tins ot the People of God,to fall hiniſeIf under them, 
though with aſſurance to break all the bonds of death, and to 
live for ever. Now, whereas 1 ſaid that there is a two-fold ſatisfa- 

. ion; whereby thie debter is freed from the Obligation that is up- 
on him; the one being ſol«tio ejuſdem, payment of the ſame thing . 
that was in the obligation ; the other ſolutio tantidem , of that 
which is not the ſame, nor equivalent unto it, but onely in the 
gracious acceptation of the Creditor ; it is worth our inquiry, 
which of theſe it was that our Saviourdid performe. xo 

He, who is eſteemed by many, to have handled this Argument 
with moſt exaAneſſe,denyeth that the paiment made by Chriſt for 
as(by the aiment of the debt of finne, underſtand by Analogy, 
the undergoing of the puniſhment due unto it ) was (olutio eju(= 
dem, or of the ſame thing direftly which was in. the obligation; 
for which he giveth ſome reaſons ; as firſt, becauſe fuch a ſolation, 
ſatisfa&Fion , or payment is attended with atuall freedome from 
the obligation. Secondly, becauſe where ſuch a ſolution is made, 
there is no roome for Remiſſion or Pardon. It is true ( faith hee) 
deliverance followeth upon it, but chis deliverance cannot bee by 
way of gracious pardon ; for there needeth not the interceding of 
any ſuch a& of grace. But now (faith hee) that atisfaftion 
whereby ſome other thing is offered , than that which was in 
the Obligation , way bee admitted or refaſed according as the 
Credicor pleaſeth, and being admitted for any , it is by an a& of 

ace 3 and fuch was the ſarisfaftion made by Chriſt. Now true- 
4 none of theſe reaſons, feeme of ſo mach weight co- me, as to 
> 6 me into that perſwafton. For the firſt reafon retts upon that 
for the confirmation of it , which cannot bee granted, viz. that 
aQuall freedome from the obligation, doth not foltow the ſatiſ- 
fa&tion made by Chriſt; for by his death hee did deliver us from 
death, andchat aaally ſo farre as that rhe Ele& are ſaid to dye 
and rife with him; heedid aQtually or ipſo fatto deliver us from 
the curſe by being made acarſe for us, andthe hand-writing thae 
wasSagainit us , even the whole Obligation was taken out of the 
way and nailed to his Crofle: it is true, all for whom he did this, 
doe

doe nat inſtantly aftually apprehend and'perceive it, which is im- 
paſlible ; but yet that hinders not, buſt that they have all the fruits 
of his death in aftuall right, though not in aQtuall poſſeſſion, 
which laſt they cannot have, untill ar lealt it bee made knowne eo 
the.As,if a man pay a ranſome for a Priſoner detained ina forraigu 
Countrey; tbe very day of the payment andacceptation of it, the 
riſoner hath righe to his liberty, alchough he cannot enjoy it,un- 
till ſuch cime as tidings of it is brought unto him, and a warrant 
roduced for his delivery ; ſo that,that Reaſon is nothing but a 
gging Te ix dgy Secondly, the fatisfa&tion of Chriſt by the 
payment of the 1aine thing, that was required in the Obligation,is 
no way prejudiciall co that free gracious condonation of tinne,ſo 
often mentioned. Gods gracious pardoning of {inne comprizeth 
the whole diſpenſation of grace towards us in Chriſt , whereof 
there are two patts : Firſi, the laying of our finne on Chriſt, or 
making him to befinne for us, which was meerely and purely an 
at of free grace, which he did for his ownelake. Secondly, the 
gracious imputatis of the righteouſnes of Chriſt to us,or making 
us the Righteouſneſſe of God in him:which is no lefle of grace & 
miercy ; and that becauſe the very merit of Chriithimſelte hath ics 
foundation in a free compatt and covenant : however,that remiſ- 
fion, grace and pardon, which is in God for ſinners, is not - 
fed to Chriits merics,but ours; hee pardoneth all ro us,but he a - 
red not his onely Sonne, hee him not one farthing. The 
freedome then of pardon hath not its foundation inany defe& of 
the merit or ſatisfa&tion of Chriſt, but in three other things. Firſt, 
the will of God,freely appointing this fatisfaRion of Chrilt, Fob. 
316. Rom.5.8. 1 Fobn 4. g. Secondly, in a gracious acceptation 
of that decreed 'ſatisfation in oar fteads, ſo many, no more: 
Thirdly, ina free application of the death of Cheiſt.unto-us. Re- 
million then excludes-not a fall ſatisfaftion by the{olution of the 
very thing in the. obligation,but only the ſolucion or ſatisfa&ti- 
on of him, to whom pardon-& Remiſſion is granted - fo that not- 
withſtanding any thing ſaid to. the contrary, the death of Chriſt 
made fatista&tion in the yery thing that was required in the Obli- 
ation : he took away the curſe by being made a curſe,Gal.3. 13. He 
E livered us from fin, beiny made. finne, 2 Cor.5. 21 Hee underwent 
death,that we might be delivered fco death,all our debt was in the 
curſe of the Law, which he wholly. underwent. Neither doe we 
read of any relaxation of the puniſhment in the Scripture , buc 
K 2 onely 
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only a commutation of the perſon; which being done, God con- 
 demmed finne inthe fleſh of his Sonne, Rom. 8. 3, Chrilt ſtanding 
in our ſtead, and ſo reparation was made unto God, and ſatisfa- 
Aion given, for all thedetriment that might accrew to him,by the 
finne and rebellion of them for whom, this ſatistaRtion was made : 
his Juſtice was violated, and he ſets forth Chriſt to bee a propitiation 
for our ſinnesthat be might be juſt, and the juſtifier of him that Lelee- 
veth in Jeſu, Rom. 3. 24,23. And never indeed was his Jultice 
more clearly demonlirated, than: in cauſing the iniquity of us all to 
meet upon bim : His Law was bro'cen , therefore Chritt comes 19 be 
the end of the Law for righteouſneſſe , Rom. 10. 3. Our offence and 
diſobedience was to himdiitaitefu}l ; in the obedience of Chriſt 
herook full pleaſure, Rom.5.17.Mat.3.16, Now from all this,thus 
mach,to cleare up the nature of the ſatisfation made by Chriit, 
appeareth, viz. it was a full valuable compeniation, made to the 
Jaſtice of God, for all the (innes of all thoſe for whom he made 
ſatisfation, by undergoing that puniſhment, which, by reaſon of 
the Obligation that was upon them, they themſelves were bound 
to undergo : when1 ſay the ſame , I meane eſſentially the ſame, in 
weight, and preſſure, though not inall accidents of duration and 
the like, for it was impoſſible that heſhould be detainedby death, 
Now, whither this will ſtand in the juſtice of God, that any 
of theſe ſhould periſh eternally, for whom Jeſus Chriſt made ſo 
full perfe&t, and compleat ſatisfaftion , we ſhall preſently enquire, 
and this is the firlt thing that we are to conſider in this bufineſſe. 
Secondly, we muſt look what a&t of God it is, that is exerciſed 
either toward us, or our Saviour, in this buſineſſe : that God in 
the whole is the party offended by our finnes , is by all confeſt : 
it is his law that is broken, his glory that is impaired, his honour 
that is abaſed by our ſinne; If I be a Father, (ſaith he) where & 
my bonour * Mal. 1.6, Now the Law 'of Nature and univerſall 
right requireth, that the party offended be recompenſed in what=- 
ſoever he is injured by the fault of another : being thus offended, 
the Lord is to be conſidered under a two-fold Notion. Firft, in 
reſpe& of us, he is as a creditor. and all we miſerable debtors, to 
him we owe the ten thouſand Tallents, Matth. 18. 23- And our 
Saviour hath taught us to call our finnes our debts, Matth. 6. And. 
the payment of this debt the Lord requireth and exafteth of us. 
Secondly, in reſpet-of Chriſt, on-whom he was pleaſed to lay the 
| puniſhment 
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uniſbment of us all, to make our iniquity to meet upon bim, not ſparing 
[rung but hos the debtat his hands to the utmoſt farthing 3 
God is conlidered as the ſupreame Lord and Governour of all, the 
onely Law-giver,who alone had power fo farre to relaxe his own 
Law, as to have the name of a Surety put into the Obligation, 
which before was not there, and then to require the whole debt of 
thac ſurety : for he alone hath powet of lite and death , Fames 4. 
12. Now theſe two atts are eminent in God in this buiinefle. Firſt, 
an a& of ſcvere juicice, as a creditor exating rhe payment of the 
debt at the hand of the Debtor ; which, where tinneis the debt, is 
puniſhment, as was before declared ; the jultice of God being re- 
paired thereby in whatlecver it was before violated. Secondly, 
an a of (overaignty or ſupreame dominion, in tranſlating the 
puniſhment from the principall Debror, to the ſarety, which of 
his free grace he him(+}fe had given and beſtowed on the Debtor 3 
He ſpared not bis owne Se:me, but delivered binÞ up to death for us all* 
Hence let theſe two things be obſerved. Firit,that God accepteth 
of the puniſhment of Chriit ,*as a creditor accepteth of his due 
Debe, when he ſpares not the Debtor , but requires the uttermoſt 
farthing : it is true of punithmenc, as puniſhment, there is no cre. 
ditor properly ; for, Delifa puniri publice intereſt: but this puniſh- 
ment being conſidered alſo as a price, as it is 1 Cor. 6. it muſt bee 
paid to the hands of ſome creditor, as this was into the hands of 
God : whence Chriſt is ſaid to come to doe Gods will, Hebr. 10.9. 
and to ſatisfie him, as Febn 6. 38. Neither indeed doe the Argu- 
ments, that ſome have uſed to prove that God as a creditor can- 
not infli& puniſhment , nor yet by vertue of ſupreame Domini- 
on, ſeeme to me of any great weight: Divers I tinde urged by him, 
whoſe great skill in the Law, an1ſuch termes as theſe, might well 
give him Sanftuary from ſuch weak Examiners--as my ſelf: but 
he that hath (ſo fouly betrayed the truth of God, in other things, 
and corrupted his Word; deferves not our affent in any thing,but 
what by evidence of reafon is extorted : let us then ſee what 
there is, of that, which we have now in hand : Firſt then, he tells 
us, that the right of puniſhing in the Refor or Law-giver, can neither 
be a right of abſolute dominion, nor a right of a Creditor , becauſe theſe 
things belong to bim, and are exerciſed for bis owne ſake, who bath them, 
. but the right of puniſbing # for the good of community. 
Anſw. Referre this reaſon unto m which is the aime of it, 
| 3 and 
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and it will appeare to be of no veliicz for wee deny that there is 
any _ in him, or done by him, primarily for the good of any, 
but himfelte : bis du/egzive or ſelfe. ſufficiency will not allow, 
that he ſhould do ny thing with an ultimate refpett to any thing 
but himſclte : and whereas he faith , that the righc of puniſhing 
is for the good of community, we anſwer thar bonum univerſi, the 
good of community is the glory of God,and that onely ; ſo that 
thete things in him cannot be diſtinguiſhed. | 

Secondly, he addeth , Puniſhment is not. in and for it ſelfe deftre- 
able, but onely for communities (ake ;' now the right of Dominion, and 
the rigbt of a Creditor ,are things in tbemſelves expetible and defireable, 
without the confideration of any publicke aime. 

Ang. Firſt, that the compariſon ought not to bee, between pu- 
niſhment and the right of Dominion, but betweene the right of 
puniſhment, and the right of dominion ; the fat of one,is nor to 
be compared with the right of the other. 

Secondly, God defireth nothing, neither is there any thing de- 
ſireable to him, but onely for himſelfe : to ſuppofe a good, deſire- 
able to God for its owne ſake, is intollerable. | 

Thirdly, there bee ſome aCts of ſupreame dominion in them- 
ſe]ves, and for their owne ſake, as little defireable as any at of 
puniſhment, as the annihijation of an innocent creature, which 
Grotius will not deny but that God may doe. 

Thirdly, he proceedeth, Any one may without any wrong , goe of 
from the right of ſupreame Dominion or Creditorſhip, but the Lord can- 
not omit the Ad of puniſbment to ſome ſinnes ,, as of the impe- 
nitent. 

Anſw: God may by vertue of his fupreame Dominion omit pu- 
niſhment without any wrong or prejudice to his juſtice ; it is as 
great a thing, to impute finne where it is not,and to inflift puniſh- 
ment upon that imputation, as not to impute ſinne where it is, 
and to remove, ornot to inflit puniſhment upon that non-impu- 
ration : now the firſt of theſe God did towards Chriſt ; and 
therefore he may doe the latter, / 

Secondly, the wrong or injuſtice of not puniſhing any finne or 
finnes, doth not ariſe from any naturall obligation, butthe conſi- 
deration of an aftirmative poſlitive at of Gods will, whereby hee 
hath purpoſed that he will doe it. | 

Fourthly , he addes , None canbee called juft , for uſing bis owne 
Right, 
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Right, or Lordſhip ; but God i called juſt for puniſhing dr not remitting 
ſinne. Rev.16.5, 

An(w. However it be in other cauſes, yet in this, God may cer-' 
tainly.be ſaid to be jult in exating his debr, or uſing his domini- 
on, becauſe his vwne will is the onely rule of juſtice. - 

Secandly, we doe not ſay puniſhing is an aft of dominion, but 
an a& of exaCting a due debt, the requiring this of Chrilt in our 
ſtead , ſuppoling the' intervention of an a of ſupreame Do- 
minion. : 

Fittly, his laſt reaſon is, Becauſe that vertue, whereby one goeth off 
from bis Dominion, or remitteth bas debt is liberality 3 but that vertue 
whereby a man abſtaineth from puniſhing is clemency ; ſo that puniſh» 
ment can be no at of exadting a debt or a&ting a dominion. | 

Anſw. The vertue whereby a man goeth off from the exaftin 


of that which is due univerſally contidered,is not alwayes libera- 


lity 3 for as Grotivss himlelte confeſlerh, a debt may ariſe & accrew 
to any by the injury of his fame, credit, or name, by a lye,ſlander, 
or otherwiſe. Now that vertue whereby a man is moved not to 
exact payment by way of reparition, isnot in this caſe liberality, 
but either clemency,or that grace of the Goſpell for which Mora- 
lifts have noname : and ſo it is withevery party offended, fo of- 
ten as he harh aright of requiring puniſhment from his offendor, 
which yet he doth not. /So- that notwithitanding theſe excepri- 
ons ; this is eminently ſcene in this buſinefſe of fatisfation, that 
God as a Creditor, doth exaftly require'the payment of the debt 
by the way of puniſhment. jt 45] 

The ſecond thing eminent in it is, an a of ſupreame Sove- 
raignty and Dominion, requiring the puniſhment of Chriſt, for 
the full compleat anſivering of the obligation, and fulfilling of 
the Law, Rom. 8. 3- Rom. 10. 4- 

Now theſe things, being thus at large unfolded , wee may ſee 
in briefe ſome naturall conſequences, following and attendin 
them as they are laid downe : As firſt, that the full and due debr 
of all thoſe for whom Jeſus Chriſt was reſponſible was fully paid 
in to God according to the utmoſt extent of the obligation. Se- 
condly, that the Lord who is a juſt creditor, ought in all equiry to 
cancel] the bond, to ſurceaſe allſuits, ations, and moleſtacions a= 
gainſt the Debtor , full payment being made unto him for the 
Debt. Thirdly, that the Debt thus Foreyens not this or that fin, 
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but all the finnes of all thoſe for whom, and in whoſe name this 
ayment was made, 1 Fob. 1.7. as was before demonſtrated. Feurth- 
y, that a ſecond payment of a debt, once payed, or a requiring of 
it, is not anſwerable to the juſtice, which God demonltrated in 
ſetting forth Chritt to be a propitiation for our finnes. Rom. 3.25. 
Fiftly;that,whereas to receive a diſcharge from further trouble, 
is cquicably due to a Debtor , who hath been in Obligation , his 
Debt being paid ; the Lord, having accepted of the payment from 
Chriſt, in the ſtead of all them for whom he dyed, ought in ju- 
ſice, according to that Obligation, which in flee grace hee hath 
put upon himſelfe, grant them a diicharge. Sixtly, that confide- 
ring that relaxation of the Law , which by the ſupreame power 
of the Law-giver was effected, as to the perſons ſuffering the pu- 
niſhment required, ſuch aftuall ſatisfation is made thereto, that 
it can lay no more to their charge for whom Chriiti dyed, than if 
they had really fulfilled in the way of obedience whatſoever it 
did require. Rom. 8. 32, 33, : 4 Now how contiſtent theſe things 
C in themſelves evident and clearely following the Dofrine of 
Chriſts fatisfaftion before declared ) are with univerſall redemp- 
tion is eaſily diſcernable. For firſt, if thefull debt of all bee paid 
to the utmoſt extent of the obligation, how comes it to paſſe that 
ſo many are ſhut up in priſon to eternity , never freed trom their 
Debts? Secondly, it the Lord as a juit Creditor ought to cancell 
all Obligations, and ſurceaſe all fairs againſt ſuch as have their 
Debts ſo paid ; whence is it that his wrath ſmoakes apainit ſome 
to all eternity ? Let none tell me, that it is becauſe they walk not 
worthy of the benefit beſtowed, for that not walking worthy is 
part of the debt, which is fally payd, for ( as it is in the third In- 
ference ) the debt (o payd is all our finnes. Thirdly, is it probable 
that God calls any toa ſecond payment, and requires ſatisfation 
of them, for whom, by his owne acknowledgement, Chriſt hath 
made that which is full and (uthcient? hath he an after reckoning, 
that he thought not of ? For, for what was before him he ſpared 
him not. Rom $8. Fourthly, how comes it, that God never givesa 
diſcharge to innumerable {oules, though their debts bee paid 2? 
Fiftly , whenceis it that any one ſoule lives and dyes under the 
condemning power of the Law , never releaſed , if that be fully 
farisfied in his behalfe ; ſo as it had beene all one, as if they had 
done whatſoever it could require 2 Let them, that can, reconcile 
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theſe things; I am no Oedipus for them, the poore beggerl y diſtin- 
& ions, whereby it is attempted, I have alroedh diſcutſed. And ſo 
much for ſatisfaQtion. | 


Cnay. VIII. 
A digreſſion containing the ſubſtance of an occaſionall conference concer- 
ning the ſatisfa&ion of Chriſt. 

Uch abour the time that I was compoling that part of the 
laſt Argument , which is taken trom the ſatisfaftion of 
Chritit, there came one ( whoſe name and all things elſe concern- 
ing him, for the reſpe&  beare to his parts and modeſty ſhall bee 
concealed) to the place where I live, and in a private exerciſc, a- 
bout the ſufferings of Chriſt, ſeemed to thoſe that heard him to 
enervate. yea overthrow the ſatisfation of Chriit : which I ap- 
prehending to be of dangerous conſequence ; to prevent a further 
inconvenience, ſet my ſelfe briefely and plainly tro oppoſe ; and 
alſo alittle after willingly entertained a Confererence and Debate 
( deſired by the Gentleman ) about the point in queliion ; which 
being carried along with that. quietnefle and ſobriety of ſpirit, 
which beſeemed lovers of and learchers after truth : TI eafily per- 
ceived not onely what was his per{waſtor- , in the thing in hand, 
but alſo what was the ground and ſole caule of his mifapprehenfi- 
on : andit was briefely this, That the ete:nall unchangeable love 
of God to his eleft, did aftually enſtate them in ſuch a condition, 
as wherein they were in an incapacity of having any fatisfaftion 
made for them : the end of that,being to remove the wrath due 
unto them, and to make an attonement for their {innes 3 which, 
by reaſon of the former love of God , they ſtood in no need of, 


' but onely wanted a cleare manifeitation of that love unto their 


ſoules, whereby they might be delivered from all that dread,dark- 
neſſe, guilt, and feare, which was in and upon their Conſciences, 
by reaſon of a not- underſtanding of this love, which came upon 
them throu'h the fail of 4dam.Now to remove this, Jeſus Chrift 
was ſent to manyfeit this love, and declare this eternall good will 
of Gad towards them, ſo bearing, and taking away their finnes, 
by removing from their conſciences that miſapprehenfion of God 
and their owne condition, which by reaſon of finne they had be- 
fore ; and not to make any fatisfa&tion to the juſtice of God for 
their ſins, he being eternally well pleaſed with them. The ſumme 
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is, ele tion is aſſerted, ) to the overthrow of Redemption, which 
followed . in our conference, with what ſuccelfe by Gods bleſſing 
it did obtaine, ſhall for my part reſt in the minds and judgments of 
thoſe that heard it, for whole ſake alone it was intended. The 
things themſelves being, Firtit, Of great weight and importance of 
fingwar concerament to all chriltians. Secondly, Containing in 

them a mixture of undou bred truth , and no lefſe undoubted er- 

rors, true propoſitions, and falſe inferences, afſertions of neceſia- 

ry ye:ityes, to the excluſion of others no leile necellary, and Third- 

ly, Directly belonging to the bulinelle in;hand, I ſhall briefly de- 

clare and confirme the whole truch in this bulineſle, ſo farre as 

occaſion was given, by the exerciſe, anddebate before mentioned : 

beginning wich the firlt part of it, concerning the eternall love of 
God to his ele, with the ftate and condition they are placed in 

thereby, concerning which you may obſerve. | 

Firlt,thac which is now by ſome made to be a new dofrine of 
free grace, is indeed an old obje&ion againt it,that a non-nectllity 
of ſatisfation by Chriſt , was a conſequent of eternall eletion 
was more then once for the ſubſtance of it obje&ted to Auſtine by 
the old Pelagian hereticks upon his clearing and vindicating that 
doQrine,is moſt apparent : the ſame obje&tion renewed by others 
is alſo anſwered by Calvin Inſticut © 1b, 2. cap. 16: As alſodivers 
ſchool- men had before in their way propoſed ic to themſelves, 
as Thom :3.g: 49: a: 4: yet,notwithſtanding the apparent ſenſe- 
leſneſle of the thing ir ſelfe, together with the many ſolid an-' 
{wers, whereby it was long before removed , the Arminians at the 
Synod of Dort greedily ſnatched it up againe , and placed it in the 
very front of theirarguments, again{t the effe&aall redemption of 
theele& by Jeſus Chriſt. Now that,which was. in them onely an 
objeftion, is taken up by ſome among{t us , as a truth, the abſurd 
inconſ{equent conſequence of it owned as juſt and good, and the 
concluſion deemed neceſſary,from the granting of eleftion, to the 
denyall of ſatisfaRtion. 

Secondly, obſerve, that there is the ſame reaſon of ele&ion and 
reprobation: ( in things ſo oppoſed, ſo it muſt be.) Facob bave I 
lovcd, and Eſau have T hated , Rom. 9. 13. By the one, men are or- 
dai-ed toeternall life, Ats 13. By the other, before of old ordained 
aunt) condemn..tion. Jude 4.Now if the ele&are juſtified and (anttified 
and fayed,becauſe of Gods decree, that fo they ſhall be , whereby 

| | | they 
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they need nothing but the manifeſtation thereof: then likewiſe 
are the reprobates, as ſoone as they are, finally impenitent, 
damned, burned, and want nothing but a manifeſtation thereof : 


which whither ic be true or no , conſult the whole diſpenſation. 


of God towards then. 

Thirdly confider, what is the eternall love of God ; is it an af- 
fetion in hiseternall nature as love is in ours ? 'it were no leſſe 
than blaſphemy once ſo to conceive , his pure and holy nature 
wherein there is neither change nor ſhadow of turning, is not ſab- 
je& to any ſuch paſſion, it muſt be then an eternall aCt of his will, 
and that alone in the Scripture itis called , bis good pleaſure Math. 
II. 26, His purpoſe according to eleftion Rom. 9. 12. the foundation of 
God 2 Tim. 2. 19. Now every eternall att of Gods will, is imma- 
nent in himſelf,not really diſtinguiſhed from himſelf , what ever is 
ſo in God, is God: hence it puts nothing into. the creature, con- 
cerning whom it is, nor alteration of irs condition ar all, produ- 
ng indeed no effe& untill ſome externall a& of Gods power doe 
ma 


eit out. For inſtance, God decreed from eternity that he 


would make the world, yet we know the world was not made un- 
till about five thouſand five hundred yeers agoe. But ye will ſay, 
it was made in Gods purpoſe; that is (fay I) he purpoſed to make 
it, ſo he purpoſeth there ſhall be a day of judgement , is there 
therefore aQtually an univerſall day of judgement already ? God 


purpoſeth that he will, in and through Chriſt, juſtifie and fave + 


ſach and ſuch certain perſons ; are they therefore juſtified, becauſe 
Jr roy it?it is true they ſhall be ſo , becauſe he hath pur- 
poſed it, but that they are ſo is denyed. The conſequence is good 
from thedivine purpoſe to the futurition of any thing, and the 
certainty of its event, not to its actuall exiſtence: as when 
the Lordin the beginning went aftually to make the world 
there was no world, ſo when hee con es to beſtowe faith 
and aCtually to juitifie a man, unti!l he hath ſo done he is not ju- 
ſtified. The ſumme is, 

Firſt, the eternall love of God towards his eleR, is nothing but 
his purpoſe, good pleaſure, a pure at of his will, whereby he de- 
termines to doe ſuch and ſuch things for them in his own time 
and way. | 
| Secondly, no purpoſe of God, no immanent eternall a& of his 
will, doth produce any outward effeR; or change any thing , in 
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nature and condition of that thing , concerning which his pur 
poſe is; bur onely make theevent and ſuccefſe neceſſary in reſpe& 
of that purpoſe. | 


Thirdly, the wrath and anger of God , that ſinners lie under, 


-isnot any pallion in God,but onely the outward effe&ts of anger,

Fourthly, an at of Gods eternall love which is immanent in 
himſelt,doth not exempt che creature,from the condition wherein 
he is under anger and wrath, untill ſome temporall a& of free 
grace doe really change ics {tate and condition : for example, God 
beholding the lump of mankinde in his owne power , as the clay 
in the hand of thepotter, determining to make (ome veſſels unto 
honour, for the praiſe of his glorious grace, and ochers to ditho- 
nour, for the manifeſtation ot his revenging juiiice,and co this end 
ſuffer them all to fall into tin,8& the guilt of condemnation, where- 


- by they became all liable to his wrath & curſe : his purpoſe to ſave 


ſome of theſ?, doth not at al exempt or free the from the common 
condition of the reſt, in reſpe& of themſelves and the truth of their 


eſtate,untill ſome aRuall thing be accompliſhed, for the bringing: 
of them nigh unto himſelf: ſo that notwithſtanding his eternall- 
purpoſe,.his wrath in reſp=& of the effefts abidech on them, untill 


that eternall purpoſe doe make ouc it ſelfe, in ſome dittinguiſhing 


aT of free grace, which may receive further manifeſtation by theſe

Firſt, 
a manifeſtation of Gods eternall love, then evangelical jultifica- 
tion is nothing but an apprehenſion of Gods eternall decree and 
purpoſe : but this cannot be made out from the Scripture, vize 
chat Gods jultitying of a perſon, is his making knowne unto him 
his decree of eleftion, or mans juſtification an apprehenſion, of 
that decree purpoſe or love. Where is any ſuch thing in the 
book of God? Ir is true there is a diſcovery thereof made to juſti- 
fied believers, and theretore it is attaineable by the Saints, God 
ſbedding abroad bis love in their bearts, by the boly Ghoſt that is given 
unto them, Rom. 5 5. But it is after they are juſtified by faith, and 
have peace with God.v. 1. Believers are to give all diligence to make 
their calling and elefion ſure: but that juitification ſhould conſfiit 
herein, is a ſtrange notion, ſatisfation in the Scripture, is an at 
of God, - pronouncing an ungodly perſon upon his believing, "ut 


the finner want nothing to acceptation and peace, but - 


CHAp.8. ' and merit of Chrift, 

be abſolved from the guile of finne, and intereſted in the all-ſaf- 
cient righteouſneſſe of Chriſt, ſo God juſtifies the wigodly, Rom. 
4- 5 man by the righteouſneffe of God, which is by the faith of 
Chriſt unto them, Rom. 3. 22. making Chriit ro become righte- 
ouſnefſe to them, who were in themſelves finne ; but of rhis ma- 
niteſtation of eternal]l love, there is not the leaſt foundation, as 
to be the forme of juſtification, which yet is not without ſenſe 
and perception of the love of God, in the improvement 
thereof. 

' Secondly, Fhe Scripture is exceeding cleere in making all 
men before a&tuall reconciliation, to be in the like ſtate and con- 
dition, without any reall difference at all ; the Lord reſerving 
to himſelfe his diſtinguiſhing purpoſe of the alteration ke will af- 
zerwards by his free grace theft. There is none that doeth good-no not 
one, Rom. 3. for we have proved that Fewes and Gentiles, are «ll-un- 
der ſinne. v. 9. 10. All mankind is in the ſame condition in reſpe&t 
of themſelves and their own reall ſtate, which truth is not ar all 
prejudiced by the relation they are in,to the eternall decrees. For 
every month is ſloyyed , and all the world 25 become guilty. before God, 
Rom. 3.19 vmim@, obnoxious to: his jadgernent: Þ bo:makes thee 
differ from anoiber,or what baſt thou thatthou baſt not received, 1 Cor-4. 
All diftinguiſhmenr in reſpe& of ſtate and condition, is by Gods 
atuall grace;'or:even believers,are by nature children of wrath as well 
4 others, Epheſ. 2.3. The condition then of all men,during their 
unregeneracy,. is one and the-ſame ; the purpoſe of God concern- 
ing the difference that ſhall be, being referred to himſelfe. . Now 1 
aske, whither Reprobates in that condition lye under the effefts of 
Gods wrath or no? if ye ſayno, who will believe you ? if ſo, 
why not the Ele alſo ? the ſame condition hath che ſame quali- 
fications, an ' atnall diſtinguiſhment we have 2: proved there 
is not : produce ſome difference, that hath a reall exiitence, or the 
cauſe is loſt. Fez 1 | | 

Thirdly, Confider what it is to lye under the effefts of Gods 
wrath according to the declaration of the ſcripture, and then ſee 
how the ele&are delivered therefrom, before their a&tuall calling. 
Now this conſiſts in divers things, as 1. To be in ſuch a ftateiof 
alienation from God, as that none of their ſervices are acceptable 
to him, the prayer of the wicked is an abomination tothe Lord, Prov. 


28.9. 2. To-have no outward enjoyment ſan&ified ,but to have all 
| things

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things uncleane unto them,Tit, 1 15- 3'r. To beunder the power 
of Sathan, who rules at his pleaſure in the children of diſobedi- 

ence, Epb. 2. 2. 417, To be in bondage unto death, Heb. 2. 14. 517, 

To be under the curſe and. condemning power of the Law, Gal. 

3: 13. 6!y. To beobnoxious to the judgryent. of God, and to be 
guilty of eternall death and damnation, Kom: 3. 19. 7. To be un- 

der the power and damnation of ſinne, raigning in them, Rom. 6, 
17. Theſe and ſuch like are thoſe which we call the effe&ts of Gods 
anger. Letnow any one tell me what the reprobates in this life lie 
under more ? anddo notall the cIc& untill their atuall reconcili- 
ation in and by Chriſt, lie under the very ſame ? for Firlt, Are 
not their prayers an abomination to the Lord? can they with- 
out faith pleaſe God? ( Heb. 11. 6. ) and faith we ſuppoſe them 
not to have;for if they have they are aQtually reconciled. 217. Are 
they not under the power of Sathan? ifnot, how comes Chrilt 
in, and for them to deſtroy the works of the Devil, did noche 
come to deliver his, from bim that had the power of death, that 
is the Devil 2 Heb. 2. 14. Epb.2.2. 3!Y. Are there enjoyments 
ſanCified unto them ? hath any thing a ſanRikied relation with- 
out faith ? ſee 1 Cor. 7.14. 4'7. Are they not under bondage unto 
death ? the Apoſtle affirmes plainely that they are ſo. all their 
lives, untill they are aftually freed by Jeſus Chriſt, Heb. 2. 14, 
515. Are they not obnoxious unto judgement, and guilty of eter- 
nall death ? how is it then that Pay/ (ayes, that there is no diffe- 
rence, but that all are ſybje& to the judgement of God, and are 
puilty before him? Kom. 3. 9. And that Chriſt faves them.from 
this wrath, which( in reſpe& of merit ) was to come. upon them ? 
Rom. 5.9.1 Theſ. 1. 6'y.Arethey not under the curſe of the Law? 
how are they freed from it ? by Chriſt being made a curſe for 
them, Gal. 3: 13. Are they not under the dominion, of fin?:God 
be thanked, ſayes Paul, yee were the fervants of fine, bat have 


. obeyed, &c. Rom. 6. 17. In briefe, the Scripture is innothi 


more plentiful, than in laying and charging; all the miſery and 
wrath of and due to an unreconciled conditjon, upgn the ele& 
of —"n untill they a&ually partake in the deliverance by 
Chriſt. 3. 

Bur now, ſome men think to wipe away all that hath been ſaid 
in a word, and tell us, that all this is ſo, but onely in their own 
apprehenſion, not that thoſe things. are ſo indeed and in them- 


ſelves, 
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ſelves, bar, if theſe things be ſo to them, onely in their apprehenſi- 
ons : why are they otherwiſe to the reſt of the whole world? The 
Scripture gives us no difference nor di tintion between them : 
and if it be ſo with all, then let all get this apprehenſion as faſt as 
they can, and all ſhall be well wich the whole world, now miſe- 
rably captived under a miſapprehenſion of their owne condition; 
that is, let them ſay the Scripture is a fable, and che terrour of the 
Almighty a ſcarecrow to fright children, that finne is onely in 
conceit, and ſo ſquare their converſation to their blafphemous 
fancyes : ſome mens words eat as a canker. 

Fourthly, Ofparticular places of Scripture, which mighe abun- 
dantly be produced to our purpoſe, I (hall content my felte to 
name onely one: John 3. 36. He that believeth not the Sonne the 
wrath of God abidetbon bim: it abideth,there it was,and there ic ſhall 
remaine, if unbelief be continued : but apon believing is removed. 
But is not Gods love unchangeable by which we ball be freed from this 
wrath ? who denyes it ? But is an apprentize free, becauſe he (hall 
be fo at the end of ſeven yeares? becauſe God hath purpoſed to free 
his,in his own time 8& will doe it : are they therefore free before he 
doth it ? but are we not in Chriſt from all eternity ? yesctioſen in him 
we are,therfore in ſome ſenſe in him: but howteven as we are? atu- 
ally a man cannot be in Chrift untill he be:now how are we from 
eternity ? are we eternall? no? onely God from eternity hath 
purpoled that we fhall be : doth this give us aneternall being ? 
alas we are of yeſterday , our being in Chritt, reſpeteth onely 
the like purpoſe, and therefore from thence can be . made - ouly-the 
like inference. 

This being then. cleared, ic is F hope apparent toall, how mi- 
ſerable a ſtrained con it is, to argue from Gods decree of 
eletion to the ovecthrow of Chrilts merit and fatisfation, the 
Redemption wroughe by . feſus Chriſt, being indeed the 
chief meanes of carrying along chat purpoſe unto execution, the 
pleaſure of the Lord vrofpering in his hand, yea the argument 
may be retorted xared 73 Crave and will hold undeniably on the o- 
ther fide : the con:-quence being evident from the purpoſe of God 
to fave finners, to the ſatisfaftion of Chri:t for thoſe tinners, the 
ſame a& of Gods will, which ſers us a part from eternity for the 
enjoyment of all ſpiritu4ll bleflings in heavenly places, fets alfe 4- 
part Jeſus Chriii to be the purchaſer and procurer of all thoſe oy

Being a ſecond part of the former digreſſione 
Arguments to prove the ſatisfaftion of Chriſt. 

F F Chriſt ſo tooke our finnes, and had them by God ſo laidand 

impoſed on him, as that he underwent the puniſhment due un- 
to them in our ſtead, then he made (atisfaftion to the juſtice of 
God for them that the ſinners might go free : bur Chriſt ſo tooke 
and bare our finnes, and had themſo laid apon him, as thathe 
nnderwent the puniſhment due unto them and that in our ftead : 
thefefore he made ſatisſation to the juſtice of God for them : 
The conſequent of the propoſition is apparent and was before 
proved, of the aſſumption there be three parts ſeverally to becon- 
firmed. Firſt, That Chriſt tooke and bare our finnes, God lay= 
ing them on him. Secondly, That he ſo tooke them,as to undergoe 
the puniſhment dueunto them. 31y. That he did this in our ſtead. 

For the firſt that he tooke and bare our finnes, ye have .it, 1 
Fobn 1. 29. 3 a:gav &c. who taketh away the finnes of the world, 1 
Pet. 2. 24. 65 anbryxey who his owne ſelf bare our finnes in his own 
body. Ifay. 53: 11. 72D) x their iniquities he ſhall beare, and 
Vv. 12. NUI he bare the finne of many. That God alſo laid or im- 
poſed our finnes on him is no lefſe apparent. [fay. 53. 6. the Lord 
ynart made tio meet on bim the iniquity of us all. 2 Cor. 5. 21, 
auchzieyiroinee, he made him to be finne for us. 

| The ſecond branch is, that in thus doing our Sayiour under- 

went the puniſhment. due to the finnes which he bare, which 
were laid upon him; which may bethus made manifeſt : death, and 
the curſe. of the Law, containe the whole of the puniſhment due 
co ſinne. Gen.3.17: MEN NY dying thou ſhalt dye, is that which 
was threatned. Death was that which entred by ſinne, Rom. 5. 12. 
which word in thoſe places is comprehenſive of all milery due to 
our tranſgrefſion : which alſo is held out in-the curſe of the Law 
Deut-27.26. Curſed be he that confirmeth .not all the words of 
this law to do them: that all evils of puniſhment whatſoever are 
compriſed in theſe, is unqueltionably evident. Now Jeſas Chriſt , 
in bearing our finnes, underwent both theſe, for by the grace if 
God be taſted of death. Heb.2.9. By death delivering from death,v. 1 tt 
e 
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he was not ſpared, but given up to death for us all,Rom $.32, So alfo 
the curſe of theLaw, Gal.3. 13. 249uer©- xelden he was made a 
curſe for us and $w#ixerdegre;, curied. And this oy the way of under- 
going the punifhment that was in death andcurſe : for by theſe, 
It pleaſed the Lord to bruite him, and put him to griefe, Eſa. 53. 
10. yea 6ux ipsiowro, be [pared him not, Rom. 8. 32.-but condemned 
 ſinnein his tieſh, K om. 8. 3. it remaineth onely- to ſhew that hee 
did this in our ſteads, and the whole Argument is confirmed. 

Now this alſn our Saviour himſelf makech apparent, Matth 20, 
28. He came Jovras hy oLvyy Aires crit mwar, to give hinfelfe 
a ranſom- for many, the wora ay]2 alwayes tappoſeth *a commu- 
tation, andchange of one pecion or thing initead of another, as 
ſhall pms, « declared (So Matth 2.22. $0 1 Tim«2.6. 1 Pet. 
3. 18. He dyed for as, the juſt for the unjuſt. And Pſalme 69.4. Ireſto- 
red or paid that which T aid not take, viz. our debt fo farre as that | 
thereby we are diſcharged ; as Kom. $.34- where it is aſſerted up- 
on this very ground, that he dyed in our ſtead; andio the feverall 
parts of this firit Argument ar= confirmed. 


If Jeſus Ch:iit paid into his Fathers hands,a valuable priceand (1V. 
ranſome for our {ins,asour Surety,f'> diſcharging the debt that we Argu 2: 


lay under. that we mighe goe free 3 chen did he beare the puniſh- 
ment due to our lins, and make ſatisfaCtion to the juſtice of God 
for them:(for to pay ſuch a ranſome, is to make ſach ſatisfa&tion) 
but Jefus Chriſt paid ſuch a price and ranſome as our ſurety into 
his Fathers hands,8&c. Ergo, | 

There be toure things to bee proved in the Aſſumption, or ſe- 
cond Propofitin : Ficlt, that Chrilt payd fach a price and ran- 
ſome. Secondly, that hee payd it into the hands of his Father. 
Thirdly,that he did it as our ſurety. Fourthly,that we might go 
free. All which we ſha!l prove in order. ; 

Firſt, for the firft, our Saviour himſelf affirmes it,Matth.2 0.1. 
28. He came to give his life auTgoy a ranſome or price of Redemption 
for many, Mat. 10.45- which the Apoſtle termes, arliavrgoy 2 Tim. 
2. 6. aRanſome to beeaccepted in the ſtead of others , whence 
we are ſaid to have deliverance cd 1s awavreioeus, by the ran- 
ſome paying of Chriſt, Rom. 3. 24. He bought us with a price,1Cor. 
6. 20. which price was bis owne bloud, Afis 20. 28. compared to, 
and exalted above filver and gold in this worke of Redempri- 
on+ 1.

. Godforlinne, and all that wee underſtand thereby. But Jeſus 
Chriſt by his Death and Oblation did make an attonement for 
finne, and reconcile God unto tinners 3 Erpo, 

The firſt Propolition is in it ſelfe evident, the aſſumption 
is confirmed Rom.3.24,25.we are juſtified freely by the ranſome- 
paying that is in Chriſt, whom God hath ſer forth to be iaagigrey, 
a Propitiation, an attonement,a mercy ſeat, a covering ot iniqui= »W--« 
ty,and that «is wv 735 Sitavoourrs, tor the manifeſtation of his ' | 
juſtice, declared in the going torth and accompliſhment thereof. 
So likewiſe Heb.2 17.He is ſaid to be a merciful High Priett, «3s +6 

hadoxegu Tas dpaplias 58 AaT to make riconciliation for the fins 
of the people, to reconcie God unto the people ; the meaning 
of the words being iadox«9w 73y S8dv mi Tov duayuy 5% rac 
to reconcile God who was offended with the linnes of his people; 
which reconciliation we are ſaid to receive, Kom..5. 11 (the word 
adJaxaysy there, in our common Tranfla ion rendered attonement, 
is in other places in the ſame rendred Reconciliation : being in- 

deed 
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deed the onely word uſed for it in the New Teſtament.) And all 
this is ſaid to be accomplilhed i dis Syxaroue]@;, by one righte- 
ouſnefſe or ſatisfa&ion that is of Chriic 3 ( the words will not 
beare that ſenſe wherein they are uſually rendred by the righreou(- 
nefſe of cne, for then muliit have beene Sid StxaioualE ve iris ) 

And hereby were we delivered trom that, trom which ic was in 

poſlible we ſhould be otherwite delivered. Rum 8. 3. 

That wherein the exerciſe ot the Pricſtly Office of Jeſus Chrift 


without damnable error: But the exerciſe of the Prietily Office 
of Jeſus Chriſt whilft hee was upon the earth, conſiſted in 
this, to beare the puniſhment due to our finnes, to mZke attones 


ment with God, by undergoing his wrath , and reconciling him . 


to linners upon the fſatisfation made to his juſtice. Therefore 
cannot theſe things be denied without damnable error. That inthe 
things before recounted, the exerciſe of Chritts Prieſtly Office,did 
conliit,is moſt apparent, ficit from all the types & ſacrifices where+ 
by it was prefigured; their chief end being,propitiation,8 attone- 
ment. 217.trom the very nature of the ſacerdoral office appointed 
for ſacrificing,Chriſt having nothing to offer but his own bloud, 
tt rough the eternal Spirit. And 317. trom divers yea innumerable 
texts of ſcriptur:,affirming the ſame.It would be too long a work 
to proſecute thoſe things nat” and at large,and therefore wil 
content my ſelte wich one or two places, wherein all thoſe teſti- 
monies are comprized, as Hebr. 9. 13, 14+ If the loud of Bulls and 
Goat $,&nc. bow much more ſball the bloud of Chriſt, who through the eter- 
nall Spirit offered bimſelfe witbout ſpot to God? ec, Here the death of 
Chrilt is compared to,exalted above, and in the Antitype anſwe- 
reth the ſacritices of expiation, which were made by the bloud of 


Bulls and Goats : and ſo muk;, at leaſt fpiritually,cffe& what they 


did carnally accompliſh, and typically prefigure, viz. deliverance 
from the uu of iinne by expiation and attonement. For as in 
them the lite and bloud of the ſacrifice, was accepted in the ſtead 
of the offerer, who was to dye, for the breach of the Law accor- 
ding to the rigour of it : ſo in this of Chriſt was his bloud 
tedasan attonement and propitiation for us, himſelf being Prieſt, 
Altar, and Sacrifice. So Hebr. 101, 10, 12. he is ſaid<xpreflely in 
the roome of all old inſufficient carnall Sacrifices which could 
not make the commers m—_ perfeS, to offer up his _ 
- y 
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body a ſacrifice for finnes, for the remiſſion and pardon of {innes, 
through that offering of himſelteas it is verſe x9. And in che per- 
formance alſo doe weafftirme, that our Saviour underwent the 
the wrath of God, which was dueuntous. This, becauſe it is 
by ſome queſtioned, I ſhall briefely confirme, and that wich theſe 
following-Reaſons. | 

Firtt, the puniſhment due to finne, is the wrath of God, Rom. 
I-18. The wrath of God 4s, revealed againſt all ungodlirefſe, chapt.2. 
5- the day of wrath and revelation of the righteous judgements of God, 
Ephel. 2. 3. Children of wrath, John 3.36. Jeius Chiitt under< 
went the puniſhment due to linne, 2,Cor.5% 21. Male finne for us, 
Ita. 53- 6. Iniquity was laid upon him, 1 Peter 2. 24 Hee bare 
cur finnes in bis own body on the Tree : Theretore he underwent the 
wrath of God. 

Secondly,the curſe of the Law,is the wrath of God taken pa(- 
ſively, Deut.29.20,21,but Jeſus Chriſt underyvyent the curſe of the 


Lavv,Gal.3. 13. made a curſe for #«, the curſe that they lye under - 


vvhich are out of Chriſt, who are of the workes of the Law, verſe 10. 
therefore he underwent the wrath of God 
Thirdly, the death that finners are'to undergoe, is the wrath of 
God: Jeſus Chriit did taſte of that death, which tinners for them< 
ſelves were to undergoe ; for hee dycd as our Surety, Hebr. 7. 22. 
and in our ſtead, Matth. 20. 28. Hence hisfeare, Hebr. 5. 7. agony, 
Luk. 22.44.atoniſhment,and amazenrent, Mat. 1 4. 33. d-relition, 
Matth. 27. 46. (orrow,heavineffe, and un:xpreſiible preſſures. 
That Dodrine cannot bee true nor agreeable to rhe Goſpell, 
which {trikes at the root of Goſpell faith, and plucks-away the 
foundation of a!l chat ſtrong confolation which God is fo abun- 
dancly willing we ſhould receive : bur ſuch is that of denying the 
fatisfation made by Chritt, his anſwering the juſtice, and under- 
?oing the wrath of his Father. It makes the-poore ſoule to bee 
like Noab's Dove in its diltrefſe, not knowing where to relt the 
ſoale of her feet ; when a ſoule is turned out of its (elt-righteouſ- 
neſfe, and begins to looke abroad, and veiw heaven and earth for 
a reſting place, and perceives an'Ocean, a Floud,an Inundation of 
wrath to cover all the world ; the wrath of God revealing it ſelfe 
from heaven, again{ all ungodlinefle, ſo that it can obtain noreſt 
nor abiding, heaven it. cannot reach by its owne flight, and to 
hell ic is unwilling to fall : if nowthe Lord Jelus Chritt doe 
ROE 
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not appeare as an Arke in the middeſt of the waters,(upon whom 


the flouds have fallen, and yet is got above them all ) for a refuge, \ 


alas what ſhall it doe? When the Floud fell, there were many 
Mountaines, glorious in the eye, farre higher than the Arke, but 
yet thoſe Mountaines were all drowned, whiltt che Arke till kept 
on the top of the waters. Many appearing hills and Mountaines 


of ſ(clfe-righteouſnefſe, and generall mercy at the ficlt veiw ſceme 


to the ſoule much higher than Teſus Chriſt; but when the floud of 
wrath once comes and ſpreads it felfe, all thoſe mountaines are 
uickly covered ; onely the Arke, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt,though 
e Floud fall on him alſo, yet h> gets above it quite , and gives 
ſafety to them thart reſt upon him. Let me now aske any of thoſe 
poore ſoules, who ever have been wandring, and cofſed with the 
ferre of the wrath to come, wnether ever they found a reſting 
lace, untill they came to this : God ſpared not his onely Sonne, 
t gave him up to death for us all: that he made him to bee finne 
forus : that heepur all the tinnes of all the E!eX into that Cup 
which he was to dcinke of : that the wrath and floud which they 
feared, did fall upon Jeſus — now as the Arke hee be 
above it, ſo that if they cou!d get into him they ſhould bee ſafe) 
the ſtorme hath beene his, and the ſafety ſhall be theirs : as all the 
Waters which would have fallen upon them that were in the Arke 
fell upon the Arke , they being dry and ſafe; fo all the wrath 
that ſhould have fallen upon them, fell on Chriſt , which alone 
cauſeth cheir ſoules to dwell in ſafety ? Hath not 1 ſay, this beene 
your bottome? your foundation ? your reſting place? ifnot:( for 
the ſabſtance of ic ) I feare you havebut rotten battomes. Now 
what would you ſay, if a man ſhonld come and pull this Arke 
from under you, and give you anoldrotten poſt to ſwim upon in 
the floud of wrath. Ir is too late to tell you,no wrath is due un- 
to you ; the word of truth, and yorir owne conſciences have gi- 
ven you other information : you know , The wages of ſinne is 
deatb, in whomſoever it bee ; hee muſt dye on whomſoever it is 
found ; ſo that truely the ſoule may well ſay, bereave mee of the 
+ ſatisfation of Chritt, and I am bereaved. If he fulfilled not ju- 
ſtice, I maſt ; if heanderwent not wrath , I nwſt toeternity.. O 
rob me not of my onely Pearle. Denying the ſatisfa&ion. of 
Chriſt, deſtroys the foundztion of faith and comfort. 
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places of Scripture, which in ſtead of many I ſhall produce : as 
neſt, 2 Cor. 5 21. He made him to be ſinne ſor us, who knew no ſinne, 
Hee made him to be linne tor us; how could that be? arenor the 
next words, he knew no tinne ? was he not a lambe without ſpot, 
and without blemiſh ? Donbtlefſe hee did no linne, neither was 
gvile found in his mouth. What then is this, God made bim to bee 
ſine ? it cannot be that God made him lintull, or a tinner by any 
inherent {inne; that will not ſtand with the juitice of God, nor 
with the holineſſe ot the pzrſon of our Redeemer. What is 1t 
then ? he made him to be tinne who knew no linne ? why clear- 
ly, by diſpen:ation and conſent he Jaid that to his charge, where- 
of hc was not guilty. He charged upon him, and imputed unto 
him all the iins of all the ele, and proceeded againit him accor- 
dingly. He itood as our Surety; really charged with the whole 
debt, and was to pay the uttermolt farthing, as a Surety is to doe 
if ic be required of him: though he borrow not the money, nor 
have one peny of that which is in the Obligation, yet if hee bee 
ſued to an ex:cution, hee mu't pay all. The Lord Chriſt (if 1 
may ſo ſay) was ſued by his Fathers juitice unto an execution ; in 
anſwer whereunto be underwent all that was due to finne, which 
we proved before to be death, wra h, and curſe. If it be excepted 
(as it is) that God was alwayes well pleaſed with his Sonne, hee 
teſtified itazaine and againe from heaven, how then could he lay 
his wrath upon him ? 
Anſw. It is true he was alwayes well-pleaſed with him, yet it 
pleaſed bim to bruiſe bim and put bim to priefe. He was alwayes well 
leaſed with the holinelle of his Perſon, the excellency and per- 
feanelle of his righteouſneſſe, and the {weetnefle of his obedi- 
ence 3 but he was diſpleaſed with the tinnes that were charged on 
him, and thercfore it pleaſed him to bruile and pur him to griefe, 
with whom he was alwayes well pleaſed. Nor is that other excep- ; 
tion of any more value, I hat Chriſt underwent no more than the 
Eleft lay under ; but they lay not under wrath and the puniſh- 
ment due to fn. | 
Anſw. The Propoſition is moſt falſe ; neither is there any more 
truth in the Aſumption : for firit, Chriſt underwent not onely 
that wrath , ( taking it paſſively ) which the Ele& were under, 
but that allo, which they ſhould have undergone, had not hee 
borne it for them : hee delivered them from the wrath to- come. 


Secondly, 
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Secondly, the Ele doe in their ſeverall Generations, Iye under 
all the wrath of God in reſpet of meric and procurement, 
chough not in reſpe& of aftuall endurance ; in reſpe of guilr, 
not preſent puniſhment, ſo that notwithitanding theſe excepti- 
ons, it ſtands firme, That bee was made ſinne for us, who knew no 
| inne. 
it Iſaiah 53-5. He was wounded for our Tranſgreſlions, hee was 
bruiſed for our iniquities, the cha{iilſement ot our peace was up- 
| on him, and with his ſtripes we are healed. Of this place ſome- 
; thing was ſaid before , I {hall adde ſome ſimall enlargements that 
| conduce to dilcover the meaning of the words ; The chaſtiſement 
of our peace was upon bim ; that is, he was chaitLed or punithed that 
we might have peace, that wee might goe free 3 our linnes being 
the cauſe of his wounding, and vur iniquities of his being brui- 
ſed, all our linnes meeting upon him, as verſe 6. That is, ke bare 
our linnes, in Peters interpretation - He bare our finnes ( not as 
ſome thinke by declaring that we were never truely (infull, but) 
by being wounded for them , bruiſed for them, undergoing the 
chaſtiſement due unto them, confiſting in death,wrath,and cure; 
ſo making his ſoule an offering for finne : Hee bare our \innes ; 
that is, ſay ſome, he declared that wee have an eternall righteouſ- 
nefſe in God, becauſe of his eternall purpoſe to doe us good : but 
is this, to interpret Scripture ? or to corrupt the Word of God ? 
Aske the Word what it meanes by Chriits bearing of tinne,it will 
tell you: his being ſmitten for our Tranſgreflions, T/azab 5 3.8-his 
being cut off for our ſfinnes, Dar. 9. 26. Neither hath the ex- 
pretlion of bearing finnes any other fignification in the word, Lev. 
5. 1. He that heareth ſwearing and doth not reveale it, ſhall beare 
bzs iniquity. What is that, he (hall declare himſelfe or others to bee 
free from ſinne ? No doubtleſle, bur he ſhall undergoe the puniſh- 
ment due to finne, as our Saviour did in bearing our injquities. 
He muſt be a cunning gamſter indeed that ſhall cheat a Belcever of 
this foundation. 
-4;x:More Arguments, or Texts on this Subje@t, I ſhall not urge or 1. 
© produce, though the cauſeit ſelfe will inforce the moſt unskilfull 
to abuund. I have proceeded as farre as the nature of adigrefſion p_ 
will well beare: Neither ſhall I undertake atthis time the anſwe- 
ring of ObjeQions to the contrary : a full diſcuſſion of the whole 
bulineſle of the ſatisfation of Chriſt, which ſhould cauſe mee to 
L 4 ſearch 
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ſearch for, draw forth, and confute all obje&ions to the contrary, 
being not by me intended : and for thoſe which were made at that 
debate, which gave occaſion to this diſcourſe, I dare not produce 
them, leit happily I ſhould not be able to reſtraine the conjefures 
of men, that [ purpoſely framed ſach weak obietions;, that I might 
obtaine an eafie conquelt over a man of !traw of mine owne ere- 

&ion; ſo weake were they, and of (o little force to the ſhaking of 
fo fundamencall #trath, as that is which we doe maintaine fo of 
this Argument hicherco. 


CHaPX. 
Of the merit of Chriſt ; with arguments from thence. 


A fourth rhing aſcribed co thedeath of Chriſt, is merit, or that 
worth and value of his death , whereby he purchaſed and 

rocured unto us and for as,all the good things, which we find 
in the Scripture for his death to be bei.owed upon us : of this, 
much 1 ſhall not ſpeake, having contidered che thing it ſelfe under 
thenotion of impetration already : onely | {hall adde ſome few 
obſervations proper to that particular of the controvertie which 
we have in hand. The word merit, is not at all to befound in 
the new Teſtament, in no tranſlation out of che originall that 
I have ſeene : The vulgar latine once reads promeretur Heb. 1 3.16. 
and the Rhemiſts to preſerve the found , have rendred it it prome- 
rited. But theſe words in both languag-s are uncouth and barba- 
rons,betides that they no way anſwer *evagesF:7ar, the word in the 
originall, which gives no colour to me1it name*or thing , nay, 1 
ſappoſe it will _ adifficult thing to finde out any one word 
In either of the Janguages, wherin the holy Scripture was written, 
that doth; properly and imm:diately in its fir{t native importance, 
fignifie merit ; ſo that about the name we ſhall not trouble onr 
ſires ; if the thing it ſelf intended thereby be made apparent, 
which iris both in the old and new Teſtament. As Tay 53. 5 
The chaſtiſement of our peace was upon bim , and with bis ftripes we are 
healed, the procurement of ourpeace and healins was the merit of 
his chaftiſement and frripes : fo Heh. 9. 12. ie 77 iis ware 
wroriay avTewon Weautres obtaining by bis blood eter null redemption, is 
as much as weiintend to fignifie by the merit of Chriſt. The word 
which comes neereſt jt in ſignification we have As 20. 28. 
Trexxwioere, purchaſed with bis own blood ; parchaſe and impetrati- 
On, 
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on, merit and acquificion being in this buſinelle termes equivalent: 
which latter word is afed in diverſe other places as 1 Tbeſ. 5. 9. 
Epbeſ. 1. 14. 1. Pet. 2. 9.Now, that, which by this name we under- 
ſtand, is, the performance of ſuc» an aftion as whereby the thing aimsod at 
by the agent is due unto bim according to the equity and equality required 
in juſtice, as, to bim that worketb,the reward is reckoned not of grace,but 
of debt. Rom. 4. 4- That there is ſuch a merit attending the death 
of Chriſt, is apparent from what was ſaid before, neither is the 
weight of any operous prooving if it impoſed bn us by our advec- 
faries ſeeming to acknowledg> it no leffe themſelves. So that we 
may take it tor graunred (until! our adverſaries cloſe with the 
Socinians in this alio.) Chritt then by his death, did merit and 
rchaſe for all thoſe, for whom he died,all choſe things, whi ch 
in the Scripture are affigned to be the fruits and effets of his 
death : Theſe are the things purchaſed and merited by his blood- 
ſhedding and death ; which may be referred unto two heads, firſt 
ſuch as are privative, as 1. deliverance from the bands of our enemies 
Luke 1.74. From the wrath to come. 1. Theſ. 1. vit. Secondly the de- 
ftrufien and abolition of death in his power Heb. 2. 14. Thirdly of 
the works of the devil r. John z 8. Fourthly deliverance from the 
curſe of the law Gal. 3. 13. Fittly from our vain converſation 1. Fer. 
z. 18. Sixtly from the preſent evil world. Gal. 1. 4. Seventhly from 
the earth and from among men Rev. 14.3. 4. Eightly purging of our 
fins Heb. 1.3. Secondly, poſitiveas firit, reconciliation with God 
Rom. 5. 10. Ephe| 2. 16. Col. 2. 20. Secondly appeaſing or attonin g 
of God by propitiation Rom. 5. 25. 1 Fobn 2. 2. Thirdly peace making 
Epheſ. 2. 14. Fourthly Salvation Math. x. 21. All cheſe hath our 
Saviour by his dearch merited and purchaſed for all them for 
whom he died ; that is, fo procured them of his Father , that they 
ovghr inreſpe& ofthat merit , according to the equity of juſtice, 
to be beſtowed on them for whom they were fo purchaſed and 
procured : it was abſolutely of free grace jin God that he would 
ſend Jeſus Chriſttodie for any , it was of free grace for whom he 
would ſend him to' dye; it is of free grace , that the good 
things procured by his death be beſtowed on any perſon in reſpe&t 
of thoſe perſons on whom they are beſtowed ; but conlidering his 
own appointment and conſtitution, that Jeſus Chrilt by his death 
ſhould meric and procure grace and glory for thoſe for whom he 
died, it is of debt in reſpeftof Chriſt that they be communicated 
ro. 
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Of the SatisfaFion L1B.3. 
to them ; Now that which is thus merited, which is of debt to be 
beltowed, we doe not ſay that it may be beſtowed, but it ought ſo 
to be; and it is injuſtice if it be not. Having ſaid this little of the 
nature of merit and of the merit of Chritit, the procurement of his 
death for them,in whoſe ſtead he died, it will quickly be apparent 
how unreconcileable the generall ranſome is therewith. For the 
demonſtration whereof we need no more but the propoling of 
this onequeſtion, viz. if Chrilt hath merited grace and glory for 
all thoſe, tor whom he died : if he died for all, how comes it 
© paſſe that theſe things are not communicated to, and beitowed 
upon all ? is the defe& in the merit of Chrift , or in the juſiice of 
of God ? how vaine is it to exeept that theſe things are not be- 
ſtowed abſolutely upon us , but upon condition , and therefore 
was ſo procured, ſeeing that the very condition it lelt is alſo me- 
rited and procured as Epbeſ. 1. 3+ 4+ Phil. 1. 29. Bath been already 
declared. - | 
Fifcly, the very phraſes of dying for us , bearing our ſins, being our 
ſurety, and the like , whereby the death of Chrilt for us is expreſ=- 
ſed, will not ſtand with the payment of a ranſome forall. To dye 
for another, is in Scripture to dye in that others itead that he might 
goe free ; as Fudab beſought his brother 7eſepb to accepr of him tor 
a bondman in ſtead of Benjamin that he might be ſet at liberty Gen. 
44+ 33. and that to make good the engagement wherein he ſiood 
bound to his father, to bea ſurety for him : he that is ſurety for an- 
other (as Chriſt was for us Heb. 7. 22.) is to undergoe the dan- 
ger,that the other may be dclivered., So David wiſhing that ne had 
dyed for his Son Abſalom 2. Sam. 18.33. intended doubtleſſe a 
commutation with him , anda ſubliirution of his life for his, ſo 
that he might have lived : Payl alſo Rom. .7. intimates the ſame, 
ſuppoſing that ſuch a thing might be found among men, that one 
ſhoulddye for another, no doubt alluding to the Deciz, Meneceus, 
Euriolus and ſuch others whom we finde mentioned in the ſtoryes 
of the heathen, who voluntarily cait themſelves into death, for 
the deliverance of their countrey, or friends : continuing their li- 
berty and freedome from death , who were to undergoe it, by 
taking it upon themſelves, to whom it was not diretly due: and 
this plainly is the meaning of that phraſe, Chrift dyed for us, that is 
in the undergoing of death there was a ſubrogation of his perſon 


in the room and ſtead of ours. Some indeed except that where the 
word 
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word my is uſed in this phraſe as Heb. 2, 9. That be Ly the grace of 
God jbouid tafle death for every man, there onely the good and proiit 


of them for-whom he died is intended, not entorcing the neceſſity - 


of any commutation. But, why, this exception ſhould prevail, | 
ſee no great reaſon , for the ſame prepoliition being uſed in the 
like kinde in other cauſes doth conteſſed!y intimate a commura- 
tion, as Rom. 9.3. Where Paul athrms thar he could wiſh himſelf 
accurid from Chrilt umg wy ad8ager for his brethren, that is in their 
ſtead, that they mighc be uniced to him, ſo alſo 2. Cor. 5-20 
vate Xgics mee7Cavopsr We are Amballadours in Chrilts ſtead.ſo 
the tame Apottle. 1. Cor. 1. 13. Asking, and ftronoly denying by 
way of interrogation pi Ilivacs iavgw31 v@te Vuoy was Pauls 
crucitied for you ? plainely ſheweth that the word Ve :(ed 
about the crucitying of Chriſt for his church, doth argae a com- 
mutation or change , and not only deſigns the good of them, for 
whom he died : for plainely, he might himſelf have been crucitied 
for the good of the church, bur in the ſtead thereof he abhorreth 
the lealt chought of it. But concerning the word &It which allo is 
uſed, there is no doubt,nor can any exception be made, it alwayes 
fignificth a commutation and chanoe whither ic be applyed ro 
things or perſons SOTvhe 11 11 Ger ovli iybues x ſerpent in fteadef 
a fiſþ (0 Matth. 5. 3g. og0anyud; arri og9anus .n eye for an oye. fo Heb. 
. 32. 16, and for perſons Arcvelais is laid to rajgne &yrt HywPurr? 
Terps; Math. 2.22. in ftead of bis Father : Now this woid 1s uicd 
of the d-ath of our Savionr, Mt). 20. 28. The Son of man came 
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againe Marke. 10. 45. That 1s to give his life a ranſome in the 
ſtead of the lives of many 3 ſo that piainely, Chriſt dying for us as 
a\urety, Heb. 7. 22. and thereby and therein bearing our iinnes in 
his owne body, 1 Pet. 2.24. being made a cur'e for us, was an un- 
dergoing of death, puniſhn ent, curſe, wrath, not onely for our 
good, but direaly in our ſtead: a commuration and ſubrogation 
of his perſon in the room: and place of ours, b:ingallowed, and 
of God accepted. This being cleared, I demand firſt , whither 
Chriſt dyed thus for all ? that is whither he dyedin the roome 
and ſtead of all, ſo that his perſon was ſubſticuted in the roome of 


theirs ? as, whether he dyed in the ſtead of Cain and Pharoah and- 
the reſt who long before his death were under the power of the 


ſecond death never to bee delivered ? Secondly, Whether ir bee, 


jaſkce that thoſe, orany of them in whoſe ſtead. Chriſt dyed 


bearin 
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bearing their iniquityes, ſhould themſelves alſo dye and bear 
their own fins toeternity? Thirdly, What rule ot equity is their 
or example for it, that when the ſurety hath anſwered and 
made ſatisfa&ion to the utmoſt of what was required in the obli- 
gation, wherein he was a Surety , that they, gr whom he was 
a Surety, ſhould afterwards be proceeded 'againit ? Fourthly, 
Whether Chriſt hung upon the Crofle inthe roome or ſtead of 
Reprobates ? Fiithly, Whither he underwent all that which was 
due unto them, for whom he dyed? if not, how could he be fajd 
to dye in their ſtead? it ſo, why are they not all delivered ? [ (hall 
adde no more but this, that, to afirme Chrilt to dye for allmen 
is the readieſt way to prove that he dyed for no man, in the ſence 
chrifiians have ent believed , and to hurry poore ſoules into 
the bottome of Socinian blafphemyes. | 
CHapPp. XI. 
The laſt generall argument. 
Ur nex: argument is taken from ſome particular places of 
Scripture clearly and diftin&ly in themſelves hulding ont the 
truth of what we doe afhrme : out of the great number of them 1 
{kall rake a few to nifitt upon, and therewith to cloſe our 
argumen 
The firſt chat I ſhall begin wichall is, the firſt mentioning of 
Teſus Chriit, and the firit revelation of the minde of God con» 
cerning a dilccimination between the people of Chriſt, and hfs 
enemies, Gen. 3. 15. I willput enmity between thee ( the ſerpent ) and 
the woman, and between thy ſeed and ber ſeed : by the feed of the wo- 
an is meant the whole body of the ele& , Chriſt in the firſt place 
as the head, and all the reſt as his members : by the ſeed of the !ere 
pent,the Devil with all the whole multitude of reprobates making 
up the malignant ſtate in oppotition to the Kingdome and body 
of Jeſus Chriit: That by the firſt part,or the ſeed of the woman, is 
meant Chri& with all the ele&,is moſt apparene:for they in whom 
all chings, that are here foretold of the ſeed of the woman,do con» 
curre; they are the ſeed of the woman : (for the properties of any 
thing doprove the thing it ſelf) bat now in theeleR, believers,in 
and chrough Chriſt, are to be found all the properties of the feed 
ofthe woman 3; for for them, inthem, andby them is the h-ad of 
the ſerpent broken, and Sathan trodden downe under their feer, 
the Devil diſappoinred in his temptations , andthe devi's agents 
fruſtrated in their undertakings : principally and {ray 2 is 
poken 
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ſpoken of Chriſt himſelf, colle&ively of his whole body, which 
beareth a continuall hatred co the ſerpent and his ſeed. 

Secondly, . By the ſeed of the ſerpent is meant all the reprodate, 
men of the world, impenitent, undelicvers. | 

For firſt, the enmity. of the ſerpent lives and exerciſerh ic ſelfe 
in them, they hate and oppolt the ſeed of the woman, they have 


a perperuall enmity with it, and every thing that is aid of the - 


ſeed of the ſerpent belongs properly to them, 
Secondly, They are often to called in the Scripture, Matth.3.7. 
Oh generation of vipers, or (ecd of the ſerpent, ſo alſo,Matth. 23.33. 
ſo Chriit telleth the reprobate Pharitccs, ze are of your father the De- 
vill, and bis workes yee will doe , John 3. 44- So ag ain the child of the 
Devil, AQ. 13.10. That is the ſeed Lf the Serpent, for be that commit - 
eth ſinne,is of the Devil, 1 John. 5.8. Theſe things being undeniable 
wee thus proceed: Chriſt dyed for no more than God promiſed 
him unto, that he ſhould dye for : but God did not promile him 
toall, .3s that he ſhould dye for them, for he did not promiſe the 
ſeed of the woman, to the ſeed of the ſerpent,Chriit ro reprobates, 
but in the firſt word of him,he promiſett-an enmity againit them: 
in ſumme tize feed of the woman dyed not for the feed of the 
ſerpent. | 
Secondly, Matth. 7. 33. Tprofeſſe unto youT never knew you, Chritt 
at the Jait day profeſſeth to ſome he never knew them: Chriii ſaych 
direG&t!y that be knows bis owne whom he layeth downe bis life for, John 
10. 14. 17. And furely he knowes whom, and what he hath 
bought ; wereit not ſtrange that Chriit thould dye for them, and 
buy them, thit he will not owne,but profetiz he never knew them? 
if they are bought with aprice, ſurely they are his owe ? 1 Cor. 6. 
vt, If Chriſt did ſo buy them, and lay our the price of his precious 
bloud for them, and then at laſt denye that he ever knew them, 
might they not well reply, ah Lord ! was not thy foule heavy un- 
ro death for our ſakes ? didit thou not forus undergo that wrath 
that made thec ſweat drops of bloud? diſt thou not bathe.thy 
ſelte in thine owne bloud, that our blouds might be ſpared? didit 
thou not ſanQife thy felt to be an offering for us as well as for 
any of thy Apoſtles? was not thy precious blood by ripes by 
ſweat, by nailes, by thorns, by ſpeare poured ont for us ? didit 
thou not remember us, when thou hungeſt upon the crofſe? and 
now doſt thou ſay thou never kneweft us ? Good Lord though we 
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be unworthy ſinners, yet thine own blood hath not deſerved to be 
deſpiſed : why is it that none can lay any thing to the charge of 
Gods el«& ? is it not becauſe thou diedft for them ? aud didit thou 
not doe the ſame for us ? why then are we thus charged, thus re- 
je&:d 2 could not thy blood fatisfie thy Father, but we our ſelves 
mait be puniſhed ? could not juſtice content it ſelf with that ſacri- 
fice. but we muſt now heare, depart, I never knew you ? what can be 
anſwered to this plea,upon the granting of the general] ranſom, 
know not” | | 

Thirdly, Mat.11.25-T thank thee O Fatber Lord of heaven and earth 
becauſe thou baſt bid theſe things from the wiſe & prudent & »-.ſt reveal» 
ed them unto babes ; even ſo O Father for ſu it [eemed good in thy ſight : 
thoſe men,from whom God, in his ſoveraignty as Lord of hgaven 
and earth of his owne good pleaſure, hideth the Goſpel], either 
in reſpe& of the outward preaching ot it, or the inward revelation 
of the power of it in their hearts,thoſe certainely Chriit dyed not 
for: for to what end ſhould the Fathet ſend his onely Sonne, to 
dye for the redemption of thoſe, whom he for his owne good 
pleaſure had determined ſhould be everlaiting ſtrangers from it;and 
never ſo much asheare of it,i1 the power thereof revealed to them. 
Now that ſuch there are our Saviour here aftirmes and thankes his 
Father for that diſpenſation , at which ſo many doe at this 
day repine. 

Fourthly. 7obn 10. 11. 15. 16. 27. 2S. This cleare place,which 
of it ſelfe is ſafficient to evert the generall ranſom, hath been a lit- 
tle con{idered before, and therefore ſhall pafſe it over the more 
briefly : Firſt, that all men are-not the ſheep of Chriſt is moſt ap- 
parent. For firſt, he himſelf ſayth ſo v. 26. Tea are not of my ſbeep. 
Secondly, The diſtin&tion at the laſt day will make it evident, 
when the ſheep and the goates ſhall be ſeperated. Thirdly the pro- 
perties of the ſheep here, that they heare the voyce of Chrift, 
thac they know him and the like, are not in all : Secondly, 
that the ſheep here mentioned are all his ele&, as well thoſe that 
were to be called as thoſe that were then already called, v. 16. 
Some were not as yet of bis fold, of called ones, fo that they are ſheep 
by ele&ion and not believing. Thirdly, That Chriſt ſo ſayes that 
he hid down his life for his ſheep, that plainely he excludes all o- 
thers. For firſt, he layes downe his life for them as ſheep ; now 


chat which belongs to them as ſuch, belongs onely to ſuch oo he 
| ayes

layes downe his life for ſheep as ſheep,certainely he doth it notfor 
goates and wolves and dope Secondly, He lays downe his life 
as a Shephard, v. 11. Therefore for them as the {heep : what hath 
the Shephard to do with the wolves,unlefſ: it bz to deltroy them ? 
Thirdly, dividing all into ſbeep and othersv 26. he ſaith, he layes 
downe his life for his ſheep, whic" is all one as if he had (aid hee 
did it for them only. Fourthly, he deſcribes them tor whom hee 
died by this, his Father gave them to him, v. 29. as alſo chap. 17. 
v. 6, Thine they were and thou gavelit chem me, whic" are not all, 
for whatſoeyer the father giveth him cometh unto him--and hee 
ives unto them eternall life and chey (hall never perilh, v: 28. Let 
t the (heep of Chriſt keepe cloſe to this evidence, and all the 
world hall never deprive them of their inhericance; further to 
confirme this place adde Matth. 20.28. on 11.52. 
Fifthly. Rom. 8. 32, 33, 34- the intention of the Apoſtle in this 
lace is to hold out conſolation to believers in affliftion, or under 
any ditirefſe, which he doth, v. 31. in generall, from the aſſurance 
of the preſence of God with them, and his affiſtance at all times, 
enough to conquer all oppoſitions, and to make all difficulty in- 
deed contemptible by the affurance of his loving kindnelle, which 
is better than lite it ſelfe; if God be with us, who ſhall bze againſt 
us? to manifeſt this his preſence and kindneſſe, rhe Apotile minds 
them of that moſt excellent, tranſcendent and 1ingular aft of love 
to'vards them, in ſending his ſonne to dze for them , not ſparing 
him, but requiring their debt at his hand, whereupon hee argues 
from the greater to the lefſe,that if he have done that for us,ſurely 
he will doe every thing elſe that ſhall bee requiitte : If hee did the 
greater, will hee nat doe thelefle ? It he give his fonne todeath , 
will he not alſo freely give us all things? whence wee may obſerve; 
Firſt, that the greateſt and m5ſt eximious expretfion of the love of 
' God towards beleevers, is in ſending his ionne todye for them, 
not ſparing him for their ſake, this is made the chiefe of all : Now 
if God (ent bis ſonne to dye for all, he had as great an aft of love, 
and hath made as great a manifeſtation of it to them that pecith as 
to thoſe that are ſaved. Secondly, that for whomſoever hee hath 
given,and nt (pare his ſonne, unto them he will affuredly free'y 
give all thiags; but now he doth not give all things that are good 
for them unto all, as faith, grace, and glory : from whence wee 


eonclude, that Chriit died not for all. Again, v. 33,hee gives us a 
| deſcription 
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deſcription of thoſe that havea ſhare in the conſolation here in- 
tended, for whom God gave his ſonne, to whom he freely gives all 
things, and that is, that they are his Ele ; not all, but only thoſe 
whom he hath choſen before the foundation of the world , that 
they ſhould be holy, which gives another confirmation of the re- 
{traint ofthe death of Chriit ro them alone, which he yet further 
confirmes, v 3 4. by declaring that thoſe of whom he ſ{peakes, (hall 
bee freely juitified and treed trom condemnation;whereof he gives 
two realons : Firlt, becauſe Chriit died tor them. Second!y, be- 
cauſe he is riſen and makes interceſſion for th:m for whom hee 
dyed, affording us two invincible argum-nts to the bulineſſe in. 
hand : The brit raken from the infallible etfets of the death of 
Chriſ';who ſhall lay thing any to their charge? who ſhall condemn 
them? why ? what reaſon is ziven ? it is Chriſt that died : $o that 
'the death doth infallibly tre all them from condemnation for 
whom he died. Secondly, from the connexion that the Apoſtle 
here makes betweene the death and iatercelſion of Jeſus Chritt:for 
whom he die, for them he makes interceſſion, but be [aveth to the 
utmoſt them for whom be intercedeth, Heb. 7. 24. from all which it is 
indeniably apparent, that the death ot Chritt with the fruits and 
benefits thereot belongeth only to the Ele& of God. 

Sixtly, Epbeſ. 1. 7. In whom wee have Redemption : if his bloud 
were (hed or all, then all muſt have a fhare in thoſe things that 
are to be had in his bloud; now among theſe is that redemption 
that conlifts in the forgiveneſle of finnes, which certainely all have 


not, for they that have are bleſſed, Rom. 4. and ſhall bee blefed 


for evermore, which bleſſing comes notupon all,baut upon the ſeed 
of righteous Abrabam. 

Seventhly, 2 Cr. 5.21. Hee made him to be finne for us, that wee 
might become tbe righteouſneſſe of G:d in him. Tt was in his death char 
Chriſt was made tin or an offering for it; now for whomſvever he 
was mide {inne, they are made the righteouſneſfſe of Godin him , 
by his (tripes weare healed, Tay 53. Fobn 15-13. greaterlove hath 
nonethan this, that he lay downe his life for his friend. Then to 
intercede is not of greater love than to dye, nor any thing elſe 
that he doth for his Ele; if then he Jaid downe his life for all, 
which is the greateſt, why doth he not alſo the reit for them, and 
ſave them ta the uttermoſt, 

\Eighthly, Jobn 17. 9. T pray for them, Ipray not for the world, but ' 
| | or 
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for them, which thou baſt given me, for they are thine. And v. 19. For 
their fakes I ſanQifie my felte. 

Ninthly, Epbeſ. 5. 25. Husbands love your wives even as Chriſt 
alſo loved bisChurch and gave bimſelfe uh it, as As 20. 28. The ob- 
je& of Chriſts love andhis death is here afſerted ro be his Bride,his 
Church, and that as properly as a mans owne wife is the only al- 
lowed objet of his conjugall affeRQions : And if Chriſt had a ok 
to others ſo as to dye for them, then is there in the exhortation a 
latitude left unto men in conjugall affetions for other women 
beſides their wives, x 
I thought to have addedother arguments as intending a cleare dif- 
culingon the whole controverſie,bnt upon a review-of what hath 
beene ſaid, I doe with confidence take up and conclude, that theſe 
which have deen already urged wil be enough to ſatisfie them who 
will be ſatisfied with anything,& thoſe that are gbſtinate will not 
pO with more. So of our argumenty here ſhall bee an

Able to give juſtification 
from all things, from which by the Law men could nat be juſtified, AQ. 13. 
28. Now ſuch as was the fſacritice and offering of Chriſt in it (elf, 
ſuch was ic intended by his Father ic ſhould be: it was then the pur- 
poſe and intention of God that his Sonne ſhould offera ſacrifice 
of infinite worth, value, and dignity, ſufficient in it (elfe for the

« ;Exami- the ranſome he paid; but not in reſpe& of the efficacy of its ap-- 
ned plication; or, the bloud of Chriſt was a ſufficient price for the ſins 
ofall the world ; which laſt expreſſion is correQed by ſome, and 
* 2Clexred. thus afferted, © That the bloud of Chriſt was ſufficient to have 
beene made a price for all, which is moſt true, as was-before decla- 
red.: for its beinga price for all, or ſome, doth not ariſe from its 
qawne ſufficiency, worth, or dignity, but from the intention of 
Godand Chrilt, uſing it to that purpoſe, as was declared; and 
therefore it is denyed that the bloud of Chriſt was a ſufficient 
priceand ranſome for all, andeyery ane, not becauſe it was not 
ſufficient, but becauſe it wasnot a ranſome. And ſo it :ealily ap- 
pears what is to be owned in the diſtin&ion it ſelfe before exprelt; 
if it intend no more, but that the bloud of our Saviour was of ſuf- 
ficient value for the redemption of all andevery one,$ that Chriſt 
intended to lay down a. price which ſhould be ſufficient for their 
redemption, it is acknowledged as'moſt rrue,but the truth is, that 
expreſſion(ta dye for them) holds-out the iatentis of our Saviour in 
the laying down of the price to have been their redemption;which 
we deny, & affirm that then it could not be,but that they muſt be 
made aCtuall partakers of the eternall redemption purchaſed for 
them, unleſſe God failed in bis defigne, through the defe& of the 
ranſome paid by Chriſt,his juſtice refuſing to givea diſmiſſion up- 
on the delivery ofthe ranſome. 

Now the infinite value and worth which we aſſert to-be in:the 
death of Chriſt, we conceive to be exceedingly undervalued by the 
aſſertors of univerſall redemption,for that it ſhould be made to 
this or that objeR, fewer or more, we ſhewed before to bee extrin» 
ſecall to it, but its true worth conſiſts in. the immediate effedts , 
produQs and iflues of it, with what in its owne nature it is fit and

there is a truth in it, for our Saviour came, not to condemne all 
men in theworld : for firſt, condemnation of any, was not the 
prime aime of his coming; Secoadly, H- cane to favehis owne 

ple, and fo not to condemne all: inthe third, Gods eleR or 
a7 ane living in the wocld in their feverall generations, who 
were they , whom he intended ro ſave, andnoneelfe, or he fail- 
eth of his purpoſe ; and the endeavour of Chriitis inſufficient for 
the was” ay ons of that whereanto it is deſigned.

That no: argument can be caken from a phraſe of $ Xl, 
ſpeech in the Scripture in any particalar place, if in other places Args 2+ 


thereof, 'where it is uſed, the fignification preſſed from that place 
t evidently denycd, unlefie the ſcope of the place, or ſubje& 
matter doe enfarce it, For inftance God is faid to love the world, 
3nd {end his Sonne, tobe inChrilt reconciling the world to him- 
Glfe; and Chriſt to be a propitiation: for the fins of the 
whole world; if the ſcope of the places where theſe aſſertions are, 
or the (abjeft matter of which they creat , will-jnforce an univer-

without controll:burif not, if there be no inforcement of any ſucks 
interpretation from the places themſelves, why ſhould the werld 
there more ignitie all and every one, then in Tobn 1. 10. The world 
knew bim not, which if ic be meant of all, without exception then 
no one did believe in Chriſt, which is contrary to verſe 12. Or in 
Luke. 2. 1: That all the world ſbould be taxed, when none but the 
chief inhabicants of the Romane En'pire can be underſtood : orin 
John 8. 26. I ſpeake to the world thoſe things which I bave heard of him 
underſtanding the Jews to whom he ſpake, who then lived in the 
world , and notevery one to whom he was not ſent : orin John 
12. 19. Perceive yee not that the world is gone after bim ?. Which 
world was nothing but a great multitude of one ſmall nation': or 
in 1 Johns. 19. The whole world lyeth in wickedneſſe; from which 
notwithſtanding all believers are to be underſtood as exempteth: 
or in Rev. 13. 3, All the world wandred after the beaft ; which whether 
it be affirmed of the whole univerſality of individualls, in the 
world, let all judge. That all nations, an exprefſion of equall 
extent with that of the world, is in like manner to be anderſtood, 
is apparent. Rom. 1.5. Rev. 18. 3. 23. Pſal. 118. 10.1 Chron.1 4-17 
Fer. 27-7. It being evident that the words, world, all the world, the 
whole world, doe, where taken adjundtively for men in the world, 
uſually and almoſt alwayes denote — or many men in the 
world, diſtinguiſhed into good or believers or unbelievers, 
eleCt or reprobate:by what isimmediately in the ſeverall places af- 
firmed of them, 1 ſeeno reaſon in the world why they ſhould be 
wreſted to any other meaning or ſence in the places that are in 
controverſy between us and our opponents. The particular pla- 
ces we ſhall afterwards conſider. 

Now as we have faid of the word World, fo wee may of the 
word 2 All, wherein much ſtrength is placed,” and many cauſe- 
lefle boaſtings are raiſed trom it ; That it is no where affirmed 
in the Scripture that Chriſt dyed for al/ men, or gave himſelfe a 
ranſome for all men , much lefſe for all and every man, wee 
have before declared : That hee gave himſelfe a ranſome for all 
is expreſlely affirmed, 2 Tim. 2. 6. But now, who this Ml 
ſhould bee , whether all Believers, or all the Ele&, or ſome of all 
ſorts, or all of every ſort,is in debate. Our Adverſaries affirme 
the laſt, and the maine reaſon they bring to aſſert their interpre- 
tation is from the importance of the word it (elfe ; for, that the 
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circumſtances of the place, the analogy of faith, and other helps 

for expoſition, doe not at all favour their glofle , wee ſhall thew 

when wee come to the particular places urged. For the preſent - 
let us look upon the word in its uſuall acceptation in the Scrip- 

ture, and ſearch whether it alwayes neceſſarily requires ſuch an 

interpretation. | + 


x That the word All, being ſpoken of among all ſorts of men, x 1 Vecls- 
king wricing,any way exprelling themlelves, but eſpecially in 7ed- 


Writ, is to bee taken either Colle:vely for all in generall 
without exception, or diſtriburively for ſome of all ſorts, ex- 
cluding none, is more apparent than thatic can require any illu- 
tration. Thar ir is ſometimes taken in the firſt ſenſe, for all col- 
leively, is granted , and I need notprove It ; they whom wee 
oppoſe afhrming that this is the onely ſenſe of the word, though 
I dare boldly fay itis not oncein ten times ſo to be underſtood in 
the uſage of it through the whole Booke of God ; bur that ic is 
commonly, and indeed properly uſed in the latter ſenſe,for ſome 
of all forts, concerning whatſoever it is affirmed, a few inſtances 
for many that might be urged, will make it cleare : thus then yee 
have is, Tobn 12. 32. Andt;, if The lifted up from the earth, T will 
draw all unto mee : that we tranſlate it all men, as in other places 
( for though I know the ſenſe may bethe fame , yet the word mer 
being not in thebriginall but onely #45) I cannot approve.

757poncde 
literally all Beaſts or foure footed creatures, all manner of beaits or, 
beaſts of ſandry ſeverall ſorts : in the ſame ſenſe allo muſt it bee 
anderſtood, Rom. 14. 2. One betieverh that bee may eate all things, 
that is, what he pleaſeth, of things tobe eaten of - ſee moreover 
1 (or. 1.5. Yea in that very Chapter where men'fo cagarly contend 
that the word 41! is ro bee taken for all and every one (though 
fruitlefſely and falſely,as ſhall be demonſtrated) viz. 1 Tim. 2. 4, 
where it is ſaid, that God would have all men to bee fave, in that 
very Chapter (confeſſedly) the word is to bee expounded accor- 
ding to the ſenſe wee give, viz.v.8. Iwill therefore that men pray 
Tarr 7erw, which that ic cannot ſignitic every individuall place 
in Heaven, Earth and Hell is of all confeſſed, and needeth no 
proof. No more than when our Saviour is ſaid fo cure z«qay ricoy, 
as Matth. 8. 35. there, is to prove that hee did not cure every diſ- 
eaſe of every man, but onely all ſorts of diſeaſes. Sundry other 
inſtances might be given, to manifeſt that this is the moſt uſuall 
and frequent fignification of the word All in holy Scripture, and 
therefore from the bare word nothing can be inferred ro infDrce 
an abſolute unlimicted univerſal iry of all individualls to be inti- 
mated thereby. The particular places inſiſted on, wee ſhall after- 
wards confider. .

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all men, that are ſo a&ually juſtified , are no more nor leſſe than 
choſe that are Chriſts, that is beleevers, for certainly juſiification 
is not without faich. 
Secondly, the word all is ſometime uſed for ſome of all ſorts, 
Ter. 3t. 34. the word C991 is by Pay! rendred ms, Heb. $. 
11. So Tobn 12.32. 17Tjm. 2. I. 2, 3. which is made apparent by 
the mention of Kings, as one ſort of people there intended : 
and I make no doubt but it will appeare to all that the word 
muſt be taken in one of theſe ſenſes in every place where it is 
uſed in the bufinefſe of Redemption, as ſhall bee proved.. 
Thirdly, let a diligent compariſon bee made between the gene- 
rall expreſſions of the new, with the prediftions of the old Te- 
ſtament, and thap will be found to be anſwerable to, and expoſi- 
tary of one another. The Lord afhrming in the New, that, that was 
done, which in the old he fore-told ſhould be done : Now in the 
Predi&ions and Propheties of the Old Teftament(that all Nations, 
all fleſb, all people, all the ends, families, or Kindreds of the earth, the 
world, the whole earth,the Iſles, ſhall be converted, look up to Chrift, 
come to the mountaine of the Lord and the like ) none doubrs 
but that the ele of Godin all Nations,are onely fignified, know- 
ing that in them afone thoſe preditions have the truth of their 
accompliſhments: and why ſhould the ſame expreſſions uſed in 
the Goſpel, and many of them aiming dire&ly to declare the ful-- 
filling of the other, be Wire-drawne to a larger extent,ſo contra- 
oe Y the minde of the Holy Ghoſt? In fine, as when the Lord is 
ſaid to wipe teares from all faces, it hindetsnot but the Repro- 
bates ſhall be caſt out to eternity,where there is weeping and wai- 
ling, &c. So when Chriſt is ſaid co dyefor all, ic hinders not, but 
thoſe Reprobates may periſh to eternity for their ſinnes, withour 
any effeftuall remedy intended for them,though occaſionally pro- 
poſed to ſome of them.

in the world is commanded or invited tobelieve, but that he hath 
a ſufficient objeR to fixethe att of faich on, of crach enough for 
ies foundation, and latitude enough for its utmoſt exerciſe, which 
Fic then, h which the Goſpsllenjoynerh Gn 
irit then , the firſt thi icht | enjoyne ners, 
and which it 2 pi rn them to: believe, is, that 
ſalvation is not to be had in themſelves, in as much as all bave ſinned, 
and come ſhort of the glory of God , nor by the workes of the Law, 
by which no fleſh living can be juſtified : here is a faving Goſpell eruch 
for ſinners to believe , which the Apoſtle dwells upons wholly, 
Rom. Chapt. 1.2.3. to prepare a way for juſtification by Chriſt. 
Now what numberlefſe numbers are they to whom the Goſpell is 
preached, who never come fofarre as to believe ſo much as this ? 
amongſt whom you may reckon almoſt the whole nation of the 
Fewes,,a3i8 apparent Rom 9.10.3. 4 Now nat to-goec ane ſtep fur- 
- ther wich any propoſall, a contempt of this obje&of faith is che 
finne of. infidelity; 

Secondly, the Gofpell requires faith to this, that there is ſal- 
vation tobe had in the promiſed ſeed, in hin» who was before or- 
dained to bee a Captaine of falvation to then. that doe delieve : 
and here alſo at this tryall, forhe Millions:of the great Army of 
men outwardly called, drop off, and doc never believe with true 


divine 


- 
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divine faith that God hath provided a way for the ſaving of 
finners. 

Thirdly , that Jeſus of Nazareth who was crucified by the 
Zewes,was this Saviour, promiſed before : and that there 1s no name 
under beauen given whereby they may be ſaved, beſides bis : And-this 
was the maine point upon which the Jewes broke off, refuling to 
accept of. Chritt as the Saviour of men,but rather proſecuted him 
as an enemy of God, & are thereupon ſo oft charged with infide- 
lity & damnable unbeliefe ; the queition was not berweene Chriſt, 
and them, whether hee dyed for them all or no ; but whether he 
was that Meſſias promiſed, which they denyed, and jp in 
their unbelicfe, Now, before theſe three afts of faith bee 
performed , in vaine is the ſoule exhorted , further to 
climbe uppermoſt ſteppes , and mifle all the bottome founda- 
ON ones. 

Fourthly , the Goſpell requires a reſting upon this Chriſt ſo 
diſcovered, and belceved on to be the promiſed Redeemer, as an 
all-ſufficient Saviour , with whom is plenteous Redemption,and 
who isable to ſave to the utmoſt them that come to God by him, 
and to beare the barthen of all weary labouring ſoules, that come 
by faith to him : in which propoſall, there is a certaine infallible 
truth grounded upon the | re” nm an9 ſufficiency of the Ob- 
lation of Chriſt in it ſelfe for whomſoever (fewer or more) it bee 
intended. Now mach ſelfe-knowledge, much convittion, much 
ſenſe of finne, God's juſtice , and free'grace is required taghe ex- 
erciſe of this aft of faith.Good Lord ! how many thouſand poore 
foules within the pale of the Church, can never be brought unto 
it? Thecruth is, without the helpe of Gods ſpirit none of thoſe 
three before, much lefſe this laſt, can be performed, which work- 
eth freely, when, how and in whom it pleaſcth. 

Fiftly, theſe things being firmely ſeated in the ſoule ( and not 

re, we are every one called in particular to believe the efficacy 

of the Redemption, that is inthe bloud of Jefus toward our own 

ſoules in particular, which every one may afſuredly doe,in whom 
the free grace of God hath wrought the former aGts of faith,and 
doth worke this alſo, withouteither doubt, qr feare of want of a 
right obje& to beliere, if they ſhould ſo doe ; for cercainly Chriſt. 
dyed forevery one , in whoſe hearts the Lord by his Almighey 
er works cficQually faith, to lay hold on him, & afſent unto 
fi, according to that orderly-propoſall that is held forth os

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Crap.2, Objelions particularly anſwered, eb. 
Goſpell. Now according to this order ( as by ſome'ic is obſer- 
ved) are the Articles of our faith diſpoſed in the Apoſtles Creed ; 
(chat ancient ſummary of Chriſtian Religion commonly fo cal- 
led ) the remiſſion of our ſinnes and life eternall being in the laſt 
place propoſed to be believed ; for before wee attaine ſo farre, 
the relt muſt be firmely roote1: So that it is a ſencelefſe vanity to 
cry out of the nullity of the obje& to bee believed, if Chrilt 
dyed not for all , there being an abſolutetruth in every thing 
_ any is called to affent unto according to the order of the 
Goſpell. 

And ſo I have propoſed the generall foundations of thoſe An- 
ſwers, which we ſhall give to the enſuing Objetions, whereunto 
to make particular Application of them will be an eaſie taske, as I 
hope will be made apparent unto all. |

liberty, and errour, F ſuppoſe the moſt of then have been obje&- 
ed to the reader already, by men lying in waite to deceive, or are 
likely to be, I ſhall therefore ſhew you the poiſon, .and withall 
furniſh ye with an antidote againſt the venom of ſuch (elfe- ſeekers 
as our dayes abound withall. 

Secondly, I muſt defire yee, that when: yee heare an obje&tion, 
ye would not be carryed away with the ſound of wgrds, nor 
ſuffer it to take impreſſion upon your Spirits, remembring wich 
how many demonſtrations, andiinnumerable places of Scripture

undenyably confirmed , is uſually with great noiſe and clamour cautionr

the truth oppoſed by them, hath been confirmed, but reſt your 
ſelves untill che places be well weighed, the Arguments pondered 
the anſwers ſet downe, and then the Lord dire youto try all 
things and hold fait that which is good.

the ſtrcjſe of the controvertie, and the thing wherein the ditference 

> lyeth, leaving all other flouriſhes and ſwelling words of vanity as 
ofno weight, of no importance. 

SI. Now the objedions laid agaialt the truth maintained, are of two 
ſorts, the firſt, taken from Scripture perverted, the other fram 
reaſon abuſed, we begin with the fartt, the objeftions taken from 
Scripture, all the places whereot that may any way ſeeme to con- 

> Remon qradict our afſertion are by our Þ ſtrongeſt adverjaryes in their great- 
= ly" eſt ftirength, referred to three heads, Firtt, Thole places that atticm 
; that Chriſt dyed for the world, or otherwiſe that make mention 
of the word world in the butineſſe of redemption. Secondly, 
Thoſe that mention all and every man eicher in the work of 
Chriſt's dying for them, or where God is ſaid to will their falva- 
tion. Thirdly, Thoſe which afticm2 Chriit bought, or dyed for 
them that periſh. Hence they draw out three principall arguments 
or Sopbiſmes, on which they muci infiſt: all which we ſhall by 
the Lords afliltance conſider in their ſeverall order, with the places 
— of Scripture brought to confirme and firengthen them, the firlt 
whereof is taken from the word world, and is thus propoſed by 
them , to whom our poore pretenders , are. indeed very

(which is a frenzy )chis Syllogiſme is moſt ſophittically falſe, if 
then yee will take any proofe from the word world, it mnt not 
be from the thing ic ſelfe, but from. the fignification of the word 
In the Scripture, as thus, |

apparently in the Syllogiſme, unleffe the ſome places in the firft, be

Look 
how much any thing wants, of the fulfilling of. that whereunto - 
it is carryed out with any deſire naturall or voluntary, ſo much 
it wanteth of (blefſednefle. and happineſſe ; fo that without im- 
pairing of the infinite bleſſednefle of the ever blefled God, no na- 
tarall affeftion unto any thing, never to be accompliſhed, can be

Secondly, If the Lord hath a naturall affe&ion to all, as to 
love them ſo farre, as to ſend his Sonne to dye for them; whence 
is it that this affeftion of his doth not receive accompliſhment 2 
whence is it that 'it is hindred, and dath not produce its effetts ? 
why doth not the Lord engage his power for the faltilling of his 
deſire ? It doth not ſ-eme DG to his infinit wiſedon'e (fay they ) 
ſo todoe. Then is there an affeFion in God to that, which in 
his wiſedome he cannot proſecute; thisamong the Sonnes of men 
the wormes of the earth, would be calleda brutiſh atf:&ion.

naturall muſt be equall in all its operations ; and that which is 
naturall co God muſt be eternall. Many mote effectuall reaſons 
are produced by our Divines for the denyal of this naturall affeCti- 
on in God in the reſolution of the Arminian diſtin&tion, ( I call 
it ſo,as now by them abuſed )) of Gods antecgdent and conſequent 
will, co whom the learned Reader may repaire for ſatisfaQtion : 
ſo that the love mentioned in this place, is not that naturall af- 
fe&ion to all in generall, which is not :-But, 
Secondly, It is the ſpeciall love of God to bis ele&, as we affirme, 
and ſoconſequently not any ſuch thing as our adverſaryes ſuppoſe 


to be intended by it, viz. a velleity or naturall inclination to the good of =. ow 
all for firſt, the love here intimated, is abſolutely the moſt eminent in thar 
and tranſcendent love, that ever God ſhewed or bare towards any difference 
miſerable creature ; yea the intention of our Saviour, is ſo to ſer 22'Ptain-

but he ſpared himnot but gave bim up to death for us all, Rom. 8. 34. 
Whereunto, fora cloſe of all caſt your eyes upon his deſigne and 
purpoſein this whole bufmeſe and yeſhall finde, that ie was,that 
believers, thoſe whom he thus loved, might not periſh, thatis un- 
dergoe the utmoſt miſery and wrath to eternity which they had 
deſerved, but haveeverlaſting life, eternal! glory with himſelfe, 
which of themſelves they could no way attaine, and ye will eafily 
grant that greater love hath no man than this : Now if the Jove 
here mentioned be the greateſt, higheſt and chiefeſt of all, certain- 
ty it cannot be that common affeftion towards all, that we dil- 
cufſed before ;- for the love whereby men are aRually, and eternal- 
ly ſaved, is greater than that, which may conſiſt with the periſh-

feſt by undeniable reaſons, that the text cannot be ſo underſtood, 
C as by righc ) as itis urged, and wreſted for univerſall Redemp- 
tion. 
1-To whom _Firſt,a diſcovery of them to whom the Epiſtle was peculiarly diretted, 
+2t Apofti® will give ſome light into the meaning of the Apoſtle. This is one 
wrizcty of thoſe things which, inthe inveſtigation of the right ſenſe ofany 
placegis exceeding conliderable. For although this, and all other 
parts of divine Scripture, were given for the uſe benefit and di- 
retion of the whole Church ; yet, that many parts of ic, 'were di- 
rected to peculiar Churches, and particular perfons, and ſome 
diſtin&t ſorts of perſons, and ſo immediately ayming at ſc 

things, to ber reproved, removed, or eſtabliſhed, with di- 
reC reference to thoſe peculiar perſons and Churches, need\no fa- 
bour to prove. Now though we bave: nothing wrictery' expreſly 
nominating them, to whom this Epiſtle was primarily dire&ed, 
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to make an aſſertion thereof,” infallibly' true, and de fide, yer by 
cleare and evident dedution, it may bz made more than probable 
that it was intended tothe Jewes or believers of rhe circumciſion, for 
Firſt, John was in peculiar manner, a Miniſter 8&an Apoſtle to the 
Tewes, and therefore they were the-moſt immediate and proper ob- 
jets of his care, James, Cephas, and Tobn, gave to Paul: and Barnabas 
the right band of fellowſhip that they ſbould goe to the Gentiles, and them- 
ſelves to the circumcifion, Gal. 2. 9. Now as Peter and' James ( for it 
was that James, of whom Paul there ſpeakes who wrote the E- 
piſtle, the brother of John being ſlainebefore)in the proſecution 
of their- Apoſtleſhip towards them, wrote Epiltles unto them in 
. their diſperfion, Tam. 1.1. 1 Pet. 1. 1. As Paul did toall the chiefe 
Churches among the Gentiles by him planted : ſo it is more than 
probable, that Tob writing this — direQed it chiefly. and in 
the firſt place unto them, who chiefly and in the firſt place were the 
obje&s of his care and Apoltleſhip. | 

; Secondly, He frequently intimates, chat thoſe to whom he 
wrote were of them, who heard of, and received the word.from 
the beginning, ſo twice together in this cbap. v. 7. That comman- 
dement which ye beard from the beginning ; Now that the promul- 
gation of the Goſpell had its beginning among the ewes, and ics 
firſt entrance with them, before the converſion of any of the Gen- 
tiles, which was a myſtery for a ſeaſon, is apparent from: the 
ſtory of the As of the Apoltles chap. 1,2, 3, 4, 5,6. 12: To the 
Iew firſt, and then to the Greeke, was the ord:c divinely appointed, 
Rom. 1. 16,17. | 
 -Thirdly, The oppoſition that the Apolile makes, between us, 

and the world, in this very place is ſuthcieat to manifeſt unto 
whom he wrote. Asa Tew, he reckoneth himſelte with, and a- 
mong the believing Jewes, to-whom hewrote : and ſets himſelfe 
with them, in oppoſition to the refidue of believers-in the world, 
and this is uſuall with this Apoſtle , wherein, how he is to be un- 
derſtood, he declares in his Goſpell, Ibn 11.5 1.52. 

Fourthly, The frequent mention, and cautious, that he makes 
and gives, of falſe teachers, ſeducers, Anticbriſts, (which in thoſe ficſt 
dayes, were, if not all of them, yet for the greateſt part, of 'the 
circamcition, agis manifeſt from Scripture and Eccleijiaſticall tory; 
of whom the Apoſtle (aid that chey went out from thens chap.4.): 
evidently declares that to them in eſpeciall was this Epiſtle dire&-: 
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ed, who lay more open, and were more obnoxious to the ſeduce- 
ments of their Countreymen than others. Now this being thus 
cleared, if withall, ye will reminde what was ſaid before concern- 
ing the inveterate hatred of that people towards the Gentiles, and 
the ingrafted opinion they had concerning their owng ſole intereſt, - 
in the Redemption precured 8& purchaſed by their Meſſiah, ic will 
be no difficult thing for any, to diſcerne the aime of the Apoſtle 
in this place, in the expreſſion fo much ſtucke at. He (faith he ) is 
a propitiation for our finnes, that is, our-finnes who are believers 
of the Tewes z andleſt by this afſertion, they ſhould take occaſion 
to confirme themſelves in their former errour, he addes, and not 
for ours onely, but fot the ſinnes of the whole werld : or the children of 
God throughout the world, at gow x1. 51.52. Of what Nation, 
Kindred, Tongue, or Language ſoever they were. So that we have 
nof here an oppoſition, between the effettuall {alvation of all be- 
lievers, and the effetuall Redemption which belonged to the 
Tzwes believers, toall other believers, or children of God through- 
out the whole world. 
Secondly, For the aime and intention of the Apoſtle in theſe 
words, it is to give conſolation to believers againſt their finnes 
and faylings. If any man ſinne we bave an Advocate with the Father 
Feſus Chriſt the Rigbteous, and be is a propitiation for our finnes : 
the very order and ſeries of the words, without farther inlarge= 
ment, proves this to be ſo,that they were believers onely, to whom 
he intended this conſolation, that they ſhould not deſpaire , nor 
utterly faint under their infirmities, becauſe of a ſufficient, yea 
effetuall remedy provided , is no Iefle evident; for, 1. They 
onely have an advocate, it is confeſſed, that believers onely 
have an intereſt in Chriſts advocation. 2. Comfort in ſuch a caſe, 
belongs to none but them : unto others in a ſtate and condition 
of alienation, wrath is to be denounced. 1ob.3.36. 31”. They are the 
little children to whom he writes,v. 1. whom he deſcribes,v.12.1. 3 
To bave their fines forgiven them for bis names ſake, and to know the 
Father. So that the aimie of the Apoſtlebeing ro make out conſo- 
lation to believers in their failings, he can ſpeake of none but them 
onely : and if he ſhould extend that whereof he ſpeakes, viz. that 
Chriſt was a propiriation, to all and every one,l cannot perceive, 
how this 'can poſſibly make any thing to the end propoſed, or 
the conſolation of believers;for what comfort can ariſe from hence 
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{hall be damned ? Will that be any refre{hment. unto mee, which 
is common unto me with them that periſh eternally ? is noc this 
rather a Pamice ſtone, than a breaſt of conſolation ? If you aske 
how comfort can be givento all, and evecy one,  unlefſe Chritt 

dyed for them : I fay, if by all andevery onz, you meane all B:lie- 

vers; Chrilt is,as in the Text aſſerted, apropitiation and an Ad- 
vocate for them all : if all others, reprobates and unbelievers, we 4 
fy, that there isneither in the death of Chriit, nor in the word - Mi 
of God, any ſolid ſpirituall conſolation prepared for them ; the q 
Childrens bread mult not be calt to Dogs. 

The meaning and purport of the word Propitiation , which SV. 
Chriſt is ſaid tobe, for us, and the whole world, is next to be conli- With the 
dered. The word in the Original! is ja«9us, twice onely uled in importance 
the new Teſtament. Here, and Chap. 4. Verle 10. of this fame E- Fo the am- 
pilite ; the Verbe alſo iadorouer is as often uſed,viz. 2 Heb. 2. 17 77 1 
Tranſlated there( and that properly conſidering the conſtruftion ,q. 
it is in) to make reconciliation. And Luke 18. 13-itis the word of 1 of Pro- 
the Publican, iz lt wor, be mercifull to me. There is alſo ano- pitiation. "4 
ther word of the tame originall,& alike fignification, viz iaeFigroy : 
twice alſouſed, Rom.3. 25. there Tranſlated a Propitiation ; and i 
Hebr. 9.5. where it is uſed for, audalſo rendred the mercy Seate 3 
which will give ſome light into the meaning of the Word. That 
which Exodus 25.17. is called C apporeth, from Caphar, properly 
to cover, is here called ixesjpioy, that which Chrilt is ſaid to bee 
Rom. 3. 25. Now this mercy Seate was a Plate of pure gold, two 
Cubits and an halfe Jong, and a Cubit and a hilfe broad, like the 
uppermoſt plate or board of a Table, that was laid apon the Ark, 
ſhadowed over with the wings of the Cherubim. Now this word 
N25 comes aswas ſaid from Dy whoſe firlt native and genuine 
ſenſe is to cover, (though molt commonly uſed to expiate.) This 
Plate or M:rcy Seate, was ſo called, becaule it was placed upon 
the Arke and covered it, as the wings of the Cherubim hovered 
over that : the myſticall uſe hereof, being to hide ( as it were) the 
Law or rigid tenure of the Covenant of Workes, which was in 
the'Arke ; God thereby.declaring himſelfe to bee pacitied or re- 
conciled, the cauſe of anger and enmity being hidd:n- Hence the 
word commeth to have its ſecond acceptation : even that which 
is rendred by the Apoſtle ixasigrey placatten, or placamentum, that 
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whereby God is appealed. This, that did plainly fignifie, being 
$7 wc} with the wings of the Cherubim, road Gods pre- 

ſence in power and goodneſſe, which were made crouching over 
it, as the wings of an Hen over her Chickens. ' Hence that prayer 

of David, to be hid under the ſhadow of Gods wings, Pſal. 36.7- 

57.1. 61.4 63+ 7- 91-4 ( and perhaps that 5 of our 
Saviour, Matth.23.37.)) intimating the tavourable prote&ion of 
God, in mercy, denoted by the wings of the Cherubim, cover- 
ing the propitiatory, embracing that which covered the Bill of 
accuſation ; which typically was that Table or golden Plate , or 
Covering before deſcribed, truely and really Jeſus Chriſt, as is 
exprefſely aftirmed, Romans 3. 25.Now all this will give us ſome 
light into the meaning of the Word,and fo conſequently into the 
ſenſe of this place, with the minde of the Holy Ghoſt therein- 
ixaguds and inafigwr , both tranſlated a propitiation , with the 
Verbe of the ſame Originall, (the bottomeof them all being do 
not uſed in the New Teſtament , which in Eyſtathius is from - 
$ua Azer, intently and with care to looke upon any thing, like 
the Oracle on the mercy feat ) doe fignifie that. which was done 
or typically effe&ted by the mzrcy ſear, viz. to appeaſe, pacifie,and 
reconcile God, in reſpe& of averſation for finne. Hence that 
phraſe, Hebr. 2. 17. Idoxegas ms apaplias 58 act; which the 
Latiniit, render expiare peccata popul;, to expiate the ſinnes of the 
people. ( Expiare, is in this butineſſe toturne away anger by an 
attonement ; ſo the Hiſtorian, Solere Reges portenta celeſtia cede 
aliqua illuſtri expiare, &* a ſemet in capitaprocerum depellere, Suet. in 
Nerone. ) We render it, To make reconciliation for the finnes of the 
people, The word will beare both ; the meaning being to appeaſe 
orpacihe, or ſatisfie God for finne, that it might not bee impated 
to them , towards whom he was ſo appeaſed. iaaozsga: Tds apuay- 
rias 5% aa8,is as much as, indoxeSas dy 9860r megh rwr dpag]ior to pa- 
Gitie God concerning finne. Hence the word receiveth another fig- 
nitication . that wherein it is uſed by the the Publican, Luke 18. 
13. IAdali pos, be mercifull to mee 3, that is, let me enjoy. that mer- 
cy trom whence flowes the pardon of finne,by thy being appeaſed 
rowards me, and reconciled unto mee. From all which it apea- 
reth, that the meaning of the word Iaeauis or propitiation which 
Chrilt is ſaid to be, is that, whereby the Law is covered, God appea- 
(ed, and reconciled, ſin expiated, and the ſinner pardoned : whence 
pardon 
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pardon and remiſſion of finne, is ſo often placed as the produd, 
and fruit of his blood(heding,whereby he was a propitiation Matth. 
26.28. Epb.1.7.Col. 1. 14. Heb. 9. 22. Rom. 3-25. Rom. 5.9. 1 Job. 
I. 7. 1 Pet. 1. 2. Revel. 1.5. From that which hath been faid, the 
ſence of the place is evident to be , that Chriſt hath ſo expiated 
finne, and reconciled to God , that the ſinner is pardoned , and 
received to mercy for his ſake, and that the law ſhall never be 
produced, or brought forth for his condemnation. Now whe- 
ther this can be tollerably applyed to the whole world (taking it 
for all and every man in the world) let all the men in the world, 
that are able, Judge. Are the finnes of every one expiated ? is 
God reconciled to every one ? is every ſinner pardoned, ſhall no 
one have the tranſpreſſion of the law charged on him 2 why then 
is not every oneſaved ? doubtleſſe all thele are true of every believ- 
er, and of no aneelſe in the whole world: for them,the Apoſtle 
affirmed that Chriſt is a propitiation , that he might ſhew, from 
whence ariſeth , and wherein chiefly, if not onely, that Advoca- 
tion forthem, which he promiſeth as the fountaine of their con- 
ſolation did conſiſt , even in a preſentation of the attonement 
made by his bloud: he is alſoa propitiation onely by faith. Rom.3. 
5- And ſurely none have faith , but believers: and therefore cer- 
 tainly it is, they onely throughout the world for whom a- 
lone, Chriſt is a propitiation: unto them alone, God ſayes iatus 
00a, | will be propitious , the great word of the new Covenant 
Hebr.8.12. They alone being covenanters.

Firſt, That whereas, with that which is equivalent unto it, 
( all theworld) it is uſed ſeven oreight times in the new Teſta- 
ment, it cannot be made appeare cleerely and undeniably, that in 
any place( ſave perhaps one where it is uſed in re neceſſaria ) it 
comprizeth all and every w_ in the world : ſo that unlefſe ſome 
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circumſtance in this place, enforce that ſenſe, (which it doth not) 
it will be a plaine wreſting of the words, to force that interpreta- 
tion upon them : let us then briefly looke npon the places, be- 
ginning with the laſt, and ſo aſcending: now that is Revel. 3. 10. 
I will bcep thee from the houre of temptation, which ſhall come int Tis 
LM xupbons 3ans upon the whole world:{(the world word is other in the 0- 
riginall here, than in the place we have before us ; there bein 
divers words to expreſle the ſame thing, confidered under ſeve 
notions,) where that it cannot lignihe all and every one is evident, 
becauſe ſome are promiſed to be preferyved from that which is ſaid 
to come upon it. Paſling the place of which we treate. th-next is, 
Col. 1. 6. Which is,come unto you xaYus xd irrai]t md xboup as in 
all the world : where. 1. AJ] andevery man cannot be underſtood; 
for they had not all then received the Gofpell. 2. Onely believers 
are here ſignified , living abroad in the world, becauſe the Goſpell 
5s ſaid to bring forth fruit in then! to whom it comes, and there is 
no true Goſpell fruit, without faich and repentance. Another 
place is Rom. 1. 8. their. faith is declared ir tg 7 xbopup in the whole 
world; did every one in the world heare, and ſpeake of the Roman 
faith ? you haveit alſo, Luk. 2, 1. Therewent a decree from Au- 
guſtus Ceſar amvygd92 Sat mira) Thy emovutrny that the whole world 
ſhould be taxed:which yet was but the Romane Empire, ſhort enough 
of comprizing all fingular pry in the world. It were needlefſe 
to repeate the reſt, being all of the ſame indefinite importanceand 
ſignification. If then the expreflion it ſelfe, doth not holdout any 
ſuch univerſallity as is pretended, unlefſe the matter concerning 
which it is uſed, and the circumſtances of the place doe require 
it(neicherof which inforcements have any appearance in thisplace) 
there is no colour to faſten fuch an acceptation upon it; rather 
may we conclude, that, all the world and the whole-world, being in 
other places taken indefinitely for men of all forts, throughout 
the world, the fame words are no etherwiſe here to be under- 
ſtood, ſo that Jars xiopues, is here no more than txxayoia xafe- 
an, 

Secondly, The whole world, can fignifie no more than, all nati- 
ons, all the families of the earth, all fleſh, all men, all the ends of the 
world; Theſe ſurely are expreſſions equivalent unto, and as com- 
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prehenfive of particulars, as the whote world. But now all theſe ex- 
preſlions we finde frequently, to beare out believers onely, bur as 
of all ſorts, and throughout the world , and why ſhould not 
this phraſe alſo, be affirmed to be, in the ſame matter,of the ſame, 
and no other importance ? We may inſtance in ſome places. 41! 
the ends of the earth have ſeene the ſalvation of our God, Plalme 93.3. 
All the ends of the world ſhall remember and turne to the Lord, and all 
the kindreds of the Nations ſball worſhip tefore thee, Plalme 22. 27. 
All Nations ſball ſerve thee, Plalme 72.1 1. Which generall exprelli- 
ons, doe yet denoteno more, but onely the Believers of all the 
ſeverall nations of the world, who alone ſee the ſalvation of 
God ; remember and turne to him and ſerve him. So Foel 2. 18, 
I will poure out of my Spirit upon all flefb, as the words -are againe 
repeated, on the accompliſhment of the promiſe, As 2. 17. Luke 
uling the ſame expreſſion , as part of a Sermon of Fobn Baptiſt, 
All fleſb ſball ſee the ſalvation of God. What a_conquelt ſhould we 
have had prochaimed , if it had beene any where affirmed , that 
Chriſt dyed for all fleſh,all nations,all kindreds,8&c? which yet are 
but Liveries of Believers, though garments as wide and large as 
this expreſſion, the whole world. Believers are called all nations, 
Ta. 2.2. Chap. 66.18. Yea all men, Titus 2. 11. For to them a- 
lone the ſalvation-bringing-grace of God is manifeſt. If they- 
then , the children of God, bee, as is apparent, in the Scripture 
phraſe,all fleſh,all nations,all kindreds,all the ends of the world, 
all the ends of the earth, all men, why not alſo the whole world ? 
Thirdly, the whole world doth ſometime fignifie the worſer part 
of the world ; and why may itnot by a like Synechdoche figni- 
fie the better part thereof 2 Revel. 12. 9. The Devill and Sathan 
who deceiveth the whole world is caſt out. That is, the wicked and re- 
probate-in the whole world , others rejoycing in his overthrow, 
verſe 10. 1 Fobn5.19. 6 #%0pes 8a, The whole world lyeth in evill : 
where the whole world is oppoſed to them which are of God in 
the beginning of the Verſe. The contrary ſenſe yoa have Co. 1. 
6. This then being ſpoken, to cleare'the fignification of the ex- 
preſſion here inſiſted on,will make it evident,that there is nothing 
at all in the words themſelves , that ſhould enforce any to con- 
ceive , that all and every man in the world are denoted by 
them, but rather Believers, even all that did or ſhould be- 
lieve, throughout the whole world, in oppoſition onely to ' 
P 2 belie- 
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Obje@ions particularly anſwered,and L184. 
believers of the Jewiſh Nation. Which, that it is the meaning of 
the place, belides what hath been clearly demonſtrated, | prove by 
theſe Reaſons : 

Firlt, this place treateth not of the ranſome of Chriſt, 
in reſpeCt of impetration, but of application : for it affirmes Chrilt 
to be that by his death, which he is onely by faith, as was mani- 
felted from Romans 3. 25. alſo from application onely, ariſeth 
conſolation. Now never any ſaid,that the application of the death 
of Chriſt was univerſal! : therefore this place cannot have regard 
to all and every one. | 

Secondly,Chritt is here ſaid to be a propitiation only for ſuch, 
asare intended in theplace ; which is apparent. But now Belie- 
vers onely are here intended ; for, it is to givethem conſolation 
in their failings : in which caſe, conſolation belongeth to 
themalone. Th refore it is believers onely, though of all ſorts, 
times, places and conditions, for whom Chriſt is Fad to be a pro- 

itiation. | 

Thirdly , this kinde of phraſe and expreſſion in other places, 
cannot poſlibly betortured to ſuch an extenſion,as to comprehend 
all and every one, as was apparent from the places before alledg- 
ed. To which adde, Matthew, 3.5» Then went out anto him, 
Tage 4 Toudaia xa} rare 1 meeixags 58 Woghdre, all Fudea, and 
all the Region about Jordan : among whom notwithitanding the 
Phariſies reje&ted his Baptiſme. Why, then ſhould it be ſo under- 
ſtood here,efpecially all circumſtances(as hath been ſhewed)being 
contrary to ſuch an Interpretation ? 

Fourthly , the moſt cleare parallel! places in the Scripture are 
oppoſite to ſuch a ſenſe, as is im poſed. See Coloſ1. 6. Joby 
II. 52. : 

Fifcly , if the words are to be underſtood to fignifie all and 
every one in the wo-1d, then is the whole Afﬀertion uſclefle, as 
co the chiefe end intended, viz. to adminiſter conſolation to be- 
Jievers. For what conſolation can ariſe from hence unto any be- 
liever , that Chriit was a propitiation for them that periſh? yea 
to ſay that he was « ſufficient propitiation for them , though notef- 
fetuall, will yeeld them no more comfort , than it would have 
done Jacov and his Sonnes, to have heard from Foſepb, that hee 

had corne enough, ſufficient to ſuſtaine them ; but that he would: 
doe fo, was altogether unzertain : for had he told them, he would 
ſuſtaine 
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ſuſtaine them (ufficiencly , though not effe&ually , they might 
have ſtarved notwithſtanding his curtefie. The whole world then it, 
this place , is the whole people of God, (oppoſed to the Jewiſh

Nation, Kindred, Tongue, or Family ſoever, who are ſome of all 
ſorts, not all of every ſort : ſo that this place makes nothing for ge»

It is the intention of the Apoſtle to comfortall,in their 
feares and doubts ; but every one in the world may bee in feares 
and doubts : therefore he propoſeth this, that chey all may bee 
comforted. 

Anſw. The 4! that may bee in feares and doubts, in the bu- 
fineſſe of conſolation, muſt of neceſlity be reſtrained to believers; 
as was before declared. 

Objeft. 2. All Believers are comprehended in the firſt branch, 
for our ſinnes; and therefore in the increaſe and extenſion of the 


Afﬀertion, by adding, for the finnes of the whole world, all others are 


intended. 
Anſw. 1. In the firſt part, the believing Jewes alone are inten- 
ded, of whom Jobn was one ; and the addition,is not an extend- 


' Ing of the propitiation of Chriſt,to others than Believers,but one- 


Iy to other Believers. 2, If it might be granted, that in the firſt 
branch, all believers then living were comprehended , who 
might preſently be made partakers of this truth; yet the increaſe 
or acceſſion muſt be, by analogy, onely thoſe, who were to bee, in 
after ages, and remoter places than the name of Chriſt had then 
reached unto; even all thoſe, who according to the prayer of our 
Saviour, Febn 17. ſhould believe on his name to the end of the 
world. And thus the two maine places produced for the confir- 
mation of the firſt Argument, are vindicated from the falſe gloſ- 
ſesand violent wreſtings of our aduerſaries ; the reſt will be caſi- 
ly cleared.

This giving of himſelfe,was the SA and offering up him- tt :

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ſelfe, an acceptable Oblation, for the ſinnes of them , for whom 
he ſuffered, his intention being that they, for whom, dying, bee 
fo offered himſelfe, might have life eternall thereby : which be- 
cauſe it was not for the Jewes onely , but alſo for all the Ele& of 
Godevery where, hee calleth them the world. That the 7Yorld 
here cannot fignifie all and every one, that ever were,or ſhould be, 
is as manifeſt as if ic were written with the beames of the Saunne; 
and that becauſe it is made the objet of Chriſts intendments , to 

rchaſe for them, and beſtow upon them life and ſatvation. 
ow, I ask, whether any wy cup bereaved of all ſpirituall and 
naturall ſenſe, can imagine,-that Chriſt in his Oblation, intended 
to purchaſe life and ſalvation for all them, whom he knew tobe 
damned many ages before, the irreverfible Decree of wrath being 
gone forth againſt them ? Or who dares once affirme, that Chrilt 
gave himſelfe for the lite of them, who notwithſtanding thar, by 
his diſappointment doe come ſhort of it toeternity ? ſo that if 
we had no other place , ro manifeſt that the word YYorld doth 
not alwayes ſignifie all, but onely ſome of all ſorts, as the 
Ele& of God are , but this one produced by our Adverfaries to 
the contrary,l hope with all equitable Readers,our defence would 
receive no prejudice. | 
Ss Nl: Divers other places I finde produced by T. M. chap. 14. of the 
univerſality of free grace,to the pretended end in hand: which with 
that whole Chapter ſha!l be briefely conſidered, : 
The firft infifted on by him is 2 Cor, 5. 19. God was in Chriſt 
conſidered. —_ the Vorld unto bimſelfe, not impating their Treſpaſſes unto 
Anſw. Really, hee muſt have no ſmall confidence of his owne 
ſtrength, and his Readers weaknefſe ., who from this place ſhall 
undertake to conclude the univerſality of Redemption ; and that 
the Yorld, doth here fgnifte all and every one therein. They who 
'are called the World, verſe 19. are termed us, verſe 18. He bath re- 
contiled ws to bimſelfe by Chrift. As alſo verſe 21. where they are 
farther deſcribed, by Chrifts being made finne for them, and their be- 
ing made the Righteouſneſſe of God in him. Are theſe things true of 
all in the world? If this Text may receive any Tight, from whar 
is antecedent and conſequent amto it; if the word any interpre- 
tation from thoſe expretſions, which are direfly expolitary of .itz 
by the world here,. can-be meant none but Ele Beleevers. 2 Gods 
| reconcaling 
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reconriling the world unto bimſelſe , is deſcribed evidently either to 
conſiſt in , or neceſſarily to inferre a non- imputation of finne ,-to 
them, or that world 3 which is further interpreted to bee, an 
impatation of the righteouſnefſe of Chrilt, verſe 21, Now in 
theſe cwo things conlifteth the bleſſednefle of Jufſtincation in 
Chriſt, Row. 4. 7. Therefore this whole world, which God in 
Chriſt ceconcileth to himſelfe, is a bleſſed jultited world : not all 
and every one of the ſonnes of men, that ever were, are, or ſhall 
be in the world, che greateſt part of whom, he in evill. 5. This, 
God in Chriſt reconciling, holdeth out an aCtuall worke of reconci- 
liation : Now this muſt be either an abſolute Reconciliation , or 
a conditionate : if abſolute, why are not all atually and abſolute- 
ly reconciled, pardoned, juſtified ? if conditionate; then, firſt, 
how can a conditionate reconciliation, be reconciled with that which 
is ataal? Secondly,why is no condition here mentioned ? Third» 
ly » What ischat condition ? ls it faith and believing ? Then the 
enſe of the words maſt be, eicher, firſt, God was in Chriſt, re- 
conciling a believing world unto himſelfe, of which there is no 
need ; far Believers are reconciled : or, ſecondly, God was in 
Chrit, reconciling an unbelieving world unto himſelfe , upon 
condition that it doe beliefe, that is, upon condition that ic bee 
not unbelieving, that is, that it be reconciled: is this the minde 
of the holy Spirit ? Fourthly, if this reconciliation of the world 
confiſt (as it doth) in a not imputation of ſinne, then this is ei- 
ther of all their finnes, or onely of ſome finnes * if of ſome only, 
then Chriſt ſaves onely from ſome finnes ; if of all, then 
of unbeliefe alſo, or it is no finne : then all the men in 
the World muſt needes be ſaved, as whoſe unbeliefe is par- 
doned : The JYorld here then, is onely the world of bleſſed 
pRo__ Believegs, who are made the Righteouſneſſe of God 
in Chritt. 


That which T. M. bringeth to-enforce the oppoſite {ignifica- g XII. . 
tion of the word, is in many words very little. Much time hee And vindi- 
ſpends with many uncouth expreſſions, to prove a two-fold Re- cated from 
conciliation intimated in the Text : the firſt of God to us by 21% 


Chritt, the other of us, to God, by the Spirit : which wee alſo 
grant, though we doe not divide them, but make them feverall 
parts of the ſame Reconciliation : The former beir.g the rule of 
the latter; for looke to whomſoever Gad is reconciled in and by 
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Chriſt, they ſhall certainly every one of them be Reconciled to 
God by the Spirit. Gods Reconciliation to them , confiſting in 
a not-impuration of theirſins, their Reconciliation unto him, 
in an acceptance of that non-imputation in Jeſus Chriſt, And 
as it is the rule of, ſo it is the chiefe motive unto the latter ; bei 
the ſubje&, or matter of the meſſage in the Golpell, whereby ic is- 
effe&ted. So that the Afſertion of this two-fold Reconciliation ; 
or rather two branches of the ſame compleat worke of Reconci- 
liation,-eſtabliſheth our perſwation, that the world can bee taken 
onely for the Ele& therein. | 

But he brings farther light from the context, to ſtrengthen his 
Interpretation. For (faith he) thole of the world here are called 

men, verſe 11. Men thatmuſt appeare before the judgement ſeat of 
Chriſt, verſe 10. that were dead, verſe 14. That ought to live un- 
to Chriſt, verſe 15.

Anſw. Moſt falſe, that there is any Iimitation or reſtriction of 
Reconciliation to ſome of thoſe , concerning whom hee treats : 
ic is rather evidently extended toall of them. 2. But ſome are not 
reconciled, verſe 11. Arſ. Not a word of any ſuch thing in the 
Text, nor can the leaſt colour be poſſibly wreſted thence for any 
ſuch Aſſertion. Many corrupt the Word of God.

Which 
was his owne, by creation, mercy, and purchaſe, yet received him 
not,verſe 3, 4+ Therefore it is manifeſt that there is life--and that 
Chriſt dyed & el. / 

Ano. That by the World here is meant, not men inthe world, 
all, or ſome, but the habitable part of the earth , is more appa- 
rent than can well admit of proof or illuſtration. The phraſe of 
eomming into the World, cannot poſſibly be otherwiſe apprehended. 
kis as much as borne, and comming to breath the common - ire; 
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Now among the expofitions of this place , that ſeemes moſt con- 
ſonant and agreeable to the diſcourle of the Apoſile, with other 
ons here uſed, which referres. the word igylusror comi 

unto pes lighr, and not to a&rlora man, with which it is _— 
eſteemed to agree ; ſo that the words ſhould be rendred, that was 
the true light which coming into the world, lightetb every man.So Joh. 3. 
I9. the light came into the world, and Joh. 12.46. I am tbe light which 
came into tbe world: paralell expreſſions unto this. So that from the 
word werld; nothing can hence be extorted, for the univerſality of 
grace or ranſome. The whole weight mult lye on the words, 
every man: which yet T. M. doth not at all inſiſt upon : and if any 
other ſhould , the word holding out aftuall illumination, can 
be extended in its ſubjet, to no more than indeedare illumina- 
ted. Chriſt then,coming into the world, is ſaid, to enlighten every 
man, partly, becauſe every one that hath any light, hath it from 
him ; partly, becauſe he is the onely true light, and fountaine of 
illumination, ſo that he doth enlighten every one that is enlighte- 
ned, which is all,the text avers, and is by none denyed; but whe- 
ther all,andevery one in the world,before and after his incarnati- 
tion, were, are, and ſhall be aftually enlightned wich the know- - 
ledge of Chriſt, by his coming into the world, let Scripture, ex- 
perience, reaſon and ſenſe determine. And this in brief may ſuffice 
to manifeſt the weakneſle of the Argument for univerſall Redenip- 
tion, from this place : waving for the preſent, not denying or op» 
poling, another interpretation. of the words, renaring the enlight- 
ning here mentioned, to be that of reaſon: and underſtanding 
communicated. to-all, Chriſt being propoſed , as in his divine na- 
" ture, the light of all, even the eternall: wiſedome of his 
Father. |

10. be was in the world, or on theearth, a part of it, and 
the world was made by him, the whole world with all things there- 
in contained, and the world knew bim not, or the moſt of men living 
in the world. Sohere, by the world, in the firſt place, that pare 
of the world wherein our Saviour converſed, hath the name of 
the whole aſſigned unto it : in the ſecond, you may take it, for all 
andevery one in the world, if you pleaſe ( though from the cexr ir 
cannot be enforced ) for the prime end of our Saviours coming, 
was not to condemne any , but to ſave his 6wne, much leſlie to 
condemne all, and every one in the world, out of which he was 
to ſave hisele& , in the third place,they onely are defigned, whom 
God ſent his.Sonne on purpoſe to fave, as the words eminently 
hold out. The faving of them, who then are called the world, was 
the very purpoſe arddeligne of God in ſending his Sonne. Now 
that theſe are not all men , but onely believers of Jews andGen- 
tiles throughont the world, jsevident, 1.

The whole ſtrength of this Argament ; lies in the ambi- 
guity of the word A!/-which being of various fignifications,and to 
be interpreted ſuiteably to the matterin hand, and the things and 
perſons, whereof it is ſpoken, the whole may be granted , or (e- 
verall propofitions denyed, according as the acceptation of the 
word 1s enforced on us. That all, or allmen, doe not alwayes 
comprehend , all and every man that were, are or 
ſhall be, may be made apparent by neere five hundred inſtances 

: from the Scripture. Taking then 4! and All men, diſtributively for 
38 ſome of all ſorts, we grant the whole ; taking them colle&ively for 
all, of all ſorts,we we deny the minor ; viz. that God will have 
them all to be ſaved.

Let now our oppoſers take their option, in whether fig- 
God, nification the will of God, ſhall be here underſtood, or how 
willeth the ſalvation of all : if they ſay he doth it, voluntate figni, 
with his will commanding, requiring, approving, then the ſenſe 
of the words is this : God commandeth all men, to uſe the meanes 
whereby they may abtaine the end, or ſalvation, the performance 
whereof is acceptable to God, in any or all, and ſo it is the ſame 
wich that ofthe Apoſtle in another place, God commandeth all men 
every 
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every where to repent. Now if this be the way whereby God will- 
eth the ſalvation of all, here mentioned, then certainely thoſe all 
can poſlibly be no more, than to whom he granteth and revea- 
leth the meanes of grace : whichtare indeed a great many, but 
yet not the one hundereth part of the poſterity of Adam. Belidg, 
taking Gods willing the ſalvation of men in this ſenſe, wee deny 
the /equele of the firſt propoſition, viz. that Chriſt dyed for as 
many, as God thus willeth ſhould be ſaved. The foundation of 
Gods command unto men, to uſe the meanes granted them , is 
not Chriſts dying for them in particular , but the connexion 
which himſelfe by his Decree hath firmed , betweene theſe two 
things, faith and ſalvation. The death of Chriſt being abundantly 
ſafficient, for the holding out of that connexion unto all,there be- 
ing enough in itto ſave all believers. 

Secondly, it the will of God, be taken for his efficacious wilP 
the will of his purpoſe and good pleaſure, ( as truely to mee it 
ſeemes exceedingly evident, that, that is here intended, becauſe the 
will of God is made the ground and bottome of our ſupplicati- 
ons ; as if in theſe our prayers, we ſhould ſay onely, thy will bee 
done, which is to havethem all to be ſaved. Now we have a pro- 
miſe to receive of God, whatſoever wee aske according to his 
will, : Fobn 4. 22.and5. 14. and therefore this will of God, 
which is here propoſed, as the ground of our prayers , mult 
needs be his effe&uall or rather efficacious will, which is alwayes 
accompliſhed.) If it be (I ay ) thus taken, then certainely it 
muſt be fulfilled, andall thoſe ſaved, whom he would have ſaved. 
For whatſoever God.can doe, and will doe, that ſhall certainely 
come to paſſe, and be effe&zd. That God can ſave all, Cnotconh- 
dering his Decree )none doubts ; and that he will ſaveall ic is here 
athrmed : therefore if theſe all here, be all andevery one, all and 
every one {hall certainely be-ſaved. Let us eate and:drinke for to mor- 
row wee ſball dye : who. bath: reſiſted Gods will ? Rom. 9. Hee doth 
whatſoever he pleaſeth in beaven and earth , Plalme 115.

By all:men, the Apoſtle here intendeth all ſorts of men, indefi- 
nitely living under the Goſpel, or in theſe latter times underthe 
iſpenſation of the means of grace. That men of theſe 
times onely, are intended , is the acknowledgement of Arminius 
hgnſelf, treating with Perkins about this place. The ſcope of the 
Apoſtle,treating of the amplitude, enlargement, and extent of 
grace, in the outward adminiſtration thereof under the Goſpell, 
will not ſuffer it tobe denyed. This he layes downe as a founda- 
tion of our praying for all, becauſe the meanes of grace, and the 
habitation of the Church, is now no longer confined,to the nar- 
row bounds of one Nation ; but promiſcuouſly, and indefinitely 
extended unto all people, tongues, and languages, and to all ſorts 
of men amongſt them, high and low, rich and poore, one with 
another. We ſay then thatby the words, all men,are here intended, 
onely of all ſorts of men,ſuicable to the purpoſe of the Apoſtle, 
which was to ſhew,that all externall difference between the ſonnes 
of men is now taken away ; which ex abundant; we further cqn- 
firme by theſe following Reaſons : 

Firſt, The word all, being in the Scripture moſt commonly tt- 
ſed in this ſenſe, ( that is for many of all ſorts )) and there being 
nothing in the ſubje&t matter, of which it is here affirmed , that 
ſhould in the leaſt meaſure impell to another acceptation of the 
word, eſpecially for an univerſall colletion of every individuall, 
we hold ic ſafe to cleave to the molt uſuall ſenſe an meaning of 
it. Thus our Saviour is faid to cure all diſeaſes, and the Pharifies 
to tithe mar Adyorer, Luke 11. 

Secondly, Paui himſelte, plainely Jeadeth us to this Interpreta- 
tion of it: for after he hath enjoyned us to pray for all, becauſe 
the Lord will have all to be ſaved, he expreflely intimates that by 
all men, he underſtandeth men of all ſorts, ranks, condicions,and 
orders, by diſtributing thoſe all into ſeverall kiuds, expreflely 
mentioning ſome of them, as Kings and all in authority. Not 
unlike that expreſſion we have Ferem.29.31. Nebuchadnezzar car- 
ried away all the people captive, to Babylon, Feremiah the King and the 
Queen, and the Eunuchs , the Princes of Fudah and Jeruſalem, the 


: Carpenters and the Smiths. Where all the people,is interpreted to be 


ſome of all ſorts, by a diſtribution of them, into the {everall or- 
ders, cauſes and conditions whereof they were. No otherwiſe 
doth the Apoſtle interpret, the all m n, by him mentioned, in gi- 
ving

ving us the names of ſome of thoſe orders and conditions whom 
he intendeth. Pray for all men ( faith he) that is all ſorts of men, 
as Magiſtrates, all that are in authority, the time being now 
come, wherein, without ſuch diſtinftions as formerly have 
beene obſerved, the Lord will ſave ſome of all forts and Na- 


tions. ; 
Thirdly ,. we are bound to pray for all, whom God would 


have to be ſaved. Now we ought not to pray for all andevery one, 


as knowing that ſome are Reprobates , and finne unto death 
concerning whom , wee have an exprefſe Caution not to pray 
for them. 

Fourthly, All ſhall be ſaved whom God will have to bee faved ; 
this we dare not deny ; for who bath reſiſted bis n#!? ſeeing then 
it is moſt certaine, chat all ſhall not be ſaved,(for ſome ſhall ſtand 
on the left hand) it cannot be; that the univerſality of men ſhould 
be intended in this place. 

Fiftly, God would have no more to bee ſaved, than hee would 
have come to the knowledge of the truth. Theſe two things are 
of equal latitude, and conjoyned in the Text. But itis not the 
will of the Lord, that all and every one, in all ages ſhould come 
to the knowledge of the truth. Of old, Hee ſhewed bis word unto 
Jacob, bis ſtatutes and bis lawes unto Iſrael; Hee dealt not ſo with any 
Nation, and for bis judgements they knew them not,Plalme 1 47.19, 20. 
If hee would have had them 4!! come to the knowledge of the 
the truth , why did he ſhew his word to ſome, and not to others, 
without which they could notattaine thereunto ? He ſuffered the 

Gentiles, in former ages, to walke in their owne wazes , and winked at 
the time of their ignorance ; Afts 17. 30. Hiding the myſtery of fal- 
vation from thoſe former ages, Col.1. 26. continuing the ſame 
diſpenſation , even untill this day, in refpe&t of ſome, and that 
becauſe, ſo it ſeemeth good in bis fight, Matth. 11, 25,26. Ie is then 
evident , that God doth-not will, that all andevery one in the 
world, of all ages and times, ſhould come tothe knowledge of the 
truth, but onely all ſorts of men without difference, and therefore 
they onely are here intended. foo as 
Theſe, and the like reaſons, which compell us to underſtand by 
all men, verſe 4. whom God would have to bee ſaved, men of all

brethren the children that God gave him. v. 13. thoſe that are 
delivered from the bondage of deatb, v. 15. none of which can be af- 


. firmed of them, who are borne, live and dye the children of 


the wicked one. Chriſt is not a Captaine of ſalvation, zs he js 
here ſtyled, to any but thoſe that obey bim, Heb. 5. 9. Righteouſ- 
nefſe coming by him, unte all, and upon all that believe, Rom. 3.22. 
for thefe and the like reaſons, we cannot be induced to hearken 
to our adverſaryes Pre fully perſwaded that by every 
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one here, is meant all and onely Godzeleft, in whoſe ſtead Cheil, 
by the grace of God, taſted death. | 
Another place is 2 Cor. 5. 14, 15: for the oe Gbrift conftraineth 
us, becauſe we thus judge, that if one dyed for all, then were all dead, 
and tbat be dyed for all, that they which live, ſhould not benceforth live 
mt themſetves, but ts bim that dyed for them. Hereſay they v. 14. 
have two alle, which muſt be both of an equall extent : if 
A were dead, then Chriſt dyed for 4! : that is for as as 
weredead:againe, he dyed for al, that muſt live unto him 
that is the duty of every one in the world, and cherefore he dyed 
for them all. Further, that Af are all individualls is cleare from 
v. x0. where they are affirmed, . to be all that muſt appeare before 
the judgement ſeat of Chriſt, from which appearance, not any 
ſhall be exempted. | Eg 
Arfw. 1. Taking the words as to this particular in the ſenſe of 
ſome of our adverſaryes, yet, ft doth not appeare from the tex- 
tare of the Apoſtles arguing, that the two alls of v. 14. are of e- 
quall extent, he doth not ſay, thatCbrift dyed for all that were dead, 
but onely, that all were dead which Chrift dyed for : which proves 
no more but this, that all they whom Chriſt dyed for, were 
dead , with that kind of death, of which he ſpeakes. The extent 
ofthe words, is to be taken from the firſt 2}, and not the latter, 
The Apoflle affirmes, fo many to be dead, as Chriſt dyed for, noe 
that Chritdyed for ſo many aswere dead. This the words pate 
Iy teach ns, if be dyed for aff : then were all dead : that is, alt he dy= 
ed for, ſo that the M1 that were dead, can give no light co the ex- 
tent of the all that Chriſt dyed for, being meerely regulated by 
this.

Now for whomſoever The rexr 
Chril riſeth,he riſeth for their juſtification, Ro. 4-laſt.& they muſt cleared. 


be juſtified, Rom. 8. . 34+ yea our adverſaryes themſelves have al- 
wayes confeſſed , that the fruits ofthe ReſurreQion of Cheilt, 
are peculiar to believers. 

Secondly, He ſpeakes onely of thoſe, who by vertue of the 
death of Chri(, live unto bim, v. 15. Who are new creatures, v. 17. 
To whom the Lord imputeth not their treſpaſſes, v. 19. Who become the 
Ripbteouſneſſe of God in Chriſt, v+ 21. which are onely believers. 
All doe not attaine hereunto. 

Thirdly, Thearticle & joyned wich waves, evident]y reſtrain- 
eth thar all ; to all of ſome ſort, then were they all ( or rather all 
theſe) dead : theſe ail: what all? even all theſe believers of whom 
he treats, as above. 

Fourthly, All choſe of whomthe Apoſtle treats, are proved 
to be dead, becouſe Chriſt dyed for them : if one dyed for all,than 
were all dead. Whac death is it, which here is ſpoken of?not a death 
natural], but ſpirituall ; and of death, which comes ander that 
name, not thac which is in finne, but thac which is unto finne: 
for firſt, The greateſt Champions of the Arminian cauſe, as Yor- 
ſtius, and Grotius, (on the place ) convinced by the evidence of 
truth, acknowledpe, that it is adeath unto ſinne , by vertue of 
the death of Chriit, that is here ſpoken of , and accordingly held 
out that for the ſenſe of the place. 21y. It js apparent from the 
text ; the intention of the Apoſtle being to prove, that thoſe, for 
whom Chriſtdyed, are fo dead to iinne, that henceforth they 
ſhould live no more thereunto, but to him that dyed for then). 
The ſubje&t he hath in hand is the ſame with thathe handlech 
more at large, Rem. 6.5. where, we are ſaid to be dead nnto 
finne, by being planted together in the likenefſe of the death of 
Chriſt; from whence, there, as bere, he prefſeth them to newneſſe 
of life. Theſe words then,if Chriſt dyed for all, then were all dead; 
are concerning the death of them unto finne for whom Chri!t 
dyed, at leaſt of thoſe concerning whom he there ſpeaketh: and 
what is this to the genera]l ranſome ? 

Fifchly, The Apoſtle ſpeakes of the death of Chriſt in reſpe&t 
of application ; The effeCtualneſſe thereof towards thoſe for 
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' 0bjettions particularly anſwered, and L1B4 
whom he dyed, to cauſe them to live unto him, is inſiſted on. 
That Chriſt dyed for all in reſpedt of application, hath not yer 
by any been affirmed. Then muſt we live unto him, yea live 
with him for evermore, if there be any vertue or efficacy in his 
applied oblation for that end. In ſumme here isno mention of 
Chriſts dying forany, but thoſe that are dead to finneand live 
to him. | | 

A fifch place urged to prove univerſall Redemption from the 
word All, is 1 Cor. 15. 22. for as in Adam all men dye ſo in Chrift 


22-opened (,}] all be made alive. 


Anſw. There being another place, hereafter to be confidered, 
wherein the whole ſtrength of the Argument, uſually drawn from 
theſe words, is contained, | ſhall not need ro fpeake mach to this, 
neither will I at all curne from the common expolition of the 
place. Thoſe, concerning whom Paul ſpeaketh in this chap. are in 
this verſe called 41 : thoſe are they, who are implanted into 
Chriſt, joyned to him, as the members to the head , receiving a 
elorious ReſurreCtion by vertue of his : thus are they by the A- 
poſtle deſcribed. That Paulin this 'whole chap. diſcourlſeth of the 
ReſurreQion of believers, is manifeſt from the argaments, which 
he bringeth to confirme it, being ſuch as are of force onely with 


- believers : taken they are from the reſurre&ion of Chriſt, the 


hope, faith, cuſtomes, and expe&ed rewards of Chriſtians : All 
whichzas they are of unconquerable power,to confirme and eſta- 
bliſh believers in the faith of the ReſurreQion, ſothey would 
have been , all and every one of them, exceedingly ridiculous, 
had they been held our to the men of the world , 'to prove the 
reſaurre&ion of the: dead in generall. Further, the very word 
Tomrantiioor|ac, denotes, ſuch a living againeas is to a good life 
and glory, a bleſſed Reſurretion, and not the quickning of 
them who are raiſed to a ſecond dearh. The Sonne is ſaid Cworutiy 
Zobn 5. 21. to quicken and make alive{ not all but ) whom he 
will; ſo he uſeth the word againe, chap. 6. 63. itis the ſpirit 
7 Corraiy that ( thus ) maketh alive, in like manner, Rom 4. 7. 
and notany where is it uſed to ſhew forth, that common reſur- 
retion which al ſhall have at the laſt day. Al cthen,who by vertue 
of the reſurreftion of Chritt that ſhall be made alive: are all thoſe 
who are partakers of the nature of Chriſt, -who v. 23. are ex- 


peelly called, thoſe that are Chriſts : and of whom, v. 20. conn

here, it could not prove the thing intented,becauſe of the expreſſe 
limitation of theſenſe, in the clauſe following. Laſtly granting 
all that can be defired , viz. the univerſality of the word all in 
bath places, yet | am no way able to diſcerne-a medium, that 
may ſerve for an argument , to prove the generall ranſome. 

Rom. 5. 18. is the laſt place urged in this kind, andby ſome 
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mot inſiſted on. As by the offence of one,judgement came upon all men Ro: 5. 18.. 
unto condemnation , even ſo by the Kighteouſneſſe of one, the free-gift <leared- 


came upon all men to juſtification of life. It might ſaftice as briefly. to 
decfare, that by all men in the latter place, can none be under- 
ſtoad ,. but thoſe, whom the free-gitt aKually comes unto jufti- 
fication of life : who are ſaid v. 17, to recieve abwmidance of grace, 
and the free-gift of Rigbteouſneſſe, and ſo to raigne in one by Chriſt, 
and by his obedience to be made Righteous, v.19.which certain- 
ly , if any thing be true and certaine in the truth of God, aff 
are not: ſame believe not, all men have not faith : on ſome the 
wrath of God abideth. Fobn. 3. 36. upon whom ſurely grace 
dath not raine through righteouſnefſe to eternall life, by Jeſus 
Chriſt, as it doth upon all thoſe, on whom the free gift comes 
to juſtification, v. 27. we might I fay thus anſwer onely, bac 
ſeeing ſome contrary to the cleare manifeſt intention'of the A 

poſtle , comparing Adam and Chrift, in theefhcacy of the finne 
of the one unto condemnation, and of the righteouſnefle of the 
other unto juſtification and life, in reſpe& of thoſe who are the 
naturall ſeed of the one by propagation, and the ſpiritual} ſeed 
of the other, by regeneration, have laboured to reſt this place, 


_ to the maintenance of the errour weoppoſe, with more than 


ordinary indeavours, and confidence of ſucceſſe, it may not be 
unneceſſary to confider what is brought by them to this end and 


purpoſe. F 
Verſe 14, Adam 1s call 2v7@- the type and figure of him that 


was for to come : not that he was an inflituted type, ordained for « 
that orely end and purpoſe, but onely, that in . what he was, axd, 


and what he did, with what followed thereupon, there was a 
reſemblance between him and Jeſus Chriſt. Hence by him, and 
Q4. what 
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0bjettions particularly anſwered, and 'L1B. 4 
what he did, by reaſon of the reſemblance,many things by way of 
oppoſition, concerning the obedience of Chriſt, and the efficacy 
of his death , may be well repreſented. That which che Apoltle 
here proſecaterh this reſemblance in, ( with theſhewing of many 
diverſities, inall which he exalteth Chriſt above his typeJis this, 
thatan alike,though not an equal efficacy( tor there is more meric 
and efficacy required to fave one, than to loſe 10000) of the de- 
merit, {in, diſobedience, guilt, tranſgreflion of the one, to con- 
demn,orbring the guilc of condemnation upon all them,in whoſe 
room he was a publick perſon (being the head & natural fountain 
of them ai!, they all bzing wrapped up in the ſame condition with 
himby divine [nititacion, and the righteoutnefle, obedience , and 
death of the others for the abſolutfon, juttification, and falvation 
of all them to whom he was a tpirituall head, by divine Inſtita-- 
tion, and in whoſe room he was a publick perſon) is by him in 
divers particulars aſſerted. Thar thele laſt were all, and every one 
of the firſt, there is not the leaſt mention. The compariſon is 
ſolely tobe conſidered intenſively, in reſpe of efficacy , not ex- 
tenſively in reſpeCt of objet : though the all of Adam be called his 
many, and the many of Chriſt be called his all, as indeed they are, 
even all the ſeed which is given untohim. | 

T. M. in his univerſality of free grace,cbap.$.p.4.1.layes-down. 
this compariſon inſtituted by the Apoſtle , between Adam and 
Chriſt, as oneof the maine foundations of his univerſa]l Re- 
demption ;: and this(afterſome ſtrange mixtures of trath and er- 
rors promiſed, which, to avoid tediouſneſſe, we let paſſeJhe affir- 
meth to conliſt in foure things. 

Firſt , That Adam in bis firſt ſinne and tranſgreſſion was a publicke 
perſon in the roome and place of-all wankinde , by vertue of the Cove-"+ 
nant between God and him; ſo that what ever hee did therein, all were 
alike ſbarers with bim : ſo alſo. was Chriſt a publick perſon in bis obedi= 
ence and death, in the roome and place of- all mankinde, repreſented by 


- bim, evenevery one of the poſterity of Adam: 


Anſ. To that which concerneth Adam,we grant he was apublick 
perſo11 in reſpett of all his, that were to proceed from him, by 
naturall propagation. That Chriſt alſo was a publike perſon in 
the roomeof his, and herein prefigured by Adam. But that Chrifſt 
in his obedience, death and ſacrifice was a publick perſon, and 
Rood inthe roome and ſtead of all and every one in the _— 
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CHAP.4 © places of Seripture opened, 
of all ages and times, that is not onely of his ele, and thoſe 
who weregiven unto him of God, but alſo of reprobate perſons 
hated of God from eternity, of thoſe whom he never knew;con- 
concerning whom in the dayesof his fleſh, he thanked his Father 
that he had hid from them the myſteries of ſalvation, 'whom hee 
refuſed to pray for , who were the pune part of them al- 
ready damned in hell, and irrevocably gone beyond the limits 
of Redemption, before he atually yeelded any ſr $5 es is to 
us ſuch a monſtrous aſſertion, as cannot once be apprehended*or 
thought on without horrour or deteſtation : that any ſhould pe- 
rifh in whoſe roome or ſtead, the Sonne of God appeared betore 
his Father with his perfe& obedience,that any of thoſe for whom 
he is a Mediator, and Advocate, to whom hee is a King; Prieſt, and 
Prophet ( for all theſe he is as he.was a publick perſon, a ſponſer, a 
ſarety and undertaker for them ) ſhould: bee taken from him, 
lacked out of his armes, his ſatisfa&tion and advocation in their 
halfe being refuſed, I ſuppoſe is a Dotrine that will ſcarce bee 
owned among thoſe, who ſtrive: to preſerve the witnefſe and 
teſtimony of the Lord Jeſus.

whoſe roome he was a puhlick perſon. To the ſecond, Chriſt is 
no where compared to Adam , in reſpe&t of the extent of the objeti 
of his __ onely of the efficacy of bis abedience. Thirdly,the 


third is a falle Aſfertion ; ſee our foregoing conſideration of Heb. 
2.9. Fourthly, for bis taking of fleſp,ec. it was neceffary he ſhould 
do all this for the ſaving of his ; he took fleſh and bloud be- 
cauſe the children were partakers of the ſame. Fiftly, no ſuch 
ching is once affirmed in the whole Book of God, that all the 
ſonnes of men were given unto Chriſt to redeem,ſo that he ſhoald 
be a publick perſon in their room : nay himſelf plainly affirms the 
contrary, Jobn 17.6: 9. Some anely are given him out of the 
world, and thoſe he ſaved, not ane of them periſheth : the places 
urged hold no ſuch thing, nor any thing like it, they will alſo af 
terwards come under further canfideration. Sixtly, hee is called 
the laſt Adam in reſpett of the efficacy of his death, unto the ju- 
ſification of the ſeed promiſed and given unto hinz, as the finne 


* of the firſt Alam, was etfeQtuall to bring the guile of condemna- 


tion on the ſeed propagated from him; which proves not at all 
that he ſtood in the room of all thoſe to whom his death was ne- 
ver knowne, norany wayes profitable. Seventhly, thathe was a 
publick perſon is confeſt ; that he wasſo in the room of all, is not 
proved, neither by what hath beene already ſaid, nor by the texts, 
that there follow, alledged,; all which have been confidered ; This 
being all that is produced by Maſter More to juſtifie his Aſſertion, 
it may be an inſtance what weighty inferences , he uſually afferts 
from ſuch weake and invalid premiſes ; wee cannot alſo buc 
take notice,by the way,of one or two ſtrange paflages, which he 
inſerts into this Diſcourſe : whereof the ficlt is, that Chriſt by his 
death brought all men our of that death whereinto they were fal- 
len by Adam ; now the death whereintoall fell in Adam being a 
a death in finne, Epbeſ. 2. 1,2,3- and the guilt of condemnation 
thereupon; if Chriſt freed all trom this death, ghen muſt all and 
every one be made alive with life fpirituall , which onely is to be 
had and obtained by Jefits Chriſt : which whether that bee fo or 
not, whether to live by Chriſt be not the peculiar priviledge of 
Believers,the Goſpel hath already declared,and God wil one day

fore his Father : as though it were theultimatething by himin- 


tended;the Holy Ghoſt exprefſely affirming,that be loved bis Church , 
and gave bimfelfe for it, that be might preſent it a glorious Church unto 


bimſelfe. Epheſ. 5. 25,26,27. 


The following paralells, which hee inſtitated betweene Adam 5 1x; 
and Chriſt have nothing of proofin them to the bufines in hand, wh a 
viz. that Chrilt was a publick perſon ſtanding in his obedience in further 
the roome of all and every one that were concerned in the diſo- diſcovery 
bedience of Adam +: there is, | ſay, nothing atall of proofe in of crrors- 


them, being a confuſed medley of ſome traths, and divers unſa- 
vorie Herefies. I ſhall onely give the Reader a caſte of ſome of 
them, whereby he may judge of the reſt, .not 'troubling my ſelfe 
or others with the tranſcribing and reading of ſuch empty vani- 
ties, as no way relate to the butineſſe in hand. 

Firſt then, in the ſecond part of his paralell, he affirmes, that 
when Chrilt finiſbed his obedience in dying and rifing, and offe- 
ring himſclfe a ſacrifice, and making fatisfaftion, it was by vertue 
of the account of God in Chriſt, and for Chriſt , with God, 
( that is accepted with God for Chrilts ſake ) the death, reſurre- 
tion, the (acrifice, and fatisfaRtion, and the redemption of all ; 
that is, all and every one : and therein he compares Chriſt to 4- 
damin the performance of the butineſſe by him undertaken. Now, 
but that cannot but with trembling confider what the Apoſtle af- 
firmes, 2 Theſ. 2. 11, 12. I ſhould be exceedingly amazed, that a- 
ny man in the worſd ſhould be fo farre forſaken of ſenſe, reafon, 
faith, and all reverence of Godand man, as to publiſh, maintain, 
and ſeek to propagate fach abominable, blaſphemous, ſencelefle, 
contradiious erronrs. That the death of Chriſt ſhould be accep- 
ted of, and accounted before God, as the death ofall ; and yet the 
greateſt part of theſe all, bee adjudged to eternall death in their 
owne perſons by the ſame righteous God : that all and every one 
ſhould ariſe in and with Teſas Chriſt, and yet moſt of them con- 
tinue dead in their ſinnes, and dye for finne eternally, that ſatisfa- 
ation ſhould be made and accepred for them, who are never ſpared, 
nor ſhall be, one farthing of their debt, that attonement ſhould 
be made by Sacrifices , for ſuch as ever Iye undelivered under 
Wrath : that all the Reprobates, Caine, Pharoah, 4bav, and the 
reſt, who were aually damned in hell, and under death and tor- 
Y mentes 2? 
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objefFions particularly anſwered, and Ln. 


mente, then, when Chriſt dyed, ſuffered, made ſatisfa&ion , and 
roſe againe, ſhould be eſteemed with God,'to have dyed,ſuffered, 
made fatisfaftion and riſen againe with Chriſt : thatI ay ſuch 
ſenſclefſe contradi&ions, horriderrours, and abominable Aﬀſer-' 
tions, ſhould be thus nakedly thrult upon Chriſtians, wichout the 
leaſt colour, pretence, or ſhew of proof, but the naked authoricy 
of him who hath already embraced ſuch things as theſe, were e- 
nough to make any man admire, and be amazed ; but that wee 
know the judgements of God are oft-times hid, and farce above 
out of our ſights. 

Secondly, in the third of his parallels, he goeth one ſtep high- 
erg comparing Chriit with Adam in reſpet ok the efficacy, etteR, 
and fruit of his obedience: he affirms that as by the ſinne of Adam, 
all his poſterity were deprived of lite, and fell under finne and 
death , whence judgement and condemaation paſſed upon all, 
though this be done lecretly and inviibly, and in ſome fort in- 
expreſiibly ( what he mzanes by ſecretly and inviſibly , well T know 
z0t ; ſarely he doth not ſuppole that theſe things might poſlibly 
be made the objeAs of our ſenſes ) and tor unexpreſſibly, how that 
is, let Romans 5.12. with other places , where all this and more 
is clearely, plaincly, and fully expreſſed, be Judge whether ic bee 
ſo or no }) So faith hee by the efficacy of the obedience of 
Chriſt , all men without <xception are redeemed , reſtored, 
made righteous, juitified freely by the grace of Chriſt , through 
the redemption that is in Jeſus Chrift , the righteouſneſſe that is 
bythe faith of Jeſus Chriſt, being unto all, Rom.3. 22. ( where 
the Impolter wickedly corrupteth the word of God, like thede- 
vill, Matth. 4. by cutting off the following words, and upon all 
that believe, both alls aniwering to believers.) What remaines 
now but thart all alſo ſhould be ſaved ? theHoly Ghoſt expreſſely 
affirming, that thoſe whom Gold juſtifieth, be alſo glorifieth, Rom.$.30. 
Solvite mortales animas, curiſ us levate. Such Afertions as theſe, 
wichout all colour of proof, doth this Author labour to obtrude 
upon us. Now that men ſhould bee reſtored, and yet continue 
lo't,: that they ſhould be made righteous, and yet remainedeteſt- 
ably wicked, and wholly abominable: that chey ſhould be juitifi- 
fied, freely by the grace of God, and alwayes lye under the con- 
demning ſentence of the Law of God : that the righteouſneſſe of 
God by the faith of Jeſus Chriſt ſhould be upon all unbelievers;

are not onely things exceedingly oppofite to the Goſpell of Jeſus 


Chriſt ; but ſo ablolutely at variance and diſtance one with ano- . 


ther, that the poore ſalve of M. Mores following cautions will 
notſerve to heale their mutual wounds. I cannot but feare that 
it would bee tedious and offenſive to rake any Jonger in ſuch a 
Dung-hill : let them that havea minde to be cÞtivated to error 
and falſehood by corruption of Scripture , and denyall of com- 
mon ſenſe and reaſon, becauſe they cannot receive the truth in the 
love thereof, delight themſelves with ſuch Huskes as theſe. What 
weaker Arguments we have had to maintaine, that Chriſt in his 
obedience to the death was a publick perſon in the room of all 3 
every one,hath been already demonſtrated. I ſhal now by the Rea- 
ders leave, a little tranſgrefle the rule of diſputation,and taking 
 upthe te part of the Argument , produce ſome few rea- 
(ons and teſtimonies to demonſtrate, that our Saviour Chriſt in 
his obedience unto death, in the Redemption which he wrought, 
and ſatisfefiion which he made, and ſacrifice which he offered, 
was not apublick perſon in the room of all andevery man in the 
world, ele& and reprobate, believers and infidells or unbelievers ; 
which are briefely theſe. | |

Secondly, Chriſt as a publick perſon repreſenteth onely them, vf all- 


for whoſe lake hee ſet himſelfe apart to that office and employ- 
ment, wherein he was fuch a repreſentativ? ; but upon his owne 
teſtimony which we have Joby 17.19. he ſet bimſelte a part tothe 
fervice andemployment, wherein he was a publick perſon for the 
ſakes onely. of ſome,'that were given hin out of the world, and 
not of all and eyery one; therefore hee was not a publick perſon 
In the room of all. 

Thicdly, Chriſt wasa ſurety as he was a publick perſon, Hebr. 
7-22. Buthe was not a ſurety forall : for firſt, all are not taken 
Into that covenant, whereof hee was aſurety, whoſe conditions 
are effefted.inall the covenanters, as before. Secondly , none

can periſh for whom Chriſt is a ſurety, unleſſe hee be not able to 
pa -y debt ;- therefore he was not a publick perſon in the room 
of all. ; 

Fourthly, for whom he was a publick perſon, in their roomes 
he ſuffered , and for them he made ſatisfation, Iſa. 53. 56. but 
be ſuffered nor in the ſtead of all, nor made fatisfaftion for all ; 
for firſt, ſome muſt ſuffer themſelves, which makes it evident that 
Chriſt did not ſuffer for them, Rom.$. 33,3 4- and ſecondly,the ju- 
tice of God requireth ſatisfaftion from theraſelves to the pay- 
ment of the utmoſt farthing. 

Fitcly, Jeſus Chriſt as a publick perſon did nothing in vaine, 
in reſpe& of any for whom he was a publick perſon, but many 
things which Chriſt as-a publick perſon did performe, was alto- 
gether.in vaine and fruitlefſe in reſpe& of the greateſt part of the 
Sonnes of men, being under an incapability of receiving any 


good by any thing he did, to wit, all that then were aQtually 


damned : in reſpe& of whom, redemption , reconciliation,ſa- 
tisfa&tion, and the like, could poſſibly be no other than empty 
names. 

Sixtly , if God were well pleaſed with his Sonne in what he 
did as a publick perſon in his repreſentation of others, (as hee 
was Epb.5.2.) then muſt healfo be well pleaſed with them, whom 
he did repreſent,either abſolutely or conditionally: but with ma- 
ny of the ſonnes of men, God, in the repreſentation of his 


| Son, was not well pleaſed neither. abſolutely nor condition- 


ally, to wit, with Caine, Pharaoh, Saul, Abab, and others 
dead and Mamned before ; therefore Chriſt did not as a publicke 
perſon repreſent all.

with the periſhing of bought ,purged, reconciled finners : who can 
but believe that this perſwaſton, tends to the conſolation of poore ſoules, 
whoſe ſtrongeſt defence lyeth in making vile the precious bloud of the 
Lambe; yea trampling upon it, and eſteeming it as a common thing ?

Chriſt dyed : that by periſbing here, is underſtood eternall de- 
trution and danmation, I cannot apprehend. That which the 
Apoſtle intimates whereby it is done, is cating of things offered 
to an idoll with conſcience or regard of an idoll, by the exam- 
ple of others who pretended to know that an idoll was nothing, - 
and ſo to cate freely of the things offered to them. That fo do- 
ing was a finne in its owne. nature damnable , none can doubt ; 
all finne is ſo, every time we finne, for any thing chat lyeth in 
us, weperiſh, we are deftroyed ; ſodid theeater of things offe- 
red to idolls: but that God alwayes revengeth tinne with dam- 
nation, on all in whomitis, we deny : he hath otherwiſe re- 
vealed himſelfe in the bloud of Jeſus ; that every ſuch a one did 
aRtually periſh eternally , as well as mericoriouſly, cannot be 
proved: beſides, he that is ſaid to perilh is called a brother , thac 
is a believer, we are brethren onely by faich, whereby we come 
to have one Father. As he is faidto be a brother, ſo Chriſt is ſaid 


_ todyeforhim; thata true believer cannot finally periſh may ea- 


fily be proved ; therefore he who doth periſh is manifeitly de- 
clared never to have been any : they went out from us becauſe they 
were not of us: if any periſh then, he was never a true believer, 
how thenis he ſaid a brother ? becauſe he is ſo in profeſſion, 
in our judgement and perſwaſion , it being meet forus to thinke 
ſo of themall; As heis ſaid to be a brother , ſo Chriſt is aid 
to dye for him, even in that judgement which the Scripture 
allows to us of men. We cannot count a man a brother, and not 
efteeme that Chriſt dyed for him ; we have no brother. hood 
with Reprobares , Chriſt dyed for all believers, Jobn 17: ſo we 
eſteem all men walking in the due profeſſion of the Goſpell, not 
manifeſting the contrary: yet of theſe that many may periſh, none 
ever denyed. Further , this , ſo ſball be periſþ,referreth to the fin of 
him that layeth the offence, for ought that lyeth in him, he ru- 
ins him irrecoverably.Hence ſee their argument; The Apoſtle tel- 
leth perſons walking offenſively, that by this abuſing their liber-

eertaine, whether the Apoſtle ſpeaketh of this purchaſe according 
to the reality of the thing , according to their apprehenſion and 
their profefſhon : On the other fide it is moſt certaine, firſt, that 
there are no {pirituall diſtingui.hing fruits of Redemption aſcri- 
bed to thoſe falfe teachers, but onely common guifes of li 
and knowledg, which Chrift hath purchaſed for many for whom 
ke did not make his ſoul a ranſome. Secondly, That according 
to ouradverſaries, the Redemption of any by the bloud of Chriſt, 
cannot be a peculiar aggravation of the finnes of any , becauſe 
they ſay hedyed for all : and yerthis buying of the falſe teachers 
is held out, asan aggravation of their ſinne in particular. Of 
the former wncertanties whereon our adverſaries build their in- 
ference of univerſal! Redemption ( which yet can by no meanes 
be wire-drawne thence, were they moſt certaine in. their ſence ) 
1 ſhall give a briefe acconnt, and then ſpeake ſomething as to the 
proper intendment of the place. | 

Yor the firft, it is moſt wncertaine whether Chriſt as Mediatour 
be here intended by Lord or no: there is not any thing in the text 
to inforce us ſo to conceive : Nay the contrary ſeemes- apparent 5: 
firſt, becauſe in the following verſes, God: onely, as God, with 
his dealings towards ſach as theſe,is mentioned'; of Chriſt not a: 
word. Secondly the name Jyoebrus properly Herus, attended by 
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dominion and ſoveraignety is not uſaally,if at all, given to our 
Saviour in the. new-Teſtament , he is every where called xugu; 
no where clearly ef $0-7b716, a8 is the Father, Lyke 2. 29. Acts 4+ 24+ 
and in diverſe other places: befides if it ſhould appeare that this 
name were given our Saviour in any one place, -doth it therefore 
follow, that it muſt be ſo here ? Nay is the name proper for our 
Saviour in the work of Redemption ? $s&@i7xs is ſuch a Lord or 
Maſter as referres to the ſervants and ſabje&ion ; the end of 
Chrifts purchaſing any by his bloud being in the Scripture al- 
wayes and conſtantly expreſt in other termes of more endeare 
ment, it is then moſt uncertaine that Chrift ſhouldbe here un- 
der-ſtood by the word Lord. 

But ( e he ſhould, it is moſt nncertaine, that by buying 
of thele falſe teachers , is meanthis parchafing of them with the 
ranſome of his bloud ; for firſt, the Apoſtle infiſteth on acompa- 
riſon with the times of the old Teſtament, and the falſe Pro- 
phets that were then amongſt the people, backing his aſſertion 
with diverſe examples our of the old Teftament , inthe whole 
chapter following ; now the word ay«gdg here uſed , fignifieth 
primaeily the buying of things ; tranſlaticioully, the redemption of 
perſons; and the word 1A in the old Teſtament anſweri 
thereunto : ſignifieth any deliverance as Deut. 7. 8. & 1 5 I5. Jer. 
35-21. With innumerable other places, and therefore ſome 
deliverance.is here onely intimated. Secondly, Becauſe here is 
no mention ofbloud, death, price, or offering of Jeſus Chriſt, as 
in other places; where proper redemption is treated on, eſpecial- 
ly ſome fuch expreffion is added, where the word ayod%e is uſed 
TOll- + it as, 1 Coy. 6. 20. Rev. 5.9. which otherwiſe holds 
out of it ſelfe deliverance in common from any trouble. Thirdly, 
The Apditle ſetting forth at large the deliverance they had, and 
the meanes thereof, verſe 20. affirmes it, to conſiſt in the eſcap» 
ing of the pollution of the world , as idolatry, falſe worſhip, - 
and thelike by the knowledge of our Lord , and Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt, plainly declaring that their buying, was onely in re- 
(pett of this ſeperation from the world , in reſpe& of the enjoy- 
ment ofthe knowledge of the truth ; but of waſhing in the bloud 
of the Lamb he is the wholy filent : plainly,there is no purchaſe 
meritioned of theſe falſe teachers, bnrt a deliverance by Gads dif- 
penſations towards them, yg the blindneſſe of Fudaiſme or 
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Paganiſme, 


ObjeTions particularly anſwered,and L1B.4 
Paganiſme, by the knowledge of the Goſpell ; whereby the Lord 
bought them to be ſervants to him as their ſupreame head. So that 
our Adverſarics Argument from this place is this ; God the Lord by 
imparting tbe knowledge of the Goſpel, and working them to a profeſſed 
acknowledgement of it , and ſubjeion unto it, ſeparated and delivered 
from the wo rld divers that were Saints in ſhew, really Wolves and Hy- 
pocrites, of old ordained .10. condemnation; therefore Feſus Chriſt ſhed 
bis bloud for the redemption and ſalvation of all” Reprobates and dame 
ned perſons in the whole world: Who would not admire our Adverſa» 
ries Chimiltry ? 

Thicdly, neither is it more certain, thatthe Apoſtle ſpeaketh of 
the purchaſe of the wolves and hypocrites, in reſpe of the realit 
of the purchaſe,and not rather in reſpe& of thar eſtimation whic 
others had of them,and by reaſon of their outward ſeeming pro- 
feſſion, ought to have had, and of the profeſſion that themſelves 
made, to be purchaſed by him , whom they pretended to preach 
to others ; as the Scripture ſaith, the Gods of Damaſcus ſmote bim, 
becauſe he himſelfe ſo imagined and profeſſed. 2 Chron. 28. 23, 
Thelatter hath this alfo tarender ic probable, viz. That it is the 
perpetuall courfe of the Scripture , to aſcribe all thoſe things to 
every one that is in the fellowſhip of the Church, which are pro- 
per to them onely, who are true ſpirituall members of the ſame, 
as to be Saints, Ele, Redeemed,&c. Now the truth is , from this 
their profefſion, that they Were bought by Chriſt, might the A- 
poftle juſtly , and that according to the opinion of our Adver- 
ſaries, preſſe theſe falſe Teachers by the way of aggravating their 
finne : for thething it ſelfe, their being bought, ir could bee no 
more urged to them than to Heathens and Infidells that never 
heard of the name of the Lord Jeſus. Now after all this, if 
our adverſaries can prove univerſall Redemption from this Text, 
let them never deipaire of ſuccefle in any thing they uandertake,be 
itnever ſo abſurd, fond or fooliſh : but when they have wrought 
up'the worke already cut out for them, and proved firſt, that the 
Lord is meant Chriſt as Mediator. Secondly, that by buying, is 
mean: ſpiritual] Redemption by the bloud of the Lambe. Third- 
ly, that theſe falſe Teachers were really and effeftually ſo redeemed,and 
not onely ſo accounted, becauſe of the Church. Fourthly, ghat 
thoſe who are fo redeemed may periſh,. contrary to the exprefle . 
Scripture Revel. 14. 4. Fiftly,, manifeſt, the ſirength of this -

inference , ſome in the Church, who have acknowledged Chritt 
to be their purchaſer , fall away to blaſpheme him and periſh for 
ever; therfore Chriſt bought and redeemed all that ever did or {hal 
periſh. Sixtly,that that which'is common to all ,is a peculiar” ag- 
gravation to the fin of any one more thanothers, I will afſfure 
them they ſhall have more worke provided for them,which them- 
felves know for a good part already where to finde. 

The laſt place produced for the confirmation of the Argument 


in hand is Heor, 10. 29. Of bow much ſorer puniſhment ſuppiſe yee Heb. to 29 


ſhall be be thought worthy, who hath trodden @nder foot the Sonne of God, 
and counted the bloud of the Covenant wherewith he was ſanfified, an 
unhboly thing , and bath dune deſpight to the ſpirit of grace. Nothing 
( fay our Adverſaries) could be affirmed of all this concerning A- 
poltates , viz. That they trod under foot, &c. uniefle the bloud 
of Chriſt was in ſome ſence ſhed for them. 
 Anſw. The intention of the Apoſtle in this place, is the ſame 
with the generall aime and ſcope of the whole Epiltle 3 to per- 
{wade po. urge the Jewes, who had embraced the dofrine of the 
Goſpell , toperſeverance and continuance therein ; this as hee 
doth performe in other places, with divers and various Argu- 
ments,the moſt of them taken from a compariſon,at large inſtitu- 
ted between the Goſpel in its adminiſtration, and thoſe Jegall ſha- 
dowes, which,before their profeſſion,they lived under, and were 
in bondage unto : ſo here, hee urgeth a ſtrong argument to rhe 
ſame purpoſe ab incommods, ſeu effeupernitioſo, from the miſerable 
dangerous effe&s and conſequences of the finne of back-{liding, 
and wilfull renunciation of the truth knowne and profeſſed, up- 
on any motives & inducements whatſoever ; which he affareth to 
be no leffe, than a totall caſting off, and depriving themſelves of 
all hopes and meanes of recovery , with' dreadfull horror of 
Conſcience in axon of judgement to come, verſe 26,27. 
Now this he confirmes, as his manner is,in this Epiſtle from ſome 
thing, way and praiſe which was knowne to them, and where- 
with they were all acquainted, by that adminiſtration of the co- 
venant under which they had before lived in their Judaiſme; and 
ſo makes up his inference froma compariſon of the lefle ; raking 
his example, from the puniſhment due by Gods owne appoint- 
ment, to all them who tranfgrefſed Moſes Law, in ſuch a manner 
as Apoſtates finne againſt the Goſpell : that is, with an high hand 
and contemptuouſly ; for' ſuch a one was to dye without mercy, 
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0bjetions particularly anſwered,and L1B4 
Numb. 15.30.31. Wherenpon, having abundantly proved,that the 
Goſpell and the manifeltation of Face ener" { A exceedingly 
preferred to, and exalted above, the old Ceremonies of - the Law, 
he concludes, that certainely ( which he leaves to their jadgement 
to determine ) that much forer puniſhment , awaics for them, 
who wilfully violate the holy Goſpel! , and deſpiſe the declara- 
tion of grace therein contained, and by it revealed: which far- 
ther alſo to manifeſt, hee ſets forth che nature and quality of this 
finne,in all ſuch as, profefling redemption and deliverance: by the 
' bloud of Chriſt, ſhall wiltally caſt themſelves thereinco : it is, 
faich he, no leffe than to tread under foot, or contemne the Son 
of God, to eſteem the blond of the covenant, by which he was 
fet apart and ſanQtified in the profefſion of the Goſpel,to be as the 
bloud of a vileman, and thereby co deſpite che ſpirit of grace. 
This being (/ as is confeſſed ) the plaine meaning and aime of the 
Apoſtle ; we may obſerve ſundry things for the vindication of this 
place from the abuſe of our adverſaries : as, 

Firlt, he fpeaketh here onely of thoſe that were profeffors of 
the faith of the Goſpel], feperated from the world, brought into 
a Church, State and Fellowthip, profeſſing themſelves to be fan- 
ified by the bloud of Chriſt, receiving and owning Jeſus Chriſt 
as the Sonne of God,and endued with che gitts of the holy Spi- 
rit,(as Chapter 6.) Now it is moſt certaine, that theſe things are 
peculiar onely to ſome, yea toa very few, in compariſon of the 
univerſality of the fonnes of men : ſo that what is affirmed of 
ſach onely , can by no meanes bee ſo extended as to bee applyed 
unto all. Now, if any- one may bee exempted, univerſall Re- 
demption falleth to the ground : from the condition of a 
very few , with fach qualitications as the multitude have nor, 
nothing can be concluded concerning all. 

Secondly,the Apoſtle doth neicher declare what hath been,nor 
afſert what may be ; but onely addes a commination- upon a fap- 
poſition of a thing ; his maine aime being, to deterre from the 
thing, rather than to fignifie that ic na x4 by ſhewing the miſe- . 

that malt needs follow, if it ſhould fo come to paſſe 3 when 
Paul told the Souldiers, As 27. thatif che Mariners fled away in 
the Boar, they cotild nor be ſaved, hee di nor intend co fignifie to 
them, th at/in reſpeR bf the event they ſhould be drowned'; for 
Gol hid declared the contrary unto him.the night before, and he 
to

to them ; but onely to exhortthem to prevent that, which of ic 
ſelfe was a likely way for their raine and periſhing, Neither ſhall 
the Remonſtrants, with all their. Rhetoricke, ever perſwade us 
that itis in vain and altogether fruiclefſe to forewarne men of an 
evill, and toexhort them to take heed of thoſe wayes, whereby ie 
is naturally, and according to the order among the things them- 
felves to be incurred, although in reſpe& of the purpoſe of God 
the thing it ſelfe have no futurition, nor ſhall ever come to paſle : 
acommination of the judgement due to Apoitacy, being an ap- 
pointed means for the preſerving of the Saints from that finne 
may be held out to them, though it be impoſliblethe Ele& ſhould 
be ſeduced. Now that Payl here deales onely upon a ſuppokition, 
(not giving being tothe thing, but onely (hewing the connexion 
between apoſiacy and condemnation , thereby to ſtirre up all the 
Saints to take heed left there ſhould be in any of them an evill 
heart of unbeliefe to depart from the living God ) is apparent 
from v. 26. where hee makes an entrance upon this Argument, 
and motive to perſeverance;for if we fin wilfully : that believers may 
do ſo,he ſpeaks not one word : but if they (bould do ſo,he ſhewes 
what would be the event ; as that the ſouldiers in the ſhipſhould 
periſh, Paul told them not, but yet ſhewed what muſt needs come 
to paſle if the meanes of prevention were not uſed : now if this 
be the intention of theApoſtle,as it is moſt Iikely,by his ſpeaki 
in the firſt perſon if we fin wilfully,then not ao7 caing in the ons 
can be hence conc either for the univerſality of redemption, 
orthe apoſtacy of Saints , to bath which ends this place is uſual- 
ly ; for, ſuppoſitio nil ponit in eſſe. 

- Thirdly, ic is moſt certaine that theſe of whom he ſpeakes, did 
make ion of all theſe things whereof here is mention, viz. 
that Jefus Chriſt was the Sonne of God, that they were ſantitied 
by the bloud of the Covenant, and enilghtreg by the ſpicic of 
grace,yea,as it is apparent from. he paralell place, Heb. 6. 4,5had. 
many gifts of illumination , beſides their initiation by baptiſme 
wherein, open profeſion and demonſtration was made of theſe 
things : fo that a renuntiation of all theſe, with apen deteſiation 
of rthem,:as was the manner of Apoliates, accuriing the name of 
Chriſt, was a fin of ſo deep an.abomination.,attended with ſo,ma- 
ny aggravations,as might well have annexed to it this remarkable 
-/4 commt- 
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objeFions particularly anſwered,and L1B.4. 
commination,though the Apoſtates never had themſelves any true 
effeuall intereſt in the bloud of Jeſus. | 
Foirthly,chat it was the manner of che Saints and the Apoſtles 
themſelves to eſteem of all baptized initiated Perſons, ingratted in- 
ro the Church as ſandtified perſons ; ſo that ſpeakingrof Back- 


fliders,he could not make mention. of them any otherwiſe than as 
they were commonly eſteemed to be,and at that time in the judge- 


ment of charitie were to bee confidered : whether they were true 


Believers, or no, but onely temporary , to whom this Argu- 
ment againſt Apoſtacy is propoſed, according to the uſuall man- 
ner of ſpeech uſed by the Holy Ghoſt, they could not be otherwiſe 
deſcribed. 

Fiftly, if the Text be interpreted poſitively, and according to 
the truth of the thing it ſelfe, in both parts thereof, viz. 1. 
that theſe of whom the Apoſtle ſpeaketh were truely ſanCtified, 
2!y, that ſuch may totally periſh : then theſe two things 
will inevitably follow ; Firſt, that faith and ſanCtification is not 
the fruit of Ele&ion. Secondly , that Believsrs may fall finally 
from Chriſt ; neither of which I as yet finde to bee owned by our 
new Univerſaliſts, though both contended for by our old Ar- 
minians. 

Sixtly, there is. nothing in the Text of force to perfwade that 
the perſons here ſpoken of, muſt needs be truely juſtified and re- 
generated believers, much leffe that Chriſt dyed for them, which 
comes in onely by ftrained conſequences ; one expreſſion onely 
leemes to give any colour hereunto:' thar they were ſaid to bee 
ſanRified by the bloud of the Covenant : Now concerning this, 
If wedo but conſider,firſt the mannerand cuſtome of the Apoltles 
writing to the Churches, calling them all Saints,that were called, 
aſcribing that to every one that belonged onely ro-ſome.Second- 
Iy.that theſe perſons were baptized; v hich ordinance among the 
tienits, * was ſometime called pJ1ouds illumination 53 ſometime 
eytaguts [anftification) wherein by a ſolemne aſperſion of the ſym- 
bole of the bloud of Chriſt, they were externally ſan&ified, ſepera- 
ted and fer apart, and wereby all eſteemed as Saints and Believers. 
Thirdly , the various fignification of the word gy1aC@ ( here u- 
ſed )in the Scripture, whereof one moſt frequent,is to conſecrate 
and ſet apart to any holy uſe, as 2 Chron. 29. 23. Levit. 16. 4- 
Fourthly.

Fourthly,that Paw uſeth in wore 10 many words and phra- 
ſes in a temple ſenſe, alluding in the things and wayes of the Chri- 
ſtian Charch, unto theoldlegall obſervances. Fiftly, that ſuppo- 
ſed and profeſſed ſanftity, is often called ſo, and eſteemed to bee 
ſo indeed: if I ſay we ſhall confider thele things, ict will be moſt 
apparent, thar hereis indeed , no true, reall, internall, effetuall 
ſan&ification, proper to Gods ele at all intimated ; but onely a 
common externall ſetting apart (with repute and eſteeme of reall 
holinefſe) from the wayes of the world , and cuſtomes of the 
old Synagogue, to an enjoyment of the Ordinance of Chriſt, re- 

ſeatingthe bloud of the Covenant ; ſo that this conimination 
being made to all, ſo externally and apparently ſanCifed,to them 
that were truely ſo, it declared the certaine connexion betweene 
apoſtacy and condemnation, thereby warning them to avoid it, 
as {ojeph warned to flye into Egypt, leſt Herod ſhould {lay the 
childe ; which yet in reſpe& of Gods purpoſe could not bee effe- 
Red, in reſpe& of them that were onely apparently ſo, itheld out 
the odiouſneſle of the finne, with their owne certaine inevitable 
deſtruion , if they fell into it, which it was poſlible they 
might doe. 

And thus by the Lords afliſtance, have given you ( asI hope) 
a cleare ſolution to all the arguments which heretofore the Armi- 
nians pretended to draw from the Scripture in the defence of their 
Cauſe : ſome other Sopbiſmes ſhall hereafter be removed ; but be- 
cauſe of late we have had amultiplication of Arguments on this 


_ ſubjet, ſome whereof, at leaſt in forme, appeareto be new, and 
- may cauſe ſome trouble to the unskilfull : I ſhall in thenext 


place remove all thoſe Obje&tions which T. M. in his Booke of

| An anſwer, to the twentieth chapter of the booke i ntituled, the uni- 
verſality of Gods free grace, evc. being « collefion of all the Arguments 
uſed by the Author, throughout the whole booke to proove the univerſali- 
ty of Redemption. | 


He title pretends ſatisfa&tion to them who defire to have rea- 

ſon fatished, whichrhat it is a great undertaking,l[eaſily grant; 
but for the performance of it, bic labor,boc opus. That ever Chrilti- 
an reaſon rightly informed by the word of Gad, ſhould beſatis- 
fied with any doRrine, ſo diſcrepant from the word, fo full of 
contr adi&ion in it ſelfe, and to its owne principles, as the 
doCtcine of univerſall Redemption is, 1 ſhould much marvell. 
Therefore I am perſwaded that the Authour of the arguments 
following, ( which leaſt you ſhould miſtake them for other, he 
calleth reaſons ) will faile of his intention with all, that have 
fo mach reafon, as to know how to make uſe of reaſon, and fo 
much grace , as not to love darkneſſe morethan light. The one- 
ly reaſon,as farre as I can conceive ,. why he calls this colle&tion 
of all the Arguments and texts of Scripture which he had before 
cited and produced at large, fo many eaſons, being a ſuppoſall 
that he hath given them a logicall argumentative forme in this 
place : I ſhall briefly conſider them, andby the way take notice 
of his skill, in a regulzr framing ofargaments, to which here 
_ evidently pretends. His firſt reaſon then is as fallow- 
etn. 

That which the Scripture oft and plainely affirmeth in plaine words,is 
certainely true and to be believed, Prov. 22. 20. 21, Ifa. 8. 20. 2 Pet. 
I. 19, 20. But that Feſus Chriſt gave bimſelfe a ranfome, and by the 
grace of God tafted death for every man, is oft and plainly affirmed in 
Scripture, as is before ſhewne Chapt. 7. to the 13. 

Therefore the ſame is certainely a truth to be believed, John 20.31. 
AXts 26. 27. 

The propoſition of this Argument, is cleare, evident, and ac- 
knowledged by all, profeſſing the name of Chriſt ; but yet univer- 
fally with chis caution and proviſo ; that,by the Scripture, affirming 
any thing in plaine words that xs to be believed, you underſtand the 
plaine ſenſe of thoſe words, which is cleare by rules of interpre- 


| tation lo to be : it is the thing lignified, that is to be believed, and 
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not the words onely, which are the figne thereof: and therefore 
the plaine ſenſe and meaning is that which we muſt enquire after, 
andis intended, when we ſpeake of believing plaine words of the 
Scripture. But now if by plaine words you underſtand the litte- 
rall importance of the words, which may perhaps be figarative, or 
at leaſt of various ſignification, and capable of extent or reſtri&i- 
on in the Interpretation ; then there is nothing more falſe than 
this afſertion;for how can you then avoid the blaſpemous folly of 
the Antbropemorpbites, afligning a body and humane ſhape unto 
God ; the plaine words of the Scripture, often mentioning his eyes, 
- hands, eares, &c, ir being apparent to every childe, that the true 
importance of thoſe pon. anſwer not at all their groſſe 
carnall conception ? willnot alſo Tranſubſtantiation, or its yon- 
ger brother Conſubſtantiation,be an Article of our Creed ? With 
this limitation then we paſſe the Propoſition, with the places of 
Scripture brought to confirme it ; onely with this ObG ervati- 
on, that there. is not one of them to the purpoſe in hand, 
which, becauſe they doe not relate to the Argument in con- 
ſideration, wee onely leave to mens filent judgements. 
Secondly, the Aſſumption,or minor Propoſition, we abſolately 
deny as to ſome part of itz as that Chriſt ſhould be faid to give 
himſelfe a Ranſome for every man ; it being neither often , nor 
once , nor plainly,nor obſcurely affirmed in the Scripture, nor at 
all o_ in the place referred unto : ſo that this is but an emp- 
ty flouriſhing : for the otherexpreſlion, of 1aſfting death for every 
man, we grant that the words are found Heby. 2. 9. but we deny 
that every man, doth alwayes neceſſarily fignifie all and every man 
in the world : reds7er14s ndyra arlgerorngi bid dagxorres revre ardgarroy, 
Col. 1. 28. Warning every man, and teaching every man. Every man, 
is not there every man in the world; neither are we to believe thac 
Paul warned and taught every particular man , for it is falſe and 
impoſſible. So that ( every man }) in the Scripture, is not uni- 
verſally colle&ive of all of all ſorts ; but either diftributive, for - 
ſome of all ſorts; or colle&ive, with a reſtri&tion to all of ſome 
fort, as in that of Paul ( every man) was onely of thoſe to whom 
he had granted the Goſpel!. Secondly , in the originall there is 
onely 07% Tdy79%, for every, without the Subſtantive man,which 
might be ſupplyed by other words as. well as max, as ele&, or be- 


liever.

Thirdly, that every one, is there clearely reſtrained to all the 
members of Chriſt , and the_children by him brought to glory, 
we have before declared - ſo that this place is no way uſefull for 
the confirmation of the Aſſumption, which we deny in the ſenſe 
intended, and are ſure we ſhall never ſee a cleare , or ſo much asa 
probable teſtimony for the confirming of it. 

Tothe concluſion of the ſyllogiſme, the Author to manifeſt 
his skil in diſputing ſuch an Argumentative way as he undertak- 
eth,addeth ſome further proofs.Conſcious it ſeems he was to him- 
ſelfe,that ic had little ftrength from the Propofitions, from which 
it is inforced ; and therefore thought to give ſome new ſupport- 
ments toit , although with very ili fuccelſs, as will eaſily appeare 
to any one that ſhall but conſult theplaces quoted, bad centider 
the buſineſſe in hand: in the meane time this new logicke of fil- 
ling proofes to the concluſion which are ſuitable to neither pro- 
polition, and ſtriving to giveſtrength to that , by new teſtimony 
which ithath not from the premiſes, deſerves our notice in this 
age of learned Writers; beu quantum eſt ſapere. ; ſuch Logick is 
fic to maintaine ſuch Divinity. And ſo much for the firſt Argu- 
ment. 

Thoſe, for whom Feſus C'briſt and bis Apoſtles in plaine termes with- 
out any exception or reftraint affirme that Chriſt came, to ſave, and' to 
that end dyed, and gave bimſelfe a ranſome for, and is a propitiation for 
the ſinne bee certainely did come to ſave , and gave bimſelfe a ranſome 
for them, and is the propitiation for their ſinnes , Natth. 26. 24. Joh. 
6.38. x Cor. 15. 3, 4- Hebr. 10.7. John $. 3$. 45. 2 Pet. 1. 16. 

ebr, 2. 3,4-

2. 6. And is the propitiation for the ſinnes of the whole world, 1 John 
2.2. And every of theſe affirmations without any exception or reſtraint 
all being unjuſt, ungodly, finners and men and of the world, Rom. 3. 10. 
09,20. 23. Ephel. 2. 1,2,3. Tit. 3.3. John 3. 4. 6. 

Therefore Jeſus Chriſt came to ſave, dyed and gave bimſelfe a ran= 
ſome for all men, and i the propitiation for their - ſinnes ;, Fobn 
I. 29, F 

To the propoſition of this argument I defire onely to ob-

ſerve, that we doe not affirme, that the Scripture doth in any 
place lay an exception' or reſtraint upon thofe perſons for 
whom Chriſt is faid to dye,' as though in *one place it ſhould be 
affirmed he dyed for all men, and in another ſome exception a- 
eainſt it, as though ſome, of thoſe all men were excluded,which 
were to feigne a repugnancy and contradiion ir the word of 
God: Otiely weſay, one place of Scripture interprets 'another, 
and declares that ſenſe, which before in one place was ambiguous 
and doubtfull. For inſtance, when the Scripture ſheweth that 
Chriſt dyed or gave himſelfe a ranſome for al}, we believeic : and 
when in another place ic declares, that al, tobe his Church, his 
Elef, his ſbeepe, all believers, ſomevf all ſorts, out of all Kindreds 
and Nations, and Tongues, under beaven, thisis not to lay an excep- 


tion or reſtraint upon what was ſaid of a/before, but onely to 


declare that the all for which he gave liimſelfe for a ranſome, were 
all his Church, all his elef,all his ſheep, ſome of all forts, and ſo 
we believe that he dyed for all :( with this obſervation welet 
paſſe the propoſition, takeing- out its: meaning as well as the 
hraſe where it is expreſſed will afford it : together with the vaine 
ouriſh & ponipeous fhew of many texts of Scripture brought to 
confirme it, whereof not one is any thing to the purpoſe ; fo 
that I am perſiwaded he put downe names and figures at a venture, 
without once conſulting the- texts having no ſmall cauſe to be 
confident, that none would trace him, in his flouriſh, and yer 
that ſome eyes might dazle at his ſupernumerary quotations: ler 
me deſire the Reader to turne to thoſe places, and if any one of 
them be any thing to the purpoſe or bulineſſe in hand, let the au- 
thors credit beof weight with hirti another tims. O letus not be, 
as many who corrupt the word of God. Bat perhaps it is a miſt- 
ake in the impreſſion : and'for Matrh.26.24 he intendes verſe 28. 
where, Chritt is ſaid to ſhed his bloud for many; in John 6. he 
miſtooke,- verſe 38. for 39. where our Saviour affirmes that he 
came to ſave that which his Father gave him, that none ſhould 
be loft, which certainely are the ele&. In 1 Cor.5.3.4. He was not 
much amiſſe ; the Apoſtle conjoyning inthole verſes the death 
and reſurre&tion of Chriſt which he ſaith was for us:and how 
farre this advantagethhis cauſe in hand, we have before declared. 
By Hebr. 10. 7. ſuppoſe he meant verſe 10. of the chapter, afficm- 
ing that by the will of God, which Chriſt came to doe, we are

GnQified, even through the offering of the body of Jeſus, aſcrib- 


An adverb ing our fanCtification to his death, which :is not ettcted in all

[ hope will undeceive him by letting him know the meaning of 
the word 6p4re£ the like may be obſerved of the other pron, 
chat in them is nothing at all tothe propoſition in hand, and 
nigh them, atleaſt is enough to evertit: and fo his propoſition 
in ſamme is all thoſe for whom the Scripture affirmes that Chriſt 
os dye, for them he dyed which is trueand doubtleſie, gran- 
red. 

The aſſumption affirmes; that: Chriſt and his Apaſtles in the 
Scriptures, ſay that he dyed to fave ſinners, unjult,uagodly, the 
world, all , whereupon the concluſion onght barely to -be, 
Therefore Chriſt dyed for finners,unjuſt,ungodly, the world and 
the like. To which we ſay,firit, that this is the very ſame argu- 
ment for ſubſtance, with that which went before, as alſo are 
ſome of thoſe that follow , onely ſome words are varied to.chang 
the outward appearance, and ſo tomake ſhew of a number. Se- 
condly, That the whole itrength of this Argument,. lyes in turn» 
ing indefinite propolitions,. into univerſalls: concluding, chat 
becauſe Chrit dyed for ſinners, that therefore ke dyed for all 
pon he dyed for the unjuſt, ungodly, and the world, 
that therefore he dyed for every one that is unjuſt, or ungodly, 
and for-every one in the world ; becauſe he dyed for all, there- 
fore for all and every one of all ſorts of men. Now if this be- 
good arguing, I will farniſh you with ſome more ſuch argue 
ments, againſt you have occaſion to uſe them, God juſtifieth the 
ungodly, Rom. 4- 5. Therefore he juſtificth every one that isun- 


godly: now whom he juſtifieth he glorifieth and therefore e- 


very ungodly perſon fhall be glorified. Secondly, When Chriſt 
came, men loved darknefſe more than light, Fobn 3. 19. There- 
fore all men did ſo and ſo none believed, Thirdly, The world 
knows not Chriſt, Fobn 1. 10. Therefore no- man in theworld 
knowes him. Fourthly, The whole world lyes in evill, : Jobs 5. 
Therefore every one in the world doth ſo. Such arguments as 
theſe, by turning indefinite propoſitions into univerſalls, I 
could eafily furniſh you with all for any purpoſe that you will 
uſe them co. Thirdly, If you extcndthe words in the concluſion, 

: no 
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no further than the intention of then, jnthe places of Scripture 
recited in the Aſſumption, we may ſafely grant the whole, viz. 
that Chriſt dyed for finners and che world, for finfull men, in 
their ſeverall generations living therein : but if you intend an u- 
niverſality colleRive of all, in chetonclufion then the ſyllogiſme 
is ſophitticall and falſe ; no place of Scripture aftirming-fo much 
that is produced. The afſignation of the Obje& of the death of 
Chriſt in them being in terms indefinite receiving light and clear- 
nelle, fora more reftrained ſenſe, in thoſe places where they are

Fourthly, for particular places of Scripture urged, 1 Tim. 1.15. 
1 Pet. 3 .1$. Kom.5.6. inthe beginning of the aſſumption , and 
not at all tothe purpoſe in hand, 1 Fobn 3.17. Hebr. 2.9. 1 Jobn 
2.2. have been a{ready conf ,Rom.3:10.19-23. Epheſ. 2.1,2,3+ 
Tit. 3:3: Fobn3. 4. added inthe cloſe of the ſame Propoſition, 
proovethart all are finners and children of wrath ; but of Chrifſts 
dying for all fmners, or for all thoſe children of wrath , there is 
not the leaſt intimation : and whis may ſuffice to anſwer to the 
two firſt Arguments, which might eafily be recorted upon the Au- 
thor of them ; the Scripturebeing full and plaine to the confir- 
mation of the poſition which he intends to-oppoſe.. _ 

That which the Scripture layeth forth as one end of the death of Chrift, Arg» 3+ 
amd one ground and cauſe of Gods exalting Chriſt to be the Lord and 
judge of all, and of the equity of bis judging, that is certainly to bee be- 
lieved, Plalme 12. 1. and 18. 130. and 119. 40. 

But the Scripture layeth forth this for one end of the death and veſur- 
rettion of Coriſt, That bee might be the Lord of all, Romans 14. g. 
2 Cor. 5.14, 15. and for thatcauſe (' even his death and reſurre&i- 
an) bath God exalted bim to be the Lord and judge of all men, and bis 
judgements ſball bee juſt, Romans 14. 9, 11, 12. 2 Corinth. 5. 10: 
Philip. 2.7, 11. AQs 17: 31. Romans 2. 16. Therefore that Cbrift 
ſo dy2d, and roſe againe for all, is a truth to bee. believed.

The unlearned framing of this Argument, the uncouth expreſſi- 4y/w. 
ons of the thing intended, and failing in particulars by the by,be- 
ing tobe aſcribed to the perfon,and not the cauſe,I ſhall! not-much 
trouble my (elf withall.As 1. to his arti6-iall regularity in bring- 
ing his minor Propoſition, viz. Chriit being made Locd and judge- 
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of all,into the major, ſo continuing one Terme in all three Propo- 
fitions,and making the wflole almoſt unintelligible. 2'. his inter- 
preting, for this cauſe God exalted Cbriſt, to be his death and reſur- 
re&tion ; when his reſurrction, wherein hee was declared to be 
the Sonne of God with powery Rom. 1.4. was a glorious part of 
his exaltation : To examine and lay open the weakneſle and folly 
of innumerable ſuch things as theſe, whichevery where occurre, 
were to be laviſh of precious moments : thoſe that have the leaſt 
taſte of learning, or the way of reaſoning, doe eaſily ſee their va- 
nity, and for the reſt, eſpecially the poore adjurers of thele foggy 
Sophilſmes, I ſhall nor ſay, pon bic populus vult decipi, decipian= 
tur ; but God give them underſtanding and repentance- to the ac- 
knowledgement of the Truth. | : 
Secondly, to this whole Argument as ic lies before us, I have no- 
thing to ſay, but onely to entreat Maſter More, that if the miſery 
of our times ſhould be calling upon him co bee wricinge againe, 
that he would ceaſe exprefling his n'inde by ſyllogilmes, and to 
ſpeake in his owne manner , which by its confutton in innume- 
rable tautolligies, may a lictle puzzle his Reader : for truely, this 
kinde of arguing hereuſed, for want of Logicke, whereby hee is 
himſelfe deceived, and delight in Sspbiſtry, whereby hee deceiveth 
others, is exceedingly ridiculous ; for none can beſo blinde, but 
that at firſt reading of the Argument, hee will ſee that he aſſerts 
and inferres that in the concluiion, ſtrengthning it with a new 
teſtimony which was not once dreamed of, in either of the pre- 
miſes,they ſpeaking of the exaltation of Chriſt to wo; 1s. of 
a'l, which referres to his owne glory, the concluſion of his dying 
for all, which neceſſarily aimes at and intends their good : Were 
itnot a noble defigne to baniſh all humane learning, and to eſtab- 
liſh ſuch a way of arguing in the room thereof.

Thicdly, the force and ſumme of the Argument is this ; Chriſt 
dyed and roſe againe that hee might bee Lord and Judge of all ; 

Now aske what he meanes by dying 
forall, and the whole Treatiſy anſwers, that ic is a paying a 
ranſome for them all, that they might bee ſaved. Now how this 
can be extorted out of Chriſts dominion over all, with his power 
of judging all committed to him, which alſo is extended to the 
Angels, for whom hee dyed not.

F dls, the manner of arguing being fo vaine, letus fre 
a little whether there be any more weight in the matter of che Ar- 
gument. Many Texts of Scripture are heaped up, and diſtributed 
co the,ſeverall Propofitions : In thoſe out of Pſalme 12. 6. 18.and 
30. ( as I ſuppoſe it ſhould be ngrt 130. asicis printed) 119. 4. 
There is ſome mention of the m_ of God, with the purity 
of his Word, and perfe&tion of his Word, which that they are a- 
ny thing to the bulineſſe in hand I cannot perceive: That of 1Tim. 
2. 6. added to the concluſion, in one of thoſe places which are 
brought forth upon every occaſion, as being the ſuppoſed foun- 
dation of the whole Afſertion,but cauſeleflely as hath been ſhew- 


ed oft: Thoſe which are annexed to the minor Propofition, 


2 Cor. 5.14, 15. as Thave already cleared the minde of the Holy 
Ghoſt in it, and made it manifeſt that no ſuch thing as univerſall 
Redemption can be wreſted from it ; ſo unto this preſent argu- 
ment it hath no reference at all, not containing any one ſyllable 
concerning the judging of Chritt, and his power over all, which

mention indeed Chriſts exaltation, and his judging all at the laſt 
day , but becauſe hee ſhall judge all at the Iaft day, there- 
fore hee dyed for all, will aske more paines to prove, than 
our Adverſary intends to take in this cauſe. The weight on 
the whole muſt depend on Rom. 14. 911,12. which being the 
onely place that gives any colour to this kinde of arguing, thall a 
lictlebe conſidered. It is. the Lordſhip and Dominion of Chriſt 
over all, which the Apoſtle in that placeact large inſiſts on, and e- 
videnceth to beleevers, that they might thereby be proved to walk 
blamelefſe, and without: offence one towards another, knowing 
the terror of the Lord,and how that all men, even themſelves and 
others muſtcome to appear before his judgment ſeat, when ic will 
be but a ſadithing,to have an account to make of ſcandals and of- 
ences:further,to ingraft andfaften this upon them, he declares an- 
cothem the way whereby the Lord Chriſt attained & came to this 
Dominion, and power of judging, all things being put under his 
feet. together with what defigne hee had as to this particular, in 
undertaking the Office of mediation, there expreſſed by dying; 
riling, and reviving, to wit, that he might have the execution of 
judging over all committed to him, _ being part of the glory

objetions particularly anſwered,and LrB.4 
ſet before him, which cauſed him to endure the crofſe and defpiſe 
the ſhame, Hebrewes 12. 2. So-that all which here is intimated 
concerning the death of Chriſt, is about the end, effe&«s,and iſſue 
that it had towards himlelfe, not any thing of what was his in- 
tention towards them tor whom he Tod To dye for others does 
at leaſt denote to dye for their good, and in the Scripture alwayes 
rodye intheic ſtead ; now that any ſuch thing can bee hence de- 
dued, that Chrift dyed for all, becaufe by his death himſelf made 
way for the enjoyment of that power, whereby hee is Lord over 
all, and will judge them all, calting the greatelit part of men into 
hel},by the ſentence of his righteous judgement, profeſſe ſincere- 
ly that I am no way able to perceive : if men will contend and 
have it ſo, that Chriſt mult be ſaid to dye for all, becauſe by his 
death and reſurreCtion he attained the power of judging all, then 
I ſhall onely leave with them theſe three things.

Secondly, that he alſo dyed for the De- 
vills, becauſe he hath by his death and and reſurre&ion attaineda 
power of judging them alſo. Thirdly, that the whole Afﬀertion -

arguing, wil expc& that we ſhould ſpend many words aboutſuch 

oore flouriſhes, vaine repititions,, confuſed expreſlions, and il- 

ogical deduCtins and argamentations,as this pretended new Ar- 

gument ( indeed the ſame with the rwo firſt, and with almoſt all 
that follow ) will expe that I ſhould calt away much time oy 
pains about them. For my own part I were no way able to under- 
goe the tediouſnes of the review of ſuch things as theſe ; but.thax 
eundum eſt quo trabunt fata Eccleſie 3 not then any more to trouble 
the Reader, with a Declaration of that in particulars, which he 
cagnot bat be ſufficiently convinced of by a bare over-looking 
of theſe reafons. viz. that this Author is utterly ignorant of the 
way of reaſoning, and knowes not how tollerably to exprefle his 
owne conceptions, nor to inferre one thing from another in any 
regular way ; Tanſwer, Firſt, that whatſoevggthc Scripture holds 
forth as a truth to be believed, is certainel 
ced. Secondly , that the Scripture ſets forth the death of Chriſt, 
to all whom the Goſpell is preached, as an all-ſufficient means for 
rhe bringing of ſinners unto God, fo as that whoſoever believe 
it, and come in unto him, ſhall certainely be ſaved. Thirdly, what 
can be concluded hence, but that the death of Chriſt is of ſuch 
infinjte value, as that it isable to ſave to the utmoſt, every one to 
whom it is made knowne, if by true faith they obtaine an intereſt 
thereln,and a right thereunto? We cannot perceive ( this truth we 
have formerly confirmed by many teſdimonies of Scripture ) and 
doe conceive that this inate ſufficiency of the death of Chriſt, is 
the foundation of its promiſcuous propoſall to ele and repro- 
bate, Fourthly, that the concluſion, if he would have the reaſon 
to have any colour or ſhew of an Argument , ſhould at leaſt in- 
clude andexpreſſe the whole and entire Aſertion , contained-in 
the Propoſition, vis. That Chriit is fo fet forth to be the Saviour 
of the world, that whoſoever of the particulars believe, &c. And 
then it is by us fully granted, as making nothing at all for the 
univerſality of Redemption ; but onely for the fulnefſe and ſufh- 
coy of his ſatisfation.

Secondly, To the ſecond 
that Chriſt gave himſelf a ranſome yTig rerror for all and taſted 
death vTiy brarrss for all, is the very word of Scripture, and was, 
never denyed by any,.the making of all, to be all men, 'and. eyery 
man in bath the places aimed at, is youraddicion, and not the 
Scriptures aſſertion : if you intend then to prove that Chriſt gave 
himſelfe a ranſome for all, and taſted death for all , you may fave 

our labours, it is confeſſed on all hands, none ever. denyed it: 
bt if you intend co prove thoſe allto be all, and every man,of all 
ages, and kinds, ele&, and reprobate,and not all his children, all 
his elect, all his ſheep, all his people, all the children given him 
of God, ſome ofall ſorts, nations, tongues, and languages onely, 
I will by the Lords affiſtance, willingly joyne iſſue with you, or 
any man breathing, to ſearch out the meaning of the word and 
minde of God in it, holding our ſelves to the proportion of faith, 
efſentialicy of the do&rin of Redemption,ſcopeof the place where 
ſuch afſertions are, comparing them with other places and the 
like waies, labouring in all hamilicy, to finde the minde of the 
Lordaccording to his owne appointment, and of the ſuccefſe of 
ſach a tryall, laying aſide ſuch failings as will adhere to my per- 
ſonall weaknefſe, I am by the grace of God exceedingly confi- 


. dent,having by his goodnefle received (one ſtrength & opportuni- 


ty to ſearch inco, & ſeriouſly to weigh what ever the molt famaus 
aſſertors of univerſall Redemption whether Lutherans or Armini- 
ans, have been able to ſay in this cauſe : for the preſentI addreſſe 
my ſelfe to what is before me, only deſiring the er to obſerve 
that the aſſertion to be proved is, one rn Chriſt og to 
the counſel] and will of his Father, ſuitable, to his purpoſe of 
Galvation, in his owne minde and intention, did, by his death 
and oblation, pay a ranſome for alland every man, Ele&, and 
Reprobate, both thoſe that are ſaved and thoſe that periſh, to re- 
deeme them from ſinne, death, and hell, to recover ſalvation life 
and immortalicy for them, and not onely for his Ele&, or Church 
choſen toan inheritance before the foundatian of the world. To 
confirme this we have diverſe places produced, which -by the 
Lords aſſiſtance we {ball confider in order.

And this I take to be the cleare | wy meaning 
of this place ; not excluding the efficacy of the Spirit, working 
in the ame manner, though not to the ſame degree for the ſame 
end in the majeſty of the ward to the end of the world : bat what 
this is to mnivecſall Redemption, let them, that can underſtand 
it, keep it to themſelves, for I am confident they will never be 
able to make it out to others. - 
PROOFE. 5t- | 

God bath teſtified both by bis word and bis oath, that be would, that 
bis Sonne ſbould ſo farre ſave, as to worke a Redemptionfor all » ex ; 
and likewiſe that be ſhould bring all to the knowledge of the truth, that 
theretbrowgh Redemption might be wrought in and upon thew, 1 Tim. 
2. 4- with John 3. 17. So be willeth not,nor bath any pleaſure in the 
death of him ( even the wicked ) that dyetb, but rather that he turne and 
live, Ezek. 18. 23. 32. & 33. 11. And dare any of us ſay, the God of 
truth ſaith and ſweareth that, of which he bath no inward and ſerious 
meaning? ob farre be ſuch blaſphemy, from us. 

ANSWER: 

This affertion firſt, that God teftifieth by bis word and oath, that he 
would that Chriſt ſbould ſofarre ſave us,&c. is a bold calling of God 
to witnefſe that, which he never affirmed, nor did it ever enter 
into his heart : for he hath revealed his will that Chriſt ſhould 
fave to the utmoſt them, that come to him, andnot ſave ſo farre, 
or ſo farre, as is boldly , ignorantly,' and falſely , intimated. 
Let men beware of provoking God to their owne confafion, he 
will not be ws to the lye of falſe hearts. Secondly, That 
Chriſt ſhould (6 bring all to the knowledge of the trut! , that therethrough

' Redemption might be wrought in & upon them, is another bold corrap- 
tion of the word,and falſe wie bearing in the name of God:is 
it a ſmall thing for you to weary and ſeduce men, will you wea- - 
ry our God alſo? Thirdly,for places of Scripture corrupted to the 
ſenle impoted; in obn 3. 17. God is faid to [end bis Sonne, that the 
world through bim might be javed, not be ſaved ſo farre, orſo farre, 
bur ſaved from tbeir ſinnes, Matth. 1. 2x. and to the uttermoſt, Heb. 
7.25. So that the world of Gods Elet, who onely are ſo ſaved, 
is onely there to be underſtood as hath been proved. In 1 Tim. 2. 
4. there is ſomething of the will of God for the ſaving of all 
ſorts of mien, as hath been declared, nothing conducing to the 
bold aſſertion, uſed in thisplace. Fourthly, To thoſe are added 
that of Ezek. 18. 23. that God bath no pleaſure in the death of him that 
dyeth, and verſe 32. That be willeth not the death of the firner : Now 
though theſe rexts are exceeding uſelefſe to the buſinefſe in hand, 
and might probably have ſome colour of univerſall vocatiorybut 
none poflibly of univerſall Redemption, there being no mention 
of Chriſt, or his death in the place, from whence they are cited , 
yet becauſe our adverſaries are frequently knitting knots from 
this place to inveagle and hamper the ſimple, I ſhall adde ſome 
few obſervations upon it to cleare the meaning of the text, and 
demonſtrate how it belongs nothing at all to the bulinefſe in 
hand. Firſt, then let us conſider to whom, and of whom theſe 
words are ſpoken. |s it to and of all mien , or onely to the houſe 
of Iſrael 2 doubtleſſe theſe laſt;they are onely intended,they only 
are ſpoken to, beare now ob bouſe of Iſrael, ver. 25. now will it fol- 
low, that becauſe God ſaith he delighrs not in the death of the 
houſe of Iſrael, tro whom he revealed his mind, and required their 
repentance and converſion, that therefore he ſaith ſo of all,even 
thoſe to whom he never revealed his will by ſuch wayes as to , 
to them, nor calledto repentance, Pfal. 147. 19, 20. So that the 
wy ground worke of the whole concluſion is removed by this 
firſt obſervation. Secondly, God willeth not the death of alin- 
ner, is, either God purpoſeth'and determineth he ſhall notdye,or 
God commandeth that he ſhall doe thoſe things, wherein he may 
live: if the firſt, why are they not all Gaved ? why doe the ſinners 
dye? tor there isan immutability in the counſell of God, ! Reb. 
6. 17. His counſell ſball ſtand, and be will doe all bis pleaſure, Tſay 46- 
if the latter way by commanding, then the ſence is that the Lord 
; commay- 
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commandeth, that thoſe whom he callech, thould doe their duty 
that they may not dye(although he knows,that thus they cannot 
doe without his atlittance ) now what tizis makes to generall Re- 
demption, I know not.. Thirdly, To adde no more, this whole 
place, with the icope,aime,and intention of the Prophet init ,- is 
miſerably miltaken by our adverſaries,and wreited to that, where- 
of there is not the leaſt thought in the Text: the wo ds area part 
of the anſwer which the Lord gives to the r:pining Jewes, con» 
cerning their Proverb, The fatbers bave eaten ſower grapes, and the 
childrens teeth are ſet on edge. Now about what did they ute this 
Proverb 2 Why? concerning the land of Tjraet v. 2, the land of their 
habitation which was laid waſte by the ſword ( as they affirmed ) 
for the ſinnes of their fathers,themlelves being innocent ; ſo that 
it is about Gods temporall judgements in overturning their land 
and nation that this diſpute is, wherein the Lord juſtitieth him- 


ſelteby declaring the equity of theſe judgments by reaſon of their 


finnes, even thoſe ſfinnes for which the land devoured th:m, and 
ſpewed them out : telling them that his juſtice is, . that for ſuch 
things they ſhould ſurely dye, their b!oud ſhould be upon them, 
ver. 13. they ſball beſlaine with the {word, and cut off by thoſe 
judgements, which they had deſerved; not that the (ſhedding of 
their bloud, and caſting out of their carcaſces, was a thing in it 
felte ſo pleaſurable or deſirable to him, as that hedid it onely for 
his own will : for let them leave their abominations, and try 
whether thetr lives were not prolonged in peace. This being the 
plaine genuine ſcope and meaning of this place at the firit view 
(wean it ſelf to every unprejudiced man,] have often admired 
ow ſo many firange concluſions for a generall purpoſe of ſhew 
ing mercy to all, univerſall vocation, and Redemption have been 
wreſted from it: as allo how it came tobe produced to give colour 
to that heap of blaſphemy, which our Author calleth his fitth 
proofe. |

The very words and phraſes uſed by the boly Ghoft in Scripture, (peaks 
ing of the death of Chriſt, and the ranſome and propitiation 3 to whom it 
belongs, and who may ſeeke it , and in believing finde life, implyes no 
lefſe than all men. As 10 inſtance 3 all Nations,Matth 29. 19. 20. The 
ends of the earth,, Iay, 45: 22. & 49. 6 Every creature, Mark 16.15. 
All,2 Cor. 5. 14. 15. 1 Tim. 2. 6. Every man, Heb. 2. 9. The world, 
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John 3. 16. 17. 2 Cor. 5. 19. The whole world, 1 John 2. 2. That 
which was loft, Luke 19. 10. Sinners, Matth. 9* 13. Vnjuft, 1 Pet. 3; 
18. Ungodly, Rom. 5. 6. And that whoſoever of theſe repent, and be« 
lieve in Criſt ſhall receive bis grace, John 3+ 16. 1$. AX. 10. 43. 
Now all theſe ſo often and indifferently uſed, were it not pride and er» 
rour to deviſe glofſes to reſtraine the ſenſe, the Scripture boldeth forth , 
fo full and large for all men? 

; ANSWER. 

Firſt, This argument, taken from the words and phraſes, wher« 
by the object of the death of Chritt is in the Scripture expreſfed, 
is that which filleth up both pages of this booke, being repeat- 
ed, and moſt of the places here cited urged an hundred times o- 
ver:an1yet it isfſo farre from being any prefling argument, as 
that indeed it is nothing but a bare naked repetition of the thing 
in debate,conclading according to his owne perſwaſton ; for the 
maine quzre berween as, i3-whither the words All and the world, 
be to be taken univerſally : he ſaith ſo, & he faith fo, which is all 
the proofe we have, repeating over the thing to be proved, in- 
ſtead of a proofe.Secondly, For thoſe places which atfirme Chrift 
to dye for finners, ungod!y, that which is loſt, 8&c, as Lyke 19. 
10. Alitth,9. 13. 1Pet. 3. 18. Rom.5.6. I have before declared 
t ow cxce-dingly unſerviceable they are to univerſal Redemption 
Thirdly, For thoſe places where the words All, every man, the 
world,the whole world are nſed we have had them over and over, and 
they likewiſe have been coniidered. Fourthly, for thoſe expreſ- 
ſions of all Nations, Matth. 28. 19. 20. every creature, Matth. 16. 
15. uſed concerning them , to whom the Goſpel! is preached, I 
fay ficit, that they doe not comprize all individualls, nay not all 
nations ac a!] times,much leffe all ſingular perſons of all nations; 
if we looke upon the accompliſhment,and fulfilling of that com- | 
mand; neither de fafo was the Goſp?ll ever ſo preached to all, al- 
thou zh there be a firnefle and a fnitableneſſe In the diſpenſation 
thereof tobe {o preached to all, 2s was declared. Secondly, The 
command of preaching the Golpell to all, doth not in the leaſt 
minner prove, that Chriſt dyed with an intention to redeeme all, 
bur it h*th other grounds,and other ends as hath been manifeſted. 
Thirdly, That the ranſome belongs to all , ro whomit is propo- 
fed we deny; there be otherends of that propofall : and Chriſt 
will ſayto ſom of them, that he never knew them , therefors 
Cer- 
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certainely he did notlay downe his life for them.Fifchly, The ends 
of the eartb, Iſay 4.5. 22. are thoſe that looke up to God, from all 
parts, aud aye javes, which ſurely are not all and every one : 
and Chriſt leing given to be a ſalvation to the end of the earth, 
chapter 49. 6. Is to doe no more among the Gentiles, than 
Gop promiſcth in the ſame place thar he ſhall doe for his owne 
kent even cater the preſerved of Tſraet, fo ſhall he beare forth 
the ſalvation of God, and gather the preſerved remnant of his E- 
le& to the ends of theearth. And now ! hope I need not minde 
the intelligent Reader, that the Authour of theſe colleRions 
could not have invented a- more ready way forthe ruine otthe 
Thefis, which he ſeekes to maintaine, than by producing theſe 
places of Scripture laſt recounted for the confirmation of :itgrant- 
ing that 4! and the world, are no more than all the enes of the 
earth mentioned in Tſay 45.

nance of their talſeand corrupt opinions.

That whereas there are certaine bigh and peculiar privitedges of the 
ſpirit contained in the new Teftament ; ſealed by the bloud of Chriſt, 
which belongs not to all men, but onely to the Saints, the called and 
choſen of the Lord, and when they are alone diſtinttly mentioned, they are 
even ſo ſpoken off, as belonging to them cnely, Matth. 13. 11. John 14. 
17. 2I. 22. 23.816. 13. 14: 15. & 17. 19.20. AR. 2. 38. 39. 
1 Cor. 2.9.14 Heb..9. 15. &8. tot. 1 Per, 2.3.9. Tet many of 
theſe peculiar priviledges, are ſo ſpoken of as joyned together with the 
ranſome and propitiation which telojgs to all, then are they rot ſpoken of 
in ſuch a reſtraining and excluſive manner or with ſuch appropriating 
words : but ſo and with ſuch words as roome is left to apply the ranſome 
to all men, in ſpeech. Ard withall ſo hold out the priviledges to them 
that believe, that are proper to them, that they may both bave their com 
fort and eſpeciall hope , and alſo hold forth the ranſome and heepe open 
the doore for others. In beliefs & mom of the propitiation to come in &*

wholy had from m2, neicher doe 1 perceive how ic may receive 
any ſuch collerable application, as todeſerve the name of a proofe, 
as to the maine Thefts intended to be maintained; the force which 
it hath, is in an obſervation, which if it hath any ſenſe is neicher 
true, nor onc2 attempted to be made good, for tirit, that there 
are peculiar high priviledges belonging to the Saints and called 
of God, is athing which needs no proofe , amongſt theſe are the 
death of Chriit for th:m, not as Saints, but as Elet, which by 
the benefit of chat death and bloud ſhedding are to be made Saints, 
and accounted co be the holy one of God, for he redeemed bis 
Church with his owne bloud, At. 20. 28. loved and gave himſelfe for it, 
Ephel. 5.25. 26. even us, Titus 2. 14. even as divers of thoſe 
here intimated, are expreſ]y atligned unto them : as elcC, ſuch as 

thoſe, 705.17. 19. 20. among which alſo as in the ſame rank with 
them, is reckoned Jeſus, ſandifying himſelfe for their ſake, that is 
to be an oblation, v. 19. in a wordall pcculiar faving priviledges 
belong onely to Gods ele purchaſed for them, and them alone 
by the bloud of Jeſus Chritt, Epbeſ. x. 3« 4. Secondly, For the 
other part of the obſervation, that where mention is made of 
theſe together wich the ranſome there is roome left to 
exten1 che  ranſome to all.

Is 
not meant all ſorts of men, and the word 4 not to be taken di- 
ſtributively,when the Apoſtle by an annumeration of divers ſorts 
gives an evident demonltration of the diftribution intended. 37, 
that we are bound topray forevery ſingular man that he may bee 
ſaved ; which 1. wee have no warrant, rule, precept, or example 
for. 2.-It is contrary to the Apoſtolicall precept, 1 Jebn 5. 16. 
3. Toour Saviours example, Joby I7.9. 4. To the counſell and 
purpoſe of God in the generall made known to us, Rom. 9.11,12, 
15- and Chap. 11.7. whereevidently our praying for all, is but 
for all ſorts of men excluding none, and that thoſe may believe, 
who are ordained to eternall life.

67, It 
moſt ſplendidly takes for granted, that our duty is to bee confor- 
med to Gods ſecret ninde, his purpoſe and counſell , untill every 
one of theſe ſuppoſalls be made zood, which never a one of them 
will be very ſudd-nly ; there js no help in this proof, nor ſtrength

2. It quite enervates and plucks out the efficacy of this heavenly 
motive,by turning the molt intente & incomparable love of God 
cowards hisEle&,into acommon detire,wilhing,$& afteion of his 
nature,(which indeed is oppofite-to his nature failing of itsend & 
purpoſe, which might conliſt with the eternall deſtruion of: all 
of all mankind;as1 thal abundantly denwnſtrate,if Providence cal 
me to the other part of this Controverkie concerning the cauſe of 
ſending Jeſus Chiitt. 3. Thereis nathing of this common love to 
all in the places urged; for ficlt,the grace mentioned Tit. 2:3 1z13. 
is the grace that certainly brings ſalvation, w*<® that common love 
doth not, and was the caule of {ending Chriſt that hee mighe re- 
deemeus from all iniquicy, and purifie to himſelfe a peculiar peo- 
ple zealous of good works ; where our redemption and ſanRifi- 
cation, is allerted to be the immediate end of the oblation of Je- 
ſas Chriſt, which how deſtructiae it is co univerſall Redemption, 
hath been formerly declared. 2. $o alſo is that love and kindnefle 
mentioned, Chapt. 3, 4, 5- ſuch asby which, wee receive the wa- 
(bing of regencration, and renewing of the Holy Ghoſt, verſe 5. 
juſtification and adoption to heireſhip of eternall life , verſe.7. 
which, whether it be a c6mon ora pecu'iar love,lect all men judge. 
3. Ads 13 x7. ( for verſe 48. there cited, containes a cleare rettri- 
&ion of this love of God co his ele&as can be defired ) ſets out 
the extent of the mercy of God,in Chriſt, through the preaching 
of the Goſpell to the Gentiles alſo, and not onely to the Jewes,as 
was foretold by Iſaiah 49. 6. which is farre enough from-»jving 
. any colour to the univerſality of grace, ic being nothing but the 
ſame affirmation which yee have Jobn 11. 52. of gathering toge- 
ther in one the Children of God that were ſcattered abroad.

- Thoſe that when the Goſpell comes and any ſpirituall light therein 
to them, when they refuſe to believe,” and ſuffer themſelves to bee with- 
drawne by other things, they are affirmed to love or chooſe darkneſſe rather 
than lipbt, John 3.19. ( which bow could it be, if- no light in-truth were 
for them ? ) in following lying vanities , to forſake their owne mercie:, 
Fonah 2.

4 G ANSWER. 

Firſt, the famme of this Argument is, that thoſe who doe not 
believe upon the preaching of the Goſpel are the cauſes of their . 
owne ruine and deſtruQion ; therefore ſefirs Chriſt dyed forall 
and every man in the world. Now though it can1ot but be appre- 
hended, that it is time caſtaway and labour loſt to anſwer fuch 
conſequences as theſe; yet I maſt addea few obſervations, leſt any 
ſcruple ſhould remaine with the weakeſt Reader; as firft, all have 
not the Goſpelt preached to them, nay from the begirining of the 
world, the greateſt part of men have been paſſed by in the difpen- 
ſation of the meanes of grace, Row. 2. As winkedat : all 
theſe then mult be lefr ont in this conclaſfton , which renders it al- 
together uſclefle to thebuſinefſe in hand; for the aniverſality of 
redemption falls to the gronnd, if any one ſoule be not intended 
in the payment of the ranfome. 2. It is not the difbelieving the 
death of Chriſt for every individaall ſonte that ever was or ſhall 
be (which to believe is no where in Scripture required ) that is the 
cauſe of mans deſtru&tion,bnt a not-befieving in the all-ſafficien- 
cy of thepaſſion and oblation of Jefas Chrr't for finners, fo as 
to accept of the mercy procured thereby napon thoſe tertnes and - 
conditions,that it is held forth in the Goſpel, which doth not at-. 
tend the purpoſe and intention of God, for whom Chriſt ſhonld 
dye,bat the ſafficiency and efficacy of his death, for all that receive 

Hhimin a duemanner, he being only che true way,life,and light,no 
other name being given under heaven whereby men maybe ſaved : ttis a 
loving darknefſe ratbey than light, as in Fobn 3. 19. the place urged mn 
the proofe ; which word wine, rather there, doth not inſtitute 
a compariſon, between their love of darknefle and Tight, as though 
they loved both, bur darkn-fſ* chiefely ; bar plainely intimates an 
oppoſition unto the love of light , by a full love of darkeneffe. 
And this men are ſaid to doe, which b:ing ſpoken indefinitely, 
according tothe ruſes of Interpreting Scripture followed by this 
Author, thould be taken univerſally,for all men : but we are con- 

tented, that irbe the moſt of thoſe men to whom Chriſt Ra 
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for ſome alſo of them received him, to whom he gave this privi- 
ledge that they ſbould become the ſonnes of God, John 1, 12. why ye 
ſhould interpret love here, by chooſe, as though either che words 
were equivalent, or the word in the originall would tignifie ei- 
ther, | can ſee no reaſon, for both choſe are exceeding falſe. There 
is a difference between loving and choofing, and as for iy drwar 
he would beas bad a tranſlator,as ye are an interpreter that thould 
render it they cbooſe. Now what is this loving of darkeneſſe more than 
light, but a following, and cleaving in atteQion and praRtiſe to 
the ways wherein they were,being alienated from the lite of God, 
labourtng in the unfruittull works of darknefſe, and retfufing to 
embrace the heavenly doftrine of the goſpell, holding forth peace 
and reconciliation with God through Chriſt, with life and im- 
mortality thereby. To conclude from hence,therefore Chriit dyed 
for all and every man in the world, becaule the'greatelt part of 
them to whom he preached the Goſpell did not believe, is a wild 
kind of reaſoning : much better may we inferre, that therefore he 
dyed not forall men, becauſe it is not given unto them for bis ſake 
to believe on bim, Phil: 1. 29. Neither will thac parentheſis & which 
how could it be if no light in truth were for them ? )) give any light to 
the former inference, for if the word (For) ſhould denote the in- 
tention and purpoſe of God, the truth is, wedare not ſay, that 
\God intends and purpoſeth that they ſhould receive light who 
doe not , leſtby fo ſaying we ſhould make the ftrength of 7ſrae! 
to be like to our ſelves, and contradi& him who hath ſaid, bis 
counſell ſball ſtand and he will doe all his pleaſure, Ifay 46. 10. that the 
counſell of the Lord ftandeth for ever, Plal. 33. 12. he being the Lord 
and changing not, Mal. 3. 6, James 1. 17. 2 Tim. 2. 19. Rom. 9.11. 
If by ( for them ) ye meane ſuch a ſtock--and fulnefle of light and 
grace,as there is of light in the Sun, for all the men in the world, 
though ſome be blind and cannot ſee it, then weſay that ſuch a 
lighe there is for all in the Goſpell, to whom it is preached, and 
their owne blindneile is the ſole cauſe of their not receiving it, ſo 
that this hath not got the ſtone a ſtep forward, which ſtill rolls 
back upon him. Thirdly, The other Scriptures urged have 
not ſo much as any colour that ſhould giveadvantage to conſider 
them, as with any reference to the bulinefſe in hand, that of 
Fonab. 2. 8. is concerning ſuch as forſake the true God to follow 
idolls, ſo fortitting the mercyes temporall and fpirituall, which

from the true God they had before received, Rom. 2. 5. ſpeakes of 
the Gentiles who had the workes of God to teach them; and the 
patience of God to wait upon them, yet made no other uſe of 
chem both, than by vile rebellions to adde new degrees of further 
hardneſſe upon their owne heart. That if mens lofing their ſoules , 
Matth. 16.26. and deſtroying themſelves { Hol. 13. 9. ) by finne, is 
of equall force with what went before. Buc Fourthly, The. cloſe 
of this reaſon'ſeemes to intimate a further view of the Authour , 
which at the firſt view, doth not appeare, viz. that all men are 
in a reſtored condition by Chriſt 3 not a doore of mercy opened 
for them all, but thac they are all aRtually reſtored into grace and 
favour, from which if they doe not fall, they ſhall ſurely be 
ſaved; and the argument whereby heproves this is, becauſe being 
loit in Adam, they, coul-1 not be faid ro loſe themſelves, unleſfe 
they were re'tored by Chriſt: being darkenefſe and hardneſſe in 
him, unlefle all wie enlightened and mollified by Chrilt, 
they could not be ſaid to lovedarkneſle, nor to harden them- 
ſelves. Now if this be his intention ( as it is too apparent that 
ſo it is) I muſt ſay ſomething, firſt, to the argument, ſecondly, to 
the thing it ſelfe. And firſt, for the argument, it is this, becauſe 
by originall {inne men are guilty of death and damnation , there- 


forethey cannot by aftuall {innes make ſure of, and aggravate 


that condemnation , and fo bring upon themſelves a death unto 
death : or becauſe there is a native imbred hardneſfle of heart in 
man, therefore none can adde further degrees of contra&ted hard- + 
nefleand inducation by aftuall rebellions ; that becauſe men are 
blind, therefore they cannotundecvalae light, (when indeed the 
reaſon why they doe ſo, is becauſe they are blinde, ) that men 
who have time & opportunity & meanes to ſave their ſoules,can- 
not be ſaid co loſe them, thar is to be codemned, unleſs their ſouls 
were in a ſaved condition before. Now this is one of the proofes, 
which in the cloſe is called plaine and according eo Scripture 3 
when indeed nothing can be more contrary to reaſon, Scriptare 
and the principles of the oracles of God, than this and ſome a- 
ther of them are. I ſhall adde no more, knowing that no Reader 
can be fo weake as to conceive that the refuiing of a propoſed re- 
medy accompanied with infinic other deſpights done ts the Lord, 
is not ſufhcient to make men guilty of their owne condemnati- 
on, Ipzate of thoſe , that enjoy the preaching of the Goſpell. 
Second'y, Forthe thing ir ſelte, or an atuall reſtauration of all 
| men

men by Chriſt into ſuch a ſtate, as is intimated, as they ha 
at the firlt in Ai:2:{ Imeane in reſpe&t of Covenant not inno- 
cency ) which | txz co be the meaning of the Author, and that 
becaule in another place he poſitively 2ftirmes that ic is (o, and 
that all are juttiticd by Chriſt, though how it ſhould befo, he.is 
not able to declare. To this then I tay, firit, that there is nothy 
in the Scripture that ſhould give the leaſt colour to this pgroffle er- 
rour,nor can any thing be produced ſo much as probably ſoung- 
ing that way. Secondly, It is contrary, firit, to very many places, 
aftirming that we are dead in treſpaſſes and ſinnes, Epheſ. 2.1. thar 

unleſſe we be borne againe , we cannot ſee the Kingdome of God, Joh.3.3, 
thac untill we come by taich to Chriſt, the wrath of God abideth on 
us, John 3.36. with thoſe innumerable places which diſcoves the 
aniverfall alienation of all men from God, nntill a&aall peace 
and reconciliation be made through Chriſt. Thirdly, To the ve- 
ry nature and effence of the new covenant of grace, proceedin 

fromthe free mercy of God to his Ele, carryed along with dift- 
inguiſbing promiſes from the firſt, putting a difference betweene 
the ſeed of the woman and between the ſed of the ſerpent, as well 
in the members, as in the head,to the laſt of them. being effe&ive 
and really working every good thing it, promiſed in and to- 
wards all co whom it doth belong ( which certainely it doth not 
in all) being every where ſaid to be made with the people of God, 
or thofe whom he will owne in oppofition to the world , of 
all which and divers other things, ſo plentifully affirmed of it in 
the Scripture, not one can be true , if all men receive a reftaura- 
tion by Chritt into covenant. Thirdly, To the eternal] purpoſe 
of God in ele&ion and reptobation , of which the latter is a reſ0- 
Jution to leave men in their fallen condition without any re- 
paration by Chriſt. Fourthly, Ir is attended with very many 
ſirange abfardgroundletle confequences : as firſt, that al] infants 
dying before they come to the ufe of reafon, and the commit- 
ing of attuall fnne, muſt neceſſarily be faved, ( although our 
Saviour hath faid, that unleſſe a man be borne againe be carat ſee the 
Kingdome of God, John 3.3, and Paul from him, that the c111 ren of 
infidells are uncieane, 1 Cor. 7. 14. Now noe uncleane thing hal] 
enter the new Jeruialem, Rev. 21. 17.) whereby, the infants of 
Turkes, Pagans, Infidels, Perfecutonrs, are placed in a tarre moxe 
happy conditi>n than the a_ of Chriſt, if they depart in . 
th:ir infancy $1an the beſt of b:lievers, whore not ( according 


to...

to che Authours of this doGtrine ) out of danger of eternall pe= 
rihiag. Secondly, That there is no more required of any to be 


ſaved, then a continuance in the eiate, wherein he was borne, 
(that is in covenant aQtually reſtored by Chriſt theceunto, )when 
the whole word of God ceyerh out, that all ſach as {o abide ſhall 
certainely periſh everlaſtingly. Thirdly, That every one that pe- 
riſheth in the whole world, falls away trom-the grace of the new 
Covenant, >though the promiſes thereof are, that there (ha!l ne- 
ver be any totall falling away of them that are in Covenant. 


Fourthly, That none can. come unto Chriti, but ſuch as have in 


their owne perſons fallen from him, for all others abide in him. 
Innumerable other ſuch conſequences as theſe , doe neceſſarily 
attend this falſe heveticall afſertion , that is ſo abſolutely de- 
ſtru&ive to the free grace of God. I doubt not but ſuch proofes as 
theſe, will make contideriagmentfurther ſearch into the matcer 
intendedto be proved, and yeild them good advantages to diſco- 
ver the wretched lye of the whole. Fifchly, To the laſt words of 
the proofe I anſwer, that God ſowed that ſeed in Adam, and 
watered it with innumerable temporall bleſſings towards all, and 
ſpiricuall in ſome, whoſe fruic he will come to require from the 
world of unbelievers, and not in the bloud of Jeſus Chritt, any 
further, than as it it hath been certainely propoſed to ſome of 
them and deſpiſed. |

ANSWER: 
To this colle&ion. of expoitulations, I ſhall very briefely an- 
(wer with lome few obſervations, maniteſting of how little uſe 
it is to the bulineſſe in hand. As firſt, that in all theſe expoſtula- 
tions,. there is no mention of any ranſome given , or attone- 
ment made for them thar periſh ( which is the thing prerended in 
the cloſe) but they are all about temporall mercyes, with the out 
ward meanes of grace,to which what we obſerved in the argument 
laft foregoing ,viz thar as God doth not expoſtulate with them a- 
bout ir, no more ſhall they with Go] about it ar the laſt day : 
(not that Ideny that there is ſufficient matter of expoſtulation 
with finners about the bloud of Chriſt , and the ranſome paid 
thereby, that ſo his Ele& may be drawne, and wrought upon to 
faith and repentance, and believers more and more endeared to 
forſake all ungodlineſſe, and worldly luits, to live unto him,who 
dyed for them, and that others may be left more unexcuſable on- 
ly for the preſent there are no ſuch expoſtulations here expreſſed, 
nor can atrly be found holding out the purpoſe and intention of 
God in Chriſt towards them that periſh)Secondly, That all theſe 
places urged( excepting onely thoſe of Rom. 1. 28. & 2. 5.which 
apparently and evidently lay the inexcaſableneſle of *finne upon 
that knowledg which they might have had by the worke of crea- 
tion and providence of God as eternall, almighty, and powerfull, 
without the leaſt intimation of any ranſome, attonement and 
redemption ) that all the reſt I fay, are ſpoken to and of thoſe, 
t-at enjoyned the meanes of grace, who, in the dayes, wherein 
thoſe expoitulations were uſed towards them, was a very ſmall 
portion of all men, ſo that from what is ſaid to them, nothing 
can be concluded of the minde and purpoſe of God towards all 
| others, ( Pial. 147. 19. 20. )which is deſtruRtive to the generall 
ranſome. Thirdly, That there are no- men, eſpecially none of 
thoſe that enjoy the meanes of grace, but doe receive ſo many 
-mercies 
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mercies from God, as that hemay juſtly plead wich them about 
their unthankfulnefle and not returning of. obedience proportio- 
'nable to the clan ng light which they received. Fourthly, 1x 
is confeſſed I hope by all, that there are-none of thoſe things for 
the want whereof , God expoſtulateth with the ſonnes of men, 
but that he could it it ſo ſeemed good before him effeQually work 
them in their hearts, at leaſt by the exceeding greeenetl of his 
power, ſo-that thelethings cannot be declarative of his parpoſe, 
which he might if he pleaſed fulfill for who hath refifted' his will, 
Rom. 9.Fifthly, That delires and wiſhings ſhould properly be af- 
cribed unto God,is exceedingly oppoſite to his all- ſufficiency, 8& 
the perfeion of his nature ; they are no more in him , than he 
hath eyes, eares and hands, theſe things are to be underſtood 
beorpiras, Sixthly, It is evident thatall theſe are nothing but Pa 
theticall declarations of our duty ,; in the enjoynment of the 
meanes of grace, ſtrong convictions of the ſtubborne and diſo- 
bedicnt, with a full juſtification of the excellency of Gods 
wayes, to.draw us to the performance of our dutyes, Ergo. Chriſt 
dyed for all men , ivy id\u S4i&as. Seventhly , Some particular 
places that ſeeme to be of more weight than: the: reſt , have been 
already examined. | 5G : |

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0bjetions particularly enſwered,and ' Lin, 
their ſenſe for that end perverted. Secondly,” for thoſe other 
laces ous of Jude v. 4-12. 13, Icannot perceive how they can 
be hooked into the bulinefſe in hand, 'ſome are ſaid ».

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CHAP.7- Maces of Scripture opened. « 3o1 
tained, the name of the Remonſtrants Achilles, Now truely for my 
art, as1 ſhall not tranſcribe any thing herher out of the many 
Poll anfivers, given to it by our Divines, by which this Achilles, 
or rather Goliab hath been often caſt to the ground. So I heartily 
wiſh, that the many operous prolixe anſwers, which che boaſting 
of our adverſaries hath drawne forth, had not got this poore no- 
thing more repute a thouſand tymes then its owne ſtrength, or 
any addition of force from the managers of it, could have procu- 
red unto it. Suppoſing then, firſt, that the terme believe, be uſed in 
the ſame ſenſe in both propoſttions,(for if otherwiſe, the ſyllogi(- 
me is falſe in the forme of it, ) Secondly, That by believing is un- 
derſtood a ſaving application of Chriſt to the ſoul as beld out in the pro- 
miſe, for to believe that Chriſt dyed for me in particular, as is a(- 
ſerted tobe the duty of every one, can be nothing elſe but ſuch a 
aving application. Thirdly, That believing that Chriſt dyed for - 
any,according to the buſinefſe in queltion,muſt be with reference 
to the purpoſe of the Father, 8 intention of Jefus Chrilt himſelf, 
for that is it which with regard to any vniverſality is by us op- 
poſed. (Fourthly, for the terme ( every one )) it muſt relateunto 
allmen as confidered in an alike condition, for ſeverall reſpe&s and 
conditions of the ſame perſons, may cauſe them to come under 
ſeverall obligations unto dutyes, now there is no one con- 
dition common unto all , but only the ſtate of wrath and death, 
Epbeſ. 2. 3- and therefore every man mult be confidered as in thar 
condition ; ſo that in ſome the ſenſe of the minor propoſition is al 
men in the world as conſidered in a ſtate of wrath and unregeneracy are 
bound to believe ( as before deſcribed, ) that it was the intention of God 
that Chriſt ſhould dye for every one of them in particular : now not to: 
ſay any thing to the major propoſition, which yet is falſe,that which 
men are bound to believe in this ſenſe being as hath been obſerved 
by many , neither true, zor falſe but good, the aſſumption is abſo-

the God oftruth : now ir is falſe, that Chriſt dyed for all ande- 
very indivividuall of humane kind, as hath been before proved 
atlarge : Secondly, Then —_— men be bound immediately =

believe that which is not revealed', though divine Revelation bee 
the obje&t of all faith : for the Scriptures doe not hold out any 

where, that Chrilt dyed for this or that particular man ay ſuch, 
but onely for finners indeffinitely, ſpecified oft-rimes antecedently 
by Gods purpoſe; and conſequently by their owne purchaſed obe- 
dicnce : neither indeed js the intention and parpoſe of God, con- 
cerning which we nowenquire,propoſed as the objett of the faith 
of any, but onely his o——_— promiſes, and threatnings : the 
other being left to be colle&ed,/and affured to the ſoule , by an 
experience and ſenſe of fome ſweet infallible ifſue and effe& there- 
of in the hearc, aftually enjoyed. Nor, fourthly, can any com- 
mand in the Scripture to believe be interpreted by thepurpoſe and 
intention of God, as though the meaning of it ſhould bee, 
God intended, that Chriſt ſhould dye for thee in particular : nor 
doth any promiſe containe that ſente. Befides fiftly, which of it 
ſelfe is enough to breake the neck of this Argument: all have not 


* any ſuch objett of faith as Chriſts death at all propoſed to them, 


how can they believe unlefle they heare ? can they beebound to 
believethat of which they never heard the leaſt rumour ? how 
many Millions of infants, and others in Barbarous Nations, go 
to their owne place, without hearing the leaſt report of Jeſus 
Chriſt, or his ſufferings for them or others, even in theſe dayes of 
the Goſpell? how much more then before the comming of Chrilt, 
in the fleſh , when the meanes of Grace were reſtrained to one 
ſmall nation, with ſome few Proſelytes ? wereall theſe, are they 
that remaine, all and every one bound to believe that Chriſt dyed 
for them all and every one in particular ? theſe that thinke ſo, are 
doubclefſe bound to goe tell all of them fo, I meane thoſe that 
are yet in the Land of the living * is not unheliefe the great dam- | 
ning finne where faith is required, 7obn 3.30? and yet doth not 
Payl prove that many ſhall be condemned for finning againſt the 
light of natarc, Kom.2? an evident demonſtration that faith is 
not required of all, all are not bound to believe. 

Bur perhaps our Adverſarics will except, as they muſt except, 
if they intend to have any colour or ſhew of ſtrength left unto this 
Argument, that they meane it onely in reſpe& of them, who are 
called by the Word, and ſo it is of force , to which end, let it be 
thus propoſed.

in whoſe defence it was. produced : For it any one , much more 
the greateſt part of menbe excepted, which ace now excluded - 
from the Verge of this Argument,the general! Ranjome falls to the 
ground. From-the innumerable multitudes of all,wee are come to the 
many that are called, and doubt not butthat wee ſhall inſtantly de- 
ſcend to the few that are choſen. Unto the exception, -that, that 
which is true in reſpect of them to whom it 3s propoſed, would alſo bee true 
in reſpe& of all,-if .it ſbould be propoſed to them. I :anſwer by the way, 
firſt,that the Argument is to be taken from the Scriptural Obliga- 
tion to believe,and can be extended no further than it is aCtually 
extended : 21y, that it is no (afediſputing of what would be, or 
ſhould be, if things were not as God hath appoynted and ordai- 
ned them. We ſee the will of God for the preſent; neither are we to 
ſuppoſe{ſo as to make our ſuppoſal a bottome for any Arguments 
that they could have bin otherwiſe difpoſed.(31y,that if the Goſpel 
ſhould be preached to al the world ,or all in the world this is al 
the minde and wil of God,that would or can in general be figni- 
fied to them by it ; He that believeth and is baptized ſhall be ſaved, but 
be that believeth not, ſhall be damned : Or that God hath concatina- 
ted and knit theſe two things together, Faith, and Salvation; ſo 
that whoſoever will enjoy the latter, muſt performe the-former : 
If the Goſpell ſhould now bee preached to the Turkes, and- Indi- 
ans, and they ſhould rejeR ic, certainely they ſhould bee damned, 
for not believing that which they were,upon the preaching of ir, 
bound to believe. Now what is this ? that Chriſt dyed for every 
one of them in particular ? no doubtlefle ! but this, there is no 
name under heaven whereby men muſt be ſaved, but onely by the name. of | 
Chriſt madeknown-to them in the Goſpell, As 4.12. For rej:&ing the 
counſell and wiſedome of God to ſave finners,by the bloud of Te- 
(us; for not believing the neceſſity of a Redeemer, that Feſus of Nas 
Zareth -was that Redeemer, according to his owne word to the 
Tewes, If theybelieve not that Tam be, they ſhall dyz in their finnes ; as 
indeed the peculiar infidelity of _ people, was that nct belie- 
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ObjeFions particularly anſwered,and Ls. 4. 
ving him to be their M-giz>,whom they ſaw to be declared to bee 
the Sonne of God with power. The rot believing theſe thinys 
would be the ſoule-damning intidelity of ſuch obſtinate refuſers 
rocome in, upon the call of the Goſpell, and not a refuling to be- 
lieve that Chriſt dyed for every one of them in particular, which 
could not by the rule of the Goſpell bee propoſed unto them, 
and which they never come ſo fare as to queſtion, or eſteem. 

Still then we deny the minor propoſition of the reduced Syl- 
logiſme, and that partly for the reaſons before produced : partly 
for theſe ſubjoyned. Firſt, they ro whom the Goſpell is preached, 
are bound to believe, with thar faith which is required to juſtifica- 
tion onely : Now this is not a ful perſwaſion that Chriſt dyed for 
any one in particular, inthe intention and purpoſe of God, which 
revealeth not the objeQ of juſtification , . nor the way whereby a 
finner may be juſtified ; 2. Becauſe there is an order, naturall in 
its ſelfe, and eſtabliſhed by Gods appointment, in the things that 
areto be believed ; ſo that untill ſome of them are believed , the 
reſt arenot required. ( A man is not commanded, nor can be rea- 
ſonably, to get the top of a Ladder, by skipping all the lower 
Rounds) viz. 1. Repent, andbelieve the Goſpell to be the word 
of God, to containe his Will, and that Jeſus Chrift therein re- 
vealed, is the wiſedome and power of God unto ſalvation. 21y, 
that there is an inſeperable connexion by Gods appointment, be- 
tweene faith and ſalvation ; Goſpell-faith carrying a ſinner quite 
out of himſelf, and from off kis own righteoufnefſe.3. That there 
be a particular convi&ion by the Spirit, of the necellity of a Re- 
deemer, totheir ſoules in particular, whereby they become wea- 
ry, heavy laden,and burdened. 4. A ſerious full recumbancy,and 
rolling of the ſoule, upon Chriſt in the promiſe of che Goſpell, 
as an all-ſafficient Saviour,able to deliver and fave to the utmoſt, 
them that come to God by him ; ready,able, and. willing,through 
the preciouſneſle of his bloud , and ſufficiency of his ranſome 
to faveevery ſoule, that ſhall freely give up themſelves unto him 
for that end, amongit whom he is reſolved to be.

loveof God to him, in ſending his Sonne to dye for him in par- 
ticular: what a prepoſterous courſe , and how oppolite to the 
rule of the Goſpell were ic, to call upon a man to believe, rhat ic 
was the intention and purpoſe of God that Chrilt ſhould dye for 
him in particular,and defire him to affure his ſoule thereot,before 
he be convinced either 1. of the truth of the Goſpell in generall,or

That ſcruples doubts and feares, the proper iſſue of 
unconquered remaining unbeliefe ; will often ariſe in the hearts 
of finners,{ometimes againſt, ſometimes taking occaſion from the 
truth of the Goſpell, is too too evident upon experience : all the 
queſtion is whether the dodtrine it ſelte' ſcrupled or ſtumbled at, 
doe of it felfe in its--owne natare, give cauſe thereto-unto thoſe 
who rightly performe their duty, or whether all thoſe feares and 
ſcruples be the natural] product and iſſue of corruption and un- 
beliefe;ſetting up them!clves againſt the truthas it is in Jeſus: The 
firſt we deny, concerning the doGrine of the particularity of ef- 
fe&tuall Redemption: the latter God alone can- remedy. Secondly, 
This objeQion ſuppoſeth that a man is bound' to know and be

for him in particular?” is it not the very higheſt improvement ot 
faich, doth it not ir.cludea ſenſe of the ſpirituall love of God, 
ſhed abroad in our hearts ? is it not the top of the Apoſtles conto- 


| lation, Rom: 8.3 4? and the bottome of all his joytul] aſſurance 


Gal.2,20? So that they evidently require that a man muſt believe 
before he doe believe: that he cannot believe and ſhall exceedingly 
feare whether he ought to doeſo or no, wilelle he believe, before 
be believe. Me thinkes ſuch removing of ſcruples, were the rea- 
dy way to intangle doubting conſciences, in farther inextricable 
perplexities.' Thirdly,we deny, that a perſwafion that it was the 
will of God that Chritt ſhould dye for him in particular, either is 
or can be any way neceſſary that a ſinner be drawen to believe: for 
conſidering ſinners as ſuch whoſe duty it is to believe, the 
call of Chriſt, Matth. 11.28. Eſa.'55. 1. that command of God, 
Fobn 3. 23. that promiſe of life upon believing; Moe 3. 36. 
that threate of unbeliefe. ibid. the alſuffictency of the bloud of 
Chriſt to ſave all believers, AQs.20.

falvation of all believers without exception, Mar. 16. 16. and the 
life, are enough to remove all--doubts and feares, and are all that 
the Scripture holds out for that purpoſe. Fourthly, That per- 
ſwaſion which aſſerts the certainety of ſalvation by the death of 
Chriſtunto all believers whatſoever.

That there is nothing in the Scripture whereby any man can aſſure bim-, 
ſelfe that Chriſt dyed for him in particular, wleſſe we grant that be dyed 


for all. 


That this is notoriouſly falſe, the experience of all believers, 
who by the grace of God aſſured their hearts, of their ſhare' and 
intereſt in Chriſt , as held out unto them in the promiſe , - 
out the leaſt thought of univerſall Redemption , is a ſufficient 
teſtimony.. Secondly, that the aſſurance ariting from a prafticall 
ſyllogiſme, whereof one Propoſition is true in the word ; and the 
Crone by the witneſſe of the ſpirit in the heart, is infallible,hath 
hicherto been eqnonpanget by all. Now ſuch aſſurance may all 
Believers have, that Chriſt dyed for them, with an intention and 
purpoſe to ſave their ſoules. For inſtance, all Believers may draw 
out the truth of the Word, and the faich created in their hearts 
into this concluſion. Chriſt dyed for all believers, that is all who 
chooſe himand reſt upon him, as an all-ſufficient Saviour : not 
that he dyed for them as ſuch ,. but thac all ſuchare of thofe for 
whom he dyed. He dyed not for Believers, as Believers, though 
hee dyed for all Believers , but for all the Ele&t, as Elet, who 
by the benefit of his death, doe become Believers, and ſo obtaine 
aſſurance that he dyed for them : for ſuch of thoſe that areeleted, 
who are not yet Believers, though Chriſt dyed for them ; yet we 
deny that they can have any affurance of it, whilſt they continue 
ſach : you ſuppole it a foule contradifion, if a man ſhould bee 
ſaid to have affurance that Chriſt dyed forhim in particular, and 
yet continue an unbeliever. This firſt Propoſition as in the begin= 
ning laiddowne, is true in the Word, in innumerable places.

I. Taatthis new named -Free-grace, this glorichs heiphtand

Upon theſe and the like conliderations and apprehenfions, I 

deemed it might not. be in vaine, to diſprove the 'maine Afertion, 
as alſo to manifeſt the miſerable inconſequence, from the aflerting 
of Gods'eternall love, to the denyall of fatisfation , which in 
what manner the Lord enabled mie to periorme, you muſt know, 
Reader in the place above mentioned, at that time | had only had
